STILL  PLAYS  BACCARAT 

Duke    of    Richmond    Would   Not   Permit 

Gambling  at  His  Country  Seat,    and 

Prince  of  Wales  Went  Elsewhere* 


FUTURE  KING  IS  SCORED. 


"With  thi'  exception  of  ex-Kin,Er  Milan 
of  tfervia,  there  is  no  royal  peisonui;.' 
in  whose  existenee  the  lardtable  has 
played  so  important  a  role  as  in  that 
of   the   Prince   of   Wales. 

It  Is  perhaps  unfair  to  establish  any 
comparison  between  the  disreputable 
ex-ruler  of  Servia  and  the  British  heir 
apparent.  The  latter  plays  a  straight 
game,  and  pays  his  debts  of  honor  with- 
in the  time,  while  Milan  is  a  welcher 
and  a  checit. 

lUit  there  is  a  certain  analogy.  For. 
while  the  former  monarch  of  Servia  has 
sacrificed  throne,  wife,  fortune,  consid- 
eration and  honor  to  cards,  thev  are 
also  responsible  for  every  contretemps 
by  wh'ch  the  prince  has  been  overtakin; 
they  constitute  the  only  shadow  upon 
an  otherwise  pleasing  character  and 
have  bi-ought  about  the  ruin  and  dis- 
grace  of   many     of  his   most   intimate 


friends 

It  is  dirflcult  to  understand  whencf  he 
derives  this  failing,  which  he  alone  of 
the  queen's  children  possesses.  His 
father,  the  late  Prince  Con.-'urt.  never 
touched  a  card.  The  only  historic  gam- 
bler in  the  House  of  Hanover  is  his 
grand  uncle,  the  late  Duke  of  York,  .son 
of  King  George  III.  who  on  several  oc- 
casions sat  at  the  card  table  for  thirty- 
six  hours  at  a  stretch,  at  Oaklands,  his 
Country  seat. 

Public  attention  has  been  again  drawn 
to  the  card-playing  propensities  of  the 
prmce  by  his  quarrel  with  the  Duke  of 
Richmond,  one  of  the  most  trusted 
friends  and  advisers  of  his  mother,  thf" 
queen.  Cards  have  kept  the  futuro 
King  of  England  from  Goodwood  house, 
the  Sus-s;x  country  seat  of  the  dak*' 
this  year.  Cards  took  him  instead  to 
West  Dean  Park  as  the  guest  of  an 
Australian  millionaire.  Willie  James. 
The  play  beneath  Jame's  roof  last  week 
was  high,  large  sums  being  won  and  | 
lost,  the  prince  and  the  duchess  uf 
Dt-vonsliire  being  as  usual  the  most  pas- 
sionate punters. 

Now  people  who  remember  when  tlie 
prince  of  Wales  went  to  Tranbv  Cro't 
as  the  guest  of  Mrs.  Arthur  Wilson  be- 
cause the  duke  of  Portland,  whose  pu^st 
he  was  to  be.  barred  games  of  hazard 
at  Welbeck  Abbey,  are  asking  whether 
the  stay  of  his  royal  highness  at  West 
^  Dean  Park  last  week  will  be  follow-d 
by  some  counterpart  of  the  unfortunate 
baccarat  scandal  of  just  ten  years  ago. 
It  is  difficult  for  people  out  of  England 
to  realize  the  sensation  created  by  the 
prince's  "doing"  Goodwood  races  from 
West  Dean  Park  instead  of  from  ih" 
Goodwood  house,  the  Kichmond  seat. 
Kver  since  Albert  Edward  married,  in 
lM6o.  he  has  been  each  year  save  one  th* 
guest  of  the  Duke  of  Richmond  for  the 
Goodwood  races,  a  sporting  event  th  it 
marks  the  close  of  the  London  season. 
The  duke,  who  is  of  thf  same  age  -is 
Queen  Victoria,  and  a  man  of  imn'.eni-e 
independence  as  well  as  pride  of  race, 
being  a  lineal  descendant  of  Charles  11.] 
has  two  fads— his  horror  of  gambling 
and  his  rule  of  retiring  to  bed  every 
night  at  10.  no  matter  where  he  may 
happen  to  be  or  who  is  present. 

The  duke  was  horrified  bv  the  bac- 
carat scandal  at  Tranby  Croft,  and 
when  the  r.rince  came  the  following 
year  to  Goodwood  for  the  races  he  ex- 
tract.'d  from  his  future  king  i  teluciaiu 
pledge  that  under  ro  cir.^.iinsirtices 
should  baccarat  be  rlii»'el  iJirrn^  ti.e 
•  'sit.  He  remir.dc  I  the  j  rlnce  '.nat 
Goodwood  had  '  eeti  xt  i)ie  beginnn...?  of 
the  century  the  scene  of  a  terrible  tra- 
gedy due  to  oarJs. 

On  the  third  day  of  the  stay  the  duke, 
who  had  bidden  good-night  at  10  o'clock 
to  the  heir  apparent  and  to  thi-  other 
royal  guests,  happened  to  have  occasion 
to  ri,me  down  stairs  again  about  half  an 
hour  later. 

His  astonishment  and  wrath  may  be 
imagined  when  he  f<jund  the  maie  por- 
tion of  the  house  party  and  some  of  the 
ladies  seated  around  a  table  in  thi.- 
library  playing  at  baccarat  for  high 
stakes,  the  prince  acting  as  banker. 

The  old  dukes  indignation  for  once 
got  the  better  of  his  loyalty,  and  h>^ 
rated  his  future  king  in  the  most  cut- 
ting manner,  charging  him  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  other  guests  with  having 
broken  his  word. 

The  prince  presented  a  sorrier  spec- 
tacle than  ever  before  or  since.  He  real- 
ized that  he  had  placed  himself  in  a 
false  position  and  found  nothing  better 
than  to  stammer  some  shame-faced  ex- 
cuse. Xeedless  to  add.  the  game  came 
to  an  immediate  end.  The  prince  was 
only  prevented  from  leaving  Goodwood 
on  the  following  day  by  fear  that  such 
action  would  lead  to  the  episode  being 
made  public.  This  he  was  naturallv  an- 
xious to  avoid  as  it  was  a  matter  which 
reflected  no  credit  upon  him,  and,  com- 
ing so  soon  after  the  Tranby  Croft  af- 
fair, would  have  made  a  public  scandal 
and  led  to  renewed  denunciations  of  the 
prince  in  the  pres.s. 

So  the  prince  remained  to  the  end  of 
the  race  week,  although  it  must  h^ve 
been  as  awkward  for  him  as  for  the 
duke. 

The  following  year  the  prince  declined 
to  accept  the  duke's  invitation  to  Good- 
wood and  attempted  to  do  the  races 
from  Portsmouth,  living  aboard  his 
yacht,  the  Osljorne.  and  traveling  to 
and  fro  each  day  by  special  train.  But 
he  found  it  uncomfortable,  and  besides 
his  absence  from  Goodwood  caused  so 
much  comment  that  the  next  year  he 
became  again  the  guest  of  the  duke, 
more  as  a  matter  of  social  duty  than 
pleasure. 

This  year  he  made  up  his  mind  that 
he  was  becoming  too  old  a  man  to  sub- 
mit to  any  control  of  his  pleasures  bv 
the  master  of  any  house  that  he  chose 
to  honor,  and  accordingly  arranged  w  ith 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  to  stay  with  them 
for  the  Goodwood  races  instead  of 
wi^h  the  duke. 

Some  of  the  comments  which  he  made 
as  to  the  reason  which  led  him  to  re- 
fuse the  duke's  hospitality  came  to  the 
ears  of  the  old  peer,  and  he  resented 
them,  besides  taking  the  ground  that, 
since  the  race-course  was  his  private 
property,  it  was  a  gross  affront  on  the 
part  of  the  prince  to  attend  the  races 
from  the  house  of  untitled  people  in  the 
neighborhood,  with  whom  he  was  him- 
self not  even  on  visiting  terms. 

The  duke  made  no  attempt  to  conceal 
hJs     displeasure,     and     while     offering 


splendid  ho.^pitallty  to  the  duke  and 
du.hess  of  York  who  were  his  guest:^. 
practically  ignored  his  future  king,  who 
was  compelled  for  once  to  take  his 
place  in  the  crowd  without  being  ad- 
mitted to  the  private  inclosure  of  the 
duke.  It  was  an  extraordinary  spec- 
tacle, and  spoke  volumes  for  the  in- 
dependence of  the  old  duke,  whose  ac- 
tion would  appear  to  have  received  the 
approval  of  the  queen,  since  she  had 
invited  the  aged  peer  to  visit  her  at 
Balmoral. 

Ten   y€-ars  ago   the  duke  of  Portland 
preferred  to  forego  a  visit  of  the  prince 
at    Welbeck  Abbey  rather  than   to  per- 
nut    games    of    hazard    under    his    nxjf. 
The  queen   a  short    time   after  honored 
the   duchess   and    himself    with    invita- 
tion.s,    api)arently    to    show    the    public 
that    she    appr()Ved    their   cour.se.     This 
is   in   keeping  with   her  attitude   toward 
her  eldest  son,  whose  card   playing  she 
i.s  the  first  to  deplore.     No  stronger  evi- 
dence for  her  sentiments  can   be  givc-n 
than    her    refusal    to   allow    the    prince 
to  make  use  of  Windsor  castle  during 
the  Ascot   races.     Although  Windsor  is 
within  easy   drive  of  the  Ascot  course 
and    the   queen   with    her  court  always 
away    in    Scotland    at    the    time    of    the 
races,  yet  the  prince  is  invariably  driv- 
en to  lease  a  country  seat  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Windsor  for  the  Ascot  week 
at  an  expense  which  he  can  ill  afford. 
He   is  obliged   to  do  this  becau.se  his 
mother  will   not   permit  games  of  haz- 
ard  under  her  roof.     She   is    willing   fo 
give      him    the    use    of    Windsor   castle 
providing    he    will    abstain    from    cards, 
leather  than  comply   with    the   stipula- 
tions of  his  venerable   mother  he   pre- 
fers to  lease  a  country  seat   at  an   ex- 
pense of  $25,000  for  a  single  week,  where 
he  can  surround  himself  with   his  own 
cronies  and  play  cards  as  he  pleases. 

Largely  responsible  for  the  devotion 
of  the  prince  to  cards  is  the  duchess  of 
Devonshire,  a  pa.ssionate  gambler.  An- 
other who  influenced  him  at  one  time  is 
George  Russell,  his  private  secretary 
prior  to  the  appointment  of  Sir  Fiancis 
Kncllys.  George  Russell  is  a  cousin  of 
the  duke  of  Bedford,  a  brother-in-law 
of  the  late  duke  of  Roxenhurghe  ami  an 
uncle  of  the  present  duke,  who  is  cred- 
ited witij  an  intention  of  marrying  Miss 
May  Goelet.  Through  the  interest  of 
the  prince  he  obtained  the  lucrative  ao- 
pointment  oi*  permanent  head  of  the 
department  of  publk-  works,  which  has 
under  its  control  all  royal  palaces,  gov- 
ernment buildings  and  parks. 

He  made  use  of  this  position  to  fit  up 
at  government  expense  a  number  of  the 
pretty    lodges   in   Hyde   Park,    Regent's 
Paik  and  St.  Jam.es'  Park  as  gambling 
helis,  from  which  he  derived  large  sums 
Shortly    befure    his    downfall    he    was 
s-tnying  at  Kimboltcn  castle  as  the  guest 
of     the    duchess    of     Manchester     (now 
duchess  of  Devinshire),  the  prince  and 
princess  of  Wale--  being  present.   Cards 
were   the  order  of  the  day.   and   during 
the   high  play   the  duchess,    who  is  one 
(  f  the  cleverest    women     in     existence, 
saw   that  her  old  friend  George  Russell 
was   cheating  his     future     king.     For  a 
moment  she  hesitated:  then  she  realized 
that  the  slightest  scandal   would  result 
in  a  failure  uf  the  royal  visit  to  Kimb.>l- 
t(  n,   that   it   would  get  into  the  papers, 
give  rise  to  popular  discussion  on  card- 
playing  and     as.^ociate     her    name  and 
that  of  Kimbolton  castle  forever  in    the 
t>es  if   the    world   with  a  disagreeable 
e;  i.-cde.     i?o  she  arranged,   by  insisting 
on  having  Rus.'^ell  for  her  partner,  that 
her   losses    shiuld    counteract    his   gain, 
and  he  be  practically  unable  to  rob  anv 
one.    Six  weeks  later  a  friend     of     the 
duchess  entered    her    T.,ondon    drawing 
ro(;ni    and    announced    that    one    of   her 
friends    had    been    caught   cheating     at 
cards  at  the  Turf  club. 

"Wait   one   minute!"   she  exclaimed. 
Then  she  scribbled  a  name  on  a  piece 
of  paper  and  covered  it  with  her  hand. 
"Now  tell  me  who  it  is." 
"George   liussell,"   replied  her  visitor. 
"Look  here."  said  she,  and   with  that 
showed   Rus.sell's  name     written  on  the 
paper,  adding  that  she  had  caught  him 
cheating  at   Kimbolton  castle  and   that 
she  knew  that  sooner  or  later  he  would 
be  discovered. 

Far  less  knowledge  of  the  world  was 
displayed  in  a  similar  instance  by  Mr.--. 
Arthur  Wilson. 

For  wlien  she  and  her  children  caught 
annher  of  the  prince's  life-long  cronies 
cheating,  as  she  believed,  at  cards  while 
sia\  ing  under  her  roof  as  a  fellow-guest 
of  the  prince  of  Wales,  she  charged"  him 
uith  the  offenje. 

This  made  such  a  scandal  that  it  be- 
came the  subject  of  a  disgraceful  law- 
suit, which  brought  odium  upon  the 
prince,  in  connection  with  his  fondness 
fcr  card  playing,  v.hile  it  has  associat- 
ed her  own  name  and  that  of  Tranliy 
Croft  with  one  of  the  most  ignoble 
scandals  of  the  present  century. 

George  Russell  was  obliged  to  leave 
England  and  lived  for  many  years  in 
exile.  Lately  he  has  returned  to  Eng- 
land and  society  may  condone  his 
offense,  since  he  is  not  only  seen  in 
fashionable  haunts,  but  his  managed 
to  secure  election  tn  .several  second- 
rate  clubs  in  spite  of  his  having  been 
expelled  from  the  best  ones  at  the  time 
of  his  di.-gracc. 

Sir  William  Gordon  Cumming  is  a 
le.ss  fortunate  man,  though  many  think 
him  a  better  one.  Society  has  not  par- 
doned him  and  he  lives  in  strict  retire- 
ment on  his  Scotch  country  seat  with 
his  American  wife,  his  neighl)ors  gen- 
erally expressing  the  lielief  that  he  is 
more  =inned  against  than  sinning,  and 
that  the  charges  of  cheating  against 
him  were  the  result  of  a  feminine  con- 
spiracy. 

Yet  another  chum  of  the  Prince  of 
Wales  to  come  to  grief  through  card 
playing  is  Hon.  Walter  Harbord.  son- 
in-law  of  the  duke  of  Grafton,  formerly 
Major  of  a  crack  Hussar  regiment, 
etjuei  ry  to  the  jirince  and  younger 
brither  of  Lord  Suffield,  Lord  of  the 
Hedchamber  to  the  heir  apparent  and 
the  chief  of  the  later's  stables. 

V/alter  Harbord  was  caught  cheating 
at  cards  at  the  principal  club  !n  Nice, 
the  Cercle  de  la  Mediterrannee  and. 
after  having  had  his  face  slapped  by 
several  players,  was  literally  taken 
down  the  steps  by  the  servants.  This 
took  place  in  1S76,  and  today  tx-Maj. 
Harbord.  who  was  dismissed  from  the 
army  in  connection  with  the  affair,  is 
once  more  a  member  of  the  London 
fashion.-'.ble  world. 

For  many  years  the  prince  rafrained 
from  visiting    Badeo-Baden     in    conse- 


quence of  a  card  scandal  in  which  his 
naine  had  fieen  Implicated,  and  w  hieh 
was  of  sueh  a  character  as  to  lead  to 
grave  remonstrances  on  the  part  of  the 
Migning  grand  duke  of  liaden. 

It  was  not  that  there  had  been  unfair 
play,  but  an  idiotic  youth.  posse.ss"d  of 
great  wealth  and  of  social  asi)iratlons 
had  been  comjiletely  ruined  at  a  sitting, 
one  of  the  principal  winners  being  the 
prince  of  Wales. 

Another  disagreeable  affair  in  .vhicli 
the  prince  became  inv.ilved  through  his 
fondness  for  cards  was  his  intiinacv 
with  Count  Jaracewski.  This  maii, 
after  being  introduced  by  the  piiiu-c, 
was  exposed  by  Lord  flastings  after  a 
vis-it  t.)  the  continent  as  a  professional 
card  cheat. 

Several  of  the  prince's  friends,  includ- 
ing the  late  Joey  Karl,  of  Aylesford. 
have  been  luined  by  card  playing.  The 
du<  hess  of  Devonshire  is  an  invet  ■r:(te 
gambler,  (me  of  the  nn.st  reekles--  i-lnv- 
«Ms  at  Monte  Carlo,  and  when  the 
prince  was  staying  with  her  the  ulh.  r 
day  at  Compton  Plaee  park,  her  i)la<  e 
at  Kastb.^urne.  she  scandalized  the  i)oii- 
ulation  by  playing  cards  with  the  prince 
and  other  guests  ^^n  the  lawn  on  Sunday 
afternoon  in  full  view  of  the  public.

Expcrfs  of  American  Kanu- 

factures  Last  Year  Greater 

Than  Ever  Before.

Washington.  Aug.  12.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)  —  American        manufacturers 
made  their  best  export  record  in  the  fis- 
cal   year  just     ended.     Not     noly     were 
their  exportations  larger     than     In  any 
preceding  year,  but  for  the  second  time 
in  the  history  of  our  foreign  commerce 
they  exceeded  the  value  of  the  imports 
of  manufactures.    In  »   the      fiscal  year 
ISOS.  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  manufacturing  export  trade,  the  ex- 
portation of  manufactures  exceeded  the 
impcrtation  of  manufactures,    the   total 
value  of  exports  of  manufactures  being 
about  25  per  cent  in  excess  of  that  of 
imports  of  manufactures.     In  the  fiscal 
year  1S99.    however,       despite       the   in- 
crease in  imports  of  manufactures,   the 
t.nal   exportation   of   manufactures    was 
ao  per  cent  greater  than  the  impirtition 
of       manufactures,     being      $:!38.f)67.7y4 
against  $209.:.70,293  of  imports  of  manu- 
factures. 

Prior  to  the  fiscal   year  1SJ>8.   imports 
of  manufactures  wore     alwavs     greater 
than   exports     of     manufactures.     From 
ISSS  to  1897  imports      of      manufactures 
ranged  aliout  *l,000,OrtO  a  dav    with   th^ 
single  exception  of  1S94.     During  all  that 
time  the  exportation     of     manufactures 
was  steadily  increasing,  so  that  in  1S97 
they  amounted     to    $277,000,000.    against 
$130,000,000  in  1SS8.    having     thu«     more 
than  doubled  in     that     period.     In     1S9S 
they  were  $290,697,794.     It  was  not  until 
ISSiS   that    through   the  combined   reduc- 
tion of  impi>rts  and   increase  of  exports 
the    tide    turned    in    favor    of    American 
manufacturers,   and   in      that     vear    the 
total  exports  of  manufactures  were    for 
the  first  time,  greater  than  th^  imports 
of       manufactures,       being     $290. (?97 .3r>4 
against  $2.50.897.676.     In  the   fiscal     year 
1S'<8  the  exports    of    manufactures     ex- 
ceeded the  imports. by  $.VJ.7H'j.678.  and  in 
1899   the   exports     of     manufactures   ex- 
ceeded imports  of  manufactures  by  $79  - 
097.501.  ^i   ^  -f. 

Imports  of  manufactures  in  189;")  w<r.^ 
nearly  $100,000,000  less  than  in  1890"^ 
while  exports  of  manufactures  were 
nearly  $200,000,000  more  than  in  1890 
Manufactures  in  1899  formed  a  Ijrfrer 
percentage  of  our  total  exports  Mum"  in 
any  preceding  year.  During  the  last 
half  of  the  year  this  was  i-s-peciallv  true 
in  pome  months  the  exports  of  manu- 
fnctures  being  more  than  33  per  cent  of 
the  total  exports,  while  fi.r  the  entire 
year  they  were  2S.13  per  cent  of  the 
total  experts,  against  26.87  per  cent  in 
V<u,  23.14  per  cent  in  1S95.  21.14  per  c^nt 
m  18l'4,  i:>.37  per  cent  in  1891.  18.99  per 
cent  in  1899.

Mr.  Atkinson  says  that  having  been 
informed  that  telegraphic  messages 
from  the  mothers  and  sisters  of  volun- 
teers from  Nebraska,  urging  them  not 
to  re-enli.-^t.  had  been  refused  delivery 
he  thought  he  v.ould  test  that  questi(m 
He  then  recounts  his  efforts  to  scr.d 
through  the  mails  to  prominent  officials 
in  the  Philippines  the  pamnhlets  seized 
by  the  postmaster  at  San  Francisco 
some  time  ago,  for  which  the  author 
of  the  circular  says  he  "was  threat- 
ened with  prosecution  for  treason  and 
sedition  because  of  this  effort  on  my 
part  to  convey  information  to  your  citi- 
zens and  voters  which  would  inform  you 
as  to  the  word  done  in  this  country  co 
stop  what  we  believe  to  be  criminal  ag- 
gression in  the  Philippine  islands." 

Mr.  Atkinson  adds  that  the  three  ar- 
ticles referred  to.  viz.:  "The  Cost  of  a 
National  Crime,"  "The  Hell  of  War  and 
Its  Penalties"  and  'Criminal  Aggres- 
sion: By  Whom  Committed?"  are  in- 
cluded in  one  of  the  two  pamphlets  sent 
to  the  ofl^cers  of  the  regiment.s,  and  he 
asks  their  views  on  them  and  on  the 
whole  course  of  the  warfare  in  the 
Philippine  islands,  promising,  if  liberty 
IS  given  to  print  the  letters,  to  make  a 
careful  selection  therefrom,  "whether 
adverse  to  the  position  I  have  taken,  or 
sustaining  it." 


Houghton,  Mich..  Aug.  12.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  situation  in  the  Lak<' 
Superior  copper  district  seems  a  trifie 
paradoxical.  With  an  insatiate  desire 
for  copper  at  the  highest  prices  known 
for  many  years,  production  is  decreasing 
rather  than  increasing.  With  labor  of 
all  kinds  arriving  on  every  train  and 
r.OOO  to  6000  more  men  employed  than  one 
year  ago.  the  demand  for  labor  v.as 
never  so  great  as  now,  and  not  since  the 
civil  war  period  have  the  mines  suf- 
fered so  greatly  from  a  shortage  of 
workmen   as   today. 

The  condition  of  the  local  copper  in- 
dustry is  like  that  of  the  rapidly  grow- 
ing boy,  who  remains  weak-kneed  de- 
spite a  Voracious  apjietite  and  perfect 
digestion.  The  industry  is  expanding 
so  rapidly  that  in  present  actual  pro- 
duction there  is  a  contraction.  The 
nearly  two  .score  new  mines  being 
opened  or  reopened  all  emplov  men,  in 
forces  of  fifty  or  even  less  up"  to  a  full 
thousand,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Arcadian 
The  opening  of  the  new  mines  draws 
workmen  from  the  older  properties  and 
the  drain  lias  been  severely  felt  by  all 
of  them.  The  men  to  manage  the  new 
l>i-operties  have  invariably  been  selecte.l 
on  the  ground— not  a  single  mine  has  an 
imported  superintendent.  This  is  but 
natural,  as  the  lake  copper  district  has 
for  years  furnished  the  best  mining  men 
in  the  world.  The  demands  of  the  new 
mines  have  caused  rapid  and  continue.i 
piomotions  all  along  the  line,  and  nat- 
urally the  middle  ranks  of '  the  older 
mines  have  ben  drawn  upon  severely  tf) 
furnish  material  for  mine  agents,  super- 
intendents, mining  captains  and  bosses 
of  various  grades. 

The   .product  of    mineral   (unsmelted 
copper)  of  theQuincy  mine  was  less  than 
700  terns  last  month,  in  place  of  an  aver- 
age  of   about   800   tons   maintained   for 
more  than  a  year  previous.     This   was 
due  to  no  decrease  in  the  mineral  wealth 
of  the  property,  but  to  sheer  inability  to 
find  the  miners  to  get  out  the  rock.  With 
a    total      force    of     1250     employes,    the 
Quincy    has    at    present    less    than    400 
miners.       The    Osceola    is    making    lesa 
copper  than  usual  for  the  same  reason. 
The    demand    for   labor   is    insatiable. 
The    opening    of    so    many    new    mines 
means  the  building  of  many  new  stamp 
mills,  the  construction  of  new  railroads, 
the  building  of  thousands  of  new  houses, 
the     develoi)ment   of     towns   and   even 
cities  where  there  was  forest  or  pasture 
land  eighteen  month.5  ago.  and  all  this 
Work  calls   for  thousands  of  craftsmen 
and   laborers    in    addition    to   those   em- 
ployed at  the  mines.    The  Copper  Range 
railroad   is  employing  700  men   in  con- 
struction work,  and  the  force  would  be 
increased  if  more  men  could  be  secured 
The  Duluth,  South  Shore  &  Atlantic  pro- 
poses building  a  line  from  Newtonville 
to  Greenland   to   transoort    the  rock  of 
the  Mass  mine.    The  federal  governtnent 
is  expending  several  millions  of  dollars 
in   improvements   on    the   Portage    lake 
waterways,    and    the    government    con- 
tractors are  finding  it  hard  to  get  men 
and   even    harder    to   keep   them    when 
once    brought    here.       The    farmers    at 
Porta.ge  Entry  have  hired  so  many  men 
away  fiom  the  government  contractors 
there  that   work  has  almost  come  to  a 
stan.istill.      The    farmers    j.ay    $2.25    per 
day  for  common  labor,  which  is  25  cents 
above   the  average   wage,  although   the 
same   sum    is    being   paid    occasionallv 
elsewhere.     There  can  be  little  doubt  f'i 
the  go(»dnoss  of  the  time.'*  or  the  scarcity 
of  labor   where   unskilled   workmen   re- 
ceive $2  to  $2.25   per  da.v.   In   a  district 
where  living  is  as  cheap  as  here. 

The  Franklin,  idle  sim.'  Dec.  1  through 
the  destruction  of  the  old  stampmill  by 
fire,  is  again  working,  and  like  all  the 
other  mines,  is  finding  trouble  in  get- 
ting an  adequate  force  of  workmen. 

President  H.  F.  Fay  of  the  Centennial. 
Mayllower  and  Elm  River  properties  is 
inspecting   his   mines   here.        The   Elm 
River  now  has  nearly  200  men  employed 
and    wouki      use    more    if      they    could 
readily  be  found.     A  new  townsite  has 
been  platted  at  the  Ebn  River  property 
and  a   contract  let   for   the   first  forlv- 
eight     houses.       The   mineral   showing 
at       the       property     is     excellent,     and 
there  Is  little  question  that  the  Winona 
lode   has   been   found,   the  Winona       in 
turn  having  been  identified  quite  satis- 
factorily   with    the   Pewabic   or   Quincv 
amygdaloid.      The  W'yandot.  also  work- 
ing  ihe   extension  of  the   Winona,    has 
sixty-five  men  at  work  and  wants  more. 
A    sawmill    has    been    built    and        the 
Wyandot    people    are    getting    out    the 
lumber  for   their   buildings  and       mine 
timbering.       This  is  a   decided   advan- 
tage  as    there   is  a  scarcity  of  lumber 
this  season,  although  the  copper  mines 
are  located  near  the  greatest  pine  for- 
ests of  the  country.      The  enormous  de- 
mand for  lumber  is  crowding  the  saw- 
mills,  the  copper  district  alone  requir- 
ing  100.000.000   feet    of   pine   lumber  for 
tills  seasons  operations.      The  Calumet 
&  Heda,   which   has  heretofore  bought 
nearly  all    its   lumber  and   timber,   has 
decided    to   become   independent   of   the 
mill    owners   and    will    build    extensive 
sawmills    at    Lake    Linden,    where    its 
stamp   mills,    smelters   and   coal   sheds 
are    located.        The    Calumet    &    Hecla 
people    have   also    made  extensive    im- 
provements  on    the   Torch    lake    canal, 
which   connects   Torch   lake   with       th<^ 
Portage    lake    waterv.ays    and    by   next 
season  there  will   be  a  21-foot  channel 
up  to  the  wharves  of  Lake  Linden  arid 
South   Lake  Linden. 

The  Tamarack  mine  is  taking  some 
wonderfully  rich  rock  from  the  twelfth 
and  thirteenth  levels  south  of  No  3 
shaft.  This  shaft,  which  is  4600  feet 
deep,  was  bottomed  six  years  ago  and 
was  at  that  time  thought  very  clean. 
There  has  been  a  gradual  Improvement 
the  quantitiy  of  copper  carried  by 
lode  at  that  point  and  the  rich  rock 
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to  the  profits  of  the  mine.   No.   5  shaft 
begun    four    years    ago,    will    reach    the 
ode  in  about  fifteen  months «nd  will  he 
producing   in   1901.

A  SLIGHT  LULL 

Crop  Reports  and  Probabili- 
ties the  Main  Contribu- 
tions This  Week. 

New  York.  Aug.  12.— Bradstreets  says: 
Crop  reports  and  probabilities  have 
c<  n.nituted  an  important  contribution 
to  general  trade  and  business  advices 
this  week.  Among  the  unquestionable 
fav( Table  features  have  been  the  re- 
ports regarding  the  corn  crop,  govern- 
ment estimates  ptdnting  to  a  vield  of 
probal)ly  2,200,000.000  bushels,  a  heavv 
increase  over  last  year,  and  almost 
within  touch  of  the  record  total  of  1896. 
Spring  wheat  indications  apparently 
bear  out  earlier  trade  advices  in  show- 
ing a  decrease  in  condition  during  July. 
The  reduction  of  25,000,000  bushels  in 
the  probable  outcome  estimated,  how- 
ever, still  allow  of  a  total  wheal  crop  of 
5^5.000,000  bushels,  considerably  smaller 
it  is  true,  than  last  year's,  but  with  the 
exception  of  1898  and  1891  the  heaviest 
recorded. 

Cotton  crop  deterioration  is  indicated 
by  the  government's  report,  and  prices 
are  V*'.'  higher  on  the  week  on  a  decline 
of  nearly  4  points  over  July  and  of 
nearly  17  points  as  compared  with  a 
year  ago. 

The  iron  and  steel  situation  is  partic- 
ularly interesting  at  present.  Though 
not  sfiecially  active  at  Eastern  markeis. 
Western  advices  are  of  heavv  demand, 
scarce  supplies  of  material,  higher 
prices  and  increasing  volum.e  of  busines.s 
booked  for  next  year.  The  July  produc- 
tion of  i)ig  iron  was  the  largest  ever 
known,  but  in  spite  of  this  stoeks 
showed  a  decrease  and  current  produc- 
tion is  easily  at  the  rate  of  14,000.000 
tons  a  year.  The  annual  railroad  car 
lamine  is  apparently  about  at  hand,  re- 
j)orts  of  insufficiency  in  transportation 
facilities  having  been  particularly 
prominent  in  the  coke  and  coal  indus- 
tries. 

Hides,  leather,  Imots  and  shoes  are 
sympathetically  strong,  and  at  a  con- 
vention of  shoe  manufacturers  at  Phil- 
adelphia this  week,  a  practical  agree- 
ment to  advance  prices  of  the  finished 
product  for  the  finer  grades  of  doines- 
ti\  and  advices  fn.ni  the  manufactur- 
ing industry  are  generally  favorable. 
Luni!)er  is  firm,  as  is  also  sugar,  for 
which  an  unprecedented  demand  is 
looked  for  during  the  current  canning 
season.  The  outlook  in  the  canned 
goods  trade  generally  is  reported  a  very 
good  one. 

Business  failures  for  the  week  in  the

In  Canada  failures  for  the  week  num- 
ber 27,  against  26  last  week,  157  a  year 
ago  and  .?1  in  1897. 

R.  n.  Dun  &  Co.'s  weekly  review  of 
trade  says:  After  great  expansion,  busi- 
ness; hesitates.  This  year  it  is  astonish- 
ing that  the  hesitation  has  been  so 
slight.  In  one  branch  after  another 
buying  has  halted,  only  to  be  followed 
by  larger  buying. 

The  output  of  iron  furnaces  in  blast 
Aug.  1  was  269,032  tons  weekly,  6.8  i)er 
cent  more  than  in  1892.  and  2.07  ner  cent 
more  than  last  year.  With  a  decrease  of 
27.367  tons  in  unsold  stocks,  nearly  half 
in  charcoal  iron,  the  apparent  consumo- 
tion  and  exports  do  not  exceed  1.210,744 
tons,  which  barely  equals  the  lowest  re- 
port of  production  Aug.  1.  and  other 
furnaces  have  started  since  that  date, 
with  several  more  to  follow.  The  sup- 
ply appears  to  be  at  least  equal  to  the 
demand,  although  new  demands  for  the 
week  have  covered  2100  tons  for  new 
buildings  at  Chicago,  with  much  for 
bridges,  and  4000  tons  for  Eastern  build- 
ings at  Pittsburg.  In  bars  both  East 
and  West  the  mills  are  unable  to  take 
all  orders  offered,  nor  in  plates  can  th-^y 
take  all  orders  anywhere,  while  in  sheets 
the  Western  mills  are  overcrowded, 
though  the  Eastern  demand  is  higher. 

Cotton  has  risen  %  owing  to  crop  re- 
ports, but  nobody  believes  that  the 
year's  production,  with  the  heavv  stocks 
carried  over,  will  fall  below  the  require- 
ments for  consumption. 

Wool  is  a  little  less  active  after  its 
great  rise,  and  inside  quotations  are 
sometimes  accepted,  but  sales  at  the 
three  chief  markets  have  been  20.206,690 
pounds  in  two  weeks,  against 
in  the  same  weeks  of  1897  and 
in  the  same  weeks  of  1892.

To     their 
increasing  rarity   upon   portions  of     the 
Latirador  coast     are    accoi  ntaole    such 
tragedies  as  that  of  last  winter,  the  news 
of  which  reached  here    onlv  last    week 
in  con.sequence  of  the  coast'  having  beeri 
blocked  with  ice  all  summer.     No  fewer 
than   twenty     Nascapee     Indians     were 
starved  to  death  while  enceavoring     t.j 
reach  Davis  Inlet  in  searcl:       of      food 
Some  of  them  had  resorted  to  cannibal- 
Lsm.     The  reports  of  the  missionaries  to 
these  Indians  show   that  cases  of  can- 
nibalism     have      frequently      occurred 
among  them.     Other  than  Iidians.  how- 
ever,  have  been  driven   to   this   method 
of    warding    off    starvatior..     Rare     in- 
stances have    occurred    where,  through 
acL-ident,  supplies  have  not  reached  the 
far-cut   jHjsts   for   which    they   were   in- 
tended    until     the     compary's     officials 
there  have  died  of  starvaticn.     Out  of  a 
York    boat's   crew    that   was    taking  up 
the  annual   supplies   for  a   fort   far   up 
among      the      Rocky      mot  ntains.  on  a 
branch  of  the  Mackenzie    r:ver,  two    or 
three   men    were  drowned,    and    the   ice 
beginning  to  take,  the  boat  was  obliged 
to  put  back  to  the  district  headquarters. 
The  three  men  at  the  outpi  st  were  left 
f  r   some    weeks    without    the    supplies, 
and  when,  after  winter  had  set  in    and 
It  became  possible  to  reach  them   'with 
dog  trains,  provisions     were     at    length 
sent  them,   two  were  found   to  be  dead 
at  the  post,   while  the  third    man     was 
living  by  himself  in   a  small   hut  some 
distance  from  the  fort     bui  dings.    The 
explanation  he  gave  was  that  he  had  re- 
moved to  where  there  was  a  chance  of 
keeping  himself  alive  by     snaring    rab- 
l)its.   which   were  more  plertiful     there 
than  at  the  pjst;   but  a  sujrgestion     of 
cannibalism   surrounded    th(    affair,    for 
only  the  bones  of  his  companions  were 
found,  and  they  were  in  the  open  chim- 
ney place. 

In  the  very  early  days,  when  un- 
married white  women  were  -arely  to  be 
met  with  in  the  country,  must  of  the 
company's  men,  including  oflRrers. 
married  Indian  women.  FDm  these 
alliances  a  considerable  population  of 
half-brpcds  sprung  up.  skilled  to  a 
mcderate  degree  in  civilized  arts  and 
manners  of  life,  and  from  this  class  the 
servants  of  the  company  Avere  later 
largely  accustomed  to  chiiose  their 
wives.  At  the  present  day  r  umbers  of 
their  descendants,  having  more  or  le.s.s 
Indian  blood  and  educated  in  Graat 
Britain  or  in  Canada,  occujn  prominent 
P'.sitions  in  .«orial.  profes'^ional  and 
busincs.-i  life.  The  late  John  Norquay, 
premier  of  Manitoba,  was  ol  this  clas'<. 
He  was  an  eloquent  speaker  and  po- 
litician. 

The  i)rices  paid  to  the  hunters  for 
their  fiirs  at  the  present  tine  are.  cf 
course,  much  higher  than  they  were 
fifty  years  ago,  when  the  trader  stood 
a  common  gun,  worth,  perhaps.  $10,  up- 
right, and  the  purchaser  was  required  to 
plo  beaver  skins  beside  it  until  thev 
rose  even  with  the  muzzle.  When  an 
Indian  had  not  pufTicient  skns  to  pay 
in  full,  the  company's  officer  filed  a 
notch  at  that  point  upon  the  barrel  of 
the  gun  to  which  his  pile  of  skins 
reached,  and  the  hunter  made  up  the 
siiortago  from  his  next  huit.  Nowa- 
days a  beaver  skin  is  worth  from  $6  to 
$15,  and  a  silver  fox  from  $50  to  $300.  In 
the  old  days  an  ordinary  colored  cotton 
handkerchief  paid  for  a  mirten  skm. 
the  v.i\ue  of  which  was  $3.  In  th0';e 
times  buffalo  pf  mmican  constituted  the 
chief  food  of  the  voyageur;  aow  dried 
moose  and  caribou  meat  havi;  taken  its 
place. 

The   main   recreation  of  th;  majority 
of  the  company's  oflirers  and  clerks    is 
hunting.    The  staff  at  a  post  often  go 
off  and  camp  for  a  week,  ani  100    and 
more  geese  and  double  that  number  of 
ducks  load  the  boats  on  the  return.  The 
ptarmigan,  brown  in  summer  and  white 
In  winter,  is  a  good  game  bird,     and  in 
.•"ome  localities      pinnated      grouse      or 
prairie  chickens  are  very  nurierous.  At 
York  Factory  and  other  points  on  Hud- 
son bay  wild  geese  are  so  phntiful  be- 
fore the  ice  takes  that  they  are  salted 
and   issued   as  rations   to   the   servants. 
The  partridge     is     nowhere     more     fre- 
quently at  home  to  the  hunter  than  in 
these  northern  latitudes,  and  lie  is  often 
such   a    stranger   to    the   wile?    of    man 
th?.t  an  Indian  will  walk  up  lo  the  tr^e 
upon  which  he  is      sitting      and      slip  a 
noose  fixed  to  the  end  of  a  pole  over  his 
head.     After  the  first  snow  in  the  fall, 
rabbit  shooting  is  good     spor:,     and  in 
seasons  when  they  are  plentiful  fifty  or 
sixty  to  the  credit  of  a  single  huntsman 
in   an   afternoon   is   not   an   t  ncommon 
score.    Then  there  i.s    the    large    game, 
such  as  moose  and  deer,  ■while  now  and 
then  a  stupid     bear    pokes  hi,:  nose     in 
dangerous    proximity    to   the    fort,      the 
staff  turns  out,  and  he  is  shot   for  his 
fatal   inquisltiveness. 

The  quantity  and  value    of    the    furs 
which  an  Indian  may  secure  as  the  re- 
sult of  his  spring  hunt  vary,   of  course 
very  much,  but  in  a  good  year  from  $200

CHICAGO  BLOW. 

A  Severe  Wind  Storm  Does 

Great  Damage  In  That 

City. 

Chicago,  Aug.  12.— A  severe  wind  and 
rain  storm  passed  over  Chicago  last 
evening,  doing  much  damage.  It  came 
from  the  northwest  and  aoproached  so 
rapidly  and  appeared  .so  threatening 
that  there  was  a'general  fear  that  a  cy- 
clone  was  about  to  burst  on  the  city. 
The  wind  blew  very  hard  for  about  ten 
minutes  and  was  followed  by  a  heavy 
tall  of  rain.  Jn  the  business  part  of  tlij 
city  many  signs  were  blown  down 
awnings  torn  away  and  a  large  number 
ot  plate  glass  windows  blown  in 

In  Central  Music  hall  many  of  the 
Windows  were  blown  out  of  the  building 
and  scarcely  an  awning  was  left  on  any 
part  of  the  Masonic  Temple.  The  storm 
was  accompanied  by  terrific  lightning 
which  struck  a  number  of  nlaces.  \ 
cupola  on  the  Quincy  house  at  148  Hal- 
stead  street  was  knocked  to  splinters  bv 
lightning  and  the  building  was  set  on 
fire.  The  blaze  was  not  serious  how- 
ever. The  residence  of  Dr.  Charles  Dun- 
can on  W'est  Adams  street  was  set  on 
fire  by  lightning  and  badly  damaged.  A 
number  of  other  houses  on  the  West 
Side  were  also  damaged  by  lightning. 
In  the  parks  great  damage  was  done  to 
the  trees  and  shrubbery. 

The  storm  played  havoc  with  tele- 
graph and  telephone  wires  in  the  down- 
town part  of  the  city,  and  manv  of  them 
were   rendered   useless. 

During  the  height  of  the  storm  th" 
schooner  America  broke  awav  from  th'' 
dock  near  the  Wells  street  buidge.  and 
despite  the  eff-orts  of  the  crew  of  the  fire 
tug  Illinois,  which  pursued  the  schooner 
was  driven  by  the  wind  down  the  river' 
striking  the  Clark  street  bridge.  One  of 
the  masts  of  the  schooner  was  broken 
and  the  bowsprit  was  carried  away 

The  schooner  Lake  Forest  was  dis- 
mantled of  her  rigging  in  the  outer  har- 
bor. The  vessel  had  just  cleared  the 
river  mouth  and  the  crew  were  in  the 
tops  busily  setting  the  sails  when  the 
storm  broke.  Halyards  were  torn  from 
their  blocks,  and  it  was  only  bv  skillful 
handling  that  the  ship  was  prevented 
from  losing  her  masts.  She  finally  man- 
aged to  cast  anchor  in  the  outer  harbor 
where  there  was  for  a  time  great  con- 
fusion among  the  fleet  of  some  yachts 
which  habitually  anchor  there.  Every 
one  of  them  dragge'd  anchor  and  there 
were  many  crdlisions.  with  damage  of  a 
minor  nature  to  many  of  the  boats. 

The  storm  was  very  severe  in  the  sub- 
urbs, particularly  in  those  north  and 
w;est  of  the  city.  The  damage  was  prin- 
cipally to  trees  and  fences. 

According  to  dispatches  received  from 
points  in  Illinois,  Indiana,  Michigan 
Iowa  and  Wisconsin,  a  great  -ieal  of 
damage  was  done  by  last  night's  storm 
In  some  places  there  was  loss  of  life* 
due  to  lightning,  and  the  loss  in  crops* 
and  destroyed  buildings  reaches  a  heavy 
figure.     Those  kille.J  are:

In  many  places  live  stock  was  killed 
A  large  party  gathered  in  a  new  barn 
preparatory  to  dedicating  it  with  a 
dance.  Lightning  demolished  the  struc- 
ture and  injured  a  number  of  those  In- 
sjde.  An  icehouse  belonging  to  the. 
Knickerbocker  company,  of  Chicago 
was  burned  by  lightning  at  Elgin 

At  Janesville.  Wis.,  the  house  of  L.  C 
O'Brien    was   demolished    by    lightning 
All  members  of  the  family  were  absent 
at   a  picnic   and   thus  their  lives 
saved.

This  has  been  a  reoord-bz-eaking  sum- 
mer for  the  women's  tailors.  The  sur- 
in-isinK  activity  in  yaohtinu,  the  t\m- 
tinued  popularity  of  golf,  and  now  the 
rise  and  rage  of  the  automobile  have 
k€'pt  them  as  busy  as  bees  and  heavers 
straisTht  through  what  has  hitherto  been 
their  dull  season.  So  long  as  there  are 
nt-w  and  interesting  sports  to  be  followed 
just  so  long  must  the  women  be  turned 
out  in  the  latest  tweeds,  ducks  and 
serges,  and  it  requires  not  one,  but 
dozens,  of  smart  tailor  dres.ses  to  carry 
any  self-respeetiiig  young  woman 
through  the  summer  of  outdoor  activity, 
sa.\s  the  Xew  York  Sun. 

In  the  golden  days  of  tennis  and  sim- 
plicity a  pink  s-hirt  waist,  a  duck  skirt 
and  a  sailor  hat  comprised  the  whole 
ethics  of  dress  as  applied  to  the  educa- 
tion of  ft  ininine  musdf,  but  the  gay 
c.j.tis  and  frivokius  hosiery  of  the  golf 
links  quite  turned  the  heads  of  the  most 
scnsibK-.  the  automoliil«-  fustume's  re- 
rtqiiirfnitnts  cnmpletel  the  business, 
and  now  as  t)ig  a  trunk  is  necessary  for 
evt-ry  modish  woman's  sporting  toilets 
as  the  one  that   holds  her  ball  gowns. 

Justly  are  they  named  toilets,  for  all 
of  them  represi  ut  careful  lolor  schemes, 
elaboration  in  detail  and  an  elegance  of 
aspect  never  consideied  essential  Ix'fore 
for  suits  built  to  endure  hard  wear  and 
weather.  It  is  no  un.xiinmon  sight,  for 
example,  to  see  smart  serge  sea  coats 
tlung  open  to  reveal  the  most  fragile  silk 
b.  dices  fluttering  in  front  with  costly 
lace  jabots.  All  the  yachting  skirts  are 
cut  to  the  floor  in  front  and  bejond  th<- 
heels  liehind  they  are  hung  upon  pale 
tinted  silken  pettlcjats.  The  coat  revers 
are  often  faced  with  fine  Irish  point, 
and  if  it  were  not  for  the  wearer's  cap 
and  glasses  the  whole  iiuttit  would  ap- 
pear hopele.-sly  anomalous. 

Thtse  two  last  details  are  thrown   in 
for  local   color.     The  caj.'s  erown    is   al- 
ways   made   of    the   same   goods    as    the 
duck  dre.^s   with  a   visur  .f  salt-water- 
proof silk,  and   it     is    in    shape  only  a 
pretty  feminine  edition  of  the  yachting 
caps  men       wear.     Xow      and       then  a 
felicitous  little  hat  is  seen  on  the  deck 
of  a   pri\-ate  steamer  where,   of  course. 
these  toilets  make  their  most  agreeable 
display.     The  hat  is  apt  to  be  of  white 
felt  wound   with   ribbon  twisted  over  a 
wire  and  drawn  in     skeleton     bows    In 
front,  or  double  bands  of  velvet  encircle 
the  crown,  finishing  in  two  small  bright 
gold-washed      buckles.      An      objection 
urged  to  these   by  the  girl    who   ties  up 
her   curly    locks    in    a    big.    soft    Persian 
patterned  silk  kerchief,  is  that  they  are 
not  practical;   but  to  be  practical  is  by 
no  means  one  of  the  ambitions  of   the 
woman  who  walks  the  rear  deck     of    a 
white  steamer.     Hard,  stern  and  imbe- 
comlng  utility  she  leaves     to     whoever 
goes  sailing:  and  on  the  steamers  to  be 
ornamental,   to  be  abl^  to  arrange  her- 
self well   in  a       wicker       chair,   and    to 
glance  novv-  and  then  at  the  sailing  boats 
through  a  pair    of      small.       handsome 
glasses  slung  by     a     ribon     across     the 
shoulders,   is  the       whole  duty  of      the 
gentle  salt. 

While  while  and  pale  pink  and  navy 
blue  have  become  devoted  to  the  service 
of  the  sea  women,  green  is  growing  as 
precicus  to  the  golfer  as  to  the  patriotic 
Hibernian.  Last  year  it  was  red.  and 
only  red.  that  the  women  would  wear 
for  coats  and  shirts,  neckties  and  stock- 
ings, while  now  there  are  ninety-nine 
in  green  to  every  hundredth  woman  who 
wears  the  pink.  Skirts  have  dropped  to 
the  ankle  and  are  usually  of  a  tweed 
that  shows  a  mottled  green  and  brown 
surface,  while  the  shirts  run  the  whole 
verdant  gamut,  from  sober  olive,  and 
what  is  called  vegetable  green,  to  a 
bright  peagreen  overspread  with  yellow 
or  !>lack  microbe  dots. 

While   the     effort     of     the     tailor     is 
merely  to    cast  a  pleasing     variety  into 
his  golf  studies,     with     the    automobile 
costumes  he  is  still     in    the     throes    of 
creation.     Xever  for  any  length  of  time 
nor  in  public  will  the  American  woman 
wear  red.     With    her     instinctive    good 
taste  she  feels  it  does    not  chime     well 
with  her  coloring,      and      it      is  a  fact, 
strange  but  true,   that   no  woman's  fig- 
ure ever      appears      anything  but  short 
waisted  and  dumpy  in  a  red  gown.  De- 
prived uf  ai:y  chan -e  to  evclve  interest- 
ing studies  in  scarlet,   the  tailors  have 
done  wonders  in  combinations,  and  blue 
and  buff  Is  as  nire  an  arrangement  of  .i 
uniform  as  la     belle     chauffeuse     could 
desire.     A   pretty  automobilist     at     Bar 
Harbor  spins  about  in  her  gasoline  dog- 
cart in  a  strapped-seam  skirt     of     pale 
buff   cloth,    brightened    ab.>ut    hip     an<l 
foot    with  curlycues  done  in   turquoise- 
blue  mohair  braid.    A  white  duck  shirt, 
heavily  embroidered  down     the     bosom, 
as  all  well-regulated  duck  shirt  waists 
should  be.  in  three  broad  liands  of  blue, 
accompanies  the  buff    skirt.     Xo     small 
coat  goes   with  this,  for  a  cape  is  what 
the  chauffeuse  prefers  usually  to  carry, 
and   the  cape,   in   the  case  referred     to, 
was  made  of  plaid  molleton  cloth  in  buff 
and  blue  crossbars,  lined  with  blue  silk, 
and  showing  a  pudding  hood  also  lined 
with    blue.     A   white  straw   hat.    with  a 
crown  band  of  blue  velvet  and  one  big 
argus  quill,  and  a    pair    of    one-button 
gazelle  skin  gloves  completed  the  story. 
When  a  coat  is  carried   by  a  wuman  in 
her  automobile  it   is  a   long  box-shaped 
affair,  bristling  with  pockets  of  sizes  so 
various  that  they  will     hold     anything, 
from  a  cent  to  a  cabbage,  and  made  of 
the  very  light,  very  warm  Scotch  goods 
called  fleececloth.     The  coat     is    almost 
certain   to  be   buff  and   lined   with   blue, 
and  its  buttons  are  big  silver  or  mother-  ' 
uf-pearl  di.-ks.  engraved  with  the  own- 
er's initial?.    It  is     observed     that     the 
owners      of      automobiles      carry  long- 
handled,     long-lashed     carriag*^     whips, 
usually  for     the    benefit  of    small  dog.4 
that  attempt  to  imperil  their  lives  near 
the  wheels  of  the  machine,  the     handle 
end  finished  like  a  rider's  crop.

Xow  we 
have  the  newest  waists  from  London  of 
white  cotton  eorduruy  with  three  heavy 
bands  of  embroidery  in  a  bright  color 
running  lengthwise  of  the  bosom.  Add- 
ed to  these  shiits  of  r-rench  llannel 
with  the  embroidered  bands  at  the  back 
as  well  as  in  front,  and  every  band  two 
inches  wide.  It  may  be  added  that  a 
yoke  at  the  l)ack  of  a  shirt  waist  of 
pique  or  llannel  is  considered  out  of 
style.  A  series  of  small  tucks  con- 
verging to  a  close  group  at  the  waist 
line  gives  the  back  siitlicient  reinforce- 
ment, and  all  the  silk  and  llannel  waists 
for  autumn  will  have  small  lound  cuffs, 
fastened  with  two  small  stud  buttons 
instead  of  links.

Sometimes 
as    many    as    six    very    narrow    beaded 
bands  are  clasped   upon  the  top  of  the 
foot  by  means  of  six  very  small  bright 
jewelled  buckles,  and  after  long  use  of 
the  leather  slipper  the  fashionable  wo- 
men have  gone  back  to  an  advocacv  of 
black    satin.        A    black    .satin    dancing 
shoe  with  a  chrysanthemum       in       the 
finest  jet  beads  on  the  toe,  the  interior 
of  the  shoe  lined  with  white  or  mauve 
silk  on  which  the  owner's  name  is  em- 
broidered, and  with  five  straps  fastened 
with   buttons  of  brilliants  arching  over 
the  instep   is  the  most   luxurious  thing 
in  slippers  we  have  had  over  from  Paris 
this  year.       In  place  of  the  patent  lea- 
ther pumps  that  were  at  once  so  orna- 
mental and  so  comfortable,   the  patent 
leather  dancing  shoe  now  appears  with 
a   high  heel  and  high  buckled  flap  over 
the  instep.      The  style  of  it  is  colonial, 
though   Its   official   title   is  the      gypsy 
shoe,    and    many    women    have       silver 
plates   attached    to   their   slipper   heels. 
.«o    that    an  appropriate   clic-clack       is 
heard  at  every  step  across  a  liare  floor. 
Stockings   with    incrustations   of   lace 
have  had  their  day  and  have  now  given 
way  to  dancing  hose  of  black  spun  silk, 
either    delicately    open-worked    on    the 
instep  or  split  up   the  outside  of      the 
ankle  for  a  space  of  about  five  inches. 
The  long  slit  is  closed  by  a  lacing  of  be- 
be  ribbon   in   cherry,   canary   yellow,   or 
ciel  blue,  or  with  cords  made  of  slightly 
twisted   tinted   floss,  and  at   the   top  of 
the  slit  the  ribbon  or  floss  Is  tied  in  .i 
saucy    bow.        Such    a    stocking    is    not 
certainly   to   he    recommended       to       a 
golfer,   but  \vlth  a  gypsy  dancing  slip- 
per it  Is  not  likely  to  pass  unnoticed  or 
unadmired  in  a  ball  room. 

What  the  very  smart  woman  wears  of 
an  afternoon  with  her  crisp  muslin 
driving  dress  Is  a  strapped  slipper  that 
cannot  help  but  show  off  her  slim  round 
ankles  clad  in  cobalt  blue  spun  silk 
powdered  with  dots  of  crimson  or  white 
that  are  not  embroidered  on,  but  each 
one  of  which  is  a  downy  puff  of  silk  not 
larger  than  a  sugar-coated  pill  and 
tacked  to  the  stocking.  Golfers  with 
their  green  gowns  have  rather  a  lik- 
ing for  clear  poppy  red  stockings 
speckled  with  black,  or  green  husier>'  is 
adopted  of  a  tone  that  matches  the  shirt 
waist   and   is   similarly   spotted. 

The   price  at   which  the  silk       blouse 
keeps  the  feminine  public  ever  true  to 
its  charm  is  unflagging  variety  of  color 
and   decoration.

Right  through 
the  remainder  of  the      warm       season 
these  will  be  extensively      worn.       and 
some   of    the    transparent    embroidered 
veils  of  white  over  rose,  blue  or  green 
linings  are  marvels  of  fair  needlework. 
It  is  possible  to  pay  as  high  as  $150  for 
a  set  of  three  pieces  for  laying  over  a 
silk  foundation.   Where  such  a  price  is 
asked    the   needlework   is   all   done     by 
hand  in  a  French  convent  on  the  thin- 
nest handkerchief  batiste. 

When  the  autumn  begins  to  create  a 
change  in  the  momentous  affairs  of 
dress  the  blouse  waists  will  appear  un- 
der the  guise  of  black  and  white  silk 
muslin  or  chiffon  webs  richly  embroid- 
ered and  laid  over  tinted  silk  lining.-^. 
They  can  be  worn  with  any  sort  of  silk, 
.satin  or  fine  cloth  skirt,  and  those  wo- 
men who  invariably  force  every  season 
have  been  appearing  in  beautiful  hand- 
worked bodices  at  smart  country  house 
morning  entertainments. 

In  heavier  and  more  durable  goods 
the  novelty  blouses  are  already  mak- 
ing a  show,  and  a  new  silk  peau  de 
suede  is  what  they  are  built  of.  A 
peau  de  suede  surface,  tinted  in  a 
pale  tan.  displays  interwoven  spots  of 
brown  velvet  of  graduated  sizes,  teeh- 
nically  termed  the  mushroom  pattern, 
and  to  find  a  blouse  of  more  Interesting 
modish  goods  than  this  a  woman  will 
be  obliged  to  search  far  and  wide.

Students  of  the  various  universities 
in  G-rmany  recently  decided  to  ceie- 
!)rate  the  anniversar.v  of  Bismarck's 
birth  in  a  notable  fashion  on  Aiirll  1, 
ll'OO,  and  a  program  has  now  been  ar- 
ranged in  accordance  witn  which  pil- 
lars or  monuments  in  honor  of  Bismarck 
will  be  erected  In  many  German  cities, 
and  (m  the  morning  of  April  1  flames 
will  burst  firth  fr<'m  them  and  will 
continue  to  burn  during  the  day. 

The  first  ntep  In  thi.s  direction  was 
taken  a  few  days  ago,  when  several 
leading  professors  met  at  Eisenach  for 
the  purpose  of  deciding  on  the  form  of 
the  proposed  monuments.  Among 
those  present  were  Herr  Ende.  presi- 
dent of  tile  Berlin  academy  of  arts: 
Andreas  .Meyer,  of  Hamburg;  Herr 
Schaefer,  of  C.irlsruhe;  Professor  von 
Thiersch  of  Munich,  and  Herr  Wallot. 
of  Dresden.  The  leading  architects  of 
Germany  had  been  invited  to  compete, 
and  the  result  was  that  :i:iO  designs  were 
submitted. 

Of  these  ten  were  finally  selected,  and 
valuable  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  ar- 
chitects who  had  submitted  them.  The 
three  designs  which  were  estimated  to 
be  the  best  were  submitted  by  W. 
Kreiss,  an  architect  of  Dresden,  who 
distinguished  himself  a  few  years  ago 
by  winning  the  first  prize  for  his  de~ 
sign  of  the  famous  battle  mennuial  at 
Leipsic.  and  who  also  won  during  the 
present  year  the  national  prize  awarded 
to  architects  by  the  I'russian  govern- 
ment. 

One  of  his  designs  of  a  Bismarck  mon- 
ument is  notable  for  its  strength  and 
simplicity.  We  see  a  massive  squarv^ 
structure,  flanked  by  four  pillars  and 
with  a  hollow  opening  at  the  top, 
through  which  the  flames  are  to  burst. 
In  this  hollow  opening  is  a  large  metal 
brazier,  which  is  designed  to  hold  the 
ciwil  and  other  fuel,  and  within  th" 
structure  is  a  staircase  leading  up  to  the 
brazier.  The  rear  and  sides  of  the 
rrionument  are  of  smo(dh  stone  and  are 
devoid  of  ornament,  but  cm  the  front  are 
several  sculiituial  decorations. 

This  design  is  generally  admitted  to 
be  the  best,  and  the  numerous  monu- 
ments which  it  is  projHjsed  to  erect  In 
honor  of  Bismarck  will  b;'  fjishioned 
after  it.  These  will  be  placed  on  the 
highest  points  near  the  various  cities 
and  towns,  and  they  will  varv  In  size 
according  to  the  wealth  of  the  cities  and 
the  height  of  the  elevations. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-four  cities 
ami  towns  have  already  arranged  to 
erect  a  Bismarck  monument,  and  in 
each  place  a  committee  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  select  the  most  suitable  spot 
for  the  erection  of  the  structure.  The 
plan  is  to  have  the  fires  In  the  various 
monuments  lighted  simultaneously  on 
April  1,  and  it  is  believed  that  when  that 
time  comes  the  monuments  will  be  so 
numerous  that  there  will  be  a  regular 
chain  of  beacon  lights  from  one  end  of 
Germany  to  the  other.

New  Zealand  Has  Decided  to  Re- 
strict Immigration. 

Vancouver,  i:.  C.  Aug.  1_'.— Details  af 
the  loss  of  three  vessels  in  Australian 
waters  are  brought  by  the  steamer 
iliowera. 

The  bark  Carlisle  Castle.  1440  tons, 
bound  from  Liverpool  to  Freemantle. 
was  totally  wrecked  off  Rockingham. 
The  vessel  went  ashore  during  a  heavy 
gale  on  Safety  bay.  All  on  board  were 
drowned,  including  Car>t.  Lindsay,  chief, 
of  Houston;  Sallmaker  Guzan.  an  ap- 
prentice, John  To<M.  B.  Jexlev.

C.  F.  Stocks 
and  Robert  Jenkin.s.  Her  cargo  was 
valued  at  J2'..S0<». 

The  ship  City  of  York.  Capt.  P  H 
Jones,  bound  from  San  Francisco  to 
Freemantle,  and  laden  with  a  general 
cargo,  went  ashore  at  Rottnest  island 
July  12.  Eleven  were  drowned,  as  fol- 
lows: Walter  Jones,  master:  D.  T.  Bax- 
ter, second  mate:  T.  Pennington,  stew- 
ard; J.  Conway.  J.  Wallis,  W.  P.  Lanton 
H.  Borner.  J.  Blackman.  able  seamen; 
\v .  Stockwell.  onlinary  seaman;  A. 
Purdy,  C.  Hancock,  apprentices. 

The  steamers  PIxcelsior  and  Kdina  col- 
lided on  Hobsons  bay.

cott. It  was  stated  that  the  Brewery 
Workers'  union  of  this  city  had  calL-d 
the  attention  of  the  secretary  of  the 
international  union  to  the  matter,  and 
the  Superior  brewery  workers  will  prob- 
ably be  called  out  on  the  carpet  by 
headQuarter.*. 

The  assemblj-  was  informed  by  a  dele- 
gate that  the  boss  horseshoers'had  or- 
ganized and  requested  that  an  arrange- 
men  be  made  allowing  thm  to  become 
honorary  memliers  of  the  Trades'  as- 
sembly, after  the  plan  that  it  was  stated 
had  been  adopted  in  .^^uperior.

LABOR    NOTES. 

The  garment  workers'   label 
commodity  in  Boston. 

At  a  socialist  mass  meeting  in  New- 
ark labor  unions  were  denounced  on  the 
ground  that  "they  do 'the  workingman 
harm." 

Three  hundred  machinists  and  black- 
smiths in  the  employ  of  the  Quintard 
Iron  works.  New  York,  went  on  strike 
for  the  8-hour  work  day. 

There  are  several  dozen  unions  in 
New  York  and  Brooklyn  which  have 
done  little  else  since  they  were  started 
than  to  fight  other  labor  organization.«. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  pur.semaker.s 
are  still  on  strike  in  New  York  for  an 
advance  of  from  50  to  75  per  cent  in 
wages.  They  have  been  getting  $7  and 
$8  a  week. 

By  a  vote  of  1246  against  649  the  union 
bakers  have  voted  again.'^t  stablishing  a 
compulsory  out-of-work  benefit  fund, 
and  by  a  vf)te  of  13,"?1  against  700  against 
a  sick  and  death   benefit   fund. 

Nearly  :{000  cloakmakers  now  get  the 
union  scale  of  wages.  This  means  they 
will  receive  $15  a  week  instead  of  $19 
and  $12  a  week  for  15.  16  and  18  hours' 
work  a  day.  The  union  call.«!  for  a  10- 
hour  work  day. 

The  state  of  employment  in  the  Welsh 
tin  plate  trade  is  better  than  it  has 
been  for  years.  So  much  is  this  the 
case  that  millmen  are  scarce  and  mills 
for  the  want  of  hands  have  had  at  times 
to  remain  idle. 

A  large  number  of  workmen  employed 
by  Messrs.  Carmichaei.  Maclean  &  Co 
.shipbuilders,     Oreenock,  came     out 


Isaa<!  Cowen.  organizer  of  the  Central 
labor  union   of  Cleveland,  in  an   olficial 
<  (inimunication,    claims    that    the  dyna- 
miting of  street  cars  in  Cleveland  was 
not  the  work  of  union  nlen  nor  of  their 
sympathizers.     Mr.   C  iwen  says:     "You 
tiiay   depend    upon    it    that    none   of    the 
dynatniting  was  the  work  of  an  ordinary 
man.     In    the  first  jilace.   it   is   next    to 
impossible  for  an  ordinary  man  to  pur- 
chase explosives  of  this  nature.     When 
nitroglycerine,   dynamite  or  gun-cotton 
is  sold,  a  re<ord  is  made  of  the  sale,  the 
name  of  the  purchaser  is  kept,  as  is  bin 
address.     Were  he  to  purchase  the  ex- 
plosives,  twenty-four   hours   would   not 
elapse  before  he  would  be  detected  and 
placed  under  arrest.    On  the  other  hand, 
a  company   like   the  Cleveland   Electric 
company,    through   its  detectives,   coul  1 
purchase  any  amount  of  this  stuff  with- 
out arousing  suspicion.    The  recent  out- 
rages were  not  the  work  of  strikers  or 
their  sympathizers,   but  were  the  Nvork 
of     company    ofiicials,    who     took      this 
means  to  lurn  public  sentiment  against 
the  men  on  strike.     I  doubt  very  much 
whether  one  striker  in  the  800  could  suc- 
cessfully blow  up  a  car  without  Injury 
to  himself." 

James    Jeffries.        the       heavyweight 
champion,  is  now  a  union  boilermaker. 
President  Greenhalgh,   of  Union  171.   of 
Brooklyn,  secured  his  proposition  at  the 
time  of  his  victory   over   Robert    Fitz- 
simnions.  the  union  horseshoer.  Jeffries 
could  not  wait  to  be  initiated,  so  Gen- 
eral President  McNeill,  of  Kansas  City. 
Kan.,  \sas  notified,  who  met  the  fighter 
on    his   arrival    in    the    Sunflower   stati 
on  his  way  home  to  California  and  es- 
corted  him  to  a  boiler  shop  in  Kansas 
City,    where    a    l>oiler    and    a    hot    fire 
awaited  him.  Jeffries  proved  Y.'ia  knowl- 
edge of  the  trade  by  hammering  twen- 
ty-three  rivets   into   the   boiler.       aft  m- 
which   President    McNeill    administered 
the  necessary  pledge  and  issued  to  him 
a  clear  card  for  the  balance  of  the  year, 
Jeffries  paying  the  regular      initiation 
fee  and  dues.      This  card  he  took  wiiii 
him   to  England.       Should  he  ever  wi.-h 
to  return  to  his  trade  he  will  be  received 
in  any  union  shop  in  the  United  States 
and    Canada,    the    clean    «ard    entitling 
him   to  seek  employment   in  any   union 
establishment.   The  reason  Jeffries  had 
to  fasten  a  certain  number  of  rivet.s  to 
a    boiler  in    Kansas    City    is    that        tlie 
brotherhood  only  allows  membership  to 
men    actually    employed    at    the    trade. 
Under    other    conditions    Jeffries    could 
not  be  admitted.

There  was  recently  held  In  Holland  an 
international  rifle  match  in  which  the 
u-  u  states  was  not  represente<l.  and  in 
Which  the  team  representing  England 
Whose  rifle  shots  were  considered  almost 
nvincible,  finished  at  the  bottom  of  the 
list  being  beaten  by  teams  from  France, 
Ital.v,  Denmark,  Holl.and,  Norwav  and 
Belgium  The  result  was  a  great  surprise 
to  the  shooting  world. 

The  defeat,  however,  may  prove  a  very 
valuable  lesson  to  England,  or  anv  other 
country-,  for  that  matter,  which  persists 
in  holding  to  one  style  of  rifle  shooting. 
In  England  the  man  who  can  shoot  wed 
111  the  lying  down  position  is  likelv  to  be 
siiceossful  In  prize  shooting,  but  the 
stand  ng  position  is  wholly  ignored.  In 
fact,  it  i.s^  untaught  in  the  system  of  rifle 
tiring  and  consequently  English  riflemen 
are  not  strong  shots,  as  a  rule,  in  the  off- 
hand firing  position;  consequently  under 
these  conditions,  they  were  sadly  handi- 
capped. 

It  is  well  known  that  English  soldiers 
are  splendid  rifle  shots  in  the  Ivlng  po- 
sition, but  skill  In  that  stvle  of  firing  does 
not  make  them  reliabie  shots  in  anv 
other  position.  The  National  Rifle  asso- 
ciation of  Great  Britain  is  being  urged  to 
encourage  off-hand  rifle  shooting  stand- 
ing. It  would  seem  that  the  value  of  off- 
hand firing,  as  followed  so  extensively 
in  thi.s  country  and  eveni^the  indoor  gal- 
lery shooting  so  popular  in  America  are 
now  recognized  as  a  very  important  train- 
ing. In  fact  the  majority  of  those  who 
have  studied  the  rifle  thoroughlv  believe 
that  skill  In  off-hand  shooting  Is"the  most 
important.

Rennes,  Aug.  12.— A  stirring  scene 
closed  today's  session  of  the  Dreyfus 
trial,  (ten.  Menier  riad  spolien  nearly 
fcur  hours  in  ruthless  denunciation  of 
Dreyfus,  who  had  listened  unmoved  un- 
til Merder  concluded  by  saying  that  if 
he  had  not  been  convinced  of  the  guilt 
of  Dreyfus,  and  if  the  latter's  convic- 
tion had  not  been  fortified  since  1S94,  he 
wnuld  admit  ho  had  been  mistalien. 

Dreyfus  jumped  to  his  feet  -is  though 
the  words  had  galvanized  him  into  life 
and  .«h'>ut-'d  in  a  voice  which  resounded 
through  the  hall  like  a  trumpet  note: 
You  have  lied,  scoundrel." 
The  audience  burst  into  a  wild  cheer, 
whereupon  the  ushers  called  for  silence. 
But  «  hen  Mercier  replied  that  he  would 
admit  Dr<  yfus  was  innocent  if  there 
was  any  doubt,  thi-  pri.soner  shouted 
again: 

"Why  don't  you.  then?" 
At  this  there  was  another  outburst  of 
applause. 

M.  Casimir-Perier  then  rose  and  dra- 
matically demanded  to  be  onfronted 
with  lien.  Mercier  in  order  to  deny  .some 
<  f  his  statements. 

(^il.  Jouaust  ordered  the  court  to  h>^ 
adjourned  until  Monday,  at  6:30  a.  m.. 
f<M-  the  confrontation,  and  as  Mercie;' 
turned  to  leave  the  c.iurt  the  audience 
rose  en  masse  and  hiss.nl  and  cursed 
him,  those  at  the  baclt  of  the  court 
standing  on  chairs  and  bem  hos  in  order 
to  better  hound  him  down. 

The  geml'armes  placed  themselves 
between  the  general  and  the  audience, 
who  showe<l  a  strong  disp<vsition  to  m.al- 
treat  the  former  minister  of  war.

I)ut 
barely  twenty  persons  had  gathered  ti 
witness  his  crossing. 

Col.  Jouaust.  president  of  the  court- 
martial,  and  the  other  judges  began  ar- 
riving shi.rtly  after  (i  o'clock.  They 
V  IMC  followed  by  Oens.  fiillot  and  Mer- 
rier in  uniform.  Th-  latter  drove  up  in 
an  open  carriage,  and  the  small  crowd 
which  had  gathered  by  thi.-*  time  greet- 
ed him  with  cries  of  "Vive  LArmee" 
and   'X'ive   Mercier." 

()n  alightinjr  at  the  door  of  the  Lye.' 
I'ren.  Mercier  looked  very  anxi'us,  but 
immediately  assumed  a  smiling  de- 
meanor. He  spoke  a  few  words  to  the 
"Rk-eMs  at  the  gates  and  laughed,  but 
his  laugh  sounded  false  an  1  his  face, 
when  he  ascended  the  half  dozen  steps 
and  dis.ippeared  within  thi>  I.ycee,  took 
'n  an  expression  of  anxiety. 

.M.  (\issi!nlr-Prrier  arrived  on  foot 
shortly  afterward.  The  crowd  saluted 
him.  Then  Lieut.  Col.  Picquart.  who 
Wits  greeted  with  shouts  .f  "Vive 
Picfiuart."  which  he  smilingly  acknowl- 
edged. 

'rhe  session  opened  at  6:3(1  with  pre- 
cisely the  same  formalities  as  on  Mon- 
day. 

The  curtain  rose  today  on  the  same 
theater-like  scene  as  Monday.  The 
juilges,  in  uniform,  were  seated  on  the 
stage,  behind  the  dark,  cloth  covered 
table,  on  which,  in  a  row.  were  their 
kepis,  with  gay  colored  plumes  and 
heavy    gold-laeed    bands. 

Kvery  inch  of  the  court  was  occupied 
in  expectation  of  a  sensational  scene. 
There  were  more  ladies  present  than 
on  Monday.  The  personage  known  as 
Madame  Blan<-he  (the  white  lady)  who 
has  attended  every  move  in  the  Drey- 
fus affair,  was  again  present  today, 
wearing  a  superb  set  of  pearls.  But. 
owing  to  the  expressed  objections  of 
Col.  Jouaust.  she  changetl  her  con- 
spicuous place,  on  the  right  behind  him. 
for  a  more  modest,  but  still  noticeable 
position  in  the  body  of  the  hall. 

There  was  a  large  sprinkling  of  uni- 
forms among  the  audience  and  a  row  of 
soldiers,  with  Hxed  bayonets  was  again 
arranged  at  the  bottom  of  the  hall  and 
rendered  honors  in  the  custotnary  man- 
ner to  the  judges  as  the  latter  entered 
or  left  the  court. 

The  proceedings  opened  tamely  and 
the  hopes  of  a  .sen.sational  scene  began 
to  flag  as  the  morning  wore  and  matters 
l>egan  to  get  tedious  as  M.  Casimir- 
Perier  and  (Jen.  .Mercier  reiterated  what 
is  already  known.  But,  this  was  only 
the  calm  before  the  storm,  and  when 
the  storm  l)roke  it  carried  every  one 
in  court  wtih  it  into  a  whirlpool  of  the 
wildest   excitement. 

Dreyfus  on  entering   the  court  today 
-saluted    the    president    with    the    same 
.soldierly  mien  as  last  Monday,  and  the 
president.    Col.    Jouaust,    rMturned    the 
salute  and  said:       "Sit  down.  Dreyfus." 
The  chair  of  the  prisoner  was  placed 
further  to  the  right  of  the  platform  to- 
day.       Instead    of    facing    the    Judges. 
Dreyfus  .sat   with   his   hack   to   table  of 
his    counsel,     thus    looking    across    the 
platform  straight  at  the  rail   at    which 
the    witnesses  stwul.   (^ol.   Jouaust,    im- 
meiliately    when    the   court   had   settled 
1  down,   opened   the   proceerlings   by   ask- 
I  ing    Dreyfus   the  following  question: 
I       "In  January.  1895,  the  director  of  the 
I  penitentiary  of  the  Isle  de  Rue.   in   the 
I  course  of  duty,  searched  the  clothes  you 
I  brought  from  the  prison.  He  found  this 
j  dot  ument    in   an   inside   p<x-ket  of  your 
waistcoat." 
The  president  here  handed  Dreyfus  a 


paper,   and    said:       '!>>    you   recognize 
it   as   having  belonged   to  you?" 
Dreyfus — Yes,    my   colonel. 
Jouaust— Who's  was  if.' 
Dreyfus — Mine. 

Jouaust— Will  you  tell  me  how  and 
under  what  circumstances  this  docu- 
ment came  into  your  possession? 
Dreyfus— It  is  a  document  I  used  dur- 
I  ing  my  trial.  In  order  to  discuss  the 
value  of  the  bordereau  I  wished  to 
keep  it. 

Jouaust— The  military  code  gives  you 
the  right  to  have  a  copy  of  the  docu- 
ments in  your  case.  "This  document, 
therefore,  was  legitimately  in  your  pos- 
session. Why  do  y<iu  wish  to  keep  it? 
Dreyfus— As  a  souvenir  of  the  text  of 
the  bordereau. 

Jouaust — "That   was  not  proper      and 
therefore    it    was    taken    from    you.        I 
merely   wished   to  elucidate   this  point 
That  will  do. 

Col.  Jouaust  then  asked  MaJ,  Car- 
riere  if  he  had  anyi)bservations  t  >  make 
in  behalf  of  the  government. 

The  major  replied  by  asking  to  have 
Dr.  Ransome's  report  on  Dreyfus  read, 
which  the  clerk  of  the  court  did. 

The  report  deals  with  the  measures 
of  surveillance  over  Dreyfus  during  the 
voyage  of  the  prisoner  to  Cayenne  and 
said  among  other  things  that  he  was 
seen  on  board  seated  on  a  stool  and 
weeping. 

M.  De  La  Roche-Vernet.  a  .secretary 
attached  to  the  French  embassy  at  Ber- 
lin, was  the  next  witness  called.  Al- 
though he  was  .scared  there  was  no 
hesitation  in  his  replies.  He  said  iie 
acteil  as  the  transmitting  agent  of  the 
ministry  of  war  and  ministry  of  foreign 
affairs,  wherever  they  weie  engaged  in 
the  translation  of  a  panizBardi  dispatch, 
which  was  a  very  minute  and  com- 
plete translation.  Several  drafts,  he 
explained,  were  first  made  and  finally 
an  ofOcial  translation  was  drawn 
which  was  the  same  as  since 
lished. 

Questioned  respectively  regarding  the 
draft  and  the  translations,  he  said  thev 
were  purely  hypotheti<al.  the  first  drait 
only  having  the  words  "Capt.  Dreyfus," 
of  which  the  translators  were  really 
sure,  the  sen.se  being  to  the  effect  that 
Dreyfus  had  l)een  arrested  and  that  he 
had  no  relations  with  (icrmany. 

M.  Paleologue,  of  the  French  foreign 
office,  was  then  called  and  disagreed  to 
some  of  this  witness"  statements.  But 
the  net  results  of  the  two  witnes.ses  re- 
plies to  MM.  Labiri  and  Demange  was 
that  never  in  translation  was  there  any 
question  of  relati<ms  with  Germany. 

M.  Labori.  on  eliciting  the  foregoing, 
showed   evident    satisfaction. 

The  witness  rail  was  emjuy  for  a  few 
moments  and  then  Col.  Jouaust  said 
solemnly:  "IJring  in  the  next  wit- 
ness." 

An  infantry  .sergeant,  seated  beneath 
Maj.  Carrieres  desk,  then  walked  to 
the  middle  of  the  court  where,  in  a 
crimson  arm  chair,  i)laced  there  for 
distinguished  witnesses,  siit  Casimir- 
Perier.  formerly  president  of  France. 
The  latter  rose,  conducted  liy  the  sol- 
dier, and  ascended  the  platform.  He 
was  dres.sed  In  a  black  frock  coat,  with 
the  rosette  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  .it 
his  buttonhole,  and  light,  check  trou- 
sers and  j-arried  a  silk  hat  in  his  hand. 
In  response  to  the  usual  questions  he 
said:  "I  am  52  years  of  age,  no  pro- 
fession. I  was  formerly  president  or" 
the  republic." 

Col.  Jouaust  then  asked:  "Did  you 
know  the  accused  prior  to  the  acts  of 
which   he   is  charged?" 

M.  Casimir-Perier— No.  Monsieur  le 
president. 

Jouaust— You  were  pr*,Hideni  of  the 
r^|nlbiic  at  the  time  of  the  arrest  of 
Capt.  Dreyfus.  In  this  position  you 
were  able  to  have  many  particulars  up- 
on the  circumstances  and  causes  of  his 
arrest.  I  beg-  you  to  kindly  communi- 
cate them  to  the  court. 

Casimir-Perier  in  a  loud  voice  said- 
"Monsieur  1^  iiresident:  You  ask  me  to 
speak  the  truth  and  all  the  truth  I 
have  sworn  to  do  it.  I  will  speak,  wit'i- 
out  reticence,  without  reserve,  in  its 
entirety.  Whatever  I  may  have  said  in 
the  past,  whatever  people  may  believe 
and  say,  which  unfortunately  is  not  al- 
ways the  same  thing,  that  I  aione  ain 
aware  of  incidents  and  facts  which 
might  throw  light,  and  that  I  have  not 
hitherto  said  all  justicn  ought  to  know 
that  it  is  false.  I  could  not  leave  this 
place   without   saying  all." 

"I  intend  to  do  this,  not  because  I 
can  add  anything  u.seful  to  what  I  have 
already  said,  but  out  of  respect  t'>  my 
conscience  and  the  judges  ami  to  take 
the  opinion  of  men  of  good  faith.  1 
will  not  leave  this  place  until  I  have 
left  an  unalteralde  crmviction  that  I 
know  nothing  which  might  throw  light 
on  the  case  iind  that  I  have  said  all  I 
know."' 

The  former  president  then,  in  a  loud 
and  distinct  voice,  repeated  the  evi- 
dence he  had  given  before  the  court  of 
cassation.  He  leaned,  while  speaking, 
against  the  witness  rail  and  referred  lo 
a  scrap  of  paper  which  he  held  in  his 
hand.  The  witness  read  the  text  of 
the  dispatch  received  by  Count  Von 
Munster-Leydenberg.  the  German  am- 
ba.ssador  at  Paris,  from  Princo  Hohen- 
lohe.  the  German  imperial  chancellor, 
which  the  former  < nmmunicated  to  M 
Casimir-Perier  during  a  visit  to  the 
Kly.see  palace.      It  ran: 

'"His  majesty,  the  emperor,  having 
every  confidence  in  the  loyalty  of  th.- 
president  of  the  republic  and  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  republic,  begs  your  ex- 
cellency to  tell  M.  Ca.s^imir-Perier  that 
it  is  proved  the  German  embasy  was 
never  implicated  in  the  Dreyfus  affair. 
His  majesty  hopes  the  government  of 
the  republic  will  not  hesitate  to  de- 
clare so.  Without  a  formal  declaration, 
the  legend  which  here  continues  to 
spread  regarding  the  German  embassy, 
would  compromise  the  position  of  ihe 
representative  of  Germany.

M.  Casimlr-Perier  then  recounted 
how  he  had  expre.ssed  to  the  then  min- 
ister of  war  his  astonishment  and  in- 
dignation at  the  interview  which  Capt 
LeBrun-Renaud  gave  the  Figafo  on 
the  subje<t  of  Dreyfus.  The  witness 
then  told  of  Col.  Picquart's  visit  to  the 
Klysee  at  the  time  of  the  trial  in  1894  to 
inform  him  that  M.  Bertillons  demon- 
strations had  little  effect  on  the  judges 
He  added: 

"All  that  was  done  and  said  among 
the  ministers  was  done  without  my 
kn<iwledge."" 

The  witness  then  related  the  facts  in 
connection  with  the  futile  efforts  of  M. 
Waldeck-Rosseau  to  prevent  the  first 
court-martial  in  sitting  behind  closeil 
doors,  and  said  he  (the  witness)  bad 
never  received  any  member  of  the  Drey- 
fus <'ommia8ion. 

Casimir-Perier  concluded  this  part  of 
his  statement  by  raising  his  voice  and 
speaking  very  excitably  and  .saying: 
"For  the  honor  of  the  chief  magistracy, 
which  I  occupied  for  the  honor  of  the 
republic.  I  will  not  allow  it  to  be  said 
that  I  had  exchanged  a  word  witk  a 
captain  in  the  French  army  accused  of 
treason." 

This  statement  caused  applause  in 
court,  which  Col.  Jouaust  speedily  sup- 
pressed, threatening  to  clear  the  hall  if 
there  was  any  repetition  of  it. 

Many  people  in  the  court  room 
though  M.  Casimir-Perier  was  some- 
what  theatrical   in   this  utterance. 

The  form«T  president  ♦'tided  his  state- 
ment by  saying:  "I  affirm,  before  this 
tribunal  of  soldiers,  that  mv  resignatioti 
was  not  connecte<l  with  the  diplonaatic  in- 
cidenta  coneei-nlng  Germany.

It  is  pure  buncombe  to  say  that  "we 
cannot  treat  with  rebels  with  arms    in 
their  hands."

SIlOVLMi  UKT  PEXSIOXS. 

The   excellent    suggestion     has     been 
made  that  at  the  coming  session  of  con- 
gress provision  should  be  made  for  pen- 
sioning the  members  of  the  life-saving 
service  either  when  disabled   or  retired 
by    age.    and    for   properly   caring    for 
their  families  after  death.     No  class  of 
government  employes  is  more  deserving 
of  consideration.      The    life-savers    arc 
paid  from  $600  to  %W0  a  year,  and  must 
retire  at  the  age  of  50.    If  disabled  thev 
are  allowed  one  year's  pay,  and  If  killed 
in   discharge  of  duty  their  widows  and 
children    may   draw    their  i)ay    for    two 
years,  providing  the  children  are  under 
16  and  the  widow  remains  single.     This 
beggarly  provision  is  all  the  law  allows 
for  men  who  may  be  maimed  or  killed 
in  rendering  a  public  service  of  the  most 
e.xalted  <-haracter.     Its  utter  inadequacy 
and  injustice  will  be  apparent  to  every 
one. 

The   last   report   of   the   .service   shows 
there  are  264  life-saving  stations  in  the 
United  States.     One  of  them   is  located 
at  Duluth.   and   the  people  of  this  city 
have    been    furnished    evidence    of    the 
value   of   the    station    in    saving    lives. 
"Within  the  field  of  the  operations  of  the 
life-saving  stations  there  were  last  j-ear 
767  disasters  to  documented  vessels  and 
small  craft,  with  .3987   persons   in   some 
degree  imperiled,  and  out  of  this  total 
only  22  were  lost.    The  total  value  of  the 
property    involved    in    these    disasters 
was  $7,368,095,  and  $6,588,355  worth  of  it 
was  saved.     These  results  are  not   en- 
tirely due  to  the  life-savers.     Some  of 
the   salvage    was  effected   wholly  or   in 
part  by  other  persons,  and  of  the  3965 
passengers  who  were  on  board  vessels 
that   suffered     disaster     and   were   not 
killed  or  drowned,   of  course  the  great 
majority  would  have  been  rescued  any- 
way.   But  take  away  from  these  figures 
what  is  not  actually  due   to  the  brave 
men   in   the  service,    leaving   them   the 
bare  record  of  their  own   achievenieni. 
and  it  must  be  admitted  that  they  did  a 
splendid  work. 

The  people  of  the  United  States  will 
favor  the  passage  of  a  law  pensioning 
these  heroes  and  their  families. 


TWO  IVAYH  OVT. 

Thre  are  two  policies  for  ending  th? 
war  in  ihe  Philippines,  says  :he  New- 
York  World.  One  way  is  that  adopted 
by  the  administration— of  sending  a 
large  army  to  the  islands,  w.th  a  view- 
to  "striking  a  crushing  lilow  '  at  the  in- 
surgents as  soon  as  the  rainy  soman 
shall  end  in  November.  If  this  nation 
is  to  pursue  a  war  of  subjugation  to  its 
bitter  end.  this  is  no  doubt  the  right 
course.  Justice  to  our  soldiers  now  in 
the  field  and  mercy  to  those  who  are  to 
reinforce  them  unite  in  calling  fir  a 
swift  end  to  the  life-wasting  con;1i>*t. 
Kconomically,  too.  a  short  war  is  most 
desirable— though  the  taxpayers  are 
not  much  considered  nowadays. 

The  objections  advanced  by  the  World 
to  this  policy  are  two: 

1.  It  commits  this  country  unalter- 
ably to  a  war  of  conquest,  which  is  op. 
posed  to  every  one  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  its  government. 

2.  The  Filipinos  may  decline  to  stand 
still  to  be  crushed.  They  are  not  idle 
during  the  rainy  season,  and  it  is  at 
least  conceivable  that  with  stronger 
forces  drawn  from  their  teeming  mill- 
ions, and  inflamed  with  the  undying 
passion  for  liberty,  they  may  Ije  able  to 
continue  indefinitely  the  tactics  of  fight- 
ing, vanishing  and  reappearing,  which 
have  so  harassed  and  baffled  our  gen- 


TUE  \  ATI  OX  A  L  PARK  ii>EA. 

According  to  a  Chicago  dispatch,  th 
gentlemen  who  assembled  there  yester 
day  to  further  the  scheme  of  locking  u). 
the  greater  portion  of  Northern  Minne- 
sota as  a  game  preserve  were  surpiisc.i 
that  opposition  should  be  offered  to  u 
by  the  people  of  this  section,  and  we  are 
told  that  they  were  not  prepared  for  the 
addre-ss  delivered  by  Congressman  Mor- 
ris in  opposition  thereto.  If  this  be 
true,  they  are  likely  to  be  treated  h>  a 
series  of  surprises  before  they  make 
further  progress  with  the  absurd  and 
impracticable  scheme. 

In  this  connection  it  is  significant  that 
the  Twin  City  papers  are  not  so  strongly 
in  favor  of  the  scheme  as  they  were  at 
first,  before  the  people  of  Northern  Min- 
nesota began  to  make  themselves  heard 
in   opposition.     That    is.   all    the   papers 
except  the  St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press,  which 
has   made  a   fad   of   the   forest   reserve 
idea  for  several   years  and   is  loath   to 
part  with  it.     The  other  papers  are  not 
very   enthusiastic    in    support    of     Col. 
Cooper's  scheme.    They  find  it  will  hurt 
their  own   interests.     For  instance,   the 
Minneapolis   Tribune   says:      "The   Tri- 
bune has   heretofore  expressed    its  ap- 
proval of  the  proposition  to  establish  a 
national    park   in   Northern    Minnesota, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  plan  will 
succeed  If  pushed  on  conservative  lines. 
Hut   there   is  strong  opposition   on    the 
part  of  lumbermen  and  farmers,  and  in 
face  the  whole  population  of  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  state,  to  setting  aside  so 
large  a  tract  as  6.000.000  acres  and  with- 
drawing it  from  lumbering  and  agricul- 
tural operations.    The  bulk  of  the  avail- 
able  lumber  to  supply  the  Minneapolis 
sawmills    is  embraced   in   the   proposed 
immense  park  area.     It  is  claimed  that 
there  is  enough  timber  there  to  keep  the 
mills   running    for    the    next    fifteen   or 
twenty  years,  and  that   to  withdraw   it 
from   use   would   deprive  25,000   men  of 
employment  in  the  lumber  industry  ft)r 
that  length  of  time.    Again,  to  take  such 
a  vast  quantity  of  land  at  and  about  the 
headwaters    of    the    Mississippi    off    the 
market  would  exclude  thousands  of  far- 
mers from  possible  homes  and  seriously 
interfere  with  the  development  of  that 
section    of    the    state.       There    is    that 
region  a  good  deal  of  land  unfit  for  agri- 
cultural purpose.s.  but  on  the  other  hand 
there  is  much  that  is  arable,  and  such 
land   is  very  desirable,   as   it  lies   in  a 
splendidly  wooded  and   watered  region, 
and    the   soil   of   the   river  valleys  and 
some  of  the  lake  margins  is  exceedingly 
rich.     There  is  no  section   of  the  state 
more  capable  of  supporting  a  dense  and 
thrifty  population   than  large  areas  of 
Northern  Minnesota." 

Therefore   the  Tribune  contends   that 
If    the    park   project   is   to    be    made   a 
success  it  must  be  limited  to  taking  in 
such   rough   and  denuded   lands   as  arc 
practically  worthless  for  other  purposes. 
Lands  on    which    merchantable    timber 
IS  growing  should   be  left  out  until   the 
lumbermen   have  had  time  to  take  off 
the   timber  in   the   regular  course       of 
business— then  it  will  be  proper  for  the 
government  to  take  the  lands  and   re- 
forest   them,    if    satisfactory    arrange- 
ments  can    be   made   with    the   owners. 
"But."  adds   the  Tribune,  "to  take  an 
area  of  6000  square  miles  and  drive  out 
or  exclude  from  it  all  settlers  and  busi- 
ness men,  would  be  virtually  to  clip  that 
much  from   the  productive  area  of  th- 
state,  and  the  people  of  Minnesota  wid 
never  conaent   to   it.    Neither   the  Chi- 
cago projectors   nor  the  national   gov- 
ernment can  create  the  proposed  pai  k 
without  the  consent  of  Minnesota,  and 
if  they  w-ish  to  meet  with  any  succes.-.^, 
they  must  conform   their  plans   to    the 
wishes  of  our  people." 

For  the  same  reason  the  project  to 
turn  Lake  and  Cook  counties  into  a  na- 
tional park  will  not  meet  with  any 
favor  in  this  state.  If  the  Chicago  and

Another  and  more  plausible 
explanation  is  that  the  high  ijrices  at 
which  cattle  sold  last  year  cau.sed  the 
owne  -s  to  rush  the  animals  to  the  Eastern 
marki'ts.  and  the  usual  number  were  not 
left  on  the  ranges.  The  raising  of  stock 
IS  receiving  more  attention  in  North  Da- 
kota at  the  present  time  than  at  anv  time 
previous    in   the   history  of  the   sia{e. 

The  open  season  for  prairie  chickens, 
woodcock  or  grouse  is  from  Aug.  Ju  to 
Oct.  1:  wild  duck,  from  Aug.  20  to  Jan.  1; 
wild  (i  oosc,  brant  or  crane,  Aug.  20  to  May 
1.  Gime  is  said  to  be  more  plentiful  ibis 
seasoi  than  for  years.  Prairie  chiikuis 
are  morc^  numerous  than  last  vear  ami  are 
more  fully  developed.  A  good  hunting 
season  is  promised. 

The  factional  fight  betwt^en  Judge  Lau- 
<ler  and  Senator  McCumber  is  being 
wage.l  fiercely.

The       presence      of 
these  inscc*s  in  such  unusual  numl>ers  Is 
account«»d   for  by  local  authorities  in  this 
way.    The   shad   fly   (preferably  known   to 
some    as    Palingenia    bilnetata)    Is    found 
principally   aiong   streams   of   water     and 
in    this  part   of   Pennsylvania   is    used   for 
ba.ss    bait.    The    Lehigh    Vallev   tracks   at 
the  place  named  run  near  the  Susquehan- 
»a  river,   and.    the   weather  being  a  little 
cold  at  that  time,   when  the  sun  came  up 
the  rails   were  considerably  warmer  than 
the  ground   immediately  along   the  river 
Ihe  warmer  climate  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
track   attracted       the       shad    flies,    which 
a  Iglited    on    the    rails    In    swarm-s,      com- 
pletely covering  them.    The  occurrence   is 
quite    as    Interesting   as    though    the    oh. 
St  ruction    bad    taken    the    form    of   grass- 
hoppers,   and    although    the    facts    neces- 
sarilly    sound    somewhat       "fishy,"      they 
were  nevertheless  substantiated   to  us  by 
reliable   parties   in    position    to   know     We 
ourselves    have    seen    traffic    Impeded    by 
caterpillars  on  the  rails,  but  not  to  the  ex- 
tent of  stalling  the  train.

Paris,  Aug.  12. -M.  Paul  DeRoulede. 
founder  of  the  League  of  Patriots  and 
a  member  of  the  <-hamber  of  deputies 
for  the  Angoulemne  division  of  Char- 
ente,  was  arrested  at  4  o'clock  this 
morning  at  his  estate  at  Croi.ssey.  near 
Paris.  A  number  of  members  of  the 
anti-Semite  and  patriotic  leagues  were 
also  arrested  this  morning.  A  .semi- 
oH^lcial  note  i.ssued  this  morning  reads 
as  follows: 

'A  certain  number  of  arre.st-^s  made 
this  murning.  as  the  result  of  a  iiiagis- 
lerial  in(|uiry  and  by  virtue  of  article 
89  of  the  penal  code,  regarding  a  con- 
spiracy organized  f(ir  the  purpose  of  ac- 
complishing a  change  in  the  form  of 
government.  The  persons  implicated 
belong  to  the  groups  of  the  Kovalist 
Youth  and  the  Patriotic  and  anti-Sem- 
itic leagues.  At  the  trial  of  the  Neuilly 
barracks,  affairs  relatin.g  to  that  inci- 
dent alone  were  used  as  the  basis  of  the 
prosecution,  but  searches  w*>re  then 
made,  and  documents  were  recovered, 
which  led  to  the  di.scovery  of  an  organi- 
zation dating  back  to  July  1,  IS'JS.  and 
of  a  plot  to  .seize  the  government  l»y 
force.  The  do<'uments  leave  no  room 
for  doubt,  either  in  re.gard  to  the  exist- 
ence of  the  plot,  or  as  to  the  chief  actors 
therein.  After  very  close  watch,  organ- 
ized proof  was  obtained  that  the  same 
groups  were  preparing  for  a  fr.sh  at- 
tempt at  an  early  date,  the  proof  being 
such  as  to  enable  the  disturbances  to  be 
averted  by  immediate  measures.  The 
investigation  of  the  affair  is  entru.sted 
to  M.  Fabre.  examining  magistrate." 

M.  DeRoulede  was  taken  into  custody 
by  four  gendarmes  and  was  driven  ll) 
Paris.  On  his  arrival  here  he  was  iiictr- 
cerated  in  the  Coiiclergerie  prison. 

The  arrtst  of  M.  Marcel-Habert  is  ex- 
pected. 

Th"  police  have  closed  the  offices  of  the 
I  atriotic  league,  which  are  now  guarded 
by  gendarmes. 

When  an  attempt  was  made  to  arrest 
M.  Guerin.  president  of  the  Anti-Semite 
league,  he  refu.sed  to  surrender  anil  barri- 
caded himself  in  his  house.  He  savs  he  is 
prepared  to  hold  out  for,  three "  weiks. 
having  a  good  stock  of  food  and  firearms. 
The  doors  and  windows  of  his  residence 
are  barricaded  and  M.  Guerin  announces 
he  will  blow  up  his  house  before  h«  sur- 
renilers. 

On  the  application  of  M.  Fabre.  fresh 
searches  of  various  houses  were  made 
this  morning,  including  the  head<iuart.  rs 
of  the  Anti-Semites,  where  only  unimpor- 
tant papers  were  seized. 

A  numlier  of  additional  arrests  of  ii.n- 
known  persons  have  been  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  consiiiracv.

The  Death  of  Maiquis  de  Oasteja  Is 
Rocoi'ded. 

Paris.  Aug.  12.— The  Figaro  records 
the  death  yesterday  in  the  Duo 
d'Anjou  of  the  Manfuis  de  Casteja, 
aged  94.  He  was  the  last  surviving 
page  of  Louis  VIII  His  father  served 
Louis  XVI. 

The  Marquis  de  Casteja  entered  the 
school  of  pages  at  ^'ersallles  and  under 
the  restoiation  .graduated  first  page, 
with  the  rank  if  si  b-lieutenant  in  the 
Royal  guards.  Ft  der  the  empire  he 
became  commander  of  the  Eighth  bat- 
talion of  the  national  guard  and  after 
Sedan  was  made  colonel  and  placed  in 
charge  of  the  recruiting  office  at   Paris. 

During  the  siege  he  gave  up  his  hotel 
in  the  Rue  d'Anjou  for  the  care  of  the 
wounded. 

His  wife  was  the  second  daughter  of 
Sir    Thomas    Windsf  r    Huiotte.

The  petition  not  onlv  names  the  Stand- 
ard Oil  company,  as  defendant,  but  a  num- 
ber of  other  (irms  and  corporations  which 
are  alleged  to  be  owned  and  controlled 
by  the  Standard  Oil  (  ompany. 

The  attorney  general  aiinouneed  his  in- 
tention to  briniT  similar  actions  aKain.-it 
other  alleged  trusts  s!:ortlv.

Manilla.  Aug.  1-'.  10:4(1  a.  m.— Advice- 
from  Calulct.  under  date  of  Aug.  11,  re- 
port that  Gen.  MacArthur  took  fl,.- 
Ninth  regiment,  a  battalion  of  the 
Twenty-second  and  a  detachment  of  the 
First  artillery  from  Calulet  to  ,Sant  i

The   Men    Arrested    For   Inciting 
Soldiers  to  Riot. 

Paris.  Aug.  12.— MM.  DeRoulede,  chief 
of  the  League  of  Patriots,  and  Marcel- 
Habert,  a  member  of  the  chamber  ol 
deputies,  were  arrested  this  evening  on 
the  charge  of  inciting  soldiers  to  in- 
subordination ill  connection  with  the 
election  of  President   Ixiubet. 

On  March  ".I  the  prisoners,  who  had 
been  o  ntrial  liefore  the  a.ssize  court  in 
Paris,  were  acquitted,  although  dur- 
ing the  fuoceedings  M.  DeRoulede  ad- 
mitted he  wished  to  lead  a  brigade  to 
overthrow  the  jiarliamentary  repul)iie: 
that  his  action  was  fully  premeditated 
and  that  he  wotild  not  cease  his  at- 
tempts to  overthrow  parliamentarism. 
He  acknowledged  he  was  guilty  of  all 
the  charges,  except  the  allegation  that 
he  wanted  to  lead  the  soldiers 
astray  without  a  leader. 

He  said:  "1  wanted  a  general  at 
their  head.  I  would  have  preferred  the 
c(mimander-in-chief.  ('nhappily,  1 
had  no  choice." 

He  finished  his  harangue  by  demand- 
ing a  plebisciary  republic,  asserting  at 
the  same  time  that  he  never  inten.led 
to  turn  the  so'.diers  from  their  duty,  but 
only  wished  to  carry  Gen.  Roget,  who 
was  in  command  of  the  troops,  with 
him. 

M.  Marcel-Habert  admitted  that  he 
wished  to  cause  a  revolution,  but  de- 
nied having  incited  soldiers  to  do  so. 
Ho  said  he  only  sought  to  lead  Gen. 
Roget  to  the  Elysee  palace  and  that 
the  men  with  him  had  been  merely  fol- 
lowing the  officers.

Hurricane  signals  or- 
dered as  far  north  as  I  harleston  and  sjx- 
cial  warnings  of  character  of  storm  given 
widest  distribution  in  South  Atlantic 
stales.    All    shiijoing    ir  terests    notified. 

Atlanta.  (Ja..  Aus.  12.— The  following 
was  rei'eived  by  the  Astoeiated  I're-s  from 
Savannjth.  Ga.,  at  lit  a.  m.: 

"Hurricane  rei)orted  on  South  Florida 
coast.  All  shipping  is  tied  up  in  this  port. 
\  essels  from  North  Atlantic  ports  arriv- 
ing  report   good    weath-^r  .at   sea." 

Washington.  Aug.  12. -The  weather  bu- 
reau is  unable  from  the  reports  received 
01)  to  'J::'^t  o'clock  this  morning  to  tell 
whether  tho  storm  wi  1  continue  on  it.-; 
course  westw:trd  thronnhout  the  gulf  of 
Mexico  or  recurve  up  ;be  Atlantic  coa^l 
and  out  to  sea.  The  litter  is  ihe  usual 
track  of  hurricanes  at  this  season  of  the 
year,  but  since  1s;n  tvo  havi.-  continued 
on  their  way  acro.ss  thi  gulf. 

Cable  communication  with  Nassau  has 
been  interru-Hed  sin<t  ]0::W  last  night 
and  nothiii<,'  has  been  heard  from  the 
island  since.  The  storm,  of  course,  would 
not  affect  the  cable  but  the  land  leiminu.-- 
might  be  desirojed  as  it  was  in  several 
cases  on  the  island  of  Porto  Rico. 

The  hurricane  has  traveled  about  1200 
miles  since  Monday,  wbich  is  al  the  rate 
of  about  iW  miles  per  div.  It  is  now  Ctii- 
trai  over  the  gulf  stretm.  with  the  edge 
just  touchinu  the  Flo-ida  coast.  As  a 
rule  while  crossing  the  guif  stream  a  hur- 
ricane increases  in  intci  sitv.  It  has  about 
reached  the  critical  point  in  its  journey 
the  place  where  it  usually  recurves  to  the 
north.  This  is  the  point  vhere  its  intensity 
is  usually  most  .severe. 

The  very  high  baronreter  at  Bermuda 
has  had  the  etteet  of  teeping  the  hurri- 
cane off  the  southwest.  a.s  hurricanes  al- 
ways fpllow  the  path  of  least  resistanc. . 
and  this  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  the 
weather  bureau  oflUials  are  inclined  to 
believe  that  the  storm  may  continue  on 
westward  trouf^h  the  gulf. 

The  diameter  of  this  hurricane,  so  far 
as  can  be  judged  from  report-'^,  is  unusua'- 
l.y  narrow— not  over  40t  mil-  s.  The  fact 
that  the  present  storm  ij;  narrow  in  diam- 
eter indicates  thai  it  is  of  greater  severitv 
than  usual.

CongresstTian  Page  Morris  returned 
this  morning  from  Chicago,  where  he  at- 
tended the  meeting  held  there  yesterday 
lor  the  purpose  of  organizing  an  asso- 
ciation the  object  of  which  will  be  ti) 
secure  a  national  park  and  timber  and 
game  reserve  in  Northern  Minnesota. 
-Mr.  Morris  was  the  only  one  of  the  Du- 
iuth delegation  that  attended  the  meet- 
ing who  returned  today  except  J.  C. 
Hunter.  Col.  C.  H.  Graves  remained 
over  a  day  in  Chicago  and  F.  A.  Pat- 
rick returned  only  as  far  as  St    Paul. 

Judge  Morris  does  not  think  very  fa- 
vorably of  the  organization  perfected 
yesterday,  and  so  stated  with  great 
frankness  at  the  meeting.  He  stated 
that  he  had  been  Invited  to  attend,  hut 
that  he  was  neither  a  member  of  the  as- 
.sociation  nor  expected  to  be.  He  be- 
lieved that  its  objects  were  against  tho 
best  interests  of  the  people  of  Dulutii 
and  this  section,  and  that  even  if  it  war, 
desirable,  it  was  decidedly  impractic- 
able. If  the  plan  outlined  should  be

Col.  C.  H.  Graves  was  appointed  a

ern  Minnesota."  With  this  change  there 
is  nothing  to  prevent  the  Duiuth  mem- 
bers of  the  associaticm  from  opp«)sini 
the  general  plan  as  outlined  and  fighting 
any  efT(ut  which  may  be  attempted  to 
tie  up  all  of  that  territory  traversed  by 
the  Fosston  branch  and  prevent  it  from 
I'eing  opened  to  settlement. 

Ai  the  sugestion  of  the  Duiuth  del'- 
gation  three  Duiuth  men  were  appoinieil 
members  of  the  executive  committeo. 
They  are  G.  G.  Hartley.  A.  H.  Comsto^k 
;:nd  Di.  C.  A.  Stewart.  This  was  done 
in  acc(udance  with  the  general  idea  of 
the  Duiuth  people  that  the  association. 
\\hile  apparently  not  very  formidable 
;it  this  time,  will  bear  watching,  and 
that  this  can  best  he  df)ne  h\-  keeping  in 
touch  with  it  and  knowing  at  all  times 
exactly  what  progress  is  bein.g  made  in 
it.

Another  case  has  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  Hegister  Culkln  and  Re- 
ceiver Smith  of  the  local  land  office,  in 
which  they  believe  the  strict  letter  of 
the  law  would  do  a  great  injustL-e  ;  .  a 
homestead  applicant,  wno  has  acted  in 
perfect  good  laith.  The  unf  irtunate 
man  in  this  case  is  Daniel  Campbel', 
Mho  resides  in  section  35-1,^5-2").  He  i.s 
7.">  years  of  age.  His  claim  is  on  >ne  of 
the  branches  of  the  Rainy  river.  He 
settled  on  the  land  eighteen  ycar.-i  ago, 
and  has  ever  since  made  his  home 
there.  The  otfiial  survey  of  the  town- 
ship was  not  made  when  he  went  iheie, 
and  the  town  was  not  opened  to  -eitb-- 
intoit  until  April  19,  of  this  year."  Ac- 
(•  iding  to  the  law  a  .settler  who  mav  be 
on  land  in  a  new  town  which  is  lieing 
opened  for  settlement  has  ninety  <iays 
in  which  to  assert  his  .settlement" rights 
in  the  land  oJficc  in  the  district  in  whirh 
his  land  is  located. 

When  this  ninety  days  had  expired 
Campbell  had  not  appeared  at  the  land 
oflice,  and  on  July  20.  F.  W.  Heimick 
applied  to  locate  "lots  1  and  2  ,.f  that 
town  and  section.  His  application  was 
allowed,  and  was  forwarded  to  Wash- 
ington. 

On  July  -JT  Campl)ell  appeared 
and  explained  that  he  had  left 
home  in  time  to  get  to  the  land  office, 
but  was  obliged  to  make  a  laborious 
canoe  trip,  and  had  been  delaved 
through  no  fault  of  his  own.  He  had 
an  attorney  with  him  and,  after  con- 
sultation, decided  to  make  an  entry  for 
that  part  of  his  land  which  had  not  been 
covered  l)y  Heimick's  application,  and 
added  another  forty  acres  to  make  ud 
for  that  wlii<h  he  was  convinced  he  hnd 
lost  by  his  failure  to  get  to  the  ofiice 
on  time.

A  family  named  Murray  took  uji  tluir 
residence  very  n^at  tliat  of  Chief  Justice 
Maj  shall,  says  the  New  York  Sun.  Both 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murray  had  labored  indus- 
iriously.  but  unsuccessfully  to  gain  an 
entrance  to  the  inner  circle  of  the  mnre 
exelusiye  set  in  society.  Thev  were 
rather  coarse  In  manner,  fond  of  "display- 
ing the  evidences  of  a  lavish  wealth,  we're 
aggressive  and  domineering  in  their  inter- 
course with  menials  and  cringing  and 
obsequious  toward  per.sons  of  social  «n- 
professional  distinction.  One  cold  winter 
day  Judge  Marshall,  in  his  shabby  old 
great  coat,  and  with  his  gray  cloth  cap 
turned  down  over  his  ears,  was  standing 
in  the  market  bouse  at  a  little  distance 
frfim  a  poulterer's  stand,  gazing  in  an 
a'.stracted  fashion  at  the  display,  while 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murray  were  purchasing  a 
huge  turkey.

Maitre  Laborl  left  his  hou.se  alone  fur 
the  court  at  about  6  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. His  resideme  is  situated  in  Ih". 
sul>urba  of  the  town,  about  a  quarter  of 
an  hours  walk  from  the  Lyree,  and  the 
route  is  alcnp  a  solitary  road  beside  the 
lliv.r  Viiainc.  He  had  reached  a  point 
hTif  way  on  his  Journey  when  two  men 
wh.i  had  evidenily  been  lyin?  in  wait 
for  him.  rushed  out  of  a  narrow  lane, 
and  1  no  of  them  fired  a  single  shot  from 
a  revolver. 

The  murderers  were  only  a  c-ouple  of 
yards  behind  their  victim,  and  the  bul- 
let struck  Maitre  Labori  in  the  i)ack. 

The  murderers  Immediately  fie  1 
through  the  lane  from  which  they 
emerged,  and  both  e.^caped. 

At  2  o'clock  this  afternoon  M.  Labori 
was  suffering  groat  agony,  and  the  doc- 
tors, who  had  left  the  house,  were  hur- 
riedly summoned  to  attend  the  patient. 

Col.  Jouaust  called  after  the  close  of 
the  session  of  the  court-martial  and  was 
allowed  to  see  M.  Labori.  He  express'^d 
great  regret  at  the  occurrence. 

CJen.  Mercier  folhiwed,  but  the  doc- 
tors declared  that  M.  Laborl  could  not 
bear  such  an  interview  in  his  pres-nit 
state,  and  (Jen.  Mercier  was  obliged  to 
go  away  without  seeing  the  wounded 
man.

Rennes.  Aug.  14.- Tho  Dreyfus  court- 
martial  reconvened  at  7:20  o'clock  thi.-s 
morning.  Maitre  Demangc,  coun.-el  fm- 
Dreyfus,  announced  that  thuigh  M. 
Lahori's  uomid  wa.~  less  seriou.-^  than  at 
first  supposed,  it  would  l)e  impossible 
f'  r  him  to  take  part  In  the  proceedings. 

(ien.  :Mercier  was  rectlled  to  the  wit- 
ness stand  at  the  opening  of  the  day's 
proceedings. 

On  hearing  the  news  of  tho  Labori 
outrage  and  the  absence  of  Maitre  Pp- 
mange.  counsel  for  Dreyfus'  family, 
who  left  the  court  instantly  when  he 
heard  of  the  shooting,  and  hurried  to 
M.  Labori's  side,  0)1.  Jouaust  suspend- 
ed the  sitting  of  the  court-martial  until 
7:15  o'clock,  when  the  proceedings  were 
rejoramenccd  with  the  confrontation  of 
Gen.  Mercier,  formerly  minister  of  war, 
and  M.  Casimir-Perier,  ex-presiflent  of 
France.  The  latter  declared  that  Gen. 
Mercier's  story  as  to  the  Imminence  of 
war  between  France  and  Germany  was 
grossly  exaggerated,  and  he  complained 
<  f  the  action  of  Gen.  Mercier  In  moving 
60.000  troops  to  the  frontier  without  con- 
sulting him. 


"Stop  him,"  raised  by  the  pursuers,  and 
one  of  them  placed  him.si'lf  in  the' way 
of  the  murderer,  who,  covering  him  with 
a  revolver,  shouted:  "Let  mo  pass.  I 
have  shot  Dreyfus." 

The  man  was  so  taken  aback  that  he 
drew  aside  and  allowed  the  assassin  to 
proceed.  The  murderer  ran  across  the 
fields  until  he  reached  the  railroad.  He 
crossed  the  embankment  and  followed 
the  track  until  he  arriod  at  the  level 
crossing.  A  train  was  just  arriving 
at  full  speed,  and  the  m\irderer  dashed 
across  the  line  in  front  of  the  train  and 
toward  the  v.-oods  in  the  direction  of  the 
village  of  Chantepie,  wher*  he  was  lost 
to  \iew. 

Col.  Picquart  and  his  l>rMther-in-law 
M.  Gast,  who  accompanied  M.  Labori  oii 
his  way  to  tho  Lycee,  pursued  the  mur- 
derer for  some  distance,  but  as  the  • 
were  both  heavy  men  they  were  unable 
to  continue  the  pursuit,  and  so  returned 
to  the  side  of  the  wounded  man,  leav- 
ing the  cha.se  of  the  murderer  to  a  num- 
ber of  laborers  and  peasants,  who  de- 
clare they  heard  the  murrierer  say,  when 
crossing  the  marshy  fields  before  he 
reached  the  railroad:  "if  i  can't  get 
away  I  will  go  for  them." 

Madame  Labori,  wife  ..f  the  wounded 
lawyer,  was  promptly  notifled  of  the 
crime,  and  rushed  to  her  husband's 
side.  She  found  him  with  his  head  on 
the  sidewalk  and  his  bo<ly  In  the  road- 
wa.v.  .She  threw  herself  hv  hi.s  side  and 
took  his  head  in  her  lap  and  fanned  him 
with  a  colored  paper  fan  which  she 
had  evidently  snat^^hed  up  as  she  left 
the  house. 

M.  L.iborl  was  perfectly  still.  Not  a 
groan  canie  from  his  lips  as  his  head 
rested  in  the  lap  of  hia  wife  who,  by  the 
way,  is  an  American.  As  she  fanned 
him  with  her  right  hand  she  carre.ssed 
hlrti  with  her  left,  gazing  lovingly  on 
his  upturned  face.  He  tried  to  smile 
hack  the  tears  which  glistened  in  his 
wife's  eyes,  and  she,  mastering  her  feel- 
ings heroically,  did  everything  possible 
to  ease  her  husband's  agony.

THE  SHOOTING  WITNESSED. 

Tho  Murderer  Exclaimed  That  He 
Had  Shot  Dreyfus. 

Rennes,  Aug.  14.— Only  two  or  three 
laborers  .going  to  work  witnessed  th'- 
shooting  of  Maitre  Labori.  Tho  spot 
was  well  chosen,  as  the  murderers  could 
not  be  seen  by  M.  Labori  until  thev 
rushed  out  upon  their  victim,  the  en- 
trance to  the  lane  being  hidden  bv 
bushes.  Moreover,  they  were  afforded  an 
easy  means  of  escape  by  passing  back 
through  the  lane,  which  led  to  the 
country. 

One  of  the  laborers,  named  Patoux. 
who  witnessed  the  shooting,  said:  "As 
I  was  passing  along  the  road  I  saw  a 
tallyman  walking  quickly  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Rennes.  He  was  on  the  towing 
path  of  the  Vilaine.  Ho  was  attired  in  a 
dark  lounge  suit  and  wore  a  bowler  hat. 
It  was  just  as  he  reached  the  bridge 
crossing  a  stream  falling  into  the  Vil- 
aine two  men,  about  medium  height  and 
wearing  dark  suits  and  round,  soft,  felt 
hats,  emerged  from  a  rural  path  enter- 
ing the  main  road.  One  of  them  carried 
a  heavy  stick.  They  approached  .M. 
Laborl  from  l>ehind.  Suddenly  one  drew 
a  revolver  and  fired  point  blank  at 
Labori.  He  was  .so  near  that  it  was 
quite  impossible  for  him  to  miss. 

"A  sharp  report  was  heard  and  M. 
Laborl  threw  up  his  arms  and  cried: 
Ho.  la  la'  (which  Is  a  common  French 
exclamation),  and  fell  flat  on  his  face. 
I  and  one  or  two  others  who  saw  the 
deed  ran  up,  but  the  munlerers  had 
vanished  down  the  lane.  Help  was  Im- 
mediately sent  for.  and  the  gend'armes 
quickly  arrived  and  soon  afterward 
Madame  Labori." 

M.  Labori.  on  falling,  retained  pres- 
ence of  mind  enough  to  arrange  his 
dark  morocco  wallet,  in  which  he  carried 
his  papers,  under  his  head  for  a  pillow 
until  his  wife  arrived,  when  h>'  half 
raised  himself  and  dropped  his  head  In 
her  lap. 

A  number  of  laborers  who  were  un- 
loading a  barge  of  stones  beside  the 
river   heard    the    shouts   of     "Murder " 


MERCIER  ESCAPED  EASILY. 

Opinion  That  Shooting  Was  Done  to 
Help  Him. 

Rennes.  Aug.  14.— The  shooting  of  M. 
Labori,  hading  counsel  for  Capt.  Al- 
fred Dreyfus,  robbed  the  morning's  ses- 
sion of  tho  Dreyfus  court-martial  of 
Its  paramount  Interest.  The  murderer 
apparently,  chose  today  for  the  attempt! 
because  it  was  anticipated  that  M. 
I.abori  would  crush  Gen.  Mercier,  the 
former  mini.-iter  of  war,  with  hia  cross- 
questioning. 

The  news  of  the  shooting  of  M.  La- 
bori caused  an  immense  sensation  in 
the  court  room,  where  the  usual  audi- 
ence had  assembled,  awaiting  the  '-n- 
trance  of  the  judges.  M.  Labori's  ab- 
sence had  just  been  announced  when 
suddenly  M.  Jauna.v,  .syndic  of  the  ju- 
diciary press,  rushed  into  the  room  and 
shouted: 
"M.  Labori  has  been  shot." 
All  present  gave  a  gasp  of  horror  and 
surprise  and  eyery  man  jumped  to  his 
feet  and  a  volley  of  questions  was 
hurled  at  M.  Jaunny's  head  who,  cry- 
ing, 'that  is  all  1  know."  rushed  out 
of  court  again,  followed  by  a  number  of 
his  hearers.  Those  who  remained  ex- 
citedly discussed  the  crime  and  vigor- 
ously denounced   the  authors. 

Col.    Jouaust,    president    of   the   court 
when  the  news  reached  him,  suspended 
sitting   of  the  court-martial   until

In   fact   Secretary 
Root  has  expressed  himself  to  friends  as 
firmly  of  the  conriction  that  Gen.  Miles 
is    the    proper    man    to    be    .sent    to    the 
Philippines.     His  early  conference  with 
the    commanding  general    of   the   army 
and    his   subsequent    consultation    with 
the  president  lead  to  the  belief  that  his 
views  will  be  adopted  by  the  president, 
and  that  Gen.  Otis  will  in  consequence 
shortly  be  superseded.    Miles'  abilitv  as 
an  Indian   fighter  has  been  so  wolf  de- 
monstrated in  the  past  that  he  Is  natu- 
rally looked  upon  by  the  American  peo- 
ple  generally   as    tho    Ideal    soldier    for 
such  work  as  that  which  has  been  laid 
out  on  the  other  side  of  the  earth.  Miles 
Is  willing  to  go.  and,  In  fact,  is  anxious 
to  close  tho  campaign,  and   those   who 
know  him  best  are  confident  that  with  a 
force  sufficient    behind   him   he   will    be 
able  to  bring  the  insurgent  Filipinos  to 
terms  within  three  months  of  the  date 
that  he  sets  foot  on  the  island  of  Luzon 
It  is  therefore  to  be  expected  that  news 
of  the  utmost  importance  will  be  forth- 
coming  from    the   While   House   or   the 
war  department  within  a  very  few  hours 
after   tho  return  of  the  president.     Al- 
most   all    Republican    members    of  con- 
gress and  other  visitors  of  prominence 
who    have    come   to   Washington   lately 
have    taken   pains    to   inform    the   chief 
magistrate   that   while  his  constituents 
and  neighbors  are.  as  a  rule,  heartilv  in 
accord  with  the  administration's  policy, 
there  Is,  at  the  same  time,  a  feeling  of 
unrest    because    of    the    long-drawnout 
contest  across  the  Pacific.    These  hints 
and    suggestions    of   public    disapproval 
of   Otis'    course    will    undoubtedly    hav^ 
weight  with    the  executive,   and   if   Mr 
Miles  Is  not  sent  to  commaiid  the  Luzo; 
army.    It    is    almost    certain    that    Gen 
Merritt    will    be.    although    Miles   is    tho 
more  vigorous  man  of  the  two,  and  be- 
sides has  had  more  experience  in  dealing 
with  savage  or  semi -savage  peoples.

It  appears  that  Madame  Laborl  her-

Caslmer-Perier  aid  Gen,   Mercier

Rennes.  Aug.  14.— M.  Demange,  when 
court  assembled  at  7:20  a.  m..  an- 
nounced that  thoigh  his  colleague's 
wound  was  not  so  serious  as  at  first 
supposed,  it  would  bt;  impossible  for  the 
latter  to  participate  n  the  proceedings.

"I  see  that  the  newspapers  have  been 
giving  a  great  deal  of  attention  lately 
to  the  discovery  of  some  Austrian  scien- 
tist that  the  white  men  of  Europe  were 
at   one  time  cannibals,"  said  anattache 
of  one  of  the  scientific  bureaus  of  Wash- 
ington.    "I  do  not  think  there  is  much 
doubt  about  the  truth  of  that  as.sertion. 
and    it    will    some   day    be   proved   that 
nearly  all   of  the   Indians  of  this  con- 
tinent were  eaters  of  human   flesh  not 
so  very  far  back.    In  fact  there  is  in  the 
archives  of  some  of  the  government  de- 
partments today  documents  which  prove 
that   the  Iroquois  consumed    the   bodies 
of   their  enemies   whom   they  killed   in 
battle,  and  that  the  French  threatened 
to  abandon   them  entirely   an<l    to   have 
nothing  further  to  do  with  them  during 
the   war  between   France  and   England 
unless    they   should    refrain    from    this 
practice.      Rut   we  need   not  go  back   to 
tho  Canadian  wars  of  the  last  century 
to  find  cannibals  on  the  American  con- 
tinent.   There  was  in  Washington  a  few 
months   ago    a   small    band    of   Indians 
who  practiced  cannibalism  up  to  a  per- 
iod  as   recent   as     our     late   civil    war. 
These  Indians  are  now  settled  In  Okla- 
homa and  are  known  as  the  Tonkawas. 
At  one  time  they  wore  a  powerful  tribe, 
but  becau.se  of  their  practices  they  in- 
curred   the   animosity   of   all    the    other 
tribes  in  the  Middle  West,   and  during 
the  civil   war,    when    the   Union   farces 
were     withdrawn     from     the     frontier 
towards  tho  Missouri,  tho  other  Indians 
combined  and  attacked  them  and  almost 
annihilated    the    Tonkawas.      I    believe 
that    the    tribe    does    not    now    embrace 
more   than   twenty  or  twenty-five   men 
today.     They  are  big,  powerful  fellows, 
and  the  delegation  which  was  here  did 
not    contain    a   man    under   six    feet    in 
height.     That   the  feeling  toward  them 
by  the  redmen  of  the  West  is  still  of  the 
bitterest    character    was    demonstrated 
from  the  fact   that  while  here  a  party 
of  the  Tonkawas  visited  this  office,  and 
during    their    visit    a    small    party    of 
Poncas    came    In.      The    latter,    seeing 
who  their  fellow-Indians  were,  uttered 
grunts  ^of  disgust  and  left  without  hav- 
ing anything  to  say  to   them  and  with- 
out showing  any  other  signs  of  recog- 
nition.    I  think  tho  ethnological  bureau 
will  some  day  publish  a  voliime  or  pam- 
phlet   giving    the    result    of    researches 
which      will      demonstrate      beyond      a 
shadow  of  doubt  that  nearly  every  one 
of  the  Indian  tribes  which  Inhabited  the 
territory  between   the  Atlantic  and   the 
Rocky    mountains    practiced    cannibal- 
ism."

Washington,  Aug.  It.— It  would  appear 
from  information  obtained  at  the  Interior 
department  that  there  will  soon  be  a  gen- 
eral shaking  up  of  Chippewa  Indian  af- 
fairs in  Minnesota,  and  that  from  the  re- 
sults expected  to  follow  Commis.sioner  Dar 
Hall,  now  in  oharKre  of  allotting  lands 
on  the  Chippewa  reservations,  will  lo.<e 
his  place.  For  some  time  it  has  been  known 
that  affairs  connectetl  with  the  Indian 
limber  and  land  allotments  were  unsat- 
isfactory to  the  department,  imd  it  Is  sug- 
gested that  reports  are  In  the  course  ot 
preparation  to  be  submitted  to  congress 
making  decided  changes  in  the  entire  sys- 
tem, ahollshing  the  office  of  commissioner 
and  suggesting  a  different  plan  for  dis- 
posing of  the  timber. 

In  this  connection  it  Is  not  Improbable 
that  a  contest  may  grow  out  of  the  de- 
partment recommendations  and  that  mem- 
bers of  ihe  Mlnne.«ota  congressional  del- 
egation will  object  to  some  of  the  changes 
to  be  proposed.  Generallv  the  members 
of  the  congressional  delegation  have  taken 
little  interest  In  the  long-drawn-out 
troubles  over  Chii)pewa  timln  r  and  lands, 
but  differences  of  opinion  exist  among  the 
senators  and  members  as  to  the  wisdom 
of  the  present  system,  and  intimations 
have  been  made  that  too  much  opportu- 
nity axists  for  scamlals.  And  yet  it  has 
been  made  that  too  much  ojjportunity 
exists  for  scandals.  And  jet  It  has  been 
.said  by  some  of  the  members  that  much 
of  the  talk  about  frauds  in  timber  cut- 
ting was  unwarranted.  In  studying  the 
law  relating  to  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Chlnucwas.  Secretary 
Hitchcock's  attention  was  directed  to  the 
expense  incurred  in  allotlng  lands  on  the 
reservations,  first  by  the  commission  ap- 
pointed under  the  law  of  1889,  and  later 
by  Commissioner  Hall. 

It  is  claimed  at  the  department  that 
few  practical  results  have  been  obtained 
after  an  experience  of  ten  years  In  allot- 
ting lands,  and  that  congress  will  be 
asked   to  abolish  the  office. 

The  question  has  been  brought  up  as  a 
result  of  a  recommendation  from  Mr. 
Hall  that  he  be  permitted  to  readjust  the 
allotments  at  Leech  Lake.  An  official  of 
the  department  said  todav  that  the  allot- 
ments at  Leech  Lake  have  caused  much 
di.ssatisfaction  among  the  Indians,  b<>- 
cause  In  a  larire  number  of  cases  the 
lands  allotted  are  not  contiguous,  due  to 
errors  in  performing  the  work.  "There  is 
absoliittl.y  no  nece.xsily  for  the  services  of 
an  allotting  commissioner  in  Minnesota  ' 
said  the  official.  "Allotments  are  now- 
being  made  liy  the  Indian  office  at  other 
points  by  officials  of  the  government  at 
coiisi<lerably  less  than  the  cost  of  maln- 
taininc;  a  commissioner  In  Minnesota  and 
with  results  mor,>  .satisfactory  to  the  sec- 
retary of  tho  interior."  Although  the  In 
matter,  it  will  be  recalled  to  discuss  this 
matter,  it  will  be  recalled  that  h.-  mad.> 
the  stattment  last  winter  that  there  wa.^ 
no  further  necessity  for  the  ofliee  of  al- 
lotting commissioner.

A  Montana  Witness  Terrorized  and 
Compelled  to  Flee. 

Great  Falls.  .\I.^i;t..  Aug.  14.— fJeorge 
Henson,  of  Paradise  A'alley.  near  Chi- 
nook, on  Milk  river,  is  the  victim  of  the 
first  White  Cap  outrage  in  Montana. 
He  was  to  have  been  a  witness  against 
the  defendant  in  an  a.ssault  case  at 
Chinook  Saturday  morning. 

Seven  men  masked  in  white  called 
about  midnight  Friday  night  at  his 
house,  enticed  him  out  and  beat  him 
half  to  death.

TO  BITY  A  RESKRVE. 

Crow  Indian  Agency.  Mont..  Aug.  14.— 
Government  commissioners  have  effect- 
ed an  agreement  with  the  Crow  Indians 
which  will  become  a  treaty  when  rati- 
lied  by  congress.  About  1,000.000  acres 
of  land  will  be  purchased  on  the  north- 
ern end  of  the  Crow  reservation,  from 
Fort  Custer  to  the  Yellowstone  river, 
and  from  Pryor  creek  to  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  reservation,  embracing 
the  lower  Rig  Horn  and  other  smaller 
streams.  This  leaves  the  Crows  L'. .500, 000 
acres,  and  will  make  them  independent 
in  time  and  furnish  homes  for  thou- 
sands of  civilized  people.  The  price  to 
be  paid  is  about  $1  pera  ere  In 
ments. 

Considerable  of  the  land  is  arid,  but 
most  of  It  is  excellent  for  grazing,  with 
timber  on  the  streams.  The  Northern 
Pacific  railway  runs  diagonally  along 
the  northern  border  and  the  Burlington 
diagonally  through  it  from  east  to 
west.

adopted  a  system  of  personal  inspection 
which  will  redound  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  government,  but  will,  at  the  same 
time,  cause  commotion  among  federal 
employes  in  the  treasury  department 
who  are  in^  lined  to  "soldier"  on  their 
work.  The  other  day  Mr.  Vanderlip 
visited  a  number  of  bureaus  of  the  de- 
partment when  the  employes  should 
have  been  hard  at  work.  He  found  a 
great  many  of  them  reading  newspapers 
and  otherwise  enjoying  the  early  hours 
of  the  morning  for  which  the  govern- 
ment pays  them  fair  salaries,  and  he 
promptly  notified  all  such  that  he  pro- 
poses to  reduce  their  salaries.  The  as- 
sistant secretary  believes  that  plenty  of 
good  men  can  be  secured  who  are  thor- 
oughly competent  to  perform  the  duties 
for  which  the  present  generation  of 
clerks  receive  pay.  and  he  has  let  it  be 
fully  understood'throughout  the  depart- 
ment that  he  pit)poses  to  make  period- 
ical inspection  tour  himself,  and  thai 
those  who  fail  to  come  up  to  his  stan- 
dard of  industry  may  find  themselves 
hunting  positions  elsewhere. 

In  this  connection  It  may  be  said  that 
Nathan  K.  Hall,  when  postmaster  .gen- 
eral under  President  Fillmore  adopted 
similar  methods.  He  knew  every  clerk 
in  his  department,  which  was  a  small 
one  in  those  days,  and  he  knew  from 
personal  investigation  just  what  the 
qualiticatioiis  were  of  each  and  every 
employe  in  the  entire  department  over 
which  he  presided.  Mr.  Vanderlip  is 
following  the  footsteps  of  Postmaster 
General  Hall,  but  he  can  hardly  be  as 
thorough  in  his  work,  because  it  is  im- 
possible to  keep  track  of  so  many  peo- 
ple.

While  the  yellow  fever  scare,  which 
was  quite  noticeable  in  Washington  last 
week,  has  almost  entirely  vanished,  the 
inhabitants  unfortunate  enough  to  be 
compelled  to  remain  in  the  capiiol  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  are  still  suffer- 
ing from  its  effects.  For  the  past  two 
weeks  tho  supplies  of  vegetables  and 
.sea  food,  which  come  almost  altogether 
from  the  lower  river  ports,  have  been 
materially  reduced  in  size,  and  as  a 
consequence  prices  have  been  greatly 
enhanced.  Gradually,  however,  the 
boatmen  are  recovering  themselves, 
and  for  the  past  two  or  three  days  them 
has  been  a  marked  Increase  in  the  re- 
ceipt of  such  food  supplies  as  come  to 
the  capitol  city  from  lower  Potomac 
river  landings.

the  next  congress.      It  can   be  said  for 
Lewis  that  he  iirobably  displayed  more 
oratorical    ability   than    his    Ohio   com- 
petitor, but   the  latter  was  filled  chock 
full    of  fa<-ts   and,    when    the    war       of 
words  wa.s  over,  the  opinion  seemed  to 
be  both  in  the  galleries  and  on  the  floor 
of   the   house   that       the       Washington 
statesman    had    been    worsted.

No.  13  seems  to  have  been   a  hoodoo 
for  Minnesota  in   the  war  department 
so   far  as   the   war   between    the    Ignited 
States  and  Spain  and  between  this  gov- 
ernment and  Aguinaldo   in   the   Philip- 
pines   is    concerned.        Part    of    Minne- 
sota s    militia    was    put    into    the   Thir- 
teenth Minnesota  regiment.  It  was  sent 
to    Manilla.       This    regiment's       record 
there  has  been  somewhat  unique,  to  say 
the  least.      Some  are  of  the  opinion  that 
No.  13  has  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
the  record  of  this  ill-starred  regiment 
Its  officers'   bravery       has       frequently 
been    questioned.        The    regiment    has 
been  placed  at  a  di.sadvantage  in  many 
ways.       It    policed    Manilla    last    winter 
when   there   was  a   good   deal   of  fierce 
fighting    bef.veen    our    troops    and    the 
Filipinos.      It  took  a  long  time  to  dis- 
cover  where  the  Thirteenth   Minnesota 
was  located.      It  was  finally  found  that 
^vhile   it   had    not  made  any   record   on 
the    firing    line    it    had.    .so    far    as       is 
known,   taken  care   of  Its   work   In   the 
city    of   Manilla    as    instructed    by    the 
commander-in-chief    of       our        forces 
there.   Then   it   was  sent   on   to  the   fir- 
ing line  and  some  rumors   were  circu- 
lated    that    the    regiment     in    its    en- 
tirety lacked  bravery.      This  rumor  was 
disputed  and  finally  found   to   be  false. 
Then  it  was  .said  that  its  commanding 
officer  left  the  Philippines  before  actual 
warfare  between  our  troops  and  Aguin- 
aldo's  had  begun.      The  gentleman  re- 
ferred to  was  Col.  McC.  Reeve.      At  any 
rate    Col.    Reeve,    who    had    been    pro"- 
moted.  left  Manilla  and  made  a  tour  of 
Japan   and   China  while   fierce   fighting 
was  going  on  during  February,   March 
and    April    in    the   Philippine       islands 
Later  his  successor.   Col.    Ames,   seems 
to  have  got  into  trouble.       The  charge 
has  been   made  that   he  w-as  either  re- 
quested   to   resign   and    leave   for  home 
or  stand   a   court-martial   for  failing   to 
lead  his  regiment  in   battle.  Col.   Ames 
has   vigorously  denied   this  and    it   will 
probably   be  .some   time  before   the   ac- 
tual   information   regarding   his   course 
is  known. 

The  Thirteenth  Minnesota  has  also 
given  the  president  considerable  trouble 
He  intended  to  go  to  Minneapolis  and 
St.  Paul  to  review  the  troops  when 
they  returned  from  the  Philippines.  It 
was  thought  they  would  be  home  some 
time  during  this  month.  It  was  dis- 
covered at  least  six  weeks  ago,  how- 
ever, that  they  could  not  be  brought 
back  to  the  Twin  Cities  before  October 
and  the  president,  therefore,  it  is  be- 
lieved here,  will  not  be  able  to  make  the 
trip  to  Minnesota.  He  will,  however, 
ff  nothing  later  interferes,  visit  Chi- 
cago, but  it  is  not  probable  now  that  he 
will  go  any  farther  West  than  the  west- 
ern metropolis.

the  national   congress.       The  only   way 
that  Quay  can  again  gf>t  into  the  senate 
is  to  secure  a  favorable  report  from  the 
Judiciary  committee  of  the  senate,       of 
which  Senator  Hoar,   of  Massachusetts, 
is  chairman,  and  a  man  who  has  here- 
tofore decided  that  the  appointment  of 
.senators  by  governors  of  different  states 
was  unconstitutional.      At      least      the 
senate  has  frequently  decided      against 
appointees   of  this  kind   and   it    is   pn- 
sumed    that   the   Massachusetts   states- 
man, who  is  considered  one  of  the  best 
constitutional    lawyers    in    the        upp.^r 
branch  of  congress,  has  advised  against 
both    Republican    and    Democratic    ac;. 
pirants.       In  the  past  all  have  been  ile- 
feated   and  vacanci<'s  existed   until   the 
legislatures  of  the  different  states  met 
again   and   chose   men    to   fill   vacancies 
existing.    If   he    shows    that    he    cannot 
control   his  party  in   Pennsylvania   this 
fall    the  support   of  the   administration 
may    not    be   freely    given    to    him.    The

GIVES  TO  EXAtiGKRATEOyf. 

In   a  recent  editorial   in   the   Outlook. 
Dr.  Lyman  Abbott  delivers  a  lecture  to 
lecturers    on    temperance    in    regard    to 
what  he  terms  their  tendency  to  exa^'- 
gerate.  attributing  much  of  the  failure 
attending  their  efforts  to  this  cause.  H-^ 
might  truthfully  have  been  even  more 
severe  and  charged  some  of  them  with 
deliberate   lying  or  gross   ignorance   of 
the  subject  they  discuss.    The  editorial 
Jn  the  Outlook  says:     "The  first  condi- 
tion   of    permanent    reform    is    that    it 
should  be  founded  on  truth."     It   then 
goes  on  to  say  that  the  greatest  tempta- 
tion of  an  intense  reformer  is  to  exag- 
gerate: that  intensity  of  feeling  and  dis- 
crimination  in   judgment   rarely  go   to- 
gether,  and   that   intense  feeling  buiids 
reforms  on  a  half-truth,  the  most  peril- 
ous  form  of   falsehood.     It   thus  illus- 
trates:       "Anxious    to   guard    his   child 
against  the  first  approach  of  scepticism, 
the   father  teaches   him   that  the  Bible 
is  without  any  admixture  of  error.  Th" 
child   buiids   his   faith   upon   this  confi- 
dence in  an  infallible  book.    He  goes  to 
school  and    learns   that    the  world    was 
not   made   In   six  days   60tJ0   years   ago. 
His  whole  system  of  faith  topples  over, 
and  he  has  to  reconstruct  ii  from  the 
foundation;   perhaps  he  may  never  re- 
construct it."

The 
principal    gain    this    year    is    In    wheat 
moving   eastward    from    the   head       of 
Lake   Superior.       The  wheat  movement 
to  Aug.   1  aggregates  21.076,538   bushels 
as  compared  with   10,101,450  bushels  on 
the  .same  date  in  1898.       If  this  wheat 
could  have  been  carried  through  to  the 
ocean  without  unloading  and       reship- 
ment   there   would    have   been   a   great     »> 
saving   in   carrying  <-harges  and       the 
producers  of  the  Northwest  would  have 
been  the  beneficiaries.

They  have  attempted 
to  build  reform  on  indiscriminate  gen- 
eralizations. And  here  follows  a  list  of 
these  generalizations: 

It  has  been  asserted  that  alcohol  is 
never  a  food  and  always  a  poison.  This 
is  scientifically  erroneous.  It  ia  some- 
times a  food  and  sometimes  a  poison. 

It  has  been  assumed  that  drinking  al- 
cohol is  a  crime,  which  the  law  may 
prohibit  by  indirection,  though  it  can 
not  do  so  directly.  This  is  politically 
erroneous.  It  is  the  function  of  criminal 
law  to  protect  the  citizen  from  the 
wrongdoing  of  others,  and  the  mere  act 
of  drinking  does  no  wrong  except  to  the 
man  who  drinks. 

It  has  been  assumed  that  drinking  in 
moderation  is  a  sin.  and  that  drunken- 
ness is  a  misfortune;  the  moderate 
drinker  has  been  denounced  and  the 
drunkard  has  been  coddled.  This  If 
ethnically  erroneous.  Moderate  drinking 
is  not  a  sin  which  one  may  denounce  in 
another,  and  drunkenness. 

It  has  been  assumed  that  there  are 
two  kinds  of  wine  mentioned  in  the 
Bible:  Fermented  wine,  which  it  con- 
demns, and  unfermented  wine,  which  It 
commends.  This  ia  historically  and  ex- 
egetically  erroneous.  There  is  no  good 
ground  for  believing  that  any  such  dis- 
tinction was  ever  in  the  minds  of  the 
sacred  writers. 

It  has  been  assumed  that  temperance 
is  identical  with  total  abstinence  from 
alcoholic  liquors.  This  is  philosophically 
erroneous.  Temperance  is  such  control 
of  all  the  bodily  appetites  and  pa.s.sions 
as  make  the  body  the  servant,  not  the 
master,  of  the  soul. 

The  Indorsed  text  books  in  physi- 
ology which  have  been  put  into  our  pub- 
lic schools,  owing  to  the  zeal  of  the  few 
and  the  carelessness  of  the  many, 
should  be  taken  out  again.  Physiology, 
in  so  far  as  it  is  taught  at  all,  should 
be  taught  from  scientifieally  accurate 
text  books,  and  temperance  should  not 
be  denned  as  the  duty  of  abstaining 
from  the  use  of  alcohol,  and  enforced 
by  unscientific  statements  scientifically 
phrased.    It  should  be  Inculcated  as  the

Company  Offers  Big  Reward  For 
Apprehension  of  Dynamiters. 

Cleveland.  Aug.  14.— The  lift',  week  of 
the  second  strike  of  the  employes  of  the 
Cleveland  Electric  railway  opened  to- 
day.

Concludes  We  Had  No  Right  to  Tai(e 
Philippines. 

New  Y..rk,  Aug.  11.— Kichard  Croke:-. 
at  the  Democratic  club,  said:  * 

"I  was  wrong  in  the  statements  I 
made  before  I  went  away  concerning 
the  Philippine  islands.  I  based  my  bi- 
lief  that  we  should  not  give  up  a  font  of 
soil  our  soldiers  had  won.  <m  informa- 
tion that  was  not  complete.  1  «\vould 
not  give  -'  cents  for  a  man  that,  when 
he  found  out  that  he  had  been  wrong, 
woulfj  not  at  the  very  lirst  chance  set 
himself  right. 

"Publicly  I  made  the  statement  that 
I  did  not  believe  we  ■'hould  give  up  the 
Philippines,  which  had  cost  u.s  so  many 
lives.  I  am  not  ashamed  to  sav  now  as 
jiulili  'ly  that  I  was  wron.g.  While  I  was 
in  PJurope  I  talked  with  some  of  the 
best  informed  men  in  public  life.  1 
made  investigations  and  found  that  we 
had  no  right  to  lak-  the  Philippines. 
We  were  wrong  in  the  first  place  to 
spend  120.000,000  for  them." 

"On  a  <|urstioii  like  this  there  should  he 
no  di\iding  lines  between  Democrats  ai:d 
Uepiiblicans.  Hum.inilv,  not  politics,  i.s

Result  of  a  Saturday  Ni^ht  Qance 
Near  Albert  Lea. 

Albert  Dea.  Minn.,  Aug.  14.— Saturday 
night  a  dance  was  indulged  in  at  a 
farm  house  in  the  town  of  Freeman,  this 
county,  and  at  about  4:30  yesterday 
morning  an  old  man  named  Olo  (Iref- 
sheim.  who  lived  in  the  house  wHero 
the  dance  \v;is  held,  chased  several  of 
the  young  men  tiut  tif  the  house  with 
a  club,  and  later  appeared  in  the  barn- 
yard with  a  revolvfM-  and  proceeded  to 
shoot,  firing  threi-  times.  Only  one  shot 
took  effect,  and  that  lodged  in  the  left 
forearm  of  a  young  man  named  Theo- 
dore Torgerson,  who  resides  near  the 
scene  of  the  hilarities.  He  was  brought 
to  this  city  and  Dr.  Von  Berg  dressed 
the  wound,  but  did  not  remove  the  ba!l, 
and  at  present  does  not  deem  an  ampn- 
tation  neees.sary.  The  particulars  of  the 
case  cannot  be  secured,  as  no  arrest  has 
as  yet  been  ma<le,  and  Torgerson  dues 
not  seem  anxious  to  prosecute. 


A  TEKRIBLK  t^ITlTATlON 
Seattle.  Wash.,  Aug.  14.— A  i)rivate 
letter  from  Capt.  Slam  of  the  revenii" 
cutter  Grant,  now  with  the  sealing 
patrol  in  Behring  .sea,  relates  that  the 
inhabitants  of  Attou  island,  numiiering 
twenty-three  men  and  fifty  women  an  1 
children,  were  found  by  him  in  a  pitiable 
condition  from  cold  and  hunger."  Many 
of  the  children  wer^'  iiartially  naked, 
and  the  women  were  but  little  better 
off.  The  only  fuel  on  the  island  is  a 
scant  supply  if  dry  wood. 

The  Grant  furnished  the  inhabitants 
rations  and  clothing.  They  have  a  good 
supply  of  fish,  roots  and  berries. 

Attou  island  ha<  in  times  past  been 
famous  as  a  source  of  blue  fo.x  skins, 
and  fortunes  have  been  made  in  the 
traffic,  l.)ut  the  traders,  and  not  the 
natives,  have  made  th?  money.  The 
foxes  have  been  all  killed,  and  the  pop- 
ulation is  diminishing.  The  remainder 
are  quite  contented  with  their  lot,  an  1 
«ling  to  the  lileak  frozen  island,  which 
hardly  ■  affords  them  a  means  of  sus- 
tenjince,  and  which  is  often  the  scene 
of  furious  earthquakes  and  land  slides.

According     to    the     Detroit     paoers     the 
schooner  Oliver  Mitchell  did  not 'sink  the 
whaleback    steamer   John    B.    Trevor,    but 
came  in  contact  with  pig  i:n  while  the  lat- 
ter was  at  anchor  after  the  sinking  of  the 
steamer.     The  collision     which     .-un.:   t;.^, 
trevor  occcurr^d     at   10  p.  m.    Wednesday. 
6>he   and   pigs  lis  l.n,   all   three  ore  laden, 
were    passing   down.    The    steamers    Cres- 
cent City  and  Henry  Cort  were  passing  in 
opposite    directions    at    a    point    between 
the  Marshland  and  Star  island.    The  chan- 
nel  IS   narrow  at   this  point   and   the   two 
big    fellows    seemingly    were    anxious    to 
keep   in   its  center.    Thus   as   they   neared 
each    other    the    suction    caused    them    to 
graze.  The  helm  of  the  Crescent   City  had 
apparently  been  thrown  hard  over  in  "order 
to  avoid  a  collision  with  the  Cort.  for  she 
darted    directly    across    th»^    towline    be- 
tween   the    Trevor       and    whaleback    118. 
V.  hen   the  Cre-scent  City  struck   the   tow- 
line   of   the   Trevor  thr>   latter  was  jerked 
around   until  she   headed    nearly   at    right 
angles  with  the  channel.  The  towline  con- 
necting   her    with    lis    ^y;,s    cut    and    the 
barge  brought  to  a  halt   with  her  anchor. 
About  thc'  same  time  the  towline  betwe(>n 
the   ns  and   i;!l    was  cut.      Xo  attempt    to 
«lrop  the  anchor  on  the  latter  apjiears   to 
have    been    made,    for   she    came   on    with 
great   momentum,    striking   the   Trevor  on 
the   port  sidt    well   forward  and  cutting  a 
bole   large      enough      for  a    man   to   pass 
tliroush.    The   Trevor  made   for   the   shore 
.'Ud    was       beached.       Her   stern   sank    in 
twenty-five    feet    of    water.    The    second 
engineer    happened    to   be   in    the    flrehold 
and  was  the  only  one  who  had   a  narrow 
escape.    He    was    knocked    back    into    the 
bold   by   the  rush  of  water,   but  managed 
to   .scramble   out.    The    mi    suffered    heavy 
•  amage   about    the   snoot,    and    the   stearn 
pump  which  she  carried  had  to  ho  utilized 
to  keep  her  afloat. 

The  blame  for  the  collision  must  be 
placed  by  tne  courts.  Thev  will  be  called 
upon  to  decide  whether  the  Crescent  Citv 
or  Lvirt  is  to  blame  for  causing  the  Trevor 
and  lot  to  come  together.

Another  feature 
Which  caused  a  great  deal  of  <ommcnt 
at   the  tun.,  of  the  fight,   the   presenta- 
tion to  FitzMmmons  of  a  iiunch  of  roses 
was  entirel./  missing. 

"The  most  suspicious  part  f;f  the  whole 
thing  is  the  scene  at  the  ringside.  Tht- 
arrang<.nicr  t  of  the  seats  is  anything 
but  what  would  be  expected,  and  th" 
character  01  the  individuals  who  occupy 
them  is  noi  calculated  to  impress  one 
as  the  real  thing.

to  Capt.  Lebrun-Renault.  M  Casiniir- 
Perler  persisted  in  his  statement  of  Sat- 
urday that  he  had  never  received  anv 
conrtdences  of  this  character  from  Capt 
Lebrun-Renault.  He  added  that  m' 
Dupuy,  the  then  premier,  was  present 
when  Capt.  Lebrun-Renault  called  at 
the  Elysee  palace. 

"Moreover."    said    M.    Casimir-Perler 
here  is  a  letter  from  .M.  Dupuy,  which 
I  ask  may  be  read. 

The  letter  asserted  that  Capt.  Lebrun- 
Renault.  when  questioned  by  M    Dunuv 
replied  that  Gen.  Mercier  had  sent  him 
to   the  president   to  receive  a  dressing- 
down    for  his   indiscreet   disclosures   tS 
the  Figaro. 
Oen.  Mercier  here  interpo.sed,  saying- 
(-apt.  Lebrun-Renault  spoke  to  me  in 
regard  to  the  confessions  in  the  presence 
of  Gen.  Gonz.   who  will   testify  thereto 
It  was  then  I  ordere.1  him  to  go  to  the 
president  of  the  republic." 

Regarding  Gen.  Mercier's  declarations 
on  Satiirday  last  on  the  witness  stand. 
M.  Casimir-Perier  said: 

"Gen.  Mercier  had  no  right  whatever 
to  intervene  in  a  dij)lomatic  conversa- 
tion. I  would  have  i)revented  such  in- 
terference. It  was  1  alone  who  con- 
ferred with  the  minister,  and  I  declare 
that  the  impression  1  derived  from  that 
conversation  was  one  of  complete  calm 
otherwise  the  incident  would  not  have 
been  clo.sed  by  the  framing  of  a  note 

Ue  had  no  telegram  from  Berlin 
that  evening.  It  was  in  regard  to  a  no'e 
the  minister  referred  to  Berlin.  If  there 
had  been  any  news  in  regard  to  the 
matter  on  the  evening  of  the  6th  we 
should  not  have  wait.-d  until  the  Sth  10 
publish  the  note.  There  was  no  dispat-h 
addressed  to  a  friendly  power  relative  to 
the  incident. 

•"The  incident  has  been  magnified. 
Besides,  m  the  event  of  diplomatic  com- 
pilmations  the  president  would  have 
lommunicated  with  the  minister  of  for- 
eign affairs.  • 

Gen  Mercier  rej.lied  that  he  went  t.. 
the  Ely.see  palace  as  minister  of  way 
He  recalled  that  Cen.  De  Boisdeffre 
could  testify  as  to  thf-  orders  received 

M.  Demange  .seized  upon  this  declara- 
tion and  insisted  that  Gen.  Mercier  re- 
peat the  statement  that  he  had  given 
orders  to  Gen.  Boi.sdeffre  on  the  6th  rela- 
tive to  mobilization. 

M.  Casimir-Perier,  resuming  his  testi- 
mony, said  he  would  not  reply  to  certain 
ot   Gen.  Mercier's  insinuations. 

"1  do  not  wish  to  answer  them."  said 
the    former    president.        "The    circum- 
stances are  too  sacred  and  too  tragic  f.n 
me  to  desire  to  envenom  the  discussion 
I  am  master  of  myself  and  of  my  con- 
.science.     I   would  only  .state   that  Gen 
Mercier  has   made  everv   effort    to   mix 
me  as  deeply  as  possible  in   this  affair 
But    I    have    remained    aloof,    I    attirni 
during   the   progress   of   the   investiga- 
tion. *^ 

The  former  president  then  complained 
of  the  incorrect  behavior  of  his  subor- 
dinate toward  the  chief  of  the  state. 

After  MM.  Cavaignac  and  Hanotaux 
former  ministers  of  foreign  affairs  had" 
testified  the  court  adjourned  at  'no<m 
until  u  ednesday. 

".As  an  instance."  said  M.  Casimlr- 
lerier,  "Gen.  Mercier  undertook  to 
shorten  the  time  of  service  of  60.000  men 
without  consulting  the  chief  of  the 
state,  thus  lacking  in  the  respect 
he  owed  to  the  chief  of  the  state.  " 

M.  Casimir-Perier  next  protested 
against  the  assertions  made  by  Gen 
Mercier  in  regard  to  the  role  adopted  by 
the  chief  of  the  state  in  this  affair 
whereupon  the  general  interjected  that 
he  had  spoken  uf  the  attitude  assume 
he  had  spoken  of  the  altitude  assumed 
by  M.  Casimir-Perier  because  he  nad 
sworn  to  tell  the  whole  truth. 

M.  Demange  asked  Gen.  Mercier  if  he 
had  explained  to  the  cabinet  how  he 
reconciled  the  relations  of  cause  and 
effect  and  the  patriotic  emotion  aroused 
oy  the  treason  with  the  communication 
01  the  secret  documents  to  the  court- 
martial. 

The  general  repeated  his  statement  of 
Saturday  as  his  hypothesis  of  the  situ- 
ation. 

M.  Demange  asked  M.  Casimir-Perier 
if.  on  the  6th,  an  understanding  had  inc 
been  reached  between  France  and  Ger- 
many on  the  subject  of  Dreyfus. 

M.  Casimir-Perier  replied  thai  befor.' 
Ills  interview  with  the  minister  on  the 
6th  the  question  of  Dreyfus  had  never 
been  raised  between  them  and  Ger- 
many. 

M.  Demange  asked  Gen.  Mercier  why 
he  had  not  included  in  the  dossier  of 
1.^94  the  doubtful  translation  of  the  tele- 
gram of  Agent  "B  "  to  his  government 
under  the  date  of  Nov.  2. 

In  reply  Gen.  Mercier  said  not  one  of 
the  translations  of  the  telegram  was 
ccmmunicated  to  the  judges,  because 
there  still  existed  doubts  in  his  mind. 

M.  Demange  remarked  that  the  text 
was  communicated  to  Sandherr  as  offi- 
cial, and  therefore  doubts  were  impos- 
sible. 
M.  Demange  then  asked  that  M.  Paleo- 
logue.  of  the  foreign  office,  be  recalled, 
in  order  to  state  that  only  a  single  ver- 
sion of  the  telegram  was  given  him,  as 
he  understood  Gen.  Mercier's  uncer- 
tainty was  aroused  by  the  receipt  of  a 
semi-official  draft  of  the  telegram.  At 
this  point  Maj.  Carricre  the  represen- 
tative of  the  government  asked  that  it 
be  clearly  shown  that  two  *-ersinns  of 
the  telegram  were  given,  one  official  and 
one  semi-official. 

M.  Demange  said  that  in  communi- 
cating the  official  text.  Nov.  2,  Sand- 
herr emphasized  its  official  character. 

Counsel  next  asked  (len.  Mercier  why 
the  explanations  of  the  secret  dossier 
were  not  included  in  the  dossier  relating 
to  the  revision. 

The  general  .«!aid  he  considered  these 
exiilanati(  ns  were  given  for  his  personal 
us( .  and  that  was  why  he  destroyed  the 
d(K  ument. 

At  this  M.  Demange  expressed  a  sense 
of  astonishment,  and  asked  Gen.  Mer- 
cier if  he  did  not  have  reasons  for  sup- 
pressing the  documents. 

The  witness  repudiated  the  sugges- 
tion. 

Dreyfus  at  this  point  rose  from  his 
seat  and  asked  leave  to  explain  in  re- 
gard to  the  assertion  that  he  had  traced 
on  a  card  the  itinerary  of  a  certain 
journey  of  the  general's  staff.  Both  this 
itinerary  and  journey,  he  assertr>d  were 
purely  fictitious. 

M.  Casimir-Perier  then  said  he  de- 
sired to  reiterate  that  he  had  never 
promised  anything  to  Dreyfus,  adding 
that  it  was  with  M.  Waldeck-Rousseaii 
alone  that  he  had  spoken  in  regard  to 
the  condemned  man.  Therefore,  .M. 
Casimir-Perier  reiterated  his  protests  at 
the  letters  of  Dreyfus  referring  to  ne- 
gotiations. 

This  caused  M.  Demange  to  explain 
how  Dreyfus  came  to  say  M.  Casimir- 
Perier  had  promised  him  a  public  trial. 
After  Demange  had  asked  M.  Waldeck- 
Rcusseau  to  intervene  with  M.  Casimir- 
Perier  (then  president  of  France)  to 
obtain  publicity,  M.  Waldeck-Rousseau 
reported  that  the  president  appeared 
favorable  to  the  suggestion,  and  coun- 
sel, therefore,  thought  he  might  com- 
niiinicatc  the  fact  to  Dreyfus. 

M.  I'emange  added  that  it  must  b" 
reinembored  Dre\fus  wrote  the  lett'^r 
four  years  after  the  occurrence  and  hif. 
recollection  of  the  facts,  naturally, 
lacked  precision.  M.  Demange  ex- 
pressed regret  at  the  fact  that  the  letter 
had  been  published,  and  apDlogized  to 
M.  Casimir-Perier,  who  thanked  counsel 


for  his  expression  of  regret  and  expla- 
nation. 

Oen.    Billot,   former  minister  of  war 
v\as  the  next  witness.    He  was  in  uni- 
lorm.   sat    with    crossed    legs  and   gave 
nis   evidence   in   a  conversational   matn- 
ner.     He  said  he  would   be  71  years    of 
age  tomorrow.     Like  everybody  else,  he- 
added,   he  had  some  knowledge  of     the 
Dreyfus    affair    before    taking    the    war 
pcrtfolio.     While   feeling  deeply   on   the 
subject,  he  remained     aloof     from     the 
matter  until  he  returned  to  the  cabinet 
In  the  early  days  of  his  administration 
the    witness    continued,     M.     Scheurer- 
Kestner,  a  former  vice  president  of    the 
senate,  asked  him  whether  he  ought  not 
to   investigate   the   Dreyfus  affair.       M 
Scheurer-Kestner,    the  general     pointed 
lit  made   similar   representation.s 

to  M  DeFrexcinet  and  got  the  same  re- 
ply fnmi  both,  that  neither  of  them 
were  very  conversant  with  the  affair. 

Gen.  Billot  dwelt  at  length  upon  the 
action  taken  by  M.  Scheurer-Kestner, 
to  whom  he  recommended  prudence. 

M.       Scheurer-Kestner      finally  com- 
niunicated  to  him  his  conviction  of  the 
innocence  of  the  prisoner,  that  the  evi- 
dence was  insufficient,  and  asked  him  to 
investigate     the    matter    further       The 
general  then  dwelt  with  the  role  of  Col 
Picquart  whom,  he  said. 'he  held  in  the 
highest  esteem, 
"lie   is   intelligent."    said    Gen.    Billot, 
and  gave  me       valuable      information 
about  the  organizaticm  of  a  neighboring 
army  and  its  artillery.      This    informa- 
tion showed  the  necessity  of  continuing 
the  reforms  in  our  artillery,  commenced 
by  that  great  engineer.  Gen.  Mercier  " 
After  this  Gen.  Billot  referred  to  Col. 
Picquart's   proposition   to  entrap  Ester- 
hazy,   who  he  suspected,   but  Gen.   Bil- 
lot forbade  this.     He    added     that     C.)l 
Picquart  always  acted   without  author- 
ization. 

Gen.   Billot  next  referred  to  the  emi- 
nent services  C.jI.  Picquart  rendered  to 
the  army,  leading  to  his  being  entrust- 
ed   with    a    confidential    mission    to   the 
east,  and  afterwards  to  Tunis      He  en- 
ergetically protested  against  the  allega- 
tion  that   he  had   desired   to  .send     Col 
Picquart  to  a  place  from  which  he  would 
never  return.     He    exi)lained     his  devo- 
tion to  the      country      and      army,  and 
anxiety  respecting  the  secrets  of  the  na- 
tional defense  (jften  entailed  exceptional 
measures,  like  resignation  and  going  to 
distant   points,    whence  it    was   possible 
to    return    with   a   superior   rank,      and 
where  heroism      certainly      wiped      out 
everything  except  treason.     (Sensation  ) 
.^fter    justifying    his    course    towards 
Col.    Picquart,      Gen.    Billot      explained 
what    he   had   done   in   connection    with 
Esterhazy.      He   then   renewed    his   pr.p- 
tests  against   the  attack   the   defenders 
of    Dreyfus    made    on    him    during    the 
trial    of    M.    Zola,    and    concluded'  with 
expressing  a  regret  that  while  in  power 
he    was  obliged    to  devote   most   of   his 
time  to  the  Dreyfus  affair,  which  time 
he  added,  ought  to  have  been  given  to 
the    guardianship   of   the   national    de- 
fense. 

M.  Demange  invited  Gen.  Billot  to  ex- 
plain the  statements  of  MM.  Barthou 
and  Poincare,  former  ministers,  that  the 
general  was  once  so  doubtful  of  the 
guilt  of  Dreyfus  that  he  did  not  sleep 
for  several  nights. 

C.eii.  Billot  acknowledged  the  state- 
ments were  true. 

Answering  questions  of  counsel  the 
general  .said  Col.  Picquart's  revelations 
produced  doubts  in  his  miml.  but  he 
added,  all  the  same  his  conviction  of  the 
guilt  of  Dreyfus  remained  unchanged. 

There  was  a  great  sensation  when  M 
Demange  mentioned  the  opinion  ex- 
pressed by  .M.  Barthou  that  Gen.  Billot 
had  been  forewarned  in  regard  to  the 
forgery  of  Lieut.  Col.  Henry.  The 
general  acknowledged  that  the  Henry 
forgery  was  an  active  factor  in  arousing 
his  doubts. 

Continuin.g,  Gen.  Billot  said  he  was 
immensely  surprised  and  deeply  affect- 
ed by  the  revelation  of  the  forgery.  He 
said:  "I  never  have  believed  a  superior 
ofllcer  could  be  guilty  of  forgery." 

M.  Cavaignac,  former  minister  of  war 
was  the  next  witness  called.     Replying 
to  the  president  of  the  court,  he  said  he 
was    the    first    minister    to    assume    re- 
sponsibility to  Dreyfus.     He  had  clo.selv 
followed    the    inquiry    of    the    court    of 
ca.s.sation  and  still  desired   to  a.ssociate 
himself  with  the  responsibilitv  of  those 
who  in   1R94   protected   the  country   and 
the  army  against  treason.    (Sensation  ) 
Continuing,    he  said   that   among   th- 
points  upon  which  he  based  his  convi(^- 
tions  was   the  confession  of  Capt.   Leb-j 
run-Renault,   in  support  of  which   con- 
tention   he   quoted   a   passage   from    an 
alleged  letter  of  Dreyfus,   but   which   in 
reality  was  part  of  Gen.  Gonz's  report  of 
the  minister  of  war  on  Col.  Du  patv  de 
Clam's    report    of    the    alleged    confes- 
sion.

Severity   of  Wound   Will   Not   Be 
Known  For  Some  Time. 

Rennes,  France,  Aug.  14.— Further  de- 
tails regarding  the  shooting  of  M. 
Labori  show  that  the  sky  was  overcast 
when  M.  Labori  left  his  house,  accom- 
panied by  Col.  Picquart  and  the  latter's 
brother-in-law,  M.  Cast. 

M.  Labori  was  laughing  and  chatting 
witn  his  companions  when  he  was  shot 
The  party  was  passing  the  Quai  Rich- 
mond and  was  about  to  cross  the  Chat- 
auiiriand  brid.ge,  when  a.  man,  hidden 
behind  a  wooden  fence,  at  a  corner  of 
the  Quai.  stepped  out  and  fired  at  2,1. 
Labori. 

The  wounded  man  fell  to  the  ground 
He  tried  to  rise  and  put  his  hand  to  the 
wound  in  his  ba(l<  and  brought  the 
hand  back  covered  with  Idood.  As  i.e 
lay  there  with  his  clothes  covered  with 
the  dust  in  which  he  had  fallen  he  said 
in  a  faint  voice: 

"I  beg  you  to  give  me  my  stick  and 
my  papers.  CJo  and  tell  them"  he  ad- 
ded with  a  finiil  effort,"  to  suspend  the 
proceedings." 

The  shot  had  been  heard  200  yards 
away  from  the  avenue  de  La  Gare 
where  a  crowd  had  gathered  as  usual 
to  witness  the  arrival  of  the  principal 
personages  connected  with  the  court 
martial.  These  spectators  ran  in  the 
direction  of  the  spot  where  the  shooting 
had  occurred,  followed  by/  gen  d'armes 
on  hf)rseback. 

The  shot  was  also  heard  at  the  St. 
Georges  barracks  across  the  river 
where  it  was  soon  known  that  M  La- 
bor! had  been  attacked. 

The  wounded  man  asked  to  have  a 
carriage  called  to  convey  him  to  his 
residence  and  to  have  Dr.  Pciclus  sum- 
moned. When  the  doctor  arrive^]  he 
knelt  beside  M.  Labori,  putting  a  bottle 
of  smelling  salts  to  his  nostrils.  Around 
these  central  llgures  were  grouped  the 
spectators,  all  deeply  affected,  some  In- 
deed crying  like  children.  At  a  little 
distance  was  gathered  another  group, 
the  central  figure  of  which  was  the 
comissary  of  police,  note  book  in  hand, 
taking  down  the  testimony  of  the  eye 
witnesses  of  the  affair. 

The  scene  of  this  pathetic  picture  was 
a  dusty  high  road,  the  dark,  green, 
slow  waters  of  the  river  Vilalne  on 
one  side  and  on  the  other  side  scattered 
houses  with  a  gap  Just  opposite  the  spot 
through  which  it  could  be  seen  a  green 
meadow  with  a  stream  flowing  through 
it  and  beyond  that  the  backs  of  a  row'of 
houses.

followed  tapered  away  from  the  scen^ 
of  the  tragedy  with  a  r.  w  of  tre.-s  alon^ 
the  border  of  the  Vilaiiie,  under  wh.)sc 
leafy  shlter  M.  Labori  had  walked  to 
perhaps  his  death. 

A  cordon  of  mounted  gen  d'armes 
was  drawn  up  as  quickly  as  possiliie 
about  15  yards  apart  and  in  the  space 
within  which  were  the  two  groups  al- 
ready described.  An  a  nbulance  which 
had  been  summoned  airived  with  four 
attendants  of  the  mi  itary  hospital, 
bearing  an  ordinary  stretcher,  on  which 
was  placed  a  blue  an<l  white  striped 
mattress.  On  tlii.s  M.  Jyabori  was  ten- 
derly laid  and  the  stieicher  was  borne 
I'y  friends  of  M.  Labori  and  some  m*ws- 
laper  men.  with  Mme.  Labori  walking 
beside  it.  The  only  cry  that  M.  Labori 
gave  after  his  first  gioan  was  when 
he  was  lifted  to  the  strrtf-her.  when  the 
I'ain  caused  by  the  Movement  drew 
from  him  a  moan. 

The  party  procee<led  slowly  back  in 
the  middle  of  the  roadway  to  M.  La- 
bori's  residence,  wli.ie  he  had  roiU"d 
a  furnished  house  for  u.se  during  the 
<  ontinuance  of  the  cour:  martial.  It  is 
situated  in  a  somewhat  deserted  neigh- 
borh<K)d.  the  place  on  which  it  is  locat- 
id  leading  into  the  main  road  running 
to  Rennes. 

Accounts  of  the  shoo  ing  related  by 
eye  witnesses  differ  cnsiderably.  es- 
pecially respecting  the  appearance  of 
the  would-be-murderer,  of  whom  the 
following  is  the  official  cescripiion: 

"Twenty-tive  to  30  years.  Hat,  p'^aked 
hat.  dressed  like  a  woikingman.  in  a 
blue  blouse." 

A  force  of  gen  d'armes.  headed  by 
M.  Hennion.  subchief  of  the  secret  po- 
lice, is  scouring  the  ccnntry  in  search 
of  M.  Labori's  assailant  ind  a  company 
of  infantry  has  been  des  latched  to  sur- 
round and  beat  tho  wood  wherein  he 
man  is  supposed  to  be  hiding. 

An  increditable  side  of  the  outrage 
is  the  fact,  it  is  a.sserteJ.  that  several 
Iiassers-by  saw  M.  Lalori  shot  and 
jiassed  on  indifferently,  neither  offering 
i<>  help  the  victim  nor  joining  In  the 
pursuit  of  the  assassin. 

Still  more  incredible  i«  the  fact  that 
an  individual  who  went  to  the  side  of 
M.  Labori  as  he  la.v  wounded  on  the 
ground  is  said  to  have  searched  the 
jtockets  of  the  sufr.-rin):  man  on  the 
pretext  of  ascertaining  his  identity  and 
stolen  their  contents. 

The  as.sailant  fled  after-  the  shooting, 
holding  his  revolver  in  ^is  hand,  with 
his  finger  on  the  trigger  and  threatened 
several  men  who  showed  a  disposition 
to  block  his  way. 

The  corresn'>nd.  nf  of  die  Associated 
Press  at  10:4.''.  o'clock  thin  morning  saw 
one  of  the  doctors  at  M.  :jabori's  house, 
which  was  guarded  by  fov  r  gen  d'armes. 
The  doctor  said  that  .\[.  Labor!  was 
bearing  the  agony  he  was  suffering  with 
marvelous  fortitude  and  added: 

"He  has  been  put  to  bed  and  is  being 
watched  by  his  wife.  He  has  spoken 
but  not  of  himself:  always  about  the 
trial.  We  have  strong  liopes  that  he 
will  pull  through  and  hive  sent  an 
optimistic  telegram  to  bis  family.  It 
will  be  forty-eight  hours  howevei",  be- 
fore he  can  speak  with  certainty  of 
his  condition.  We  have  to  thank  the 
military  surgeon  for  almost  the  first  at- 
tention given  to  the  sufferer.  He  came 
on  hearing  the  news  with  'ut  hesitation. 
But  a  deplorable  length  of  time  elapsed 
before  the  aml)ulance  an  ived.  M.  La- 
bori lay  on  the  ground  hal '  an  h'Uir  with 
the  sky  menacing  a  storn  .  which  came 
within  a  few  minutes  aft  :'r  he  reached 
home.

tempt. 

The  outra.ge  is  the  sole  topic  of  c^m- 
versat::.n  in  Rennes.  and  abhorrence  of 
the  deed  is  expressed  by  friends  and 
foes  of  the  wounded  man  alike. 

The  local  papers  are  issuing  freiu  nt 
editions  containing  the  latest  details  in 
regard  to  the  affair.

IS  HEARD  FROM. 

Columbus  Bank    Writes  In 
Reference   to  Bonds- 
May  Have  Assigned. 

The  mayor  has  received  a  letter  from 
the  new  First  National  bank  of  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  dated  Aug.  11,  stating  that  it 
does  not  know  of  any  contract  with  (Jav 
&  Co.  for  the  assignment  to  them  of  tlie 
$500,000  refunding  bonds  issued  by  the 
cit.v.  but  that  Cashier  Myers  of  tne 
bank,  who  was  absent  at  the  time  the 
letter  was  written,  might  be  able  to 
furnish  some  information  on  the  sub- 
ject. On  Saturday  afternoon  Wallace 
Bruce,  of  the  bank,  who  is  making  a 
tour  of  the  lakes  on  the  North  Land 
called  on  City  Attorney  Richards  and 
in  conversation  relative  to  the  bonds 
stated  that  while  negotiations  had  been 
pending,  they  had  not  been  closed  so 
far  as  he  knew,  but  he  thought  that  Gav 
&  Co.  would  get  the  bonds.  In  view  of 
this  information  as  to  the  real  status 
of    the    matter,    the    city    officials     art- 


more  than  ever  convinced  that  they 
acted  wisely  in  making  immediate  de- 
livery of  the  l)onds  and  leaving  the  bank 
and  Gay  &  Co.  to  settle  the  matter  of 
the  assignment  between  them.  The 
bank,  in  its  letter,  asks  that  the  matter 
of  delivery  be  left  open  for  a  few  days, 
as  It  had  not  been  determined  whether 
to  have  the  bonds  sent  to  New  York  .ir 
Columbus.  On  hearing  that  the  bonds 
had  already  gone  East,  Mr.  Bruce  stated 
that  his  bank  was  ready  to  pay  for 
them. 

Mr.  Richards  on  Saturday  afternoon 
received  a  telegram  from  the  new  First 
National  asking  that  all  of  the  papers 
submitted  to  Dillon  &  Hubbard  relative 
to  the  validity  of  the  bonds  be  sent  to 
it.  and  Mr.  Richards  has  telegraphed  to 
Dillon  &  Hubbard  to  forward  them  to 
the   bank. 

It  is  said  that  the  move  of  sending  the 
bonds  last  week  in  advance  of  the  time 
when  it  was  generally  expected  that 
they  would  be  forwarded  was  made  none 
too  soon,  as  a  law  firm  here  was  en- 
gaged in  getting  up  the  papers  in  in- 
junction proceedings,  which,  it  is  sup- 
posed, were  to  be  instituted  in  behalf  of 
certain  holders  of  city  orders.

Clear  That  Wounding  of  Labori  Was 
Result  of  Plot. 

Rennes,  Aug.  15.— The  correspondent 
of  the  Associated  Press  here  obtaint,>.l 
complete  corroboration  today  of  the 
statement  that  the  pockets  of  Labori's 
coat  were  rifled  yesterday  while  he  was 
lying  on  the  ground  wounded. 

Not  only  were  the  pockets  o:  hi.s  coat 
emptied,  but  an  attemnt  was  made  to 
steal  the  wallet  In  which  were  important 
pafiers  referring  to  the  court-nuirtial, 
including  his  notes  for  the  cross-exam- 
ination of  Oen.  Mercier.  M.  Labori  has 
himself  related  the  ini  ident.  lie  bud 
just  fallen  when  two  men  ran  to  his 
side.    One  of  these  said: 

"His  coat  must  be  taken  off.  He  v.ill 
be  too  hot." 

The  speaker  then  took  the  wounded 
advocate's  coat  off  and  another  man 
seized  the  wallet.  M.  Labori.  however, 
retained  his  presence  of  mind  and  re- 
fused to  allow  the  wallet  to  be  taken 
out  of  his  hands,  putting  it  under  his 
head  for  a  pillow  and  holding  it  with 
one  hand. 

On  arriving  at  his  residence  M.  Labori 
a.sked  his  wife  to  look  into  his  pockets 
and  see  if  their  contents  were  safe. 
Mme.  Labori  found  the  pockets  com- 
pletely emptied. 

Luckily  no  papers  of  importance  were 
in  the  pockets,  which  only  contained 
personal  letters,  including  menacing  let- 
ters received  on  the  previous  day. 

The  rifling  of  the  lawyer's  pockets  of 
the  papers  and  the  attempt  to  steal  his 
wallet,  while  no  effort  was  made  to  ap- 
pr<»I>riate  his  watch  or  money,  are  re- 
garded as  clear  evidence  of  a  niot  in 
which  several  men  were  implicated.

The  prospects  are  that  the  new 
regiments  may  be  sent  immediately 
after  the  ten  volunteer  regiments  al- 
ready enlisted,  should  the  necessity  for 
them  be  demonstrated. 

Should  it  be  apparent  'vhen  the.se 
commands  have  been  recruited  that 
Otis'  force  is  still  not  sufficient  to  con- 
trol the  situation,  recruiting  will  con- 
tinue until  all  of  the  volunteers  au- 
thorized by  congress  have  been  en- 
list«>d. 

The  recruiting  for  the  teii  new  regi- 
ments continues,  although  they  haVe 
their  complement  of  men  and  the  over- 
flow may  serve  as  a  nucleus  for  the  new 
regiments.  It  is  the  expect  ition  of  the 
department  that  enough  men  for 
eighteen  volunteer  regimenis  will  be 
obtained  by  the  middle  of  S<'ptember. 

IHSUBGENTS  PUNISHED. 

American  Forces  Encounter  a  Body 
of  Track  Oestreyet's. 

Manilla,  Aug.  ir>.— A  force  of  United 
States  troops  from  Quinga,  four  miles 
east  of  Malolos,  and  from  Biligua,  near 
Bustas,  about  six  miles  northeast  of 
Quinga,  encountereil  a  body  of  Insurgents 
estimated  at  about  500,  half  way  between 
Bustas  and  Quinga.  In  the  engagement 
that  ensued  the  Filipinos  were  severely 
punished  and  scattered.  The  Americans 
lost  one  man  killed. 

The  Insurgent  force  Is  bclle\ed  to  have 
been  under  the  command  of  Gen.  Pio  del 
Pilar,  and  to  have  had  in  view  tearing  up 
the  railway  at  Bocava  and  Biga,  about 
three  miles  northeast  of  Bulucin.

"Situation  reported  by  the  commander 
of  the  Machias  continues  the  same 
Everything  is  quiet  at  San  Domingo. 
Request  permission  for  New  Orleans 
and  Machias  to  proceed  to  St.  Thomap 
for  coal,  or  to  San  Juan,  at  rny  discre- 
tion." ' 

The  department  disapproved  th>e  re- 
quest for  permission  to  go  to  St. 
Thomas,  and  directed  Capt.  Longnecker 
to  proceed  to  San  Juan,  whefe  there  is 
an  ample  supply  of  coal.  ITpon  the  ar- 
rival of  the  New  Orleans  and  Machias 
at  San  Juan  they  may  be  useful  in  con- 
nection with  the  relief  work  in  progress 
there.

Amendments  providng  that  no  one  ex- 
cept journeymen  printers  and  appren- 
tices in  the  last  six  months  of  their 
apprenticeship  shall  be  eligible  as  ma- 
chine apprentices,  and  fixing  the  term 
at  two  months,  were  referred  to  a  spec- 
ial committee.

The  Canadian  stockholders  of  the 
Golden  Star  thought  they  would  be 
happy  and  satisfled  if  the  headquarters 
or  the  company  only  were  changed 
from  Duluth  to  Toronto,  but  they  were 
not.  When  the  si-rvants  and  repr--- 
sentatives  of  Le\vi8  Hall  were  at  the 
helm,  the  stock  went  up  and  down  as 
stocks  are  prone  to  do.  "Tricky  Yankee 
management."  it  was  hinted,  was  the 
cause  and  the  only  thing  that  pre- 
\ented  the  stock  from  going  up  to  $1 
and  even  $1.40  a  share. 

Despite  all  those  doubts  and  fears 
and  the  lack  of  confidence,  the  stock 
wiggled  back  and  forth,  onward  and  up- 
ward, until  it  sold  on  the  Toronto  stock 
exchange  for  75  cents  and  better  a 
share. 

Then  the  day  came  when  our  Ontario 
cousins  came  into  control.  That  day  the 
stock  slumped  as  it  never  had  slumped 
before  It  kept  slipping  down  the  tobo- 
gan  slide  until  it  sold  away  down  to  30 
ceiits  a  share.  The  timid  stockholders 
fell  into  a  panic  and  unloaded  th«ir 
shares  with  about  the  same  celeriu- 
that  a  crew  of  a  leaking  ship  throws 
overboard  the  cargo. 

There  is  a  cau.se  for  everything  In 
nature,  and  the  same  holds  good  in 
mining  matters.  Sometimes  those 
causes  are  known  and  sometimes  un 
known.  I  don't  profess  to  know  ail  the 
ins  and  c.uts  in  Golden  Star  affairs.  I 
Wish  I  did.  I  do  have  confidence  in  the

That's  what  the  city  editor  of  a  yel- 
low journal  would  call  "hot  stuff"  and 
I  think  it  touches  the  spot  like  a  bis 
drink  of  yearling  corn  whisky.  I  ad- 
mire Napier  R<>bins.)ns  courage  and  his 
ability  to  talk  plainly  to  the  ooint.  He 
talks  of  an  "inner  ring."  (Jf  that  I  have- 
no  real  knowledge.  He  lavs  a  large 
bundle  of  blame  at  the  door  of  one 
O'Hara,  and  in  that.  I  think,  he  hits  the 
bull's-eye  of  the  business. 

Mr.  O'Hara  is  a  stock  broker.  Once 
he  was  a  b.)okkeeper,  but,  with  com- 
mendable ambition  and  effort  his 
climbed  up  to  the  golden  heights  of  a 
st()..kbioker.  He  prates  of  his  "conser- 
vatism." but.  like  many  men  with  eyes 
not  widely  apart,  he  keeps  his  optlcs'on 
the  main  chance  and  looks  out  for 
No.  1. 

Mr.  O'Hara  had  a  hand  in  organizing 
a  syndicate  to  gain  control  of  the  (Jolden 
Star  stock  and  get  it  into  the  hands  of 
ti  "conservative"  management.  It  was 
done.  Napier  Robinson  avers  that  the 
O'Hara  "ring"  did  not  get  hold  of  the 
reins  according  to  the  rules  of  Hoyle,  as 
It  were.  Anyway,  there  was  a  slump  in 
stock  prices  that  would  make  a  snow- 
slide  in  the  Alps  look  like  \r^  cents. 

I  am  not  so  acute  as  I  should  be  for 
my  own  good,  but  at  the  time  Mr. 
O'Hara  was  made  secretary  of  the  Gol- 
den Star  company  I  said  it  was  an  un- 
wise thing  and  that  good  would  not 
come  from  it.  I  am 'what  Mr.  O'Hara 
calls  an  "irresponsible  and  unreliable 
reporter,"  yet  1  pride  myself  that  I  fore- 
saw the  efTect  of  his  curves  better  than 
some  people  did. 

Now.  what  made  Golden  Star  sto-k 
.slump  so? 

One  reason  offered  Is  that  what 
Robinson  c:Ul^  the  "inner  ring" 
"beared"  it  so  that  tlie  shares  could  b- 
piircha.«ed  cheaply. 

Another  reason  given  me  is  that  a 
certain  brnker  or  br.Jkers  "had  it  in"  for 
Mr.  O'Hara,  and  when  he  violated  the 
ethics  of  the  stockholders  business  l>y 
becoming  secretary  of  the  company, 
double  cause  existed  for  jumping  onto 
the  stoc-k  aii.l  thereby  cau.-^ing  Mr. 
O'Hara  to  be  cursed  by  a  small  army  of 
small  shareholders  with  leathern  lungs 
and  depleted  pocket  books— all  to  his 
los.'j  of  reputation,  clients  and  cash. 

When  Mr.  O'Hara  became  secretary, 
he  not  only  was  in  a  position  to  gain 
great  financial  advantage,  but  every 
competing  broker  had  to  go  to  him  for 
information,  as  well  as  let  him  into  the 
secrets  of  their  private  business,  so  far 
as  the  Golden  Star  was  oonceriied.  It 
was  only  natural  that  they  should  pull 
out  their  little  hammers  and  go  to 
"knocking." 

Another  cause  for  the  slump,  as 
Napier  Robinson  intimates,  was  the  fact 
that  the  "conservative"  board  of  di- 
rectors both  postponed  the  meeting  of 
the  stockholders,  at  which  Mr.  Flah- 
erty s  very  exhaustive  report  was  t.)  be 
considered,  and  then  ali?o  declined  to 
make  the  report  public.  No  wonder  that 
some  stockholders  thought  they  were 
going  to  be  "milked."  either  by  not 
Knowing  where  to  unload  undesirable 
^tnck,  or  when  to  purchase  very  desir- 
able stock. 

The  alleged  illegal  action  of  the  "con- 
".';''">'? live"  board  in  reducing  the  last 
dividend  from  1  per  cent  to  one-half  nf 
1  per  cent,  and  also  making  future  divi- 
dends, payable  quarterly,  probably 
caused  a  lot  of  small  or  timid  stock- 
holders to  sell.  The  decline  In  the 
bullion  output  from  nearly  $23,000  In 
May,  to  $10,000  in  June,  also  had  a 
heavy  influence.

THIS  YKAWS  WHEAT  CROP. 

The     Minneapolis    Journal    has    pub- 
lished Its  annual  estimate  of  the  wh^at 
crop  of  the  Northwest,   including   Min- 
nesota and  the  two  Dakotas.    The  esti- 
mate, of  cousrc,  is  largely  in  the  nature 
of  a  guess,  based  upon  the  observations 
of  the  Journal's  commercial  editor  dur- 
ing  a   short    trip   through    part   of   the 
■wheat  region  and  information  from  its 
correspondents   in   the   three  states.     It 
may   be  approximately   correct— and   It 
may  be  far  wkle  of  the  mark.    Yet  it  is 
probably  as  reliable  as  any  of  tht^  esti- 
mates  by   the   so-called   grain   experts. 
The   Journal's  conclusion    is    that     the 
states  of  Minnesota,  North  Dakota  and 
South    Dakota   have   apparently    raised 
a   200,000,000-busheI   crop   of   wheat    this 
year.    It  estimates  the  yield  at  197,000,000 
bushels,  divided  as  follows:    Minnesota, 
93.000.000    bushels;     North    Dakota.    67,- 
500.000  bushels;  South  Dakota,  o6.300,000 
bushels.    The  total  acreage  is  placed  at 
14,300,000,  and  an  average  yield  of  l.l.S 
bushels  per  acre  is  estimated. 

It    is    noteworthy    that    the   Journal'.^ 
estimate  last  year  did  not  turn  out  even 
approximately.        It    then    estimated    a 
yield  of  190,f.>00,000  bushels  with  an  acre- 
age  of   13,200,000   for   the   three   states, 
while  the  distribution  of  last  year's  crop 
shows    the   yield    to    have    been    in    the 
neighborhood  of  25,000,000  bushels.    The 
government  report  this  year  places  the 
wheat  acreage  of  the  Northwest  at  12,- 
000,000  acres,  but   the  Journal  contends 
that     14,-300.000     acres   Is   a   reasonable 
total,  judging  from   the  returns  of   the 
last  two  crops,  and  there  is  good  reason 
to    believe    that    its    figiires    are    mor-^ 
nearly  correct  than  those  furnished  by 
the  government  statisticians.  There  are 
some    grain    men,  however,  who  do  not 
believe,  in  view  of  Information  already 
received  from   their  correspondents  re- 
garding the  threshing  returns,  that  the 
average  yield  per  acre  will   be  as  high 
as  the  Journal's  estimate  of  13.8  bushels. 
The  yield  is  said  to  be  very  uneven,  hot 
weather  and  severe  hail  storms  having 
had   an   unfavorable  effect.     It   is   also 
believed   that    the   quality    will    not   be 
generally  as  good  as  last  year. 


to  30.523,860  yen.  while  the  only  part  ol 
the  world  which  has  experienced  an 
increase  at  all  to  be  compared  with  that 
of  the  I'nited  States  is  British  East  In- 
dies, in  which  the  increase  has  been 
from  8.679,029  yen  In  1893  to  40,764.244 
yon  in  1S98. 

Japan's  importations  have  grown 
enormously  in  the  past  five  years.  In 
1893  they  amounted  to  88.257, 17;^  yen  and 
in  1898  to  277,502.166  yen.  being  thus  in 
1898  more  than  three  times  as  much  as 
in  1893.  Meantime  her  exports  have 
grown  from  S9.712.S64  yen  in  1893  to  165.- 
7.')3,752  yen  in  1898.  Thus  the  exports 
have  doubled  and  the  imports  have 
trebled  during  the  period  under  con- 
sideration.  1893-189S. 

With   a   yearly   consuming    power   of 
277.000,000    yen   of   $138,000,000,    the   coni- 
merclai  wants  of  Japan  are  worthy  of 
careful   study.       This  is  especially   the 
case  when,  as  shown  by  the  above  state- 
ments, the  disposition  is  to  look  to  the 
Tiiited  States  for  a  constantly  increa.'^- 
ing  proportion  of  its  .«upplies.      In  1893, 
as  already  indicated,  the  ITnited  States 
furnished  less  than  7  per  cent  of  the  im- 
ports into  Japan,  and   in    1898,   14.4  per 
cent,  while  England,  our  principal  com- 
petitor  in    the   markets   of   the       East, 
which  in  1893  furnished  32  per  cent      of 
Japan's  importations,  in  1898  furnished 
22.6  per  cent.       Not  only  have  the  pro- 
ducers an  dexportera  of      the       United 
Staes  developed  in   the  past   few  years 
a    disposition    to    push    their    sales    in 
that  particular  country,  but  Japan  her- 
.self  is  showing  a  disposition   to   make 
her   purchases   from    the   nearest   mar- 
ket.s.    those   of  the    I'nited    States,    and 
has   recently       established       steamship 
lines   connecting    with    United       Stat -s 
ports. 

Japan  is,  l)y  reason  of  recent  events, 
the  nearest  neighbor  to  the  United 
States,  aside  from  those  whose  terri- 
tory is  actually  contiguous.  Canada  and 
Mexico.  Her  comparatively  recent  ox- 
change  of  mainland  territory  to  Russia 
for  the  line  of  islands  stretching  north- 
wardly from  her  central  group  brin.gs 
her  territory  within  about  500  miles  of 
that  of  the  United  States  in  the  Aleu- 
tian chain  of  islands,  while  at  the  south 
her  newly  acquired  island  of  Formosa 
lies  within  less  than  200  miles  of  our 
own  newly-acquirod  territory.  the 
Philippines.  Thus  not  only  are  the 
United  States  and  Japan  ■'neighbors," 
territorially,  but  their  insular  posses- 
sions combined  stretch  along  the  en- 
tire Pacific  coast  of  Asia   from  Arctic

TRADE  WITH  JAPAX. 

Japan  and  her  new  tariff,  treaties  and 
relations  to  foreigners  is  the  subject 
of  a  monograph  just  prepared  by  the 
treasury  bureau  of  statistics.  With  a 
new  currency,  a  new  tariff,  new  treat- 
ies and  new  relations  with  the  large 
foreign  element  which  has  played  .v) 
large  a  part  in  the  development  of 
Japan,  conditions  in  that  empire  are  a 
subject  of  especial  interest,  present  and 
prospective,  while  the  rapid  develop- 
ment of  American  commerce  within 
Japan  and  the  market  there  opening  for 
American  goods  adds  greatly  to  the  in- 
terest of  this  study. 

No  other  nation  has  experienced  sucli 
a  remarkable  growth  in  its  commerce 
with  Japan  as  has  the  United  States. 
Japanese  official  figures  give  the  im- 
portations from  the  Ignited  States  in 
1893  at  6.090,408  yen  and  in  1898  at  10,- 
001,097  yen.  Meantime  her  importations 
from  England  increased  from  27,929,628 
yen  to  62,707,572  yen;  those  from  Ger- 
many from  7,318.1.34  yet  to  25.610.961  yen; 
those  from  France  from  3.305,277  yen  to 
6,979,982  yen;  China  from  17,095,975  yen 


^  A  SESSELESS  ATTACK. 

Recently    a    man    named      Rosenberg 
wrote  from  San  Francisco  to  the  gover- 
nors of  several  Western  states  that  had 
sent  volunteers  to  the  Philippines,  pro- 
testing against    the    mustering    out    of 
the  returned  soldiers  in  San  Francisco, 
for  the  reason  that  they  would  glut  the 
labor   market    on    the   coast,    and    that 
many   would  be  forced   to  re-enllst   by 
want  and  destitution  or  become  tramps. 
He  also  charged  that  they  were  bein,< 
mustered  out  in  San  Francisco  to  pre- 
vent   their  teMing   the    truth    about    the 
conditions   in   the  Philippines.    Most  of 
the  governors  v.ho  received  this  circu- 
lar letter  sensibly  paid  no  attenti<jn  to 
it,  not  consideTlng  it  worthy  of  a  reply 
or  any  other  notice.  Governor  Shaw,  of 
Iowa,    however,    saw    in    this    letter       a 
ch.nnce    to   advertise    himself   through- 
out  the  country— and   he   never   misse.s 
any  chance  of  that  kind— so  he  wrote 
a  reply  filled  with  frothy  "patriotism' 
and  promptly  gave  a  copy  of  it  to  the 
press  correspondents.      Then  he  waited 
for  the  plaudits  of  the  Republican  press, 
and,  of  course,  they  were  forthcoming. 
He  is  a  candidate   for  re-election   and 
he  was  "given  a  hand." 

Like    some    of    the    other    governors. 
Governor    Lind    either       thought       the 
Rosenberg  letter  not  worthy  of  reply  or 
else   he   never   received    it.       And   now 
some  of  the  Republican  organs  in   this 
state  are  trying  to  make  capital  against 
him   because  he  did  not  roar  and  rant 
after  the  Shaw  style  in  denunciation  of 
the    statements    in    the       letter.        The 
Winona  Republican,  however,  caps  the 
climax    of    absurdity    when    it    asserts 
that   "never  in   Its  history   has  Minne- 
sota been  so  belittled  in  the  eyes  of  the 
nation  as  it  is  today."      The      Repub- 
lican has  evidently  not  recovered  from 
the   attack    of  jaundice    with    which    it 
was    seized    when    "Jim"    Tawncy    de- 
clined  to   admit    that   its  editor  had   a 
mortgage  on  the  postofflce  at  W'inona. 
He  and   the  few  other  Republican  edi- 
tors who  have  attacked  Governor  Lind 
for  failing  to  get  excited  over  a  crank's 
silly   letter   must   be   hard    pressed    for 
material    against    the    state's     efl^cient 
chief  executive.

WRITES  FROM  SOUTH  AMERICA. 

William  Harbour,  of  Ironton,  How  In 
the  Havy,  Heard  From. 

Alderman  Ed  Swen.son  of  Spirit  Lake 
has  received  a  letter  from  William  Ha-- 
bour,  who  was  formerly  a  resid.-nt  of 
Ircnton,  but  I:?  now  in  the  United  States 
navj,  having  enlisted  at  Duluth  some- 
thing more  than  a  year  ago.  He  is  on 
the  Wilmington,  and  writes  from  San- 
tos, r.razil.  His  movements  will  be  of 
interest  to  many  friend.s  whom  ho  has 
in  Ironton  and   vicinity.     He  says: 

"During  the  brief  war  I  was  on  the 
Gloucester,  and  la.st  Novembeu  was  sent 
to  this  .«=hip  as  master  at  arms.  1  am 
glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  I  have  re- 
ceived from  the  navy  deoartment  a 
permanent  appointment,  which  is  rather 
unusual  during  a  first  enlistment.  It 
makes  me  a  master  at  arms  as  Icng  as 
I  am  in  the  navy." 

Mr.  Har)K)ur's  ship  has  been  cruising 
in  South  American  waters,  going  up  the 
Orinoco  and  Amazon  rivers.     In     refer- 
ence to  his  trip  up  the  Amazon  he  siy.^: 
"We   next   took   the  Amazon  river  .iiid 
cruised    S.jO   miles   up    to   Manao.s.     This 
is  quite  a  modern  city,  in   the  heart  of 
Brazil.     We    steamed    on    and    on    and 
entered  the  Peruvian  lines,  and  brought 
up  at  I  luitos,  Peru,  near  the  foot  cf  the 
Andes  and  only  HOO  miles  from  the  I'a- 
ciHc  ocean  and  2500  miles  from  th<-  At- 
lantic.    Then  we      steamed      down   the 
river  again  and       visited       many  of  its 
tributaries.      collecting        many        wild 
animals.     We  brought      up      at      Para, 
Brazil,  again  and  steered  from  there  to 
the  south,  calling  at  several  points,  and 
then  proceeded  to  Rio  de  Janeiro,  where 
we  went  into  dry  dock.    We  are  now  at 
Sant.  s,  and  will  leave  t  imorrow  for  Rio 
(5rande  du  Sol,  and  then  to  Montr-video, 
I'ruguay.     Later  we      will      go    up  the 
River  Platte  and  take  in  Ascension,  in 
Paraguay. 

'We  si>ent  the  Fourth  of  July  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro  and  rlressed  nur  ship  with 
flaps  and  lin  d  twenty-one  guns  in  honor 
of  thf>  Fourth.  Taken  all  in  all  we 
made  it  a  general  holiday.  We  are  get- 
ting into  colder  latitudes,  and  are  now 
25  degrees  arid  11  minutes  south  of  the 
equator,  and,  of  cour.se.  you  know  it  is 
winter  here  now  on  this  side  of  the 
equator."

Batemans  Point.  R.  I.,  Aug.  15.— The  last 
race  of  the  New  York  Yacht  club  cruise 
today  off  Brentoii's  Reef  lightship  for  the 
wind  up  cups  offored  by  Commodore  Mor- 
gan was  sailed  tcday  by  the  Columbia  and 
the  Defender.

Chicago,  Aug.  15.— A  special  to 
Tiibuno  from  San  Francisco  says: 
Jacob  G.  Schurman.  president  of 
Philippine  commission,  who  arrived  here 
nn  the  China  last  night,  after  being  ab- 
i'ent  in  the  Orient  since  January,  was 
seen  by  a  correspomlent  for  the  Tribune 
and  aslted  for  his  views  legarding  the 
Philippines  and  the  work  of  the  commis- 
sion. He  said  he  could  not  say  anything 
about  the  islands  before  making  his  re- 
port to  President  McKinley. 

"As  1  said,  however,  to  one  of  the 
great  statesmen  of  Janan."  he  con- 
tinued, "after  I  had  seen  something  of

His  eyes  lighted  up  at  this,  and  he

"It  is  feared  that  now  that  Russia 
nas  taken  Manchuria,  it  will  try  to  en~ 
croach  gradually  on  some  or  all  of  th-^ 
other  eighteen  provinces  of  China,  an  1 
When  it  gets  them  it  will  do  as  that 
»ountry  has  done  hitherto— put  a  dutv 
iiti  all  foreign  goods. 

"Englishmen  and  Japanese  feel  that 
America  should  hold  with  them  In  pre- 
venting the  dismemberment  of  China 
It  IS  felt  out  there  that  almost  anv- 
thing  is  liablf  to  haonen  in  the  Orient 
in  the  next  half  dozen  years.  It  is  a 
momentous  situation. 

"Englishmen  there  feel  that  their  own 
government  is  not  quite  as  strong  at  th^ 
present  time  as  it  should  be,  nor  as  it 
used  to  be.

William    B.   Getchell.   who       returned 
from  Alaska  recently,  was  talking  yes- 
terday  with   a   group   of  friends  about 
the  winter  weather  up  there.      He  said 
that  nearly  all  the  men  compelled  to  be 
outdoors  keep  themselves  shaved  clean 
during   the   winter  on   the   theory   that 
they  are  less  liable  to  freeze  their  fa':-es 
than    they   would   be   if  they      illowed 
their  beard  to  grow  so  that  ice  would 
adhere  to  the  hair.

Strict  orders  have  been  given  to  arrest 
everyone  attempting  to  enter  or  leave 
the  building.  Three  of  Guerin's  friend- 
who  attempted  to  leave  the  place  this 
morning  were  arrested.  They  all  carried 
6-chambered  revolvers  and  hatchets 
and  what  the  Frenchmen  designate  as 
American  knuckle-dusters,  otherwise 
brass   knuckles. 

The  prefect  of  police  is  stiil  awaiting 
orders  from  the  government  in  regard 
to  the  action  to  be  taken  against 
Guerin.

this  upward  tendency.  The  law  of  sup- 
ply and  demand  seems  to  have  more  to 
uo  with  the  rise  in  meats  than  the 
machinations  of  the  cattle  kings  Thert- 
IS  an  excess  of  demand  over  supply  and 
a  Duluth  butcher  who  claims  to  know 
more  about  political  economv  and  sp«r" 
ribs  says  that  England  is"  practically 
dictating  the  prices  of  meat  jn  the 
I  nited  states.  He  says  that  England 
just  now  IS  very  prosperous  and  is  ea»- 
ing  meat,  thus  creating  a  demand  for 
American    meats.

TESTIMONYJH  DETAIL. 

Former  Minister  of  Justice  Guern 
Knew  No  Facts. 

Uennes,  Aug.  16.— The  following  is 
the  evidence  in   detail: 

Ex-Minister  cf  Ju.^:tice  Guerin,  the 
first  witness,  said  he  knew  absolute- 
ly nothing  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  but 
could  repeat  the  surroOnding  circum- 
stances, which  he  had  already  related 
before  the  court  of  cassation,  If  the 
Courtmartial    desired. 

Col.  Jouaust  having  explained  to     the 
witness   that   the  courtmartial   had     no 
ccgnizance   of  previous  proceedings     M 
Guerin  proceeded  to  repeat  his  evidence 
as  given   before  the  court  of  cassation 
saying  that  at  the  end  of  October,  after 
a   cabinet   council,    the   premier   Invited 
nim    to    his   room,    where  Gen.    Mercier 
joined    them    and    explained    that    for 
Some   time  past   documenis     had     been 
missing    from    the    headquarters    staff 
and    that    in    consequence    of    inquiries 
made,    suspicion    attached    to    Dreyfus" 
^J"-    Mercier.     the    witness    continued 
added    that   he   was   convinced   Dreyfus 
was    the    culprit.     He    said    he   founded 
his    conviction    on    three    facts:     First 
the  bordereau,  the  author  of  which  wa« 
undiscoverabie  until   Col.  Fabre  on   re- 
turning from    the    manouevers.    immed- 
iately after  he  saw   the  document    ex- 
da  med:     "Why.  it     is  Dreyfus'     hand- 
writing."    Secondly,    the   nature  of   the 
documents,    enumerated    in    the   border- 
eau  in   conjunction    with   Drevfus'   em- 
ployment   in      different      departments 
proved   conclusively,   according  to   Gen 
Mercier.  that  Dreyfus  alone  had  cogniz- 
ance of  all   these  papers,  and   he  alone 
could    have    disclosed    them.    Thirdly 
the  dictation  test  and  Dreyfus'  pertur- 
bation at  the  time." 

Gen.  Mercier  then  said,  in  consequence 
of  these  convictions  declared  his  in- 
tention to  ask  the  calflnet  to  authorize 
the  prosecution  of  Dreyfus.  A  special 
cabinet  met  Nov.  1.  1894.  to  consider 
ir  ™a«er.  The  witness  forgot  whether 
M.  Caafmir-Perier  or  M.  Dupuy  pre- 
sided. Gen.  Mercier  handed  the  cab- 
inet nothing  but  the  bordereau.  After

M.  Hanotaux  alone 
made  some  reservations  or  diplomatic

He  said  that  when  the  cabinet  wi-- 
asked  to  hitervene  in  favor  of  a  revi- 
sion he  thought  the  executive  should 
interefere  with  the  judiciary  and 
respect  for  the  chose  jugee  was 
strengthened  by  his  personal  opinion 
of  the  cu.lpaliility  of  the  condemned. 

"On    my    soul    and    conscience  "    de- 
clared   .VI.    Lebon.   dramatically.    "I  say 
I   regard    the  measures   I   took   relative 
to  the  i)risoner  on  the  Isle  du  Diable  as  i  ••'^ 
warranted,  and  if  1  had  to  reneat  them  ' 
I  would  not  hesitate." 

M.  Lebon   then  explained  the  reasons 
for    the    rigorous    measures        again-^t 
Dreyfus        He   .said   a   certain    telegram 
sent  to  l<rench   Guiana  disappeared     Ii 
was  traced  out  of  France,  but  immedi- 
ately when  it  reached  the  English  lines 
It    ilisapr)eared.    showing,     the     witness 
said,    that   efforts    were  being   made   to 
enable  the  prisoner  to  evade  the  regu- 
lations.      Rigorous,    even   painful   mea- 
sures   v.ere    therefore    taken   to    i)revenL 
his   escape.       M.    Lebon,    therefore     is- 
sued   orders    that,    if    neces.sarv      "  the 
prisoner  was   to   be  fired   upon.  "(Sensa- 
tion.)      Continuing,    M.    Lebon    said    he 
also  issued   onlers  that   only   copies  of 
the    letters    addre.ssed    to    the    prisoner 
should    be  delivered  to  him,   the  origin- 
al.s    being    retained.       The    witness   was 
informed    Aug.   10    that   an       American 
Vessel    pa.ssed    the    Isles    de    Salut    and 
orders    were   then    issued    that    Dreyfus 
was  to  be  shot  on  the  slightest  alarm 
Referring  to   the       Weyler       forgery 
was  intended  to  convey  the  im- 
i)ression    that     Dreyfus    was "  in    com- 
munication  with  outside  svmj)athizers 
M.    Lisbon    said    he    frankly    admitted 
thfit  he   believed   in  its  authenticity    as 
did    Col.    Picquart.   until   long  after    its 
production.    M.   Leiion    next   referred   to 
the  numerous  rough  <lrafts  the  prisoner 
made  of  his  Ititteijj  bofme  finally  des- 
patching them.      - 
.\t  this  point  M.  Demange  interrupted 

"1  passed  froni 
rprise.  Yesterday  it  v/as 
a  witness  playing  the  part  of  prose- 
cutor Today  one  witness  defends  him- 
.self  by  saying  his  conscience  is  tran- 
quil. He  is  welcome  to  a  tranquil  con- 
science. But  a.sk  him  if  he  finds  it  sur- 
prising that  this  man  alone,  out  there 
on  a  l(*:^t  Island  should  have  i)oured  out 
his  soul  on  iiaper?  I  ask  again,  why  you 
allowed  the  forged  Weyler  letter 
which  a  handwriting  was  indicated 
reach  Dreyfus?" 

To  this  M.  Lebon  replied:  "We  coul  1 
not  give  up  the  original.  Rut  the  uuli 
never  occurred  to  any  agents  of  the  ad- 
ininistrati<m  to  subject  Dreyfus  to  the 
savag(>  and  atrocious  treatment  whi 
has  been  spoken  of." 

Col.    Jouaust,    addressing        Drevfu 
asked:        "Did    you    receive    the     ' 
just  referred  to?" 

Dreyfus  replied:       "Yes,  my  colonel." 
VVhat    impression    did    it    make     on 
you  ? 

"I  understood  nothing  of  its  contents  " 
answered    the   prisoner.    (Sen.sation.) 

At  this  juncture  some  time  was  oc- 
cupied in  reading  a  long  rejiort  fron^ 
the  minister  of  the  colonies  to  the 
minister  of  war,  giving  the  various  re- 
ports of  the  governor  of  French  Gui- 
ana. 

Passages  describing  the  dread  the 
prisoner  expressed  u,  the  doctors  when 
he  feared  he  was  losing  his  reason 
caused  an  immense  impression.  The 
tears  were  even  seen  to  glisten 
eyes  of  Gen.  Billot,  the  former 
of  war. 

-\t  the  conclusion  of  the  report  M 
Lebon  asked  leave  to  explain.  He  said' 
"I  do  not  dispute  the  accuracy  of  the 
report,  but  it  is  partial.  Reference  has 
been  most  carefully  made  to  the  pre- 
carious health  of  the  pri.soner.  But  the 
doctor  never  made  a  communication  lo 
me  on  the  subject.  1  do  not  hesitate 
to  .say  that  if  he  had  done  so  I  should 
have  given  orders  to  have  the  prisoner 
treated  as  all  invalids  should  be  treated 
It  is  with  that  lioeral  intent  that  I  have 
ijeen   treated  as  an  excutioner." 

Col.  Jouaust.  turning  to  Dreyfus  then 
remarked:  "Have  you  anything  to  sav 
in   regard  to  this  deposition?" 

Then  the  prisoner  said:  "No  my 
colonel,  I  am  here  to  defend  my  honor 
I  do  not  w  ish  to  speak  here  of  the  atro- 
cious suffering,  physical  and  moral, 
which,  for  five  years.  I,  a  Frenchmxn 
and  an  innocent  man,  was  subject  to  on 
the  Isle  du  Diable." 

The   remarks   of   Dreyfus   caused    in 
tense  excitement  in  court.  The  prisoner 
uttered  the  words  in  a  loud  voice  and 
with     tremendous    energy,     which 
ated  a   profound   sensation. 

The  audience  had  not  recovered  from 
the  emotion  caused  by  the  scene  when 
Mme.  Henry,  in  deep  mourning  ap- 
peared in  court  and  entered  the  wit- 
ness box,  amid  profound  silence 

Col.  Jouaust,  addressing  this  witnes<? 
said:  "We  thought,  madame,  that  your 
life,  in  common  with  your  husband  had 
placed  you  in  a  position  to  give  interest- 
ing information.  I  beg  you  to  tell  the 
court  what  you  know." 

Mme.  Henry  deposed  that  towards  «i.^ 
end  of  September.  1894,  after  dinner  one 
evening,  her  hu.sband  told  her  a  paper 
had  been  handed  him  as  being  very  Im- 
portant. The  witness  added:  "As  he 
did  not  return.  I  retired  about  11  o'clock 
and  I  asked  him  when  he  returned  why- 
he  was  later  than  usual.  He  undid  a 
narrow  transparent  roll  of  paner  and 
said:  'There  is  a  serious  matter  here, 
which  I  have  been  requested  to  investi- 
gate this  evening.' 

"Shortly  afterwards  he  re-entered  th<^ 
room,  holding  papers  and  a  letter  which 
he  had  just  pieced  together.  He  placed 
them  all  in  his  hat.  in  order  not  to  for- 
get them  in  the  morning.  He  left  on 
horseback,  returning  as  customary  the 
following  morning,  saying  he  had  to  se*-

Washington.   Ang.   16— What  will  th<' 
Kiivt-rnnient  officials  do  if  the  expeoted 
happens  and  ilje  squatters  on  the  agri- 
cultural lands  at  Cass  Lake  do  not  move 
over  onto  the  timber  lands  of  section  15, 
which  section  is  to  be  sold  Oct.  15?    Evi- 
dences accumulate   at    the    interior   de- 
partment going  to  show  that  the  offleials 
are  not  satisfied  with  the  appearance  of 
things  at  Cass  Lake,  and  are  not  certain 
that  the  decision  arrived  at  to  sell  the 
timber  lands  will  solve  the  problem.    On 
the  contrary,  while  it  does  not  look  as  if 
Secretary    Hitchcock    will    retrace    the 
steps  he  has  taken  or  abandon  the  pro- 
ject of  selling  the  timber  lands  at  Cass 
Lake,   the   fact   that  information  cames 
from  Inspector  Xessler  that  the  settler.^ 
at   Cass   Lake    will    not   probably    move 
over   to  section   IT.  when   it   is  sold  ana 
other   recoptr   connected    with    the   Cass 
Lake  situation   leads   to   the   conclusion 
that    Secretary    Hitchcock  would     have 
been  better  satislied  had  he  adopted  the 
plan  originally  proposed  by  Senator  Nel- 
son for  postponing  action  until  congress 
could  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  land« 
occupied  by  the  settlers  at  Cass  Lake  as 
a  townsite.     Before  he  left  the  city  Sec- 
retary Hitchcock  was  advised  that  most 
of  the  settlers  at  Cass  Lake  are  on  sec- 
tion 16,  and  that  when  the  time  for  re- 
moval came   the  department   would   be 
confronted  by  conditions  much  the  sunu- 
as  existed  when  the  trouble  began. 

It  appears  that  Inspector  Xessler  has 
confirmed  the  reports  as  to  the  situation 
at  Cass  Lake,  and  the  subordinate  offi- 
cers of  the  department  are  wondering 
what  the  secretary  will  do  about  the 
matter  when  he  returns.

Every  river  is  still  swollen  and 
passage  is  well  nigh  impossible  The 
crops  are  totally  destroyed.  Children 
are  dying  by  hundreds  from  starvation 
and  exposure.  All  the  people  are  flock- 
ing to  Bayamon  for  food  and  shelter 

A  courier  has  just  arrived  here  from 
Yabucoa.  He  says  that  the  town  was 
demolished  by  the  storm.  Already 
eighty  bodies  have  been  recovered  anil 
It  is  estimated  that  200  perished.  Manv 
are  wounded.  ' 

Medical  assistance  Is  scarce  in  all 
parts  of  the  island.  What  makes  the 
present  distress  greater  Is  the  fact  that 
a  month  ago  all  public  improvements 
were  stopped,  owing  to  the  lack  of  ap- 
propriations. Thousands  of  persons 
were  then  thrown  out  of  employment 
A  renewal  of  public  works  would  be  a 
great  relief. 

Gen.  Davis  says  the  latest  reports 
show  the  disaster  to  be  greater  than  he 
had  anticipated  and  extends  over  the 
whole  island.  He  Is  doing  everything 
in  his  power  to  alleviate  the  suffering, 
and  has  every  confidence  in  generous 
response  from  his  appeals  to  the  Ameri- 
can people.

home,  $10,000;  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd,  MOOO:  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph,  $2000- 
Protestant  home  for  aged  women.  $4000- 
Jewish   women's  charity,   $4000. 

Benoist  left  his  four  sisters  and  hi?5 
half  lirother  almost  nothing.  He  was 
reared  a  Catholic  and  it  was  while  keep- 
ing a  store  at  Baxter  Springs,  Kan., 
that  h?  lost  his  faith  in  religiuus  creeds 
He  beifan  the  study  of  Thomas  Paine's 
\vritiiii?s  and  soon  became  an  enthusi- 
astic admirer  of  Col.  Robert  G.  Inger- 
soll. 

Mr.  Benoist  had  not  attended  churcn 
for  tw.miy-five  years  prior  to  his  death 
His  chanffe  of  religion  did  not  cause 
him  to  lose  faith  in  humanity  or  In 
charitj.ble  work.  He  told  his  friends  his 
new  religion  was  to  do  good  to  all.  to 
relieve  suffering  and  make  ail  his 
friend.'  happy.  When  Benoist  died  n 
sealed  letter  was  found  on  his  desk  It 
was  w-itten  two  years  ago  and  the  en- 
velope was  dust-begrimed.  When 
opened  it  was  found  to  contain  in- 
structions as  to  his  funeral.  in  brief 
Mr.  Benoist  had  written:  "Do  not 
bury  n^y  body  in  a  church  cemetery  Do 
not  let  any  minister  read  service  a't  my 
grave  or  preach  any  funeral   .sermon  " 

This  letter  lay  on  the  desk  besicie 
Mr.  Benolst's  will,  which  bestowed  the 
savingj  of  a  lifetime  upon  charitable 
and   reigious  institutions.

BRYAN  SPEAKS  AGAIN. 

Says  tlie  Money  Trust  Is  the  Worst 
of  All. 

Des  ]»Iolne8,  Iowa,  Aug.  16.— Wm.  J. 
Bryan  stpoke  for  two  hours  at  the  Audi- 
torium last  night  to  an  audience  of 
4r.00  pec  pie.  The  house  was  crowded  and 
the  audience,  which  included  practically 
all  the  delegates  to  the  Democratic 
state  ci  nvention  to  be  held  todav  took 
every  opportunity  to  applaud."  Mr 
Bryan  .vent  after  the  trusts,  but  said 
If  the  Democratic  party  neglected  the 
silver  question  to  attend  to  trusts  it 
vvould  lightly  forefeit  the  confidence  of 
the  peo  3le.  The  money  tru.st,  he  said, 
was  tht   biggest  trust  of  all. 

Mr.  Fryan  closed  his  speech  by  a 
lengthy  discussion  of  imperiallsrh.  The 
difference,  he  said,  between  a  republic 
and  an  i-mpire  is  this:  A  republic  needs 
an  arnu'  of  2.5,000  for  70,000,000  people 
An  empire  needs  four  times  that  largo 
an  army  when  10.000,000  population  i«? 
added.  This  suits  the  young  men  who 
get  fat  jobs  in  the  army,  but  not  the 
people  vho  pay  the  $1390  a  year  needed 
to  maintain  each  soldier  In  the  Phllii)- 
pines. 

This  ifovernment  ought  to  make  a 
declaration  of  good  intentions  toward 
the  Philippines,  as  it  did  toward  Cuba. 
The  pre  ddent  ought  to  have  done  so  or 
if  he  did  not  have  the  power  should 
have  asked  congress  for  it,  or  he  might 
call  a  special  session  to  ask  for  the 
power.  <:ieveland  called  a  special  ses- 
sion to  repeal  the  Sherman  act  and 
McKinky  called  one.  A  special  session 
now  would  cost  much  money,  but  not 
nearly  so  much  as  the  continuance  of 
the  war.

MAKINQ  WALL  PAPER. 

The  Interesting  Process  Briefly  and 
Instructively  Described. 

The  manufacture  of  wall  paper  la  sin- 
gularly interesting.  Furst.  a  web  of 
blank  paper  is  set  In  a  reel  behind  :\ 
blotching  machine;  two  cylindGis  br'.ng 
the  free  end  of  the  paper  intj  the  ma- 
chine, where  n.  roner  worKing  :n  a  '•o'o" 
pan  puts  a  large  quantity  of  color  upon 
the  paper  in  blotches.  Then  a  set  ff 
flat  bru.shes.  called  jiggers,  brush  quick- 
ly back  and  forth,  thus  spreading  the 
coloring  matter  evenly  over  the  surface 
of  the  paper,  says  the  Philadelohia 
1  imes. 

As  the  paper  comes  from  the  blot-hln.? 
machine  a  workman  takes  one  end  of  it 
wraps  it  around  a  stick  and  pla  e.s  'ht" 
stick  across  two  parallel  endle.ss  chaSi  s 
and  the  paper  is  thus  carried  un  an  lii- 
dine.      When    eighteen    feet    of    it    hn'* 
1  un  out,  the  chains  take  up  another  .stic't 
that   lies  across  them,  and  carry   It   up 
as  they  did  the  first  stick;  a  third  stick 
soon   follows  the  second,   and    thus   tlu 
\v(  rk  continues  until  the  entire  web  of 
paper  has  been  run  out  of  th3  olotchincr 
inachine. 

The  chains,  in  their  working,  hang  the 
paper  in  loops  over  a  system  of  steam 
pipes,  and  it  is  thus  thoroughly  dried 
before  it  reaches  the  end  of  the  chain- 
work,  where  it  is  again  wound  into  web 
form. 

Wall  paper  designs  are  first  .sketohe.l 
nn  paper  and  then  transferred  to  roller- 
of  the  size  required.  It  is  necessary  to 
prepare  as  many  rollers  as  there  an- 
colors  in  the  design;  thus,  if  the  design 
requires  printing  in  eight  colors?,  eight 
rollers  must  be  prepared. 

When  all  of  the  rollers  are  ready  th- 
artist  diFects  his  workmen,  and  each 
one  IS  given  a  color.  A  workman  to 
whom  that  color  has  l>een  given  takes  i 
roller  to  his  bench,  sets  it  flrmlv  in  the 
grasp  of  a  vise,  and,  with  hammers,  flies 
brass,  ribbons  and  brass  rods,  goes  to 
uork.  Every  bit  of  design  that  is  to  be 
in  green  Is  traced  out  for  him.  and  he 
carefully  reproduces  it  in  relief  on  th- 
roller. 

When  his  work  is  finished,  the  roll,  r 
bears  on  its  face,  in  raised  bra.ss.  green 
stems,  leaves,  etc.,  and  at  the  proptr 
tune  and  place  will  put  the  green  color- 
ing and  shading  just  where  the  designer 
Intended  it  should  be.  In  uke  mpnn.^r 
the  other  rollei  a  are  made  ready  lor  use 
and  they  are  then  taken  to  a  pr-^ss  thai 
has  a  large  cylinder  of  the  width  of  or- 
dinary wall  paper.  There  are  grooves 
around  the  sides  and  the  bottom  of  the 
cylinder,  into  which  are  fitted  the  ro.]-i 
on  the  ends  of  the  rollers,  and.  when  in 
position,  the  faces  of  the  rollers  just 
touch  the  cylinder.  An  endless  cloth 
band  comes  to  each  of  the  rollers  from 
below,  each  band  works  in  a  color  pan. 
w'hich  contains,  in  liquid  form,  the  col- 
oring matter  to  be  carried  on  the  roller 
to  which  the  band  belongs. 

Each  roller  is  placed  in  such  position 
that  the  part  of  the  design  upon  it  will 
strike  exactly  In  the  spot  necessitated 
by  the  relative  position  of  the  other  roll- 
ers. 

When  all  is  ready  the  paper  that  has 
passed  through  the  blotching  machine  is 
placed  befween  the  cylinder  and  the 
first  roller,  the  cylinder  ani  the  rolle.-s 
revclve  rapidly,  and  soon  the  paper  is 
beautifully  printed.  At  each  of  the 
endless  cloth  bands  there  is  a  steel 
scraper  called  a  doctor,  and  it  is  the 
doctor's  duty  to  prevent  too  much  liquid 
from  the  other  pan.s  froin  getting  on  Uie 
rollers. 

The  wall  paper  press  throws  off  ten 
.-oils  of  paper  a  minute,  and  each  roll 
contains  sixteen  yards.  It  is  said  that 
stamped  paper  for  walls  was  first  manu- 
lactured  in  Holland  about  the  year  1555 
Some  of  the  very  costly  wall  paper  in 
use  nowadays  is  beautifully  embossed 
and  hand-painted.

The 
rush   of  summer  visitors   this  year  has 
been  greater  than  in  any  previous  sea- 
son,   and    unless    the    indications       are 
astray  there  will  be  greater  crowd."!  next 
year.       Those  who  have  been  here   this 
summer    will    be    the    b.'st    kind    of   ad- 
vertisers of  our  beautiful  climate,  with 
its  bright  sunshine  and  cooling  breezes 
from    Lake    Superior.       They    v.ill     tell 
their  friends  and  acquaintances  of  the 
attractiveness  of  the  Lake  Superior  re- 
gion and  will  advise  them  t(»  inake       a 
visit    to   this  section  and  escape,      the 
heated  term  in  the  East.       It  is  an  un- 
doubted fact  that  many  would  make  a 
prolonged  stay  here  If  we  had  a  regular 
summer   hotel   in   a  suitable      location. 
Therefore  it  can  bo  .'said  again  that   we 
need    a    summer    hotel    and    need    one 
badly. 

When    another   season    rolls     around 
Duluth   should    be   provided    with    this 
necessity  of  a  summer  resort.       Other 
places   less  favored   by  nature  than    \-:

MXSAMTYS  IXVUEASE. 

The  records  of  the  insane  asylums  in 
every  state  of  the  Union  show  that  there 
has  been  a  great  Increase  in  the  popula- 
ion  of  those  institutions  during  the  past 
twenty  years.     Of  course  part  of  this  is 
clue  to  the  rapid  increa.se  in   the  popu- 
lation  of   the  country,   but   the   Detroit 
News  holds  that  the  increased  percent- 
age  is  largely  due  to  another 
stance.      A    quarter    of 
every    community    had 
melancholic,  demented  or  imbecile  popu- 
lation.    There  were  many  persons  sub- 
ject to  periodical  mania  who  were   liv- 
ing   outside    the    a.sylums      under    sur- 
veillance  of   their  Immediate   relatives 
Certain   families  desiring  to   take  care 
of    their    own    incompetents    fitted    up 
quarters  for  them,  and   but  few  people 
outside  the  family  circle  knew  of  their 
existence.      All    this    is    changed.      The 
states     provide     comfortable     asylums 
wjlh     expert     medical     specialists     in 
charge,    and    the    mentally   incompetent 
can  be  better  cared  for  in  such  institu- 
tions than  elsewhere.     For  that  reason 
all  the  patients  who  are  entitled  to  the 
protection  of  the  state  are  admitted  to 
the   state   asylums,    while    a    few    who 
desire  greater  privacy  for  their  afflicted 
relatives    procure    homes    for    them    in 
private  asylums.    In  this  way  the  entire 
Insane  population  becomes.a  matter  of 
record.

THE  CRO^REPORTS. 

North  Dakota  Weather  Bureau  Esti- 
mates Loss  By  Hail  at  Two  Millions. 

Tlie  report  of  the  we.-tiher  liuieau  on 
the  crop  conditions  in  North  Dakota  for 
the  week  ending  Aug.  14  is  as  follows: 

The  past  week  has  been  generally  cool 
and  dry  in  the  central  and  western  por- 
tion of  the  state,  and  warm  ami  wet  in 
the  eastern  and  northeastern  portion. 
On  Thursday  a  succession  of  hail  storms 
passed  over  the  state,  doing  great  dam- 
ag»'  to  grain  of  all  kinds,  the  principal 
damage  being  in  the  Ited  river  valkv, 
where  the  crops  in  the  northern  part 
of  Ca.ss  and  the  southern  part  of  Traill 
couniie-  wer'  badly  injured;  in  many 
cas-s  be'i.g  a  total  lo.ss.  while  in  Eddv. 
F.  ster.  Griggs  and  Harn^s  counties  coii- 
sideiable  damage  was  done.  The  loss 
by  the  storms  will  probably  reach  near- 
ly I'.OOO.tiOO  bushels  of  the  wheat  crop. 
Othe-  se -lions  .f  he  state  than  those 
na  .el  ibove  we:e  al>o  visited  by  hail 
.'oipg  bu!  sli"ht  dn-age.  while  in  all 
sections  high  v.inds  have  shelled  rioe 
grain,  and  where  the  straw  was  heavy 
lodgi  (1  it. 

"Wheat  cutting  is  nearly  finished  in 
the  southern  portion,  well  advanced  in 
the  central,  and  just  beginning  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  state.  Late  sown 
grain  is  maturing  very  slowly  on  a^:- 
count  of  the  cool  weather.  The  rains 
have  greatly  benefited  late  .sown  flax, 
corn  and  potatoes,  while  they  have 
damaged  a  large  amount  of  hay  in  the 
eastern  and  pcrthern  parts  of  the  state.

One  of  the  great  arguments  which  has 
always  been  u.sed  against  the  advis- 
ability of  building  a  summer  hotel  here 
is  that  the  season  is  short  and  that  it 
could  not  be  made  to  p.^y  for  that  rea- 
son. The  best  answer  to  that  is  to 
point  to  Mackinac  island.  The  season 
there  is  even  shorter  than  at  Duluth. 
extending  from  June  2.'.  to  Sept.  1,  and 
yet  the  Grand  hotel  there  is  .•»aid  to 
have  cleared  $.50,000  last  season  and  was 
greatly  enlarged  this  .sea.son.  The 
hotels  there  have  accommodations  for 
thousands  and  yet  they  are  crowded. 
The  North  -West  on  her  trip  this  week 
brought  in  many  people  who  had  in- 
tended to  stop  off  at  Mackinac  island, 
but  were  unable  to  secure  accommo(»,i- 
tions.  If  this  is  the  condition  at 
Mackinac  where  there  are  several  hotels 
why  should  not  one  summer  hotel  at 
Duluth  pay  a  good  profit  on  the  invest- 
ment. It  can  i)e  filled  at  least  eight  or 
ten  weeks  of  the  year  with  people  who 
v.ill  pay  the  higbest  prices  for  their  ac- 
commodations.

It  should  be  remembered,  too.  that 
the  Northern  Steamship  corHpany's 
boats  are  not  the  only  ones  that  carry 
passengers  in  here.  It  is  true  that  they 
carry  the  richest  class  of  passengers  of 
any.  but  the  Anchor  line,  the  Sarnia 
line  and  the  Lake  Michigan  and  Lake 
Superior  Transportation  company's 
l»oats  coming  from  Chicago  bring  in 
large  numbers  and  they  are  a  fine  class 
of  passengers,   too. 

The  lake  passenger  traffic  is  only 
in  its  infancy  despite  the  large  propor- 
tions which  it  has  attained  this  year.

STATE  OF  TERROR. 

Governor  Appealed  to  to  Stop  White- 
cap  Outrages. 

Greenwood,  S.  C,  Aug.  m.— The  sher- 
iff of  this  county  today  appealed  to  Gov. 
McSvveeney  for  aid  to  assist  him  in 
suppressing  whitecap  outrages  which 
began  here  a  week  ago.  Tonight  the 
governor  sent  word  that  he  would  be 
in  Greenwood  tomirrow  with  attorney 
general  Hellinger  tu  make  a  personal 
investigation  of  the  situation. 

For  more  than  a  week  a  gang  of  s  )- 
(ailed  whitecaps  have  been  whipping 
negroes  iu  this  county  almost  every 
nigiitnight.  The  negeroes  are  said  to  be 
in  a  state  of  terror  and  many  spend 
the  nights  in  the  woods  and  swamps 
while  others  seek  the  protection  of  their 
white  landlords.  On  Saturday  night 
200  negroes  spent  the  night  in  Green- 
wood and  many  of  them  have  never  re- 
turned to  their  homes.  The  better  class 
if  whites  deplore  the  state  of  affairs. 
The  negroes  are  afraid  to  give  informa- 
tion, and  certain  white  men  have  been 
threatened  if  they  lake  action  against 
the  whilecappers.  Senator  Tillman  and 
Congressman  Lattin)er  of  this  district 
are  both  here  attending  the  Wheat 
Growers'  convention  and  it  is  believed 
they  will  assist  the  governor  in  his  in- 
vestigation of  the  matter. 


Fargo— There  is  genf  rallv  .some  dis- 
couragement over  the  wheat  vield.  There 
is  straw  enough  for  a  20-busheI  crop, 
but  twelve  bushels  is  the  general  estimate, 
borne  farmers  .say  tiftei  n.

Secretary  Wil.son  of  the  department  of

college  here  for  planting.  The  expeii- 
ment  seems  to  have  been  a  decided  suc- 
cess. It  is  a  bojirded  \.'heHt.  witli  four 
rows  on  a  side,  with  a  \erv  large,  plump 
berry.  Several  heads  w:>re  counted  and 
found  to  contain  sixty  kernels  each  of  aw 
average  weight  of  a  grain  each.  The  fam- 
ous Scotch  fife,  the  leading  wheat  of  this 
section  of  the  Red  River  vallev,  is  only 
about  one-half  as  heavv  with  about  on,"- 
halt  the  ^rain  in  a  head.  Tlie  experi- 
ment would  indicate  that  the  wheat  woultl 
yield  about  seventy-five  bushels  to  the 
acre.  There  is  one  disadvantage,  in  that 
the  grain  appears  to  be  t  soft  VHrietv— as 
winter  wheat.

Men  Will  Probably  Be  Offered 

a  Compromise  Advance 

in  Wages. 


Tho  strike  of  the  Eastern  Minnesota 
(lour  handlers  at  West  Superior  assumed 
serious  shape  this  morning,  and  not  a 
barrel  of  tlour  was  loaded  today.  The 
doclts  are  tied  up  completely,  and  while 
there  are  but  250  actual  strikers,  nearly 
.".00  men  are  affected.  Shortly  after  noon 
today  th.e  strikers  and  the  Eastern  Min- 
nesota officials  met  over  in  West  Su- 
perior to  talk  matters  over.    At  3  o'clock 

this  afternoon  the  conference  was  still 
on.  with  little  prospects  of  a  settlement 
before  late  tonight  or  tomorrow  morn- 
ing, but  both  sides  expres.sed  a  desiie 
to  have  a  settlement  and  were  of  liie 
opinion  that  an  agreement  of  some  kind 
would  be  reached.  The  strikers  so  far 
are  not  injuring  prriperty,  but  their 
leaders  admit  that  they  have  an  ex- 
tremely difficult  lot  of  men  to  handle, 
and  are  anxious  for  the  company  to 
tome  to  terms  as  soon  as  oossible.  Th-' 
men  are  striking  for  an  advance  of  r. 
cents  an  hour  or  $2  a  day.  They  are 
now  receiving  20  cents  an  hour,  amount- 
ing to  about  $1.7.-,  a  day.  The  merchan- 
dise vesselB  which  usually  load  flour  for 
Chicago,  Buffalo  and  Canadian  ports, 
are  either  tying  up  awaiting  the  end  oi" 
the  strike  or  else  are  shipping  with  a 
partial  cargo  of  lumber  and  other  mer- 
chandise. 

I-.ate  this  afternoon  one  of  the  of- 
ticials  of  the  Eastern  Minnesota  flour 
duck  said  that  the  company  would  prob- 
ably offer  the  strikers  an  advance  be- 
fore morning.  ))ut  just  what  this  ad- 
vance is  to  bo  Is  not  known,  it  is  thought 
however  to  be  in  the  nature  of  a  com- 
promise.

SECONDS  UKE  HOUBS. 

So  Intense  Was  Feeling  When  Sen. 
Bogat  Testified. 

Renne.«,  Aug.  16.— Gen.  Roget  spoke 
today  for  three  hours  in  the  Dreyfus 
ciuse  without  adducing  any  new  facia, 
only  reiterating  in  the  most  forcible 
terms  what  has  been  bandied  about  m 
the  Dreyfusard  press  for  a  year  past. 

The  most  interesting  part  of  Gen. 
Rogefj?  testimony  was  his  attack  on 
Col.  Picquart,  which  will  undoubtedlv 
lead  to  the  confrontation  of  the  twii 
men.  He  treated  Dreyfus  without 
mercy,  both  in  words  and  attitude.  In 
fact,  it  seemed  at  times  as  though  he 
would  provoke  the  prisoner  into  strik- 
ing him.  The  general's  manner  was 
most  passionate. 

In  his  outburst  at  the  end  of  his  tes- 
timony he  uttered  the  most  ruthless  at- 
tacks with  the  air  of  one  delivering  a 
pleasant  Sunday  school  address,  lean- 
ing over  the  front  of  the  witness  rail, 
sipping  from  a  glass  of  water,  wiping 
his  lips  and  mopping  his  brow  with  per- 
fect self-satisfaction. 

But  again  and  again  he  would  half 
turn  in  his  chair  and,  pointing  hi.s 
finger  at  Dreyfus,  would  repeat  sonic 
cruel  accusation,  at  the  same  time  fix- 
ing his  eyes  on  the  prisoner,  his  head 
Inclined  forward  like  that  of  a  cobia 
awaiting  the  moment  to  strike.  Drrv« 
fus.  however,  was  not  a  hvpnotizt"  d 
rabbit  and  steadily  returned  his  gaze, 
sometimes  throwing  a  glance  at  the 
president  of  the  court,  as  though  ap- 
pealing for  permission  to  reply. 

Once  when  Gen.  Roget  had  flung  one 
of  these  darts,  stopped  and  deliberately 
paused,  one  could  see  the  fire  in  Drey- 
fus' eyes  and  in  his  tightly  clenched 
Jaws  could  be  divided  the  struggle  thu 
was  going  on  within  him.  The  captain 
of  gen  d'armes,  seated  behind  Dreyfu.s 
watched  him  closely.  The  secon<ls 
pas.sed  like  hours  and  the  spect»*^>rs 
held  their  breath. 

Gen.  Roget  seemed  purposely  to  prolong 
the  silence  in  order  to  make  a  deeper  im- 
pression. It  was  a  perilous  moment.  But 
Dreyfus  won  the  battle  over  his  passions 
and  when  Roget's  voice  was  at  length 
heard  again  every  one  knew  the  danger 
was  past  and  a  deep  drawn  sigh  of  reli.  f

BOERS  DELAY 

In  Making  Reply  to  England' 

Demand  For  a  Joint 

Inquiry. 

London,  Aug.  16.— The  Transvaal  situ- 
ation is  unchanged,  according  to  all  ob- 
tainable ofllcial  information,  but  the 
continued  delay  of  the  Boer  answer  to 
Great  Britain's  demand  for  a  joint  in- 
quiry as  to  the  effect  upon  the  outland- 
ers  of  the  proposed  franchise  reform 
measures  makes  matters  look  more 
serious. 

The  war  office  has  completed  its  prep- 
arations for  an  emergency  force  of  30.- 
000  men  to  be  ready  to  leave  within  a 
week.

The   witness   replied   that  Col.    Henry 
not  know  the  author  of  it.  but  said 
perhaps  Col.   Fabre  or  Col.  D'AbbeviiV- 
knew. 

Continuing  Mme.  Henry  said:   "When 
my  husband  returned  from  the  ChercliH 
Midi  prison,  after  taking  Dreyfus  there 
I    asked   why   he   was   on   duty   and    he 
answered: 

■•  'I  have  just  carried  out  the  most 
painful  task  an  officer  can  have  I 
have  taken  to  the  Cherche  Midi  an  of- 
ficer accused  of  the  frightful  crime  of 
treason.'  Without  naming  Dreyfus  he 
added:  'I  beg  you  not  to  speak  of  it 
for  .some  time.  He  is  an  unfortunate 
fellow.' 

"In    the    letter    your   husband    wrote 
you  before  his  death."  .said  Col.  Jouaust 
"he   used    the   words:    'What   a   misfor- 
tune to  have  met  such  a   wretch.'  " 

To  this  the  witness  replied:  "No  he 
did  not  say  that.  He  said:  You  know- 
very  well  in  whose  interests  I  acted  ' 
meaning  that  he  acted  in  the  interests 
of  the  country.  He  used  to  say  to  me- 
'For  thirty- three  years  I  have  never 
acted  except  in  the  interests  of  the 
country.'  " 

Mme.  Henry  then  remarked:  "Yon 
know  his  sentiments,  gentlemen.  He 
committed  forgery  on  account  of  Col 
Picquart's  proceedings  and  it  was  in 
order  to  save  the  army  compro- 
mised by  the  dish.mesty  of  its  ene- 
mies."   (Profound   sen.satlon.) 

"Did  you  ever  hear,"  Col'.  Jouaust 
asked  the  witness,  "of  a  letter  Col. 
Henry  is  said  to  have  addressed  to 
Maj.  Esterhazy?" 
"Never,"  replied  Mme.  Henry. 
On  leaving  the  witness  box,  Mme. 
Henry  looked  sternly  at  the  prisoner 

Gen.    Roget    f(jllo\yed.       He    traversed 
the  old  ground,  giving  his  reasons  for 
his  conviction  of  the  guilt  of  Dreyfus 
He  declared  there  was  no  charge  against 
Esterhazy,    with    the    exception    of    the 
resemblance  of  his  handwriting  to  that 
of   the    bordereau.    Moreover,    the    wit- 
ness added,  there  had  been  a  new  fact 
since    the   judgmept   of   the   court       of 
cassation,   namely    Ksterhazy's   confes- 
sion that  he  wrote  the  bordereau    But 
he    added,    Esterhazy    advanced    '    and 
withdrew-  his  confession  intermittently. 
If  Esterhazy  had   rendered   services   to 
the  intelligence  department  there  would 
have   been   traces  of  them   in   the  cash 
book.  But  no  money  had  been  paid  Es- 
terhazy, though,  even      supposing       he 
worked   out    of   pure    benevolence,        he 
would  have  been  paid.  Yet  there  was  no 
trace  of  such  payments.  Esterhazy  had 
said  he  wrote  the  bordereau  under  the 
orders   of  Col.    Sandherr. 
"But."  declared  Gen.  Roget,  "I  knew 
Col.   Sandherr  well,  declare  it   is  false 
Co!.  Sandherr  was  absolutely   incapable 
of  such  an  order.  I  add  that  it  is  inad- 
missable,   because  Col.   Sandherr      was 
the  last  person  to  know  of  the  existence 
of  the  bordereau,  which  was  received  in 
the    ordinary     way.        This    l)ordereau 
was  handed   to  Col.   Henry     and      was 
brought   by  him  to  the  intelligence  de- 
partment.      It  was  shown  to  others  liy 
Col.   Henry  after  he  had   pieced   it   to- 
gether.      Col.    Sandherr  only     saw     It 
later. 

"Esterhazy  has  also  said  the  docu- 
ment was  stolen  from  an  embassy  and 
brought  by  a  porter.  It  is  false  to  .say 
the  intelligence  department  ever  had 
any  relations  with  a  porter  of  an  em- 
bassy. It  is  possible  Esterhazv  is  pre- 
paring some  surprises  for  us  between 
now  and  the  end  of  the  trial.  They 
won't  disturb  me  any  more  than  other 
surprises." 

Referring  tf  the  (question  of  the  com- 
plicity of  Henry  and  Esterhazy.  the 
witness  said:  "If  Henry  had  been  the 
accomplice  of  Esterhazy,  how  can  it  be 
admitted  that  he  himself  brought  the 
bordereau,  which  might  have  caused 
him  to  be  suspected,  to  the  intelligence 
deparment?" 

Gen.  Roget,  while  testifying,  constant- 
ly   turned    towards   the  prisoner   to  h:ee 
the  impression  made  by  his  deposition 
which   was  vrtually  a  speech  for      the 
prosecution. 

The  general  discoursed  lengthily  m 
the  famous  scene  with  Col.  Henry  In 
the  oflice  of  M.  Beriulus.  the  examining 
magistrate,  and  said  M.  Bertulus  asked 
Henry  to  inform  the  witness  that  hv> 
M.  Bertulus.  was  a  friend  of  the  army, 
and  begged  the  witness  to  call  and  sec 
him  when  he  would  communicate  th^- 
result  of  his  investigations  into  the 
"Blanche"   and   "Speranza"   forgeries. 

"In  reply,"  said   Gen.   Poget,   'I  said- 
•\\  hen    you    see    M.    Bertulus    you    will 
thank  him   in  my  behalf.     Tell  him  the 
investigation    does    not    interest 
any   way.'  " 

•I  added  that  I  was  rather  distrustful 
of  the  proof,   which,  I  pointed 
perhaps  a  trap." 

The  general  added  that  M.  Cavaignac 
(then  minister  of  war)  aporoved  of  his 
course  toward  M.  Bertulus. 

The  general  next  dealt  on  the  seizure 
of  papers  at  the  house  of  Madam.- 
Pays,  upon  which  M.  Bertulus  largely 
founded  his  conviction  of  the  guilt  ot 
Henry,  owing  to  the  mention  in  thein 
of  the  name  of  a  spy,  "Richard."  at 
Cuers  and  Basle,  where  it  was  well 
known  spies  were  in  the  habit  of  meet- 
ing. 

Then  the  general  tiled  to  refute  M. 
Bertulus'  statements,  declaring  Henry 
brought  three  of  these  documents  to  the 
v.-ar  oflfice.  and  that  they  did  not  con- 
tain the  mention  of  Basle  or  Cuers  'i< 
stated  by  M.  Bertulu.s.  The  latter,  how- 
ever, has  already  shown  before  the 
whole  court  of  cassation  that  while  he 
was  mistaken  in  .saying  the  wards  ap- 
peared in  those  d<jcuments,  thev  did  not 
appear  in  other  papers  seized  'at  Mme. 
Pays'  residence. 

Gen.  Roget.  who  was  becoming  more 
and  more  excited,  frequently  wiped  th. 
perspiration  from  his  brow    and  moist- 
ened his  lips  with  water. 

At  this  point  the  general  thought  it 
desirable  to  make  a  declaration  that  he 
did  not  desire  it  to  be  said  that  he 
questioned  the  good  faith  of  some  of  the 
witnesses  who  had  been  heard.  He 
added:  'J  make  this  statement  so  that 
there  shall  be  no  misunderstanding  and 
in  order  that  my  words  be  not  misin- 
terpreted. Nevertheless  this  testimony 
is  open  to  criticism,  even  as  our  utter- 
ances are  criticised." 

Continuing,  the  witness  said:  "M. 
Casimir-Perler  deposed  before  the  court 
of  cassation  that  an  ambassador  called 
to  demand  an  otflcial  denial  of  the 
statement  that  important  documents 
were  found  at  his  embassy.  The  am- 
bassador, however,  knew  it  was  a  fact 
But  admitting  that  he  did  not  know  it, 
there  is  nothing  surprising  in  the  occur- 
rence, in  view  of  the  facility  with  which 
attache  'A'  (I  don't  mention  his  name  ai^ 
the  minister  has  forbidden  it)  allowed 
compromising  letters  to  lie  around.  I 
read  one  such  letter,  which  was  very 
compromising,  to  a  person  whose  name 
I  cannot  mention.  Why,  therefore, 
should  not  the  bordereau  go  astray?" 

The  general  Insisted  upon  the  truth  of 
the  statement  that  military  attaches 
"A"  and  "B,"  under  which  letters  he 
referred  to  Col.  Schwartzkoppen  of  the 
German  embassy  at  Paris  and  Maj. 
Pennizardi  of  the  Italian  embassy,  at 
the  French  capital  at  the  time,  worked 
together  almost  daily:  and  he  quoted  a 
I>assage  from  a  letter  exchanged  be- 
tween them,  as  follows: 

"M.  Hanotaux.  the  sly  fellow,  is  glad 
at  the  embassy  denying.     The  embassy 
must  deny." 
"In    the    same     document,"    declared

Gen.  Roget,  "was  a  name  written  twice 
and  the  name,  he  asserted,  was  that  of 
^ii'^^""-  '^^^  "af"e  Esterhazy,  he 
added,  was  not  found  in  any  of  the 
documents— none  of  which  could  be  as- 
cribed to  him  with  the  exception  of  the 
petit  bleu,  which  Col.  Picquart  discov- 
ered in  .such  an  extraordinary  manner.' 
The  witness  said  he  then  felt  great 
uneasiness  in  regard  to  the  document 
containing  the  words  "Cette  canaille  de 

'^7 •"    A  certain  military  attache,  said 

the  general  later  on  in  his  testimony, 
informed  Col.  Sandherr  that  there  was 
someone  who  imitated  his  handwriting 
perfectly.  The  name  of  "Dubois,"  the 
witness  said,  was  found  in  the  corres- 
pondence of  the  military  attaches. 

"Dubois."  the  general  explained,  vyas 
an  "unfortunate.  "  who  futilely  tried  to 
sell  the  secret  of  the  smokeless  powder 
tised  in  the  French  army.  -If."  said 
Oen.  Roget.  "no  other  per.son  can  be 
found  to  whom  the  initial  'D'  can  apply 
to  whom  does  it  then  apply?" 

As  he  made  this  remark  the  witness 
faced  about  and  looked  fixedly  at  the 
prisoner.  who,  however,  merely 
shrugged  his  shoulders. 

"I  own,"  continued  the  general,  "the 
explanations  furnished  on  this  point  by 
M.  rrarieux  (former  minister  of  justice") 
troubled  me  somewhat,  but  I  do  not  in- 
sist." 

Here  Gen.  Roget  paused,  the  excite- 
ment under  which  he  was  laboring 
being  almost  uncontrollable.  In  a  thick 
choking  voice  he  continued:  'And  yet' 
in  the  presence  of  disinterested  testi- 
mony like  mine,  you  will  not  allow  pref- 
erence to  be  shown  to  the  evidence  of 
persons  who  have  benefited  bv  treason  " 
At  this  point  the  general  broke  down 
and  tears  streamed  down  his  cheeks. 

Resuming  his  testimony,   the  general 
set    to  work  in   the  effort   to  prove  the 
guilt    of    Dreyfus.      He    declared    there 
w^ere  traces  of  treason  in  everv  part  of 
the  bordereau,  and  that  Dreyfus  alone 
not    fi:sterhazy.    could      have    been    ac- 
quainted   with    the   plans   it   contained. 
He   criticised     the     deoosition    of 
Harlan  of  the  Twenty-second 
in  regard  to  this  point. 

The  witness  then  traversed  the  other 
ground,    trying   to   prove    that    Dreyfus 
alone  was  aware  of  the  secrets  of   the 
new  artillery  guns,  of  the  plans  for  the 
concentration  of  troops,  and  of  the  con- 
tents    of    the   firing   manual.     He    then 
[endeavored  to  show   that  Col.  Picquart 
had    recourse    to   fraudulent     methods 
with  the  intent  of  Incriminating  some- 
one  other   than    Dreyfus,   and    declared 
Picquart   spent   100,000  francs  with   the 
object  of  organizing  a  campaign  of  sur- 
veillance "of  an  unfortunate  officer  who 
was  guiltless."

ROGET  CROSS-QUESTiOMED. 

He   Showed  Annoyance  When  Oe- 
menage  Cornered  Him. 

Rcnnes,  Aug.  17.— (Jen.  Roget.  on  re- 
suming his  testimony,  criticised  the 
surveillance  inaugurated  by  Col.  Pic- 
quart over  Lieut.  Col.  Henry.  This 
surveillance,  he  said,  lasted  several 
months  and  included  the  interception 
of  letters  addressed  to  Esterhazy.  There 
had  aiso  been  searches  of  Henry's  hou.^e 
during  his  absence.  All  these  measuie.^ 
the  witness  asserted,  were  carried  out 
without  the  authorization  of  the  min- 
ister of  war,  who  was  not  even  in- 
formed of  them.  Moreover,  he  asserted 
the  investigations  were  carried  on  at 
the  expense  of  the  secret  service   fund. 

The  witness  also  objected  to  Col.  Pic- 
quart's  methods  of  watching  Mme 
i'ays.  In  regard  to  Ksterhazy.  Gen 
Roget  admitted  the  former  was  a 
gambler  and  an  immoral  character 
Hut  he  asserted:  "While  T  have  ac- 
knowledged his  little  failings  I  never- 
theless maintain  he  has  been  the  victim 
of  abominable  persecution." 

(Jen.  Roget  next  spoke  of  the  arrest  at 
Relfort  of  Quenelli,  declaring  that  I'ic- 
quiirt  cooked  up  the  allegations  of  spy- 
ing against  Quenelli  in  order  to  attract 
to  himself  the  approval  of  his  super- 
iors. 

The  witness  then  dwelt  upon  the  al- 
leged devices  of  Dreyfus  to  |>rocure  in- 
formation from  the  various  bureaus  in 
regard  to  the  moliilization  and  concen- 
tration of  the  troops,  pointing  out  that 
while  intelligent  and  industrious  Drey- 
fus was  too  far  inquisitive  in  matters 
which  did  not  concern,  to  the  detriment 
of   his    proper   duties. 

Replying  to  a  question  of  the  court. 
Gen.  Roget  said  that  so  far  as  he  knew' 
.Dreyfus    had    only     been    g'iven        an 
imaginary  task  as  a  test. 

The  prisoner  listened  intently  to  the 
witness.  Dreyfus'  self-control  contrast- 
ing markedly  with  his  excitement  of 
yesterday. 

M.  Demange  asked  Col.  Jouaust, 
president  of  the  court-martial,  to  re- 
quest Cen.

hazy. upi^n  several  oc.ask.Ms,  wrote 
statements  calculated  to  conipromis" 
the  c-dF-e  of  Dreyfus?" 

"With  Esterhazy,"  replied  Gen.  Jtoget, 
■  one  can  never  be  sure  of  anything 
(Laughter.)  He  is  suc-h  an  extraordi- 
nary fellow.  I  do  not  know  what  he 
may  be  doing  today,  nor  what  he  will 
do  t.-morrow." 

These  statements  of  the  general  con- 
vulsed the  court  with  laughter,  whi^h 
seemed  to  irritate  the  witness,  who  wa- 
growing  nervous  under  the  searching 
examination  of  counsel. 

Turning  to  Dreyfus.  Gen.  Roget  cried 
in  a  loud  voice:  "I  Itnow  very  well  that 
if  I  was  accused  of  an  act  "of  treason 
which  I  had  not  compiitted  I  should  find 
arguments  with  wh.ch  to  defend  my- 
self." 

This  assertion  evoked  murmur.s,  but 
the  general  shouted: "Why  does  he  deny 
even  the  most  obvious  things?"

The  pans,  buck- 
ets and  cans  are  thoroughly  sterilized 
after  being  used.  The  milk  is  heated 
to  1»J0  degrees  for  twenty  minutes,  .so  as 
to  destroy  all  germs,  while  care  is  taken 
not  to  reach  the  boiling  point.  Thus 
the  milk  is  made  clean,  free  from  bac- 
teria, sweet  and  digestible. 

In  the  cities  mentioned,  the  depots  for 
distributing  tho  pasteurized  milk  are 
under  the  charge  of  regular  physicians. 
They  prescribe  the  chemical  composi- 
tion of  the  milk  required  in  eaJh  ca.se. 
according  to  the  age  and  condition  of 
the  patient,  and  the  prescription  is 
filled  and  put  into  small  bottles  ready 
for  feeding.  It  has  been  demonstrated 
again  and  again  that  Infants  fed  with 
pasteurized  milk  are  seldom  attacked 
by  disease,  while  great  numbers  not  so 
provided  i.erish.  This  being  true,  an 
effort  should  be  made  to  prevent  milk 
net  so  treated  to  be  sold  to  children.

A  Vermont  man  has  evolved  an  idea 
which  .seems  likely  to  do  more  to  main- 
tain peace  among  the  great  nations  of 
the  earth  than  any  resolutions  or  agree- 
ments adopted  at  the  recent  conference 
at   The    Hague.

It  is  a  scheme 
whereby  a  charge  of  dynamite  mav  be 
fired   from   any   ordinary   modern   gun, 
with  a  driving  force  of  ordinary  power, 
sufficient   to  make  short   work   of  any-^ 
thing  it  hits,  or,  indeed,  anything  within 
the   radius   of  its  explosive   force.     All 
the  inventors  have  been  working  at  the 
problem,    but   none   of    them   had   suc- 
ceeded    until     this   Vermonter,   named 
Willard   S.   Isham.   hit   the  mark.     The 
only    gun    heretofore    successfully    used 
to    throw    dynamite    is    the    pneumatic 
tube     with     which       the     Vesuvius     is 
equipped,  but  this  is  so  uncertain  in  aim 
that  It  proved  practically  u.seless  at  San- 
tiago except  for  purely  spectacular  pur- 
poses.

Commercial  Record  Says  It  Recalls 
Doran's  Manipulation  In  1835. 

The  fi.uly  Comnu:-i  i.il  Recor.l  has  this 
to  .say  of  the  flurry  in  flax  in  the  Duluth 
market  during  the  past  few  days: 

"The  flax  experience  of  the  p.ist  few- 
days  recalls  the  famous  ls;^5  veir  la 
that  year  Doran,  of  St.  Paul,  hail  put  out 
an  immense  specu  ative  short  line  of  flax 
•'^.''  had  been  <loing  it  all  summer  on  the 
br.lliant  crop  prospect.  He  commenced 
lo  sell  it  when  the  price  W.IS  $1.4it  and  sold 
It  dow;i  to  .ss  cents  (luring  the  earlv  .lavs 
of  September.  And  while  the  croi)  was"  a 
large  one.  and  his  judgment  was  after- 
war.is  proved  good,  he  found  wh-n  he 
commenced  to  cover  in  September  that 
the  crushers  were  strong  competitors,  and 
that  not  enoi;gh  seed  was  coming  to  mar- 
ket to  supply  both  demands.  After  work- 
ing the  Chicago  market  up  to  !H!  ei-ins  and 
:iN  cents,  he  turned  hi.s  attention  to  Duluth 
where  the  most  of  the  seed  w.is  coining 
in.  and  bought  upwar-ls  of  L'OO.iJtW  bushels 
here  in  one  day  at  prices  ranging  from 
?I.it;  to  $1.«)5. 

•This  started  all  the  other  shorts  to 
covering  and  relieved  the  congested  con- 
dition of  the  market  The  ne.xt  day  the 
m.irket  was  o.T  atid  Doran  covered  all  his 
Chicago  flax  and  sold  out  the  Duluth.  The 
Duluth  seed  netted  him  an  average  loss  of 
alxiiit   10  cents. 

"This  yeiir  there  will  be  no  speculative 
short  bnes  of  seed  out.  but  there  was  a 
large  amount  of  seed  earried  for  farmers 
on  slender  margins  and  probably  more  or 
less  of  shortage  by  crushers  against  oil 
sales. 

"Doran's  position  this  year  was  sup- 
posed to  have  been  on  the  other  side  of 
the  market,  but  durinfr  the  past  week 
there  has  been  evidence  of  buving  bv 
brokers  for  Mr.  Domn.  and  it  w-ould  no"' 
be  at  all  surprising  if  Doran  had  put  out 
a  September  line  .is  -i  hedge  against  this 
cash  seed,  and  the  sale  of  th;U  seed  we'»k 
before  last  necessiiateil  taking  in  the 
hedges  on  the  advaming  market."

Steamer  Ranney  Went  Ashore 

at  Cleveland— Cargo  to 

Be  Lightered. 


The  ore  rate  from  Duluth  to  Ohio 
ports  went  to  $1.25  today,  and  it  is  re- 
ported that  the  Buffalo  rate  is  10  cents 
higher.  There  was  a  good  demand  for 
ore  tonnage,  but  practically  no  demand 
for  wheat  tonnage.  The  wheat  rate  has 
not  changed  much  owing  to  lack  of  de- 
mand for  vessels  in  this  line,  but  It  is 
pretty  well  understood  that  grain  ship- 
pers will  have  to  pay  .lt-2  cents  on  wheat 
from  here  to  Lake  Erie.  Chicago  grain 
rates  have  stiffened  up  .some,  and  there 
Is  a  fair  business  reported  in  the  grain 
trade  there,  hut  here  stagnation  rules. 
At  the  present  rate  on  ore  there  arc 
more  cargoes  than  boats. 

Coal  for  Duluth  and  Superior  has  been 
coming  in  rather  lively  for  the  past 
three  days,  and  the  shippers  S(.i  far  are 
holding  their  own  against  the  vesselmen 
in  their  fight  to  keep  the  rate  at  50  cents 
from  Ohio  ports.  It  Is  reported  that  the 
owners  of  package  freight  carriers  have 
been  asked  to  name  prices  for  their 
vessels  for  the  remainder  of  the  season 
at  .'iingle  trips.  One  vessel  owner,  with 
a  package  caiTier  of  .loiX)  tons  is  reported 
to  have  asked  $40,000  for  the  remainder 
of  the  season,  and  still  another  with  a 
vessel  of  ihe  t:ame  size  had  asked  $550 
a  day.

A  WORDY  WAR. 

Heated  Controversy  Between 

Generals  Hale  and  Otis 

at  Manilla. 

Denver,  Aug.  17.— In  a  letter  received 
from  Henry  Ker,  orderly  of  Gen.  Hale, 
the  latter  is  reported  to  have  been  re- 
called from  the  firing  line  during  an  en- 
gagement with  the  Filipinos  and  or- 
dered to  report  in  person  to  Otis.  Hale, 
it  is  claimed,  was  in  the  act  of  winning 
:  a  great  victory,  but  he  obeyed,  with- 
drew his  brigade  from  the  fighting  line 
!  and  rode  on  his  horse  to  Gen.  Otio' 
headfiuarters. 

This  is  the  conversation  that  is  said 
to  have  ensued: 

"Gen.  Hale,  you  shall  not  disobey  me 
while  I  am  in  command  of  this  army.  1 
want  you  to  explain  why  you  made  that 
movement  with  your  brigade,"  spoke 
Gen.  Otis,  with  venom  in   his  tone. 

"I  did  not  disobe.v  any  orders,"  re- 
plied Hale,  "'and  you  well  know  it.  I 
came  here  to  fight,  and  if  that  is  not 
your  policy  I  want  you  to  understand 
that  it  is  mine.  I  saw  an  opportunity  to 
make  a  successful  attack  today  and 
tried  to  accomplish  it.  but  you  inter- 
fered and  caused  me  to  fail." 

"This  matter  will  go  to  Washington," 
said  Otis,  "and  you  shall  suffer  for  it." 
"If    It   does   I    shall    prefer       char.ges 
against    you    for    cowardice,"    Hale    re- 
torted. 

"How  dare  you  suggest  such  a  thing. 
You  are  an  inferior  officer  and  if  you 
don't  retract  It  I  will  place  you  under 
arrest,"  roared  Otis. 

Hale  made  no  retraction,  but  he  drew 
forth  from  his  pocket  a  set  of  army 
regulations  and  referred  Otis  to  a  sec- 
tion stating  that  any  subordinate  of- 
ficer had  the  right  to  cause  the  arrest 
of  a  superior  officer  for  cowardice. 

The  war  of  words  Ijetween  the  two 
generals  was  continued  on  these  lines 
for  over  half  an  hour,  it  is  said.  Hale 
had  the  best  of  the  argument  and  Otis 
finally  gave  up  the  job  of  bulldozing, 
dropj)ing  the  case  entirely. 

Gen.  Hale,  up  to  three  months  ago. 
intended  to  remain  in  the  service,  and 
was  laying  his  plans  to  stay  in  the 
Philippines.  The  friction  between  Otis 
and  himself,  however,  caused  him  to 
change  his  intention,  and  he  applied  to 
be  mustered  out.  He  is  now  on  his  way 
home.

GUERIN  JIOLDS  OUT. 

Another  Attempt  to  Intercede  For 
Him  Has  Failed. 

Paris,  Aug.  17.— The  president  of  the 
.inti-Semite  league,  M.  Guerln.  Is  still 
holding  out  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
league,  where  he  barricaded  himself  and 
defied  arrest  on  Saturday  last,  when  an 
attempt  was  made  to  arrest  him. 

Eight  of  his  typesetters  came  out  of 
the  barricade  today  and  surrendered 
themselves  to  the  authorities.  They 
were  taken  to  a  police  station. 

There  were  a  few  slight  demonstra- 
tions in  the- streets  in  the  neighborhood, 
l)Ut  they  were  easily  quelled. 

Another  attempt  made  by  M.  Lascies 
to  mediate  between  M.  Guerin  and  the 
government  has  failed. 

The  Guerin  situation,  early  this  after- 
noon, remained  the  same.  Barricades 
were  erected  at  both  extremities  of  the 
Rue  Chabrol  and  the  polue  were  con- 
stantly engaged  in  repulsing  crowds.  M. 
Guerin  frequently  appeared  at  a  win- 
dow, earnestly  regarding  the  ap- 
proaches, as  though  expecting  a  rescue. 
A  band  of  anti-Guerin  demonstrators 
was  followed  and  roughly  handled  by  a 
band  of  anti-Semites,  whose  enthusiasm 
for  Guerin  is  becoming  so  fanatical  that 
they  are  making  a  list  of  all  who  dare 
to  insult  him.  The  latters'  lives  are 
considered  to  be  endangered.

LAST  OF  RUSK  IN  COLONY. 

The  failure  of  the  Ruskin  colony  in  Ten- 
nessee is  only  one  in  the  long  list  of  such 
failures,  but  It  has  occasioned  more  Inter- 
est than  the  failure  of  all  the  rest  put  to- 
gether,  says   the   Pittsburg   News. 

It  was  essentially  a  joint  stock  company. 
to  which  no  one  could  be  admitted  with- 
out taking  and  pa.ving  for  a  certain  por- 
tion of  the  stock,  and  proving  himself  to 
be  morally  and  otherwi.se  a  ttttlng  partner. 
At  first  a  few  wore  admitted  and  allowed 
to  work  out  the  payments  on  their  stock, 
but  these  only  because  their  skilled  lubt)r 
was  needed.  Among  the  stockholders  were 
not  a  few  of  the  class  which  engaged  In 
the  famous  Brook  f.irm  experiment  In  the 
first  half  of  the  century,  professional  mm 
and  artists.  The  colony  was  character- 
ized by  the  generally  high  type  of  those 
who  formed  it. 

While  a  joint  stock  company,  its  i)ur- 
pose  was  to  work  out  the  socialistic  Idea, 
and  that  has  been  given  up,  as  the  colony 
is  10  be  reorganized  on  a  different  basis 
on  another  sitf>.  The  reorganized  colonv 
will  fail  as  the  original  one  did.  What 
form  it  is  to  take  has  not  been  stated, 
but  none  of  the  forms  adopted  so  far  by 
the  numerous  colonies  of  one  name  and 
another  have  lasted  long. 

They  are  all  in  and  have  been  In  a  state 
of  flux,  constantly  undergoing  change,  as 
first  one  notion  and  ttien  another  is  up|>f  r- 
most  In  their  struggles  to  be.  Thev  repre. 
sent  everything  from  the  slightly  modilled 
ordinary  corporation   to  pure  socialism. 

They  are  all  called  Bellamyite,  but 
many  of  them  Bellamy  would  liave  re- 
garded with  contempt,  and  he  did  not 
believe  In  the  success  of  any  of  them, 
being  convinced  that  the  new  order  must 
be  national  or  nothing.  Hence  his  systcn 
was  called  nationalism.  The  Ruskin  col- 
onj-,  largely  on  a  genuine  business  ba:-;s. 
composed  of  intelligent  members,  with  a 
variety  of  national  resources  at  com- 
mand, having  failed,  little  hope  Is  left 
that   the  others  will  succeed.

V.'hy  we  laugh  is  a  question  that  has 
always  puzzled  tho.se  who  are  accus- 
tomed to  think  deeply.  The  laUgh.  says 
the  Philadelphia  Inquirer,  which  is  now 
.so  cl...sely  associated  with  good  humor 
and  kindly  feeling,  originally  expiessed 
the  exact  rever.se.  It  was  the  crow  of 
triumph  over  a  fallen  foe.  Such  Is  Its 
nature  still  among  savages,  and  its  un- 
expected manifestations  are  occasion- 
ally very  startling.  Dancing  on  the 
body  of  a  prostrate  enemy  is,  in  fact, 
to  thorn  hilarious  fun. 

Any  new  device  f.  r  torment  is  a 
^'lever  jest.  The  inlliL-ting  of  a  ghastly 
w.;und  as  some  poor  wretch  runs  the 
gauntlet  makes  them  yell  with  glee. 
The  things  that  shock  or  horrify  or  dis- 
.gust  the  civilized  man  are  alxjut  the 
only  things  worth  laughing  at  from  a 
savage's  point  of  view.  With  the  ex- 
ception, therefore,  of  rough  practical 
.'lOkes.  which  may  possibly  wrinkle  his 
"tolid  features  with  a  momentary  smile, 
the  barbarian  has  no  appreciation  of 
livilized  humor.  Even  the  knowledge 
that  he  himself  is  to  Ije  the  next  victim 
does  not  spoil  the  fun  of  a  cruel  spec- 
tacle for  a  barbarian  thoroughbred. 

Some  Siamese  who  had  been  engaged 
in  a  revolt  were  captured  red-handed 
and  sentenced  ti  military  execution.  A 
company  of  soldiers  had  been  drawn  up 
with  loaded  muskets,  before  whom  the 
dorp^.ed  men  were  led  out  In  squads  of 
five  or  six  to  be  shot,  while  those  who 
were  wailing  their  turn  stood  by,  under 
guard,  Icoking  on.  When  the  first  vol- 
le.v  was  fired  the  victims,  torn  by  the 
storm  of  bullets,  leaped  Into  the  air  with 
vi(  lent  contortions  and  fell  dead.  And 
this  to  the  poor  wretches  who.se  turn 
it  was  to  next  go  through  the  same  ex- 
perience seemed  s.j  fine  a  show,  and  so 
excruciatingly  funny,  that  they  were 
fairly  convulsed  with  laughter. 

Such  is  the  humor  of  the  uticivilized, 
.■nd  su<h.  doubtle.-^s,  were  the  begin- 
nings of  mirth  the  world  over.  Strange 
as  it  may  seem,  there  are  many  hints 
of  this  barbarous  origin  in  the  fun  of 
the  most  highly  civilized.  We  no  longer 
;augh  at  really  tragic  occurrences,  for 
)ther  and  more  humane  emotl  )ns  are 
too  strongly  excited.  But  if  we  chance 
to  see  a  ridiculous  tnishap,  which  does 
not  quite  rise  to  the  dignity  of  a  tra- 
.gedy.  an  accident  by  which  someone  is 
greatly  Inconvenienced  and  annoyed, 
without  being  seriously  injured,  th^ 
remnant  of  the  savage  breaks  loose  in 
us,  and  we  laugh,  sometimes  until  the 
tears  come.

The  attempt  of  Joseph  Brickner, 
New  York  traveling  man.  to  commit 
cide  at  the  Palmer  house  Wednesday  re- 
calls the  suicide  of  a  Chicago  "drummei  ' 
in  the  .same  room  In  1ST2.  The  man,  whose 
name  Is  now  forgotten  b.v  the  hotel  at- 
taches, left  a  note  sa.ving  he  intended  to 
kill  himself  In  such  a  novel  way  as  never 
to  be  forgotten.  He  fully  succeeded.  lie 
stood  on  the  edge  of  the  bath  tub  with  a 
rope  about  his  neck.  The  bath  tub  wus 
filled  to  the  brim  with  water.  The  suicide 
;'.aturated  his  clothes  with  kerosene.  He 
attached  to  his  vest  a  string,  the  other 
end  of  which  was  connected  with  the  trig- 
ger of  a  revolver,  the  weapon  being 
pointed  directly  at  the  traveling  man's 
heart.  It  was  fi.ved  In  such  a  way  that 
as  soon  as  the  string  was  broken  th. 
weapon  would  go  off.  A  fuse  was  attached 
to  the  suicide's  clothing.  All  was  ready 
and  he  took  a  do.se  of  morphine.  He  then 
lighted  the  fuse.  The  fune.  burning  up 
10  the  oil-soaked  clothes,  set  fire  to  them. 
The  string  attached  to  the  revolver  was 
burned  and  the  weapon  went  off,  the  bul- 
let piercing  the  already  unconscious  man's 
breast.  In  dying  the  man  lurched  forwani 
and  the  rope  tightened  about  his  neck  in 
approved  hangman's  manner.  The  fire 
burned  through  the  noose  and  the  bodv 
fell  Into  the  tub  of  water.  By  this  timi"-. 
it  Is  needles.«i  to  relate,  the  ingenious  trav- 
eling man  was  very  much  dead.

NAVAL  WilRJOLLEGE. 

Value  of  Such  an  Institution  Already 
Understood  Abroad. 

The  reports  fumi shed  by  the  daily  news- 
pai)ers  of  the  lectures  delivered "  diu-ing 
the  last  week  at  tl  e  luival  war  college  in 
Newport  have  directed  general  attention 
to  an  Interesting  nstltutlon,  the  precise 
purpose  of  which  las  been  often  misun- 
derstood, says  t'olller's  Weekly.  The  naval 
war  college  is  not  a  post-graduate  depart- 
ment of  the  naval  school  at  -Annapolis, 
where  students  an  merely  carried  some- 
what further  alon  ?  lines  previously  fol- 
lowed. On  the  contrary,  the  work  per- 
formed at  Nawpor;  Is  of  a  wholly  difT^r- 
ent  kind,  and  Is  confined  to  an  examination 
atKl  an  attempted  .solution  of  those  strate- 
gic and  tactical  problems  by  which  naval 
commanders  are  confronted  in  actual  war- 
fare, of  which  som?  remarkable  examples 
were  presented  duiing  our  recent  content 
with  Spain.  It  wll  be  remembered  that, 
when  that  contest  began  In  April.  189», 
Snaln  possessed  two  strong  fleets,  one  at 
Manilla  and  the  ol  ler  In  her  home  water, 
each  applicable  to  the  defense  of  penin- 
sular seaports  and  the  Spanish  Antilles, 
or  to  aggressive  operations  against  our 
Atlantic  and  Pacit  c  coasts.  The  problem 
was  how  to  disqualify  both  of  those  fleets 
for  either  of  these  purposes,  and  we  know 
that  It  was  successfully  solved  by  Admi- 
ral Dewey  on  the  one  hand  and  by  Ad- 
mirals Sampson  and  Schley  upoi'i  the 
other. 

A  little  reflection  will  convince  us  that 
a  naval  officer  m.'i  y  be  expert  in  firing 
guns,  or  in  handlit  g  u  single  ship,  or  In 
maintaining  the  due  station  of  his  ship 
in  company  with  a  few  other  vessels,  and 
.vet  l)e  lackng  in  the  com:)rehcnslon  of 
those  strategical  snd  tactical  prlnclpKs 
which  are  needed  far  coping  witli  the  su- 
preme exigencies  c  f  naval  warfare.  For 
tiiat  comprehension  a  careful  study  of 
naval  history  is  r'liulred.  Among  other 
rsulls  of  such  a  slud.v  should  be  con- 
spicuously mentioned  the  discovery  that 
the  basic  principle;  of  naval  operations 
have  remained  substantially  imchanged, 
notwithstanding  th(  applications  of  steam 
and  the  invention  01  may  new  and  formid- 
able engines  of  War  Ii  is.  therefore,  pos- 
sible to  deduce  from  history  the  priclplcs 
of  naval  warfare  which,  with  only  slight 
modifications,  must  govern  us  today.  His- 
torical lectures  delivered  by  such  accept- 
<d  authorities  as  C:  [it.  A  .T.  Mahan  have 
thus  a  primary  par  to  play  In  the  course 
of  work  pursued  at  the  naval  college  In 
Newport.  Of  manifest  utility,  moreover, 
are  the  lectures  devoted  to  International 
law,  with  which  it  is  needful  that  naval 
commanders  shouiti  be  conversant.  We 
should  add  that  each  year  a  particular 
question  affecting  a  given  theater  of 
operations  Is  submitted  to  the  students 
In  attendance  at  the  college;  In  1S94  the 
<lufcstlon  related  to  the  defense  of  New 
York  harbor  and  I^ng  Island  sound;  in 
1S95  the  scene  of  hostilities  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  New  England  coast,  from 
Cape  Cod  to  Eastpcrt.  By  the  considera- 
tion of  such  questions,  naval  officers  are 
familiarized  In  ad\  ance  with  operations 
which,  at  any  momtnt,  they  may  be  called 
upon  to  undertake. 

To  the  itractlcal  value  of  Institutions 
like  that,  the  aim  ol  which  has  been  here 
indicated,  there  Is  abundant  testimony. 
For  Instance,  Col.  Henderson,  professor 
of  military  art  and  history  in  the  English 
army  staff  college,  advocated  in  a  recent 
lecture,  the  method  of  fitting  officers  for 
the  exercise  of  c  )mmand  by  training 
them  beforehand  in  the  solution  of  mili- 
tary problems.  He  pointed  out  that  iTie 
method  was  not  hew,  having  been  long 
followed  in  German.'-;  Indeed  it  was  at  the 
Kriegsakademic  that  von  Moltke  hinjself. 
during  his  long  tenure  of  office  as  chief 
of  staff,  framed  and  criticised  the  prob- 
lems which  the  students  were  to  solve. 
So  highly  Is  the  practice  rated  in  Ger- 
many that,  even  after  their  course  at  the 
Kriegsakademic  Is  finished  those  stu- 
dents who  have  evinced  most  proficiency 
spend  a  whole  year  In  sofving  problems 
under  the  direct  suiervlslon  of  the  higher 
authorities.

New  York.  Aug.  17.— A  tlispatoh  to  iho 
Heralil  from  San  Juan  says:  '  Communi- 
caiiun  has  now  been  restored  In  the  di- 
rection of  Ponce  as  far  as  (""aguas.  The 
whole  country  has  been  devastated. 

In  every  section  the  hurricane  destroyed 
all  the  towns  and  villages.  Those  whose 
homes  were  wrecked  are  wandering  about 
seekinji   foo»l   atid   sheiter. 

Ill  the  towns  the  stench  of  the  decaying 
boiiifs  under  the  ruins  of  homes  and  pub- 
lic buiiding:s  is  almost  unbearable. 

In  Yabucea  both  of  the  government 
physicians  were  caught  in  the  wreckage 
and  wounded.  The  tow  will  be  set  on  lire 
in  order  that  an  epidemic  be  avolde<I. 

Dr.  .\llinaii.  of  Arecibo.  writes  that  up 
to  Aug.  Vi  no  assistance  of  any  kind  had 
reached  there. 

It  is  i-ertain  that  there  are  many  bodies 
lying  in  a  state  of  putrefacation  under  the 
ruins,  but  it  is  impossible  to  find  laborers 
to  clt-an  up  the  towns. 

At  Ponce  there  has  been  a  public  pro- 
test against  the  negligence  of  the  mayor 
and  he  has  been  forceil  to  resign. 

Reports  from  Naguabo.  Corozal.  Agua- 
da.  Comerce  and  Guayquiila  arc  that 
these  towns  have  been  destroyed  and 
that  the  municipalities  are  witliotit  the 
means  to  relieve  distress. 

s>an  Juan,  too.  is  likely  to  be  threat- 
ened with  an  epidemic.  The  captain  of 
an  incoming  steamer  reports  that  fif- 
teen miles  off  and  drifting  shoreward 
there  are  inntimerablc  bodies  of  human 
iieings  and  caitle. 

The  town  of  Mamabo  has  been  coni- 
idetely  deinolished.  There  were  many 
rasualtifS  from  the  flooding  of  the 
liver,  IviO  persons,  many  of  them  chil- 
dren, having  been  drowned.  Comerce 
is  a  total  ruin.  The  hurricane  lasted 
there  for  twelve  hours.  The  .«.upplies  of 
pn  visions  will  not  last  more  than  four 
tiays.  The  people  have  fled  U>  the 
mountains.  The  villages  are  covered 
with  water.  No  aid  has  been  sent  as 
yet.  Thirty  bodies  have  been  recovered. 
Kive  hundred  persons  were  injured. 

I'tuado  and  Jayuya  have  been  tiooded. 
The  water  uncuveied  the  cemetery, 
tarrying  the  In  dies  down  the  liver.  The 
load  has  been  washed  away,  and  com- 
municatiun  by  horsei>ack  is  difficult. 

At  Naguabo  all  the  cattle  have  been 
destiiiyed.  Two-thirds  of  the  inhabi- 
tant.s  are  without  shelter,  and  a  famine 
is  jjredicted. 

At  Corozal  ll.'i  houses  were  wrecked. 
Leading  merchants  estimate  the  lo.^^ses

A  Few  of  the  Things  Duluth  Would 
Not  Miss. 

To  the   Editor  of  The   I  i.  raid: 

Duluth  is  to  bo  congratulated  upon  hav- 
ing a  few  Irss  vacaiu  business  buildings 
on  its  streets  than  a  year  ago.  It  is  to 
be  regretted,  however,  that  the  owners, 
or  agents,  of  those  buildings  still  vataui 
lind  it  necessary  to  cover  the  windows 
with  shi>w-posters  and  other  advertise- 
ments. The.i  about  every  vacant  lot  in 
the  central  part  of  the  city  has  a  high 
advertising  board  covered  with  adveriinc- 
ments  of  pills  and  other  commodities,  and 
in  some  cases  the  streets  are  fenced  olf 
with  these  ugly,  gaudy  colored  advertis- 
ing boards,  providing  a,  resort  for  tramps, 
it  makes  the  town  lOok  as  if  it  were  "to 
let.'  When  in  the  country  we  see  vacant 
farm  buildings  covered  with  advertise- 
ments we  know  the  owner  is  shiftless  and 
miserably  poor.  Strangers  have  the  same 
opinion  of  our  city. 

1  understand  some  chaps,  encouraged 
by  our  extreme  carelessness  and  lack  of 
taste  in  this  line,  are  asking  the  right  to 
erect  lH)xes  on  our  street  corners,  in  front 
of  the  stores,  and  cover  them  with  adver- 
tiseme:us  for  fifteen  years;  they  to  take 
such  material  as  is  deposite<l  in  the  boxes. 
What  we  nee<l  is  a  few  wide-awake  ponce- 
men  to  prevent  the  tlirifty  advertising 
coiniKinies  from  fencing  oh'  our  streets 
with  their  ugly  advertising  boards  or  irom 
IKiinting  their  advertise  merits  on  the 
ro.-ks  along  the  streets;  they  should  also 
stoj)  the  shopkeepers,  and  others,  from 
making  a  dumping  ground  of  Superior 
street.  The  fact '  is  our  police  otficers 
lack  4liscipline;  they  are  often  seen  on 
their  beats,  and  even  in  street  parades, 
with  their  coats  imbuttoned  and  flapping 
in  the  wind  like  an  Indian's  blanket— a 
policeman  would  be  discharged  in  a  well 
regulate<l  town  of  lo.iXKi  if  seen  *>n  duty 
with  his  coat  uabuttoned.  Our  police  uni- 
forms often  look  dirty  and  siouchy;  the 
force  needs  a  better  disciplinarian  at  its 
htad. 

Speaking  of  advertising;  why  should  our 
street  cars  be  tilled  with  advertising  cards 
and  disgusting  patent  medicine  pictures; 
does  the  company's  franchise  include  this 
privilege?  One  must  get  into  his  house, 
close  the  door  and  draw  the  blinds  if  he 
would  .net  out  of  sight  of  the  V)ill  mer- 
chant's or  other  advertisements.  No  good 
city  ofRcial  will  lend  his  aid  to  increasing 
this  nuisance.

(luarls  denunciation  of  Esterhazy  and 
l'al>  Du  Clam  and  dwelt  exhaustively  on 
his  labori<uis  iiuiuiry  into  the  charges 
against  Esterhazy,  de.scribing  the  papers 
lound  at  the  residence  of  Mile.  Pays. 
where    Esterhasv    sought    refuge. 

M.  Be-til!us  then  related  the  notable 
Interview  between  himself  and  Meut. 
Col.  Henry.  Julv  IN.  1S9S,  shortly  before 
Henry  committLMl  suicide,  ^'his  naturally 
was  a  painful  recital  for  Mme.  Henry, 
the  widow,  who  was  much  distressed  and 
wept  sileiuly  as  the  dramatic  scene  when 
M.  Bertillus  and  Henry  proceeded  to  seal 
up  the  seized  papers  was  depicted.  The 
magistrate  repeated  the  whole  storv  with 
emphasis  and  it  had  great  effect"  upon 
the  audience.

But  what,  above  all.  confirmed  the 
witness  in  his  belief,  was  the  entire  ab- 
.sence  of  a  motive  which  could  have 
tempted  Dreyfus  to  commit  such  a  crime. 
"Without  inoljive."  emphatically,  de- 
cland  the  magistrate,  "there  was  no 
crime." 

The  earnestness  with  which  M.  Bertillus 
insisted  ujK)n  the  inncKence  of  the  accused 
created  a  profound  imi)ression  upon  his 
hearers. 

"You  have  been  told,"  he  said,  "that 
Dreyfus  is  guilty.  For  mv.self,  I  btlieve. 
and  believe  profoundly,  in  his  innocence." 

"If  1  come  here  to  tell  you  so,  you  will 
understand  that  it  is  because  my  con- 
science tells  me  that  in  so  <loing  I  am 
performing  a  duty,  an  absolute  dutv. 

"The  court  of  cassation,  has  declared 
the  bordereau  to  be  the  work  of  Esterhazy 
Now.  the  Court  of  cassation  is  the  sii- 
preme  authority  in  all  matters  of  justice 
in  France."    tSensation).

Henry  said:  "These  papers  were 
not  all  torn  in  a  thou.sand  pieces,  l  was 
able  to  note  that  personally.  Letters 
often  came  entire." 

"M.  Bertillus  has  maintained  that 
everything  arrived  in  pieces.  That  is 
false." 

The  court  here  resounded  with  excla- 
mations of  surprise,  and  Mme.  Henry 
con?luded:  "I  have  nothing  more  to 
say." 

M.  Bertillus  said  he  did  not  desire  to 
reply  to  Mme.  Henry,  adding:  "She  is 
only  a  woman." 

"I  am  not  a  woman."  exclaimed  Mm*->. 
Henry  furiously;  "I  speak  in  the  name 
of  my  husband." 

The  incident  caused  great  excitemet 
in  court. 

"Now  shall  I  reply  to  Mme?"  asked 
M.   Bertillus. 

'She  is  defending  the  name  of  a  dead 
man  and  her  child."  (Renewed  sensa- 
tion). 

After  gazing  steadfastly  at  M.  Bertil- 
lus. who  was  greatly  moved.  Mme. 
Henry  descended  from  the  platform  and 
took  a  seat  beside  Gen.  Zurlinden. 

M.  Bertillus  forthwith  left  the  court. 


on  that  occasion  ard,  moreover,  shortly 
afterwards  Paty  d«  Ciam  admitted  he 
had  not  found  a  frfsh  charge. 

•Beyond  the  bordereau."  added  the 
witness,  "there  wjs  nothing  against 
Dreyfus— absolutely  nothing."  • 

His  impression  djring  the  investiga- 
tion, continued  Col.  Picquart.  "was  that 
the  acquittal  of  th«  accused"  was  prob- 
able, as  the  eviden.«e  was  Insufficient 
Wltijess  believed  h*  had  even  told  the 
minister  of  war  that  the  condemnation 
of  the  accused  couM  not  be  secured  un- 
ices the  court-marilal  had  been  shown 
the  secret  documents  which  It  had  been 
agreed  to  submit  to  the  court.  The 
colonel  next  related  that  In  1894  he  did 
not  know  the  contents  of  the  secret 
dossier,  but  he  believed,  like  all  other 
officers.  It  contained  frightful  proofs 
against  the  prisoner.  When  he  Iwcanie 
acquainted  with  it■^  contents,  however, 
he  found  that  his  "earlier  impressions 
wei-e  entirely  wron?,"  (Prolonged  sen- 
sation). 

Picquart  then  recalled  the  veheinent 
protests  of  innocenc  e  which  the  prisoner 
had  not  ceased  to  luake  during  ail 
phases  of  the  degradation.  The  witness 
declared  he  was  quite  ignorant  of  the 
confession  Dreyfus  is  alleged  to  have 
made  to  Capt.  Lebrun-Renault. 

Continuing.  Col.  Picquart  defended 
himself  against  th«  charge  that  he  had 
always  directed  hl.*^  efforts  towards  the 
rehabilitation  of  Dreyfus.  He  said  he 
had  only  directed  the  investigations 
made  to  that  end  when  he  became 
aware  that  the  writings  of  Esterhazy 
and  the  bordereau  were  Identical,  and 
that,  consequently,  the  charges  against 
Dreyfus  no  longer  existed. 

During  the  course  of  his  testimony. 
Col.  Picquart  asked  to  be  confronted 
with  Maj.  Paty  de  Clam,  and  to  be  per- 
mitted to  deal  witl  sotne  of  his  peculi- 
arltie.s"  when  l'at\  de  Clam  Is  In  the 
witness  box. 

Next,  the  colonel  examined  the  bor- 
dereau and  declared  Dreyfus  could  not 
have  disclosed  part  of  it. 

Regarding  the  Madagascar  note,  the 
witness  disputed  its  value,  and  said  he 
did  not  believe  it  was  a  confidential 
note.  He  added  th  it  If  Dreyfus,  in  his 
capacity  of  a  probationer,  had  asked  the 
witness  for  the  note.  he  would  have 
handed  it  to  him  immediately.  There- 
fore he,  Plcquait.  v  as  unable  to  under- 
stand the  sentence  in  the  bordereau 
reading:  "This  dc.cument  was  very 
difficult  to  obtain." 

Col.  I'icquart  then  declared  he  had 
never  seen  Dreyfus  copy  the  smallest 
d ocumet  in  the  war  office.  In  the  opin- 
ion of  the  witne.ss,  that  department 
where  the  bordereau  was  discovered 
ought  to  have  been  searched  when  the 
discovery  was  made.  This,  ho  explained, 
was  the  department  in  which  Paty  de 
Clam  worked:  this  was  the  department 
in  which  he  wa.^  working  on  the  plan 
of  the  concentration  of  the.  troops  and 
the  Madagascar  expedition.  He  added: 
"It  was  in  Maj.  Paty  de  Clam's  de- 
partment that  sear<h  should  have  been 
made,  or  .rather  in  his  private  room, 
where  he  worked  quite  alone."  (Sensa- 
tion). 

Paty  de  Clam,  continued  the  witness, 
had  been  guilty  if  grave  imprudence  in 
having.  » untrary  to  the  regulations,  had 
confidential  documents  copied  by  simple 
se:retarles,  non-commisaioned  officers 
and  even  private  soldiers,  whereas  the 
custom  was  that  such  work  was  done 
solely  by  officers.  . 

Later  on  the  witness  said  he  won- 
dered If  it  was  not  to  avoid  the  risk  of 
punishment  that  Paty  de  Clam  ad- 
vanced the  date  of  the  reception  of  the 
bordereau  at  the  intelligence  depart- 
ment, so  as  to  make  it  prior  to  the  date 
<f  his  (F'ay  de  Clam's)  arrival  In  the 
department.     (Sensation). 

At  11:45  a.  m.  the  court  adjourned  for 
the  day.  Col.  Picquart  will  continue  his 
deposition  tomorrow. 


everyone  In  court  today  had  the  scene 
at  once  before  their  eyes. 

The  strongest  point  made  by  Col.  Pic- 
quart was  undoubtedly  against  Paty  De 
Clam,  on  the  latter's  motives  In  altering 
the  date  of  the  bordereau. 

Picquart's  argu^nents  and  courageous 
attitude  undoubtedly  impressed  the 
members  of  the  court-martial,  and 
elicited  a  continual  ripple  of  admiration 
from  the  audience,  but  there  was  no 
demonstration  either  on  his  entering  or 
leaving  the  court.  Great  precautions 
had  been  taken  to  prevent  any  attack 
upon  Picquart.  Cavalry  and  mounted 
gend'armes  kept  the  public  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  from  the  court,  and  the  streets 
were  swarming  with  policemen  and  de- 
tectives. 

Mme.  Henry  made  a  poor  impression 
in  confrontation  with  Magistrate  Ber- 
tillus, and  from  the  tone  of  her  voice 
and  absence  of  emotion  it  was  plainly 
seen  that  her  intervention  was  prear- 
ranged and  that  she  simply  repeated 
what  she  had  committed  to  memory. 

It  becanje  known  later  in  the  day  that 
M.  Labori  was  progressing  most  satis- 
factorily. The  doctors,  after  their  ex- 
ar.iination  of  the  patient  today,  tie- 
clared  that  unless  complications  oc- 
curred he  will  be  able  to  be  present  In 
court  at  the  beginning  of  next  week  or 
Wednesday  at  the  latest. 

The  wounded  lawyer  Is  in  excellent 
spirits,  especially  after  reading  an  ac- 
count of  today's  proceedings,  of  which  u 
verbatim  stenographic  report  was  sent 
to  him  immediately  after  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  session. 

The  doctors  intend  to  leave  the  bullet 
where  It  Is.  unless  It  induces  fever. 


ANOTHER  FORGERY. 

The  Figaro  Exposes  One   in  the 
Dreyfus  Case. 

Paris.  Aug.  17.— A  special  edition  of 
the  Figaro,  just  issued,  exposes  another 
alleged  forgery  In  the  Dreyfus  case  by 
publishing  the  following  telegram  from 
Ems: 

"The  letter  of  Nov.  30,  1897,  attributed 
to  me  and  reproduced  in  the  Figaro  of 
Aug.  16,  18S9,  is  a  forgery. 

"SCHNEIDER." 

The  letter  referred  to  was  one  from 
Schneider,  the  Austrian  military  at- 
tache at  Paris,  in  which  he  was  alleged 
to  have  said  Sehwarizkoppen  and  Pa- 
nizzardi.  respectively,  the  German  and 
Italian  attaches,  were  trying  to  make 
out  that  it  was  not  "Dreyfus  who  was 
giving  them  information  and  adding 
that  he  had  no  belief  in  these  protest- 
ations. M.  Cavaignac.  the  former  min- 
ister of  war.  in  his  testimony,  made  a 
great  point  of  this.

PICQUART  PROTESTS. 

Makes  Vigorous  Reply  to  the  Attacks 
Made  Upon  Him. 

Rennes.  Aug.  17.— Col.  Picquart  was 
then  called  to  the  witness  stand.  He 
protested  most  firmly  against  all  sus- 
picion of  having  caused  the  disappear- 
ance of  any  documents  relating  to  Drey- 
fus. Doctiments  had  disappeared,  but 
he  was  not  connected  with  their  disap- 
pearance. He  also  repelled  with  scorn 
the  assertion  that  he  had  endeavored  to 
put  another  officer  in  the  place  of  the 
real  author  of  the  bordereau. 

"It  is  true,"  the  witness  continued, 
"that  the  name  of  Capt.  Dorval,  being 
mentitmed  to  me  as  a  dangerou.s  man,  1 
had  him  watched,  and  do  you  know, 
gentlemen,  by  whom  Dorval  was  de- 
nounced? By  his  own  cousin,"  ccm- 
tinued  Picquart,  "Maj.  Du  Paty  Dt- 
Clam."     (Sensation). 

Col.  Piccjuart  then  next  proceeded  to 
reply  to  the  various  attacks  made  upon 
him. 

"These  tactics."  he  said,  "are  evi- 
dently pursued  with  the  object  of  lessen- 
ing the  value  of  my  testimony." 

The  colonel  next  outlined  his  connec- 
tion svith  Dreyfus  at  the  military  col- 
lege, and  afterwards  at  the  ministry  of 
war,  where,  owing  to  the  anti-Semite 
prejudices  of  the  general  staff,  he  first 
appointed  Dreyfus  to  a  department 
where  probationers  had  no  direct  cog- 
nizance of  the  secret  documents.  He 
then  described  the  consternation  in  the 
war  office  when  the  treason  was  dis- 
covered and  the  relief  experienced  when 
it  was  thought  the  guilty  person  had 
been  discovered.  It  was  then  the  wit- 
ness discovered  the  simiiarlty  between 
the  handwriting  of  Dreyfus  and  that  of 
the  bordereau,  and  he  had  recourse  to 
Du  Paty  De  Clam,  "who  was  supposed 
to  have  graphologlcal  knowledge." 
(Laughter). 

Then  the  witness  described  what  he 
characterized  as  "the  irregular  steps" 
taken  by  Gen.  Mercier  to  accomplish  the 
arrest  of  Dreyfus. 

Referring  to  the  dictation  test  the 
witness  earnestly  and  emphatically

PICQUART  MAGNIFICENT. 

He  Made  a  Strong  Impression  on 
His  Auditors, 

Rennes,  Aug.  17— Col.  Picquart  was 
magnificent  today,  as  he  marched  Into 
court,  tall  and  strongly  built,  dressed  in 
a  frock  coat,  and  wearing  the  ribbon  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor  In  his  buttonhole. 
His  first  words  fsounded  through  the 
court  room  like  a  trumpet  blast,  as  he 
replied  to  the  questions  of  the  president, 
giving  his  name.  etc.  His  advent  was 
like  a  fresh  breeze,  clearing  away  the 
foul  atmosphere  of  the  previous  sit- 
tings. 

The  colpnel  began  his  deposition  in  the 
high,  resonant  voice  of  a  man  deter- 
mined to  abide  by  every  word  uttered. 
He  was  pale,  but  had  a  look  of  grim  de- 
termination on  his  face.  He  looked  the 
members  of  the  court-martial  straight 
in  the  eyes  and  at  once  assumed  a  cola 
demeanor  toward  them,  giving  C(jI. 
Jouaust.  the  president  of  the  court,  just 
such  deference  as  the  latter  could  com- 
mand, but  not  a  scrap  more. 

The  strength  of  character  of  Col.  Pic- 
quart and  the  attitude  he  Intended  to 
adopt  in  court  was  shown  at  the  out- 
set when,  having  been  already  stopped 
by  Col.  Jouaust  from  entering  into  cer- 
tain exi)lanations.  he  came  to  the  rea- 
sons why  he  entered  the  war  office,  and 
declared:  "I  am  going  to  explain  In  a 
few  words  why  I  entered  the  war  office." 
adding  in  a  resolute  tone,  "and  that  will 
not  be  much." 

Picquart  spoke  palpably  under  the  in- 
fluence of  strong  emotions,  but  through- 
out he  maintained  complete  mastery 
over  himself.  He  accompanied  his 
statements  with  energetic  gestures  and 
with  an  intonation  that  brought  out 
every  point  he  wished  to  make,  and  he 
made  many,  as  the  incessant  murmurs 
of  approval  of  the  audience  showed. 

From  the  beginning  to  the  end  the 
testimony  of  the  colonel  was  spoken 
without  hesitation,  and  his  facts  were 
arranged  and  submitted  in  lucid,  un- 
equivocal language,  which  was  striking 
testimony  to  his  finely  wrought  intelli- 
gence. He  was  very  effective  with  some 
simple  phrases,  as  when  repeating  the 
late  Lieut.  Henry's  theatrical  denuncia- 
tion of  the  Dreyfus  court-martial,  he 
turned  towards  1  ireyf us  and,  pointing  to 
him  with  his  finger,  said:  "Henry  said 
it   just    as   I   am   .saying   it   now,"    and

Aug.  it; —The 
busine.'ss  men  of  Chippewa  Falls  an.i 
the  V\  isc-onsin  Telephcme  comjiany  are 
on  the  verge  of  a  big  battle,  and  all  be- 
cause the  company  has  commenced  lo 
raise  telephone  rates.  Until  a  month 
ago  the  Wisconsin  companv  had  a 
strong  rival  in  a  local  companv,  which 
was  oiganized  here  in  1897,  and  was 
fast  gelling  the  bulk  of  business  awa.y 
from  the  (dd  company.  Rut  in  Julv  last 
the  Wisconsin  purchased  the  local  line 
end  again  has  the  field  to  itself.  Its 
(irst  move  has  been  to  commence  to 
restore  the  rates  to  the  high  ni.tch  thev 
occupied  when  there  was  no  rival.  It 
was  not  believed  when  the  sale  was 
made  that  the  company  would  dare  to 
attempt  to  restore  the  rates,  but  such 
is  evidently  the  c-ase,  as  subsc-ribers 
v.ho  have  been  paying  $1..50  per  month 
were  notified  today  that  the  charge 
hereafter  would  be  $2.67  per  month.  The 
rates  on  'phones  in  business  houses  havt> 
not  yet  been  advanced,  but  it  is  believed 
that  they  will  be  in  a  day  or  two.  Ho^v- 
ever,  the  business  men  will  not  submit 
to  it,  and  talk  of  again  organizing  a 
home  company.  Subscribers  who  were 
notified  of  the  raise  today  promptly 
ordered   their  'phones  taken  out.

Through  the  June  apportionment 
more  money  will  l,.  distributed  am  mg 
the  various  count.x,  city  and  school 
funds  than  by  any  previ-ius  quarterly 
settlement  of  taxc-s  in  the  history  of  St. 
Louis  county.  The  force  of  clerks 
under  L.  A.  Marvin  that  have  been 
Working  on  the  Jure  apportionment  ui) 
in  the  county  audit  .r's  office  for  several 
weeks  past  finished  its  work  last  night, 
and  the  result  shows  the  largest  quar- 
terly apptji  tionment  on  record.  The  ap- 
portionment exceeis  the  June  division 
.  f  revenue  for  las;  year  by  $229,369.1S. 
The  total  for  this  year's  dis"tri!)ution  is 
si,00.'i.0Ui.72,  as  against  $77.1,650.64  of  a 
year  a.go.  The  city  will  receive  $161,- 
189.79  more  than  last  year,  and  the  in- 
dependent school  district  will  get  $37,- 
692.08  over  the  apportionment  uf  the 
same  quarter  last  >  ear.  The  county  gets 
$12,798.12  more  than  a  year  ago  and 
there  is  an  increa.-e  for  each  town'  and 
village  in  the  county. 

The  principal  increases  in  the  countv 
apportionment  over  the  apportionment 
of  last  June  include  $.5000  in  the  c-ountv 
poor  fund,  about  Siooo  increase  in  the 
bond  interest  and  .sinking  funds  and 
about  $2000  increas.v  in  the  money  to  be 
exj)ended  in  county  roads.  The  special 
road  app(atii!nment  fci-  the  county  is  cut 
down  al)out  $3000  fiom  last  June's  ap- 
I>o>!ionnient.

St.  Paul,  Aug.  i;.— Governor  Lind  has 
returned  from  a  five  days'  sojourn  in  Itas- 
ca state  park  strongly  impres.sed  with  the 
state's  reserve  and  convinced  that  it 
shoulcl  be  enlarged  In  his  trip  to  the 
park  he  was  accompanied  by  Judge  Mit- 
jMell  and  Attorney  General  Douglas  The 
last  legislature  ;ii)pi  ,,i)riated  $2f>.0iH)  for  the 
purchase  of  land  within  the  limit  of  the 
park  not  yet  owned  by  the  state,  and  the 
officials  made  the  iiip  to  deterftiine  what 
tracts  should  be  puichased  first,  since  tne 
sum  appropriated  is  not  sufficient  to  uc- 
ciuire  all   the  private  land. 

The  schemes  of  Cjl.  Cooper  for  a  CoW 
Ktiuare  mile  park  In  one  region  is  regard- 
ed as  visionary  by  Governor  Lind  who 
.say.s  It  is  contrar.N  to  the  wishej?  and 
habits  of  the  people.  The  latter  favor 
a  number  of  small  parks.  He  does  not 
think  much  expense  would  be  attached  to 
the  state  by  keepin,,'  them  up.  All  thev 
wou.d  recfuire  wouH  be  roads,  fire  pro"- 
tection  and  scientiiic  administration  of 
the  forests.  At  the  present  time  Itasca 
park  can  yield  from  I50,(HK)  to  3OO,0CXI  feel  of 
pine  annually  without  impairing  its  for- 
est growth.  The  go.-ernor  also  takes  the 
ground  that  land  not  fit  for  settlement 
should  be  reserved  for  scientific  state  for- 
estry. 

.As  a  result  of  his  trip  Governor  Lind 
has  decided  to  take  from  his  contingent 
fund  sufficient  money  to  pay  for  cutting 
a  trail  from  Mary's  ake  to  Lake  Fernan- 
do de  Soto,  and  thence  along  the  ridge 
lo  Mlssis.sippi  Sprirgs.  .some  fifteen  or 
twenty  miles.

THE  SHAMHOCK  ARRIVES. 

Makes  a  Remarkably   Quick   Trip 
Across  the  Ocean. 

New  York.  Aus.  18.— f-'ir  Thomas  Lip- 
ton's  yacht  Shamrock,  challenger  for  the 
America's  cup,  reached  this  port  today, 
actompanied  by  her  tender,  the  eteam 
yacht  Erin.  The  Shamrock  sailed  from 
Fairlie,  on  the  Clyde,  Augr.  3,  and  made 
the  trans-Atlantic  voyage  in  mu  h 
quicker  time  than  was  anticipated. 

The  Erin  towed  the  Shamro<k  about 
200<)  miles  antl  the  latter  sailed  some- 
thins  more  than  1200  miles.  Her  best 
days  run  under  canvas  was  26.S  knots. 
Most  of  the  towing  was  done  after  ih« 
passage  of  the  Azores.  Aug.  9. 

At  quarantine  the  yachts  were 
promptly  cleared. 

The  Shamrock  was  yawl-rigged  and 
painted  light  green.  She  carried  the 
blue  ensign  <tf  the  British  navr.  with 
Sir  Thomas  Lipton's  private  signal, 
green  shamrock  on  yellow  ground,  with 
a  green  border.  The  Shamrock  shows  a 
light,  silvery  metal  where  the  paint  has 
been  scraped  from  the  sides.  The  crew 
of  the  yacht  are  well  satisfied  with  the 
behavior  of  the  challenger. 

On  board  the  Erin  was  Chevalier  Mar- 
tino,  marine  painter  to  the  queen.

CHARGED  TO  D^EYFUSITES. 

Ths  Recent  Sudden  Death  of  Lieut. 
Col.  Loite. 

New  Yoik.  .Vu-.  I  v.  — a  dispatch  to  ihe 

World   from    Rennes   says:      Lieut.   Col. 

I„ohe,    who   has    been    in   charge   of   the 

mounted   gend'armes   doing  duty   about 

the  court-martial,  died  suddenly  Thurs- 
day. 

The  anti-Dreyfusites  openly  charge 
the  Dreyfusites  with  being  responsible 
foi-  his  death. 

The  local  niwsiiai)ers  In  their  accounts 
of  it  print  in  big  headlines:  "Another 
Victim  of  the  Dreyfusites." 

It  is  rumored  that  Col.  Lohe  blew  out 
his  brains  because  of  attacks  in  the 
newspapers  friendly  to  M.  Labori,  since 
the  shooting  of  the  latter. 

Another  story  is  that  death  was  due 
to  heart  disease.  It  is  practically  Im- 
possible to  get  at  the  truth. 

At  militasy  headquarters  it  is  vehe- 
mently lienied  that  Lohe  committed 
suicide. 

Col.  Lohe  had  been  one  of  the  most 
( onspicuous  personages  on  the  scene 
sin<e  the  beginning  of  the  trial. 

At  the  time  of  the  assault  on  M. 
Labori  he  led  the  first  platoon,  detached 
to  maintain  order  on  Richmond  bridge, 
the  scene  of  the  shooting. 

There  he  was  somewhat  abrupt  in 
handling  the  friends  of  the  wounded 
lawyer  who  sought  to  get  near  him.  His 
conduct,  under  the  nainfuj  circum- 
stances, was  severely  criticised.  He 
took  these  attacks  to  heart,  having  be- 
come despondent  to  such  a  degree  that 
his  health  was  affe;  ted.  Thur.'^duy. 
durin.u;-  the  sitting  of  the  court-martial, 
he  was  obliged  to  leave  the  room,  say- 
ing that  he  was  too  ill  to  remain  until 
the  close  of  the  session.  Two  hou:;; 
later  news  of  his  death  leaked  out. 

What  serves  to  give  an  air  of  myster.v 
to  the  happening  was  the  conlliiting 
statements  about   the  cause  of  death. 

Two  men  who  knew  Lohe  intimaleiy 
said  they  noticed  that  his  mind  was 
j^radtiaiiy  being  unbalanced  by  listening 
to  the  debates  at  the  Dreyfus  trial. 

Two  <lays  ago,  they  declare,  he  said  it 
was  hopeless  to  struggle  against  th« 
.lews,  who  n<iw  h.ive  the  iiooer  han  1 
and  will  avenge  the  race  on  "all  f)f  iis 
olticers  of  the  army." 

PiCQUART  PROCEEDS. 

He  Replies  to  Gen.  Roget's  Arraign- 
ment of  Him. 

Rennes,  Aug.  is.  — When  the  trial  of 
Capt.  Dreyfus  was  resumed  this  morn- 
ing, (^ol.  Picquart,  former  chief  of  ilie 
intelligence  department  of  the  war  of- 
fic(>,  was  called  to  the  witness  stand  and 
continued  his  dejiosition.  wiiich  was  in- 
terrupted yesterday  by  the  adjourn- 
ment of  t!i<.>  court  for  the  day. 

The  colonel  gave  his  testimony  in  loe 
same  loud,  fearless  tone  of  voice  that 
•  haracterized  )ii.«!  manner  yesterday. 
He  began  l)y  declaring  he  thought  it 
necessary  to  reply  to  fien.  Itoget's  veii- 
table  arraignment  of  him  while  on  the 
stand.  At  the  outset  of  Col.  Pic- 
quart's  remarks  Roget  interposed  and 
said  he  would  reply  to  them. 

C?ontinuing.  Col.  Picquart  proceetled 
to  discuss  the  secret  dossier  as  being 
the  mainspiing  of  the  londemnation  of 
Dreyfus.  He  tooic  uj)  the' docununt.-; 
successively,  refeiring  to  the  writers 
and  addresses  of  the  letters  as  "A"  and 
"B.  " 

Among  those  present  in  court 
f^ens.  Zurlinden  and  Billot,  former 
isteis  of  war. 

Maitre  Mornard,  who  argued  th? 
case  in  behalf  of  the  Dreyfus  family 
for  the  re\ision  of  the  prisoner's  sen- 
tence V)efore  the  court  of  cassation,  was 
present  this  int)rning  to  assist  M.  De- 
mange  counsel  for  the  defense. 

Before  resuming  his  depsition.  Col. 
Picquart  said:  "I  think  it  necessary  to 
say  a  few  words  with  refeience  to  the 
Veritable  speech  for  the  prosecution, 
delivered  by  (Jen.  Roget  when  referring 
to  the  Quenelli  case." 

The  president  of  t'ne  court.  Col. 
Jouaust,  here  interposed  saying:  "Is  it 
a  pergonal  matter?" 

"I  shall  be  very  brief,  colonel,"  replied 
Picquart.  "T  am,  moreover,  ready  to 
reply  to  all  questions  the  court  may 
ask  on  the  subject.  For  the  moment  I 
shall  confine  myslef  to  the  followin,;; 
explanation:  The  Quenelli  case  occurred 
between  May  30  and  July  IT,  1S9G.  at 
which  period,  on  account  of  a  family 
bereavement,  I  was  unable  to  pay  very 
little  attention  to  my  ofTicial  duties.  In 
my  absence.  Col.  Henry  acted  for  me. 
Moreover  I  devoted  most  of  the  month 
of  July  to  a  journey  of  the  headquar- 
ters staff,  which  also  prevented  me  fiom 
attending  to  my  ordinary  duties.  T 
was.  therefore,  able  to  give  only  very 
intermittent  attention  to  the  Quenelli 
lase.  Besides  this,  Qiaenelii  was  a  re- 
turned convict,  who  had  contravened  a 
decree  of  exi)ulsion  and  had  been 
caught  red-handed  in  another  criminal 
act.  He  was,  at  first  sight,  a  not  par-  * 


ticularly  interesting  pcrsc^age." 

At    this    point    (Jen.    Rojct   aro.se   and 
said:       "I  wish  to  i)e  alloyed  to  reply." 
"You  shall."  said  C<1.  Juiaust. 

Col.  Picquart,  continuing,  said:  "I 
protest  absolutely  against  the  allega- 
tion that  1  consented  to  .he  communi- 
cation of  secri't  documenti  to  the  mem- 
b<-rs  of  the  Dreyfus  lourt martial  with- 
out tile  prisoner's  knowledge.  1  never 
ordered  such  commiinicaiion.  and  if  u 
was  done  it  was  not  with  my  cogniz- 
ance. 

"I  hastened  to  adil  that  in  my  opinion 
it  would  have  been  an  inst.li  to  the  com  '. 
lo  belie\e  its  members  woild  lend  them- 
.'-•elves  lo  such  machinaiions.  I  am 
reatly.  I  repeat,  to  lepl.v  lo  every  <|Ues- 
tioii.  I  will  only  point  on:  that  all  (Jen. 
Roget  has  recounted  in  didail  was  puli- 
llsheil  iti  general  terms  in  the  <;aulo;>5 
.Ian.  7.  H.iving  thus  exHaitied  certain 
matters.  I   will  continue  liy  de|>ositioii." 

Then  the  cidonel  pioceedeil  to  discuss 
the  phrase,  oicuiring  in  die  bordereau. 
"1  am  going  to  the  maiieuvt-rs."  lie 
s:ii"i  there  was  no  qiiesiiou  nf  proba- 
lioners  going  to  the  nianuivers  in  Si-jt- 
teiuber.  This.  In-  pointnl  out,  woul  I 
ha\e  curtailed  their  |>«'riol  of  probation 
in  an  entirely  umisu.il  manner. 

.After  dealing  with  the  testimony  of 
the  experts  at  the  colli  i-nartinl  of  isiil. 
Pi. -quart  i>roct'eded  to  examine  Ihe 
secret  dossier,  a  close  analysis  of  which, 
he  asserted,  was  parliciihrly  ne<essaiy,

"The  second  part  of  liie  dossier,"  con- 
tinue<l  Picquart.  "consistid  chielly  of  a 
supplemcniaiy  ie\  lew  of  the  lirst.  It 
cont.iin;.d  the  gist  of  seVeo  or  eight  doc- 
uments, one  (.f  which.  "C?ette  canaille  de 
d ,'  will  serve  for  the  parpose  of  com- 
parison. It  also  contained  the  corre- 
siontlence  of  attaches  '.A'  and  "15.'  These 
initials,  it  should  ii'  bi-rne  in  mind, 
lepre.-ent  Col.  Schwartzkoppen.  for- 
merly (Jerman  military  attache  at 
I^iris.  and  -Maj.  Fanizzarii,  the  former 
military  attache  of  Italy,  at  the  French 
capital." 

At  this  juncture  the  colonel  said  it 
would  facilitate  his  explanations  if  he 
weic  pemiitted  to  see  tlie  secret  d  )s.-ier. 
adding:  "1  have  already  ha<l  it  in  mv 
hands,  but  I  fear  my  memory  may  fail 
me  en  S(jme  points." 

"What  yell  ask,"  replied  tlie  president 
(f  the  Court-martial,  "is  inipos.s;ible. 
The  ministei".s'  orders  are  ibsulule.  Tlie 
secret  dossier  can  only  be  examined 
under  certain  cmilitions." 

"I  regret  it,"  answer.'d  C d.  Picquart. 
'"But  1  will  try  to  refitsh  my  memory." 
The  witness  explained  why  Maj.  Du 
Paty  De  Clam's  tianslati.  n  if  the 
D'.Vvigni  n  ilocument.  wlich  has  been 
cla.s.sed  as  idiotic,  was  ooen  to  doubt, 
and  why  the  document,  f  it  liad  any 
meaning  whatever,  was  as  applicable  to 
Esterhazy  as   to  Dreyfus. 

Regarding  the  correspondence  of  tli«- 
military  attaches,  the  witness  demon- 
stiated  the  insigniticance  of  the  infor- 
mation as'Ked  for.  While  Paly  De  Clam 
regarded  the  cot  respondi'nce  as  convinc- 
ing and  a.s  ilearly  indicating  an  ofHcer 
of  the  second  bureau.  Piciuart  main- 
tained that  the  terms  ei'  the  corre- 
si-onden.e  indicated  that  the  writer  in- 
tended to  ask  a  friend  and  not  a  spy 
for  the  information  desired.  Many 
headquarters  ofHceis,  he  pointed  out, 
were  tn  cordial  and  alnoluiely  legiti- 
mate terms  with  the  foreign  military 
attaches. 
Col.  Picquart  then   took  up  the  'Cette 

ennaille  ile  d "  document.      He  called 

the  attention  of  the  court  to  the  fa<  t 
that  it  was  addressed  by  Schwartzkop- 
pen  to  Panizzaidi,  and  not  vice  vei"sa. 
as  long  believed.  After  giving  his  rea- 
sons for  believing  Dreyfus  was  not  the 
person  referred  to  in  that  document. 
Picciuart  showed  how  Paty  de  Clam  en- 
deavored to  ascribe  the  authorshi.n  of 
the  document  to  Panizzaidi  with  tli" 
view  of  estiiblishing  a  <'onne(tion.  whicli 
in  reality  did  not  exist,  between  tlie 
various  documents  in  the  in<lictment 
against   Dreyfus. 

The  document  referring  to  tlK^  French 
agent's  journey  to  Switzerland,  of  which 
Schwartzkoppen  is  said  to  have  been 
informed,  was  only  slightly  commented 
upon  by  the  witness,  as  he  did  not  at- 
tach  importance   to  it. 

The  minutt-ness  with  which  the  colonel 
dealt  with  the  evidence,  the  clearness  of 
his  language  and  his  deductions  had 
gieat  effect  U{)on  the  audience  and 
elicited  general  admiration.  Tiie  former 
( hief  of  the  intelligence  department 
c<mcluded  his  examination  of  the  lirst 
portion  of  the  secret  dossier  by  saying: 

'"May  I  ije  allowed  to  exiiress  deep  re- 
gret at  tl'e  ab.sence  of  Maj.  Du  Paty  di' 
Cl.'im'.'  It  seems  to  me  indispensable 
that  this  ofHcer,  who  wrote  the  loni- 
ment.aries  on  the  secret  dossier,  should 
be  summoned  to  give  evidence  here.  He 
would  give  us  his  reminisc(  nces  and  1 
would  help  him."     (Laughter.) 

■"But."  added  Picquart,  "since  I  am 
dealing  with  this  question  of  the  com- 
mentaries of  Maj.  Du  Paty  de  Clam, 
permit  me  to  point  out  to  you,  gentl.-- 
iiien,  that  this  document  was  not  tic 
piciperty  of  any  particular  minister.  It 
was  classitied  as  belonging  to  the  intel- 
ligent e  departm«>nt.  and.  as  you  see.  it 
formed  part  of  a  well-detined  dossier--- 
a  dossier  which  was  shut  up  in  one  of 
the  draweis  of  my  desk  and  which  was 
abstracted  from  it.  This  commentary, 
therefore,  is  upon  a  seciet  dossier  docu- 
ment, which  was  improoerly  removed 
from  my  department."     (Sensation.) 

Continuing,  the  witness  said:  '"Men- 
tion was  made  yesteiday  of  the  disaii- 
pearance  of  document.s.  That  is  the  case 
in  point." 

Turnin.g  to  the  second  portion  of  the 
dossier.  Picquart  described  a  number  of 
documents  in  it  as  forgeries,  and  said 
the  police  reports  therein  cont.ained 
showed  nothing  serious  against  Drey- 
fus. He  explained  that  they  embodied 
the  theme  mostly  utilized  by  police  spies 
in  order  to  dupe  the  intelligence  depart- 
ment, and  asserted  that  their  informa- 
tion was  mostly  worthless  or  false,  or 
prepared  in  order  to  make  interesting 
reading. 

"In  the  inquiry  made  by  M.  Quesnay 
de  Beaurepaire"  (former  president  of 
the  civil  section  of  the  court  of  cassa- 
tion), continued  Picquait.  ""you  have  .in 
excellent  example  of  the  sort  of  people 
who  can  present  in  the  m<ist  specious 
guise  what  amounts  absolutely  to  noth- 
ing. 

"You  can  not  imagine,  gentlemen, 
what  people,  in  order  to  get  money,  it 
only  a  modest  ;iO-frane  piece,  hav> 
brought  to  the  intelligence  department 
in  tiie  shape  of  so-called  'information.' 
which  examination  has  proved  to  be 
worthless." 

Dreyfus  displayed  the  keenest  interest 
in  Picquart's  protracted  analysis  of  th'- 
dossier,  to  which  the  whole  atidlent  e 
listened  with  profound  attention.  The 
members  of  the  court-martial  and  the 
former  minister  of  war  ^^erc  equally  in-

Just  at  the  pre-sent  time  ihi.-s 
c-ost  is  i-onsiilerably  iin-reased  b^-  reason 
eif  extensive-  improvements  being  made  bv 
the  government  at  the  canal,  nee-eissilat'- 
ing  a  longer  haul.  But  the  city  oughe  to 
be  willing  to  staiiil  this  tempeirarily  i:i- 
crease-d  cosi  as  an  expense-  inclelent.il  \'i 
the  vast  benefits  it  will  leceive  from  t*.e 
improveme'iits  which  occasi(.)ii  It.  Af;ei- 
this  work  is  comideted.  the  service  can 
be  put  back  to  its  original  cost  of  about 
.tJltiHI  pe-r  year.  linle'SS  the  iiure.iseil  popu- 
larity of  the  I'oinl  shall  have  leel  to  a 
greatly  increased  travel  to  and  froui  it: 
in  whi(-h  event,  the  city  will  uneiuestioi!- 
alily  bi'  re-alizing  enou.trh  more  taxes  to 
compe  nsate  it.  That  this  increase-  in  the 
amount  of  taxes  which  the  city  may  hope> 
to  realize  is  no  idle  dream  Is  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  the  next  year  for  tln- 
lirst  time,  a  levy  of  probably  $25.<XtO  will 
be  made-  on  the  ne-w  ele-ctric  slree-t  rail- 
way. In  addition  many  buildings  h..ve 
gone-  iiji  down  there  this  year,  whic-h, 
though  modest  in  character,  will  aggre-- 
gate  in  value  a  cimsiderable  amount.  Be- 
fore many  .vears  one  or  more  line  sum- 
mer hotels  will  be  constructed  on  the 
I'oiiit.  All  these  improvements  mean  iii- 
crcase-d    tax   rece-ipts. 

But.  admitting  that  the  r<-sidenfs  eif 
Park  Point  are  entitled  tei  consideration, 
bow  about  the-  c-rowils  wlio  swarm  down 
there  during  tile  summe'r  months?  The 
peoiile  who  iiatronize-  fin-  ferr.v  across 
the-  e-anal  may  be  divided  into  tiii'ee  class- 
es: Ilrst.  the  permanent  residents;  secJml. 
the  campers,  anel  third,  transients,  who 
come  down  to  spend  an  afternejon  or  even- 
ing. Of  the  first  class,  enough  has  been 
said.  The  campers  also  stand  on  the 
same  footin.g.  The  time  whe-n  a  man 
ctjuld  go  to  the  I'eiint  anel  pite-h  his  tent 
or  build  his  shaiuy  where  he  would  is 
past.  Investigation  will  show  that  al- 
most ad  the  campers,  either  own  the  lot 
on  which  their  house  or  tent  stiinds.  and 
must  jiay  taxes  on  it.  eir  what  is  the  same 
thing,  pay  rent.     They  are  residents. 

As  to  the  third  class,  the  transients. 
If.  as  I  have  shown,  the  resiilents  of  iln- 
Point  are  paying  for  the  ferry  si-rvi^e. 
certaiidc-  the  test  of  the  city  has  no  cause 
for  complaint  if  its  privileges  are  extend- 
ed te)  the  general  public.  But  even  u  Ihe 
c-ity  Were  jiaying  for  the  ferr.v  se-rvicc!  ,-inel 
receiving  no  return  from  I'ark  Point,  slid, 
the  money  would  be  well  spent.  It  is  en:- 
of  the-  functions  of  a  city  to  v>roviele 
parks.  Parks  are  for  the  [)eljiile>,  and  that 
park  is  the  best  jjark  aiid  the-  money  ex- 
pe-neled  for  it  is  most  wisely  spent  which 
aflords  to  the  people  the  niejst  pleasure- 
anel  rc-c-reailon.  Judged  bv  this  standard, 
how  could  the  city  [lossibl.v  spend  mon-y 
so  well  as  to  spend  it  in  making  i'ark 
Point  easy  of  access  to  the  iieople.  The 
whole  I'oint  is  a  natural  park  of  surpass- 
ing beaut.v  and  attrac-tiveiie-ss.  We  have 
artificial  jiarks  in  other  parts  of  the  c-ity 
which  we  have  laid  out  at  a  cost  of  many 
theitisands  of  dollars.  We  are  spending 
othe-r  thousainls  every  year  for  their 
maintenance.  But  the  money  spent  in 
providing  ferr.v  service  acreiss  the  canal 
is  bringing  us  te:i-f(dd  better  returns  thin 
an.v  money  we  .-ire-  spending  on  Parks 
in  the  tit.v  (I  e'xcept  Lester  Park).  Do 
.vou  ejuestion  it?  Go,  and  see  our  parks 
deserteel  b.v  all  s.ave  the  workmen  in  the 
employ  of  the  cil.v  anel  tln-ii  go  down  to 
the  e-anal  any  line-  day  anel  wate-h  the- 
hundreels  of  people  making  their  way  to 
P.irk  Peiint  for  an  .afternoon's  recreation 
and  rest. 

I  agree  with  those  who  contend  that  the 
street  railway  c-ompanles  should  stand  at 
least  a  p.irt  eif  the  expense  of  operating 
the  ferry,  and  if  any  one  will  elevise  a 
plan  t'l  accomplish  this  result,  still  keep- 
ing the  ferry  free  to  all.  1  will  do  all  in 
my  leower  to  carry  it  into  effect,  but  i:i 
an.v  e'vetit  let  us  cemtinue  to  maintain  a 
fl-ee   fe-rrv   service  at   the   canal.

Members  of  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  Will 
Sail  Tomorrow. 

Chairman  Martin  A,  Knapp  of  thr- 
interstate  commerce  commission  and 
James  D.  Yoemans,  a  member  of  the 
commission,  are  in  the  city  today  ac- 
companied by  their  wives.  They  ar- 
rived this  morning  in  a  special  cur  over 
the  Omaha  road,  coming  from  St.  Paul. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  G.  R.  Venial,  of  Middle- 
ton,  Conn.,  were  al.so  with  them.  Mr. 
Venial  is  a  brother-in-law  of  Mr. 
Knap  p. 

This  morning  Messrs.  Knapp  and  Y'oe- 
mans  were  taken  for  a  tug  ride  down 
the  bay,  going  as  far  as  the  docks  at  Old 
Superior.  There  they  took  carriages  and 
drove  to  West  Superior  and  returned  on 
the  street  cars.  Accompanying  thein  un 
their  tour  was  A.  C.  Loring,  of  Minne- 
apolis, Western  manager  of  the  Mtln- 
tyre  fiour   mill   combine. 

Chairman  Knapp  said  this  afternoon 
that  their  visit  to  Duluth  is  purely  one 
of  interest  and  pleasure.  They  are  re- 
turning from  the  West,  where  they 
have  been  on  business.  At  St.  Paul 
they  have  been  investigating  charges 
made  against  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
way by  the  people  of  St.  Cloud  and 
when  this  was  over  they  concluded  to 
come  to  Duluth  and  go  F^ast  i.n  the 
North    Land. 

■'I  have  heard  about  the  importance 
of  Duluth  as  a  transfer  point,"  said  Mr. 
Knapp  this  afternoon,  "and  1  wanted 
to  see  what  there  Is  here.  You  have  a 
great  place  here.  That  has  been  im- 
pressed on  my  mind  as  I  was  around 
this  morning  and  saw  what  you  have." 


THE  COLORE^AN'S  VOTE, 

Chi  .Tg'  .  Aug.  18.— The  value  of  the 
coh.red  vote  and  how  to  use  it  for  the 
betterment  of  the  race  was  discussed 
at  today's  meeting  of  the  Afro- Ameri- 
can council  in  session  here.  A  resolu- 
tion declaring  that  no  "  candidate  for 
office  should  receive  the  colored  ballot 
unless  in  advance  of  electijn  he  prom- 
ised to  make  the  path  of  the  African  to 
the  voting  bfxjth  as  "straight,  smooth 
and  safe"  as  that  of  any  other  .\meri- 
c.m  citizen. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  "that  ;i 
committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  leaders  of  organized  labor  to  Im- 
press upon  them  the  mutual  benefli.s 
that  would  accrue  to  laborers  by  co- 
operation regardless  of  race  or  section." 

It  was  also  resolven  to  lay  before  the 
national   labor  bureau   the  condition   of 
negro   laborers  and    to  endeavor  to   In 
terost  the  bureau  in  the  question. 


TEARS  FOR 
ENEMIES 

Emperor   William    Makes  a 

Suggestive  Address  at 

St.  Prevat  Battlefield. 


Berlin.  Aug.  IS.— Emptror  William  yes- 
teiday  unveiled  a  m<mu.nent  to  the  dead 
of  the  regiment  of  the  First  guards,  on 
the  St.  Prevat  battlefield,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Metz.  In  the  iiddress  which  his  majesty 
made  on  the  occasion  he  said: 

"Hallowed  recollections  attend  today's 
festival,  making  hearts  beat  higher.  My 
first  regiment  of  foot  guilds  Is  represent- 
ed by  one  company,  its  ffloiious  fiags  and 
many  old  comrades  who  fought  and  bled 
on  this  spot.  I  unveil  this  monument  in 
remembra»«e  of  these  who  fell  on  the 
field  of  battle.  This  cer.-mony  also  lakes 
plaie  in  the  preseiue  of  niv  youngest 
regiment  and  the  whide  ;irm.v,  Vei.rest-uied 
by  the  troops  of  the  Sixieeiith  corjis. 

"This  is  almost  the  onl/  regiment  which 
has  not  hltlierto  been  represented  b.v  a 
monument  on  this  blood-drenched  field. 
\'et  it  had  fidl  claim  to  one.  Although  it 
is  nearly  related  by  histjiy  to  my  house, 
whose  princes  and  kings  it  "has  been  called 
upon  to  train  up.  and  though  it  might 
rightly,  tlieiefore.  be  considered  as  a 
lamily  household  regiment,  yet  my  grand- 
father <lid  not  hesitate  'ora  moment  to 
sacrifice  for  the  welfar.'  of  the  country 
the  troops  so  de.'ir  to  him.  History  tells 
lis  how  the  regiment  fought,  bled  and  ful- 
fille(»its  oath  and  liow  it.s  behavior  evtjked 
the  [.raise,  and  its  sorr.iws  the  tears  of 
the  great  emperor.  This  regimen  with 
me  as  its  Senior  comrade,  today  sets  up  a 
memorial  of  stone  to  its  lien.es,  who  rest 
beneath   the  swaril. 

"The  design  <.f  this  monument  did'ers 
Irorn  that  usually  on  battlefields.  A  mail 
clad  angel  leans  in  calm  repose  on  a 
sword,  adorned  with  the  legimeiifs  proud 
motto:  •S-mi.tr  Talis.'  ;  desir.  that  the 
meaning  of  this  figure  begenerallv  known. 
It  stands  on  this  blood-.-^talned  field  as  a 
gnaiillan  of  .'ill  the  brav.>  soldlirs  of  both 
armies.  French  tiinl  G.^rman,  who  fell 
here.  For  the  French  soldiers.  who 
found  a  glorious  grave  at  St.  Prevat,  also 
fought  bravely  and  lien.icallv  f(.r  thi-lr 
<  mpeior  and  fatherland.  When  our  fiags 
are  lowend  in  greeting  liefore  this  bronze 
statue  and  fiutler  mournfully  over  the 
graves  of  our  dead  con  rades!  mav  they 
w.i\e  over  the  tombs  of  cur  foes  ami  whis- 
pt  r  that  We  think  sortowinglv  of  their 
brave  dead.  With  deep  thanks  and  an  up- 
ward glance  to  the  Lonl  of  Hc.sts  for  the 
guidance  He  so  mercifully  vouchsafed  to 
our  grciit  emperor,  we  will  recall  that  the 
countless  souls  of  all  tho.se  who  once 
sto.id  face  to  face  in  hit  encounter  will 
look  down  upon  us  this  day  from  whence 
thi-y  stand  around  the  throne  of  the  su- 
pr.nie  judge,   united   in  (lernal  peace."

Misconduct  By  the  Jury  Is 

Charged  In  the  Twaddle 

Case. 


VISITED   THE  SCENE 


Without  Knowledge  of  Court 

Jury  Went  to  Scene  of 

Accident. 


At  thp  special  term  of  thf  district 
coiiit  lomorr()\v  Attorneys  Baldwin  !.<• 
Haldwiii  will  niako  a  imitinn  for  a  n-.w 
trial  ill  tho  case  of  George  Twaddle, 
adininlslrator  of  the  estate  of  Arthur 
Twaddle,  against  Luther  Mondenhall. 
as  receiver  of  the  lUiIuih  Stifel  Rail- 
way company.  In  making  the  moii.>n 
for  a  new  trial  and  the  setting  aside  of 
the  verdict  of  the  formt>r  trial,  the  at- 
torneys will  charge  misionduct  by  the 
jury,  and  ii  regulaiities  in  the  pioccd- 
iiigs  of  the  jury  by  which  the  plaintiff 
was  prevented  from  having  a  fair  trial. 

To  back  up  these  ihaiges.  l?aldwin  & 
Italdwin  this  morning  tiled  with  ihe 
clerk  of  the  district  court  the  athdavits 
of  Duncan  Moore  ami  Albert  Miln-r, 
two  jurymen  of  the  former  trial,  to 
prove  that,  without  the  knowledge  or 
consent  of  either  court- or  attorneys,  th- 
jury  visited  the  scene  of  the  accident 
that  caused  the  death  of  Arthus  Twad- 
dle. 

The  case  originated  from  the  death  of 
.\rthur  Twaddle,  formerly  a  truckman 
in  the  Duluth  fire  department,  who  was 
injured  on  Sept.  8.  lSi»S,  in  a  collisi  n-, 
between  the  tire  truck  on  which  he  wa.- 
riding  to  a  fire  and  a  street  car.  Tli 
collision  took  place  at  tlie  corner  •■■ 
Lake  avenue  and  Superior  street,  an. I 
Tivaddle  afterwaids  died  froai  the  in- 
juiies  received.  George  Twaddle,  as  ad- 
ministrator for  the  estate  of  the  de- 
ceased, began  suit  to  recover  $5000  from 
the  street  car  company,  alleging  neglect 
on  the  part  of  the  lompany.  as  respon- 
sible for  the  accident.  The  case  was 
tried  during  the  May  term  of  court  this 
year,  and  on  May  '2.''>  last  a  verdict  was 
r.'tuined  in  favor  of  the  defendant 
Since  then  the  attorney.s  for  the  Twad- 
dle estate  claim  to  have  discovered  tlie 
irregularities  on  the  jmrt  of  certain 
jurymen  durin.g  the  trial,  and  wi'i 
make  their  tight  for  a  new  trial  alon.g 
these  lines. 

In  connection  with  this  case  it  is  re- 
called that  a  similar  question  was 
raised  in  the  superior  court  of  Dougu-.s 
county  a  few  months  ago.  Last  winiei 
a  man  natned  Tom  Lyons,  while  resist- 
ing arrest  by  Patrolman  Zwickey  of  the 
Superior  police  force,  received  a  bullet 
wound  from  which  he  div-d.  The  ca:=e 
came  before  Judge  C"harles  Smith  of 
the  superior  lourt.  and  during  the  trial 
leriain  jurymen  visited  the  scene  of  the 
shooting  during  the  noon  hour.  The 
I  ciurl  heard  of  this  and  immediately 
slojijied  the  ti'ial  and  ordered  a  nvw 
jury  to  be  impannelled.

selmen  had  the  advantage  to  dictate 
their  terms  and  could  lie  up  so  as  to  in- 
sure against  possible  loss  by  rates  go- 
ing up  still  higher.  With  his  boats 
under  charter  for  the  rest  of  the  season, 
the  vessel  owner  claims  that  he  has  no 
concern  as  to  the  time  his  vessels  lay 
at  the  docks  to  await  the  unloading  of 
vessels  that  were  chartered  earlier  and 
cheaper.

MASTERFULJFFORTS. 

Col.    Picquart's    Testimony    Has 
Created  a  Good  Impression. 

Rennes,  Aug.  IS. — ».'oi.  Picquart  prac- 
tically occupied  the  whole  of  today's 
sitting  with  a  masterful  presentation  of 
his  side  of  the  case.  He  spoke  for  flve 
liours  and  his  voice  at  the  end  of  that 
time  Ijegan  to  show  signs  of  fatigue. 
His  testimony  was  followed  with  the 
closest  attention  by  the  members  of 
the  court-martial  and  l)y  the  audience, 
anil  during  the  brief  suspesion  of  the 
eourt.  Gens.  Merier,  Roget,  Billot  and 
De  Boisdeffre  and  other  witnesses  saun- 
te)-ed  tiigether  up  and  down  the  court 
yard  <jf  the  Lycee,  <ir  gathered  in  little 
groups,  animatedly  discussing  Pie- 
quart's  evidence,  which,  although  it 
contained  no  new  facts,  was  so  cleverly 
placed  before  the  tribunal  and  \\^a■^ 
spoken  so  elTectively,  that  it  could  not 
fail  to  repeat  the  impression  he  made 
yesterday. 

Dreyfus  drak  in  all  the  witness'  words, 
which  came  as  a  babn  to  the  wounds  in- 
Hicted  upon  him  by  Mercier  anil  Roget. 
and  the  lu-isoiier  lie  luently  and  (  losely 
scanned  the  faces  of  his  judges,  as 
though  seeking  to  read  their  thoughts. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  spectator 
the  session  was  th-  most  uneventful 
one  since  the  opeiiinii:  of  the  trial.  Even 
the  coiifrolation  at  the  end  lacked  the 
dramatic  force  of  the  similar  incidents 
which  have  marked  almost  every  pre- 
\  ious  sitting. 

Pic(iuart's  deposition  was  a  fine  per- 
formance. He  spoke  uilhout  notes  and 
in  view  of  the  mass  of  facts  adduced  it 
must  be  ranked  as  ii  feat  of  niemor.v. 

The  members  of  the  court-martial 
tiHik  copious  notes  during  Picquart's 
testimony  and  it  was  evident  that 
sewral  explanations  he  gave  came  us 
fresh   light.

Roget  and  Gen.  Mercier  jumpe.l 
up  and  asked  to  b-  heard  contradic- 
torily.

proimiptly  to  his  questions,  which  the

Gen.  Mercier  adojited  a  quieter  de- 
meanor. Neither,  however,  said  any- 
thing which  could  Ito  described  as 
tlainagin^    to    C"I.    I'iequart's    evideni'e.

and  Kea/snrge  mines,  just  north  of  the 
Centennial  line.  The  lode  underlies  an  en- 
tire square  mile  of  Centennial  territory 
and  scarcely  fail  to  maki^-  one  of  the  best 
mines    in    tlie   ilistrict,    when   developed. 

The  Lake  Superior  copper  region 
stretches  along  the  Keweenaw  peninsula 
and  the  mainland  of  the  fpper  Peninsula 
of  Michigan  for  a  distance  of  fully  PM 
miles,  from  Keweenaw  point  on  the  east 
to  a  few  miles  west  of  the  Ontonagon 
river.  The  Keweenaw  copper  formation 
extends  a  far  grtater  distance,  reaching 
from  that  i)ortion  of  Canada  east  of  Lake 
Superior  to  the  part  of  Minnesota  west 
of  the  same  gieat  lake,  which  has  a 
lenjjth  of  nearly  4i"i  miles.  The  liW-mile 
strttch  first  named  is  tho  ascertained  pro- 
ductive area,  all  of  the  lodes  ami  fissure 
veins  lyiiif?  on  the  southern  fold  of  tin 
great  svncdinal  wliicli  underlies  a  large 
part  of  Lake  Superior.  For  eiglity  miles 
of  this  distance  work  is  now  being  car- 
ried on.  in  the  three  counties  of  Kewee- 
naw. HouRhton  and  Ontonagon,  lying  ia 
the  order  named,  from  east  to  west. 

In  the  earl.v  days  the  first  mining  was 
done  in  Keweenaw  cotinty.  next  in  Onto- 
nagon county  and  last  of  all  in  Houghton 
county.  At  iirst  only  the  mines  carrying 
mass  copper  were  in  demand  and  the  two 
counties  named  were  rich  in  mass  mines. 
A  litle  later,  during  the  civil  war  period, 
stamping  practice  was  so  improved  that 
the  stamp-lodes  of  Houghton  coumy  were 
worked  with  great  success.  Gradually  th.- 
older  mines  of  Keweenaw  and  Ontonagon 
county  were  closed  down  until  three 
years  afo  th?  only  producintr  mine.?  in 
Houghton    county,    approximately  be- 

tween Houghton  and  Calumet,  a  distance 
of  about  fifteen  miles.  The  productlvt 
mineral  territory  has  again  expanded  until 
it  is  now  five  times  the  length  of  three 
years  ago.  There  has  also  been  a  lateral 
expansion,  many  new  properties  having 
been  crened  within  the  fifteen  miles  of 
territory    where    all    the    working    mints

terested.  Of  the  latter.  Gens.  Billot  and 
Zurlinden  were  in  full  uniform.  Gen. 
Mercier  was  attired  in  civilian  clothes. 
Near  them  sat  M.  Bertullus,  the  exam- 
ining magistrate,  who  gave  such  strong 
testinnmy  feu-  Dreyfus  yesterday. 
Madame  Henry,  widow  of  Lieut.  Col. 
Henr.v.  who  yesterda.v  taxed  M.  Ber- 
tullus with  being  a  Ju<las.  was  not  pres- 
ent. 

Concluding  his  examination  of  the 
secret  dossier.  Col.  Picquart  explained 
how  he  had  acquired  the  conviction 
that  the  bordereau  was  written  by  Es- 
terhazy,  and  how  he  ascertained  that 
the  anti-Dreyfus  proofs  were  worth- 
less. He  began  by  detailing  how  he  first 
learned  of  the  existence  of  Esterhazy 
and  his  efforts  to  discover  somethin.g 
about  him. 

The  witness  earnestly  asserted  that 
the  first  occasion  on  which  he  saw  fi]s- 
terhazy's  name  was  when  he  read  the 
address  of  the  Petit  Bleu.  He  said  he 
was  not  acquainted  with  Esterhazy  and 
never  had  Esterhazy  watched. 

Previously  the  utmost  efforts  had 
been  made  to  prove  the  contray  and  t(» 
show  Picquart  knew  Esterhazy  bef.ire 
the  discovery  of  the  Petit   Bleu. 

The  colonel  emijathized  this  point 
with  the  view,  as  explained,  of  showin.g 
how  certain  newspajiers  had  travestied 
the  facts  and  he  crt-aled  a  mild  sensa- 
tion by  adding:  "I  shall  have  occasion 
to  point  out  other  and  similiar  exam- 
I)les.' 

The  witness  then  rebutted  the  charg- 
es against  him  of  unnecssarily  delaying 
the  prosecution  of  Esterhazy.  He  said 
his  object  was  t(j  avoid  arousing  sus- 
picion in  regard  to  an  officer  who,  per- 
haps, was  eiitirel.v  innocent. 

"What  a  mistake,"  he  added,  "would 
have  been  averted,  in  1894,  had  they 
acted  in  the  same  way  in  regard  to 
Dreyfus." 

This  remark  caused  murmurs  of  aj)- 
plause   in   the  court. 

What  the  witness  gathered  about  Es- 
terhazy's  character,  he  continued,  cre- 
ated the  worst  imjuession  upon  hiiu, 
but  he  learned  nothing  to  connect  Es- 
terhazy with  any  act  of  espionage. 
Tbeiefore,  ho  did  not  mention  his  sus- 
picions. An  agent,  however,  was  or- 
dered to  watch  Esterhazy,  who  had 
completely  compromised  himself 

through  his  relations  with  an  English 
compan.v,  of  which  he  had  agreed  to 
become  a  director.  That  could  not  l)e 
liermitted  in  the  case  of  a  French  of- 
fi<er,  said  Pic(iuart.  Moreover,  Ester- 
hazy gambled  and  led  a  life  of  de- 
bauchery and  lived  with  Mile.   Pays." 

Tuining  to  tlie  leakages  at  head- 
<iuarters.  the  witness  desci'ibed  the  ne- 
gotiations of  Maj.  Lauth  with  the  spy, 
Richard  Cuers.  at  Basle,  showing  how 
the  sp.v  promised  information  about 
the  leakage  and  how  he.  Picquart.  was 
induced  to  allow  Lieut.  Col.  Henry  to 
accompany  Maj.   Lauth  to  Basle. 

Piiquart  also  described  the  vague  re- 
plies of  Heiiiy  when  questioned  on  the 
subject  of  Esterhazy  l)efore  his  de- 
parture, and  the  futility  of  the  visit  to 
Basle,  l)ecaus.e  of  Cuers'  refusal,  when 
he  saw  Hein->\  to  impart  the  promist>d 
information.  This  incident  caused  the 
witness  to  wonder  whether,  instead  of 
trying  to  make  Cuers  speak,  Henry  and 
Lauth  had  not  done  everything  possil)le 
to  imii«).se  silence  upon  him.  Before  the 
Basle  iniidenl.  Col.  Picquart  had  de- 
cided to  speak  to  Gen.  De  Boisdeffre 
about  Esterhazy. 

"In  answer  to  my  request,"  said  the 
witness,  "Gen.  de  Boisdeffre  wrote  me. 
asking  me  to  meet  him  at  the  train  on 
his  arrival  from  Vichy.  While  driving 
from  the  railroad  station  to  the  gen- 
eials  hotel.  I  told  him  all  I  had  done  in 
re.aard  to  Esterhazy.  I  affirmed  that 
Gen.  de  Boisdeffre  knew  that  this  ques- 
tion was  to  remain  a  secret  between  us. 
and  that  I  was  not  to  mention  it  except 
to  the  tninister  of  war. 

"1  kn<'W  EysLerhazy  was  anxhius  to 
enter  the  war  office,  and  1  did  not  re- 
said  his  desire  favorably.  I  cominuni- 
cat(  tl  my  impressions  to  my  chiefs,  who 
approved  all  my  steps,  and  the  applica- 
tion >)f  Esterhazy  was  rejected. 

"His  insistenc-e,  however,  only  in- 
creased my  uneasiness  regarding  him. 
and  T  resolved  to  obtain  a  specimen  of 
his  handwriting.  It  was  immediately 
struck  with  the  similarity  of  his  hand- 
writin.g  and  that  of  the  bordereau,  and 
firthwith  I  had  the  letters  of  Ester- 
hazy. whi:h  were  in  my  posse.>ision, 
photographed,  and  showed  the  photo- 
graphs tr  Maj.  Du  Paty  De  Clam  and 
M.  Bertillion  Ghe  handwriting  expert), 
Isetween  Aug.  2.">  and  Sept.  a." 

The  colonel  enqjhasized  this  point,  be- 
cause M.  Bertillon  affirms  he  saw  the 
photographs  in  May.  18!)6.  and  made  a 
note  c  f  thein.  wheteas  the  letters  were 
not    written  in   that  date. 

The  ci.nfiii  ting  testimony  of  Picquart 
and    Pcrtillon    on    this   ii(}int    had    been 
used  to  discredit   the  former's  evidence. 
Col.  Piccjuart,     continuing,  said     Paty 
De  Clam,   on  seeing  the   writing,   forth- 
with  declared    it    was    that    of    Mathi^u 
Dreyfus,  the  brother  of  Capt.  Dreyfus. 
Tlie  witness,  continuing,  said: 
•    You  know."  he  maintained,  that  "the 
bordereau    is   the   joint   work   of   Alfred 
and  Mathieu  Dreyfus?' 

"M.  Bertillon  said:  That  is  the  writ- 
ing of  the   bordereau.' 

'M.  Bertillon  tried  to  discover  where 
1  had  (d)tained  the  handwriting,  but  the 
only  information  1  imparted  was  that 
it  was  current  and  recent  handwriting. 
M.  Bertillon  then  suggested  that  it  was 
a  tracing,  and  ended  by  saying  that  if 
it  was  current  handwriting  it  could  only 
have  emanated  from  someone  whom  th^;- 
Jews  had  been  exercising  for  a  year  In 
imitating  the  handwriting  of  the  bor- 
dereau. 

"At  M.  Bertillon's  request  I  left 
photographs  with  him.  When  he 
turned  them  he  said  he  adhered  to 
opinion,  and  earnestly  asked  to  see

oriprinal.  When  I  saw  beyond  a  doubt 
that  the  handwriting  of  the  bordereau 
was  Esterhazy's.  and  seeing  that  docu- 
ments mentioned  therein  mitrht  have 
been  supplied  by  Esterhazy,  that  the 
words  'i  am  groing  to  the  maneuvers' 
could  perfectly  well  apply  to  Esterhazy, 
and  that  Esterhazy  had  secretaries  at 
his  disposal  to  cony  a  document  so 
voluminous  as  the  firing  manual.  I  re- 
solved to  consult  the  secret  dossier  to 
see  what  part  of  the  treachery  niipht  b-^ 
ascribed  to  Dreyfus,  and  to  assure  my- 
self whether  the  dossier  contained  any- 
thing indicating  Esterhazy. 

•1  frankly  admit  I  was  stupefied  on 
reading  the  secret  dossier.  I  expected 
to  find  matters  of  gravity  therein,  and 
found,  in  .short,  nothing  but  a  document 
which  might  apply  just  as  much  'O 
Esterhazy  as  to  Dreyfus,  an  unimport- 
ant document  mentioning  D'Avignon, 
and  a  document  which  it  seemed  absurd 
to  apply  to  Dreyfus,  namely,  the  Ceite 
canaille  de  d '  document. 

•Lastly,  I  recognized  a  report  appenJ- 
ed.  In  the  handwriting  of  Guenee,  whi(  h 
appeared  to  be  at  least  as  worthless  as 
the  second  document.  It  was  then  even- 
ing. I  had  stayed  late,  alone  at  the 
office.  In  order  to  examine  the  docu- 
ments thoroughly.  I  thought  it  over 
during  the  night,  and  the  next  day  I 
explained  the  whole  situation  to  Gen. 
De  Boisdeffre.  I  took  to  his  office  the 
secret  dossier,  the  fac  simile  of  the 
bordereau,  the  Petit  Bleu  and  the  prin- 
cipal papers  connected  with  my  investi- 
gation of  Esterhazy. 

'I  wonder  now  if  I  had  one  or  two  in- 
terviews. But  I  still  see  Gen.  De  Bois- 
deffre, as  he  examined  the  secret  dossier 
with  me.  stop  before  he  reached  the  end 
and  tell  me  to  go  into  the  country,  give 


an  account  of  the  affair  to  Gen.  Gonz 
and  ask  his  advice. 

"Before  starting  to  see  Gen.    Gonz    I 

copied  a  note,  four  pages  in  length, 
which  1  made  Sept.  1.  c<mtainlng  my 
resuni.-  of  the  Esterhazy  affair. 

■'Wluii  1  informed  V-n.  Gonz  of  all 
which  had  occurred,  l.e  remarked:  'So 
a   mistake  has  been  nade.' 

"After  my  inlervie\\  with  Gen.  Gonz 
I  did  not  work  any  Inngei-  on  my  own 
initiative.  I  said  nothing  moit-  until  the 
return  of  (Jen.  G<jnz.  Sept.  V\.  At  that 
lime  Esterhazy  was  at  the  great  maneu- 
vers." 

Next  the  witness  dwelt  on  the  rumors 
in  September,  1896.  of  the  project  of  re- 
placing Dreyfus  by  a  man  <jf  straw 
and  the  disctivery  of  i  he  forged  Weyler 
letter,  supposed  to  he  connected  with 
the  same  project.  A;  ab<JUt  the  same 
time  the  campaign  lor  and  against 
Dreyfus  was  started  by  the  newspapers. 
At  this  stage  of  his  deposition.  Col. 
Pii<iuar,t,  who  had  been  speaking  for 
two  and  a  half  hours,  was  visibly  dis- 
tressed. He  had  occasional  attacks  of 
coughing,  but  managed  to  continue,  Col. 
Jouaust  not  showing  any  inclination  to 
suspend  the  session  of  the  court  in  ordt^r 
to  give  him   needed  rest. 

The  witness  then  turned  to  the  news- 
paper attacks  on  Dreyfus,  saying  that 
the  information  regarding  the  bor- 
dereau contained  in  them  convinced 
him  that  they  had  been  inspired  by 
some  one  closely  connected  with  the 
Dreyfus  affair.  Th  »y  could  not,  he 
added,  be  attributed  to  the  Dreyfus 
family,  while  they  ccntained  expres- 
sions familiar  to  Paty  Du  Clam,  whom 
it  Would  l)e  interesting  to  hear  on  the 
subject.  Witness  next  said  he  asked 
permission  to  inquirt  into  the  sources 
of  the  articles,  but  was  forbidden  to  in- 
terfere in  any  way  whatever. 

Descriljing  his  interview  with  Gen. 
Gonz,  Sept.  15,  Col.  Picquart  said: 
"When  I  asked  Gen.  Gonz  for  permis- 
sion tfj  continue  the  investigation,  in- 
sisting on  the  danger  of  allowing  tiie 
Dreyfus  family  to  jjioceed  with  their 
investigation  alone,  the  general  replied 
it  was  impossible  in  his  opinion  and 
in  the  opinion  of  Gen.  De  Boisdeffre  and 
the  minister  of  war.  to  reopen  the  af- 
fair. When  1  raised  the  point  in  cjrder 
to  make  Gen.  Gonz  understand  that 
nothing  could  prever  t  its  reopening  if 
it  could  be  believed  ^Dreyfus  was  inno- 
cent. Gen.  Gonz  re;>l:ed:  "If  you  say 
nothing    nobody    will    know." 

"  General,'  1  reidied,  'what  you  tell 
me  is  abominable.  I  do  not  know,  but  1 
won't  carry  this  secret  with  m«.'  ((Jreat 
.sensation.) 

"I  once  left  the  room,"  added  the  wit- 
ness. "That  is  what  occurred.  I  know 
my  account  is  disputed,  but  1  positively 
swear  it."  said  Piciiuart,  as  he  em- 
phatically smote  the  bar  in  fornt  of  the 
witness  l)ox.  and  locked  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  generals. 

The  colonel  next  described  his  inten- 
tions with  regard  to  Esterhazy,  which 
Gens.  (Jonz  and  De  Boisdeffre  had  for- 
bidden him  to  carry  out.  He  attached 
pai'ticular  importance  to  this  point,  as 
it  contained  a  clue  to  subsequent  oc- 
currences. Later  witness  said  that 
while  Paty  Du  Clata  evidently  acted 
wrongly  in  disguisir  g  himself  with  a 
false  beard  and  blue  iipectacies,  perhaps 
he  was  authorized  to  do  so. 

After  a  few  minu:es'  suspension  of 
the  session  Col.  Pic<iuart  resumed  his 
deposition,  showing  how,  through  an 
aiticle  in  the  Eclair  if  Sept.  15.  he  was 
satisfic^d  Esterhazy  had  been  warned  of 
the    suspicions    agair  st    him. 

In  order  to  make  his  iiroofs  complete 
witness  continued  his  investigations 
with  the  utmost  discretion.  In  his 
opinion  the  only  event  of  importance 
in  the  Dreyfus  affair  since  the  discovery 
of  the  bordereau  was  the  Henry  forgery, 
perpetrated   Oct.    31.    1896. 

He  added  that  must  have  been  hand- 
ed immediately  to  Ten.  Gonz.  Shortly 
before  Henry  perpetrated  the  forgery 
an  agent  named  Guenee.  Henry's  right- 
hand  man,  prepared  a  report  declar- 
ing M.  Castelin,  Rei)ub!ican  Revision- 
ists' deputy  for  Lt.on  division  of 
Aisnes.  was  about  tc  play  the  hand  of 
the  Dreyfus  family  by  exposing  in  the 
chamber  of  deputies  the  prisoner's  ac- 
complices, thus  havng  the  affair  re- 
opened. 

Col.  Picquart  Incid  mtally  complained 
bitterly  that  while  ne  was  still  chief 
of  the  intelligence  dspartment  Henry's 
tool,  Guenee.  should  be  allowed  to  make 
reports  against  the  witness,  who  had 
then  established  a  connection  between 
the  reoorts  of  Guenee  and  the  false 
deposition  of  Henry,  who  had  testified 
that  he  had  seen  the  witness  seated  In 
Maitre  I^blois'  office  with  the  docu- 
ment containing  the  words  "Cette  ca- 
naille de  d '  before  them.

was  a   complement  development  of  the 
one  pieceding. 

The  next  feature  of  Picquart's  deposi- 
tion was  his  recital  of  the  intrigues 
against  him  and  the  pressure  exercised 
liy  Henry  with  the  view  of  fixing  on  the 
witness  the  blame  for  ciunmunicating 
infoimation  to  the  newspapers.  Then, 
turning  to  the  distant  mission  upon 
whic-h  he  was  dispatched,  i'icquart  de- 
scribed the  irritation  he  felt  when  he 
saw  he  was  being  removed  because  he 
was  no  longer  wanted  as  head  of  tho 
intelligence  department.  He  exjilaln' d 
that  if  this  disgrace  had  been  frankly 
avowed  it  would  have  been  much  less 
painful  »<i  him. 

The  colonel  also  said  that 
absence  his  correspondence 
pered    with. 

During  his  missi<»n  to  Tunis,  which 
Pi<  (luari  said  ought  to  have  been  in- 
trusted t<i  a  ( oinmissary  of  police,  the 
witness  declared  It  was  then  that  Hen:  >. 
abandoning  his  underhand  intrigues, 
began  a  campaLgn  of  open  persecution. 
Henry  wrote  to  the  witness,  accusing 
him  of  communicating  information  t>) 
the  jiress,  with  disclosing  the  contents 
of  secret  documents,  and  with  attempt- 
ing to  suborn  officers  in  connection  with 
the  Petit  Bleu.  It  was  then  Picquart 
learned  of  the  existence  of  the  forged 
secret  documents  dirc-ted  against  him- 
self, and  foresaw  his  own  ruin  if  the 
Dreyfus  affair  was  reopened,  and,  to 
safeguard  himself,  he  entrusted  to  a 
lawyer  friend  a  certain  lette.  from  Gen. 
Gonz,  at  the  .same  time  acquainting  the 
lawyer  with  what  he  knew  cif  Esterhazy 
and  instructing  the  lawyer  how  he 
should  intervene  if  the  occasion  de- 
manded it. 

This  lawyer,  M.  DeBlois,  communi- 
cated with  M.  Scheuerer-Kestner.  then 
one  of  the  vice  presidents  of  the  senate, 
and  the  representations  of  the  latter  to 
Premier  Meline's  government  followed. 
When  Picquart's  furlough  was  due 
Gen.  Lt?Clerc,  commanding  in  Tunis, 
was  ordered  to  send  Pi.^quart  to  th" 
fiuntier  of  Tripoli.  LcClerc  comrnentei 
to  the  witness  cm  this  abnormal  i;rder, 
and  Pic-quait  c-onfided  to  the  creneral 
the  probable  reasons  for  it  and  his  b'- 
lief  in  the  innocence  of  Dreyfus.  Gen. 
LeClerc-  thereupon  ordered  F'icquart  not 
to  go  beyond  Gabies. 

In  the  meantime  the  campaign  In 
Palis  c  )iitinued.  Esterhazy  appeared 
among  the  witnesses  and  accusers. 
Picquart  had  created  a  sen.«aticm  by 
incidentally  remarking  that  the  judge^. 
in  1S94  were  shamefully  deceived  in  hav- 
ing the  document  containing  the  wiid^ 
"Cette  canaille  de  d— — "  communicated 
to  them. 

Witness  bitterly  recited  the  derails  of 
the  various  machinations  with  the  view 
of  incriminating  him,  insliigatcd  bv 
Henry.  Esterhazy  and  Paty  De  Ctam. 

Col.  Jcuaust,  president  of  the  court, 
having  asked  for  explanations  on  cer- 
tain I'Oints,  Picquart  said:  "If  I  uW 
you  all  this,  gentlemen,  it  is  to  sh  >w 
what  must  have  been  the  mental  .ittl- 
tude  towards  me  of  the  members  of  th-- 
court-martial  which  tried  Este;hazy."* 
(Murmurs  of  assent).  When  he  rcsum"d 
the  depositicn  the  witness  said  he  i«'- 
grctled  he  had  not  been  given  the 
portunity  to  contradict  his  accuser 
that    court-martial. 

At  the  conc-lusion  of  Col.  Picquart's  de- 
position. Gens.  Roget  a'vl  Mercier  rose 
together  and  jisked  to  be  allowec]  to  be 
confronted  with  the  witness.  The  con- 
frontation, however,  only  lasted  a  few 
minutes,  and  did  not  prove  sensation;;!, 
having  reference  to  comparatively 
points.  After  Picquart 
statements,  the  court 
a.  m.  until  tomorrow. 

The  deposition  of  t^ol.  Picciuart  occupied 
the  entire  session.

There  appears  to  fje  a  determi.nation  on 
the  jiart  of  the  settlers  on  section  It;  to 
remain  exactly  where  they  are  until  the 
final  disposition  of  the  land  is  matle. 
What,  with  Nellie  I.,ydick  claiming  a  por- 
tion of  section  li>  for  an  allotment,  the 
state  of  Minnesota  claimine  the  same  as 
school  section,  and  A.  A.  White,  also  find- 
ing a  claim  for  the  land  under  the  scrip 
which  he  holds,  Cass  Lake  people  hardly 
know  where  they  are  at.  A  strong  ef- 
fort, so  report  has  it.  will  be  made  by 
outside  parties  to  stoj)  the  sale  fif  the 
north  half  of  section  15.  and  us  the  date 
of  sale  has  already  been  deferred  from 
Nov.  1  to  Nov.  15,  the  people  of  Cass 
I..ake  will  undoubtedly  "stick"  right

Lisut.  Col.  Freiderich  Cabled  Gov- 
ernor Lind  From  Nagasaki. 

St.  Paul,  AHg.  IS.— Coverncr  Lind  re- 
ceived the  following  telegram  from 
Adjt.   Cien.   Corbin  yesterday: 

■Referring  to  my  telegram  of  yester- 
day. Gen.  Otis  cables  me  as  follows: 
•F.n-ty-(ine  officers,  956  men,  Minnesotas, 
.-ailed  on  Sheridan.  liemained,  mo.stly 
with  intention  of  re-enlisting,  two  ofTi- 
cers,  forty-one  men.  One  enlisted  man 
left     sick     in     hospital.     Private  W.     J. 

Wmthington,  Company  H,  disappeared 
at  Marilao;  J.  L.  Walsh,  Company  L, 
at  Malbon,  June  7  and  9:  supposed  to  be 
in   hands  of  insurgents.'  " 

There  are  no  reports  on  hand  to  show 
the  name  of  the  man  left  sick  in  the 
hospital  at  Manilla.  The  June  report 
of  the  regiment  from  Col.  Freiderich 
gives  no  clue  to  the  identity  of  the 
man.  and  the  givernor  will  endeavor  to 
asceitain  his  name.  The  two  olTicers 
who  lemained  to  re-enter  the  service 
with  the  new  volunteer  regiments  are 
Capt.  Clarke  of  Company  F  and  Capt. 
A.  S.  Morgan  of  Company  L,  who.se 
jcmniiRsions  in  the  new  \  olunteer  regi- 
ments have  been  noted  before. 

The  Thirteenth  regiment  is  now  at 
Nagasaki.  Japan,  where  it  will  go  to 
Yokahama,  remaining  there  three  days. 

The  governor  yesterday  received  a 
cablegram  to  this  effect  from  Lieut. 
Col.  Freiderich,  who  also  states  that 
the  regiment  is  in  good  condition. 

The  June  report  of  the  regiment  con- 
tains little  information  beyond  the  fact 
that,  in  company  with  a  detachment  of 
the  Third  T'nited  States  artillery,  in 
(ommand  of  Maj.  W.  A.  Kobbie.  the 
fioys  had  been  guardin.g  the  railroad, 
telegraph  offices  and  supply  depots,  be- 
tween Caloocan  and  Calumpit,  and  had 
also  been  doing  police  and  scout  dut.v, 
policing  the  district  from  Malabon  to 
<'iuiguinti.  The  disappearance  of 
Wcithington  and  Walsh  is  noted  in  the 
report,  and  their  disanpearan^'e  may  or 
may  not  be  explained  by  the  statement 
that  the  scouts  were  sent  out  three 
miles  and  more  from  the  railroad  line 
a'-ng  which  trooijs  were  stationed. 

This,  taken  in  connection  with  the 
surmise  of  the  war  department,  that 
the  men  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
insurgents,  may  indicate  that  they  were 
captured  while  doing  scout  duty,  al- 
though it  would  seem  that  their  cmi- 
pany  officers  would  know  of  it  if  this 
had  happened.

"merchants  and  idher  professions." 
while  of  the  1070  from  the  United  .^lat-s 
S79  were  i-lassed  as  merchants  and  othe.- 
professions.  Of  the  211.S  Hritish  sub- 
je<'ts,  1781  were  thus  classed,  and  of  the 
;">2:!  Germans,  4'ui  were  so  classified. 

The  number  of  foreigners  i-e-idin.f,  in 
Japan  is  tmly  about  one-sixth  as  gr»\'il 
as  the  iiumber  of  Japanese  residing  in 
foreign  countries.  The  Japanese  cen.^u.-' 
of  Dec.  ;!1.  1S97 — anil  it  is  interesting  to 
observe  that  the  Japanese  take  a  censu  ; 
each  year — showed  .IS, 785  Japanese  re- 
siding in  other  conutries.  Of  this  num- 
ber 7040  were  in  the  United  States  an<l 
27..'i.')4  in  Hawaii,  so  that  CO  per  cent  of 
the  Japanese  now  residing  a  l>road  a.:. 
subject  to  the  jurisdiciion  cf  tin-  i'r.ited 
States.  Of  the  remaining  2:'>.791  Jap.anes." 
residing  abroad,  lifjV>  were  in  Corea. 
5599  in  England  and  English  colonies. 
2S61  in  Russia  and  Russian  colonies,  and 
1165  in  China.  Of  the  7640  residing  in 
the  Ignited  States,  2178  were  students 
and  729  merchants. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  the 
disposition  of  the  Japanese  is  apparently 
to  look  almost  exclusively  to  the  United 
States  in  educational  matters,  as  the 
total  number  of  Japanese  students  re- 
siding abroad,  as  shown  by  the  censu.'-- 
figures,  was  2465,  and  of  this  number 
2178  were  in  the  I'nited  tSates,  129  in 
Germany,  47  in  Russia  and  Russian  cal- 
onies,  46  in  England  and  English  col- 
onies, 21  in  China,  14  in  Corea  and  10  in 
France. 

The  new  relation  in  which  the  for- 
eigners in  Japan  stand  to  its  citizens, 
laws  and  government  is  especially  im- 
I^ortant  because  of  the  unusual  rela- 
tion they  hfild  io  its  foreign  commerce. 
I'oth  the  imiioit  and  e.xp<ut  business  of 
Japan  are  conducted  largely  by  foreign- 
(is  residing  in  that  country.  More  than 
•■66  per  cent  of  the  exjiortations  from 
Japan  and  more  than  67  per  cent  cd' 
its  importations  are  conducted  by  for- 
eigners. Of  the  total  exports  from 
Japan  in  1S9,S  over  107.000.000  yen  wen 
s(  nt  abroad  by  foreign  inci<hants  doing 
business  in  that  country  and  ,55.000,000 
by  Japanese  merchants,  while  of  the 
total  imports  of  the  year  184.000,000  yen 
in  value  were  imported  by  foreigneis 
and  90.000.000  yen  in  value  by  Japanese 
n:crchants. 

That  the  Japanese  have  proved  apt 
T'lipils  in  the  study  of  foreign  commerce 
as  an  ai't  is  shown  by  an  examination 
of  the  record  of  Jaiian's  foreign  trad»> 
during  the  past  few  years.  In  ISS.'J  only 
I.S5  per  cent  of  the  imports  into  Japan 
and  14.4  jier  cent  of  the  exports  were 
made  liy  Japanese  merchants.  By  ISS.S 
the  percentage  of  imiMjrt.itions  made 
by  Japanese  merchants  had  increased 
to  17. S  per  cent:  by  1894  they  had  reached 
29.2  per  <  ent,  and  in  189S  82,6  per  cent 
nt  the  total  imports  was  made  by  Ja>i- 
anese  merchants.  Meantime  their  share 
in  the  exportation  business  increased 
rather  more  slowly  than  that  of  im- 
Iiortation.  reai-hing  IS. 4  per  cent  in  1891, 
2.">.8  per  cent  in  1896  and  33.7  per  cent  in 
1898.  The  total  value  of  imports  by 
Japanese  merchants  in  1883  was  l.'!S3,101 
yen  and  in  1898  90,472. 2.'i9  yen,  while  the 
total  value  of  the  exports  by  Japanese 
merchants  which  in  1883  was  5.149,078 
yen,  was  in  1898  5.''.,000,.").')9  yen.  The  fa(  t 
that  two-thirds  of  the  exports  of  Japan 
still  find  a  market  through  foreigners 
residing  in  that  country,  and  that  over 
two-thirds  of  the  imnoi  ts  ar'^  brought 
in  and  distributed  by  foreign  merchants 
doing  business  in  Japan,  adds  greatly  to 
the  importance  of  the  new  relatiotis 
which  now  exist  between  the  Japanese 
government  and  foreigners  residing  and 
doing  business  in  that  country. 

The  commercial  relations  between 
Japan  and  the  United  States  differ  ma- 
terially from  those  of  many  other  coun- 
tries. While  our  total  exports  largely 
ex(  eed  our  total  imports,  the  conditions 
are  reversed  in  our  commerce  with 
Japan,  as  our  imports  from  that  coun- 
try greatly  exceed  our  exports  to  it. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  Japan  is 
the  producer  of  certain  articles  abso- 
lutely required  in  the  United  States, 
and  whi(  h  cannot  or  at  present  are  not 
produced  in  this  country.  Of  raw  silk 
for  our  manufacturers  our  imports  from 
Japan  in  the  year  Just  ended  amounted 
in  round  numbers  to  15.000.000  dollaif,,  or 
nearly  as  much  as  our  total  exports  to 
that  country,  while  practically  one-half 
of  our  tea  imported  was  also  from 
Japan,  the  total  from  that  country  dur- 
ing the  year  being  over  4,000,000  htnillion 
ing  the  year  being  over  $4,000,000.  Of 
rice  the  imports  range  in  the  vicinity  of 
$500,000;  flax,  hemp  and  jute  for  manu- 
facturing in  round  terms,  $.'>00.000.  while 
manufactures  of  silk  from  Ja;>an  range 
between  $2,000,000  and  $3,000,000  annu- 
ally. Japanese  ofTicial  figures  show  that

A  dispatch  fiom  Antwerp  says 
Copleys  big  woods  aie  allre,  and  dwell- 
ing houses  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
village  are  in  danger  of  destruction. 

Many  families  have  m  ivcd  out,  fear- 
ing that  the  flames  will  reach  their 
houses  and  destroy  their  possessions. 

From  Philadelphia,  hocton  and  fpon 
Hlaik  Hiver  to  Lowville  the  flames  are 
raging. 

A  dispatch  fnmi  Canton,  St.  L.iwrence 
county,  says  that  flames  are  raging  at 
I'xiites,  and  that  pidp  wodd  and  biiibl- 
ings  are  in  dangei'.

FLOUR  RATES. 

A  Milling  Firm  ai  St.  Cloud 

Makes  Complaint  Against 

Norihern  Pacific. 

St.  raul.  Aug.  IS.— The  interst.i; 
commerce  commissioti  >esterday  gave 
a  hearing  in  the  matter  of  the  petition 
of  the  Tileston  Milling  compan.v  and  the 
city  of  St.  Cloud,  asking  that  the  com- 
mission compel  the  Ntjrthern  Pacific  to 
grant  a  proportionate  rate  to  St.  Cloud 
from  that  now  in  effect  from  Minneapo- 
lis to  Duluth. 

Commissioners  Knapp  and  Youmans 
were  the  only  members  of  the  commis- 
sion present.  The  Noith-rn  Pacific  w.is 
represented  by  J.  H.  Mitchell  and  I-.  T. 
Chamberlain,  of  the  legal  department 
of  the  road,  and  the  Tileston  Milling 
company  and  the  city  of  St.  Cloud  were 
represented  by  D.  K.  Ltfon  and  F.  M. 
Stewart. 

Vice  President  and  General  Manager 
Hannaford  of  the  Northern  Pacific  was 
the  principal  witness.  The  facts  as  al- 
leged were  not  disputed  and  Mr.  Hanna- 
ford told  how  the  Northern  Pacific  came 
to  i)Ut  these  r.ates  in  force. 

Mr.  Hannaford  said  that  if  the  com- 
missioner should  decide  that  the  tariff 
now  in  effect  between  the  terminal 
points  was  in  violation  of  the  interstat'^ 
law  the  road  would  cancel  it,  but  under 
any  circumstances  it  could  not  make 
proportionate  intermediate  rates.  It 
would  be  ctimpelled  to  haul  its  cars  back 
empty  as  before,  so  that  the  result  of 
the  appeal  of  St.  Cloud  will  not  be  in 
gains  to  them  in  any  event. 

It!  reply  to  a  question  as  to  why  the 
Northern  Pacific  made  a  rate  of  b^2 
cents  to  Duluth  and  \A'est  Sujierior,  Mr. 
Hannaford  .said  it  was  because  this  was 
the  lafe  made  by  the  short  line  roads 
and  he  could  not  get  more. 

It  was  developed  on  the  testimony  of 
Mr.  Hannaford  that  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific during  the  past  year  has  been 
offered  only  three  cars  of  flour  from  the 
Tileston  Milling  company,  and  that  one 
of  these  was  to  make  this  test  case. 

Chairman  Knapj)  cmss-examined  the 
witness  for  the  milling  company  and 
developed  the  fact  that  in  case  th*^ 
Northern  Pacific  was  forced  to  make  th*"" 
rates  demanded,  and  the  (ireat  Northern 
had  met  these  rales,  the  bulk  of  the 
business  would  probably  go  to  the  Great 
Northern  by  reastm  of  its  shorter  lines, 
snd  therefore  the  present  action  against 
the  Northern  Pacific  was  largely  for  the 
purpose  of  forcing  a  rival  road  to  make 
reductions. 

Chairman  Knapp  said  he  would  allow 
a  Cfmtinuance  for  thirty  days  in  which 
to  sufjmit  briefs,  and  after  the  commis- 
sion had  revived  the  case  a  decision 
would  be  rendered. 

The  whole  proceeding  is  unlikely  to  be 
of  benefit  to  St.  Cloud. 

No  matter  which  way  the  decision 
goes,  it  will  not  give  them  lower  rates. 
By  their  action  they  have  simply  pre- 
vented the  Northern  Pacific  from  de- 
riving revenue  by  hauling  loaded  cars 
instead  of  emnties. 


THE  FARCEJN  FRANCE. 

The    Government   Decides  to   Let 
M.  Guerin  Alone. 

Paris,  Aug.  IS.— The  compositors  who 
yesterday  left  M.  Ouerm's  printing 
office  were  examined  yesterday  after- 
noon by  M.  Fabre,  the  magistrate,  and 
on  giving  evidence  of  good  faith,  were 
released. 

M,  Jacque  and  Gen.  Rue,  who  inter- 
viewed M.  Guerin  today,  said  that  he 
declared  he  would  resist  to  the  death. 
The  house  is  guarded  by  repuljlican 
.guards.  The  cabinet  will  meet  today 
to  consider  the  situation. 

According  to  the  Figaro  the  govern- 
ment has  decided  not  to  use  force,  but 
to  wait  until  M.  Guerin  issues  forth. 

A  dispatch  fnjm  \'ille  Franche  an- 
nounces that  a  priest  named  Vial  has 
been  arrested  there,  charged  with  hav- 
ing been  connected  with  a  plot  to  change 
the  form  of  government. 

Demonstrations  in  the  Rue  de  Chabrol 
last  evening  led  to  to  several  cunfiicts, 
but  otherwise  there  had  been  no  change 
in  the  position  up  to  a  late  hour. 

There  was  rioting  Wednesday  even- 
ing on  the  Boulevard  de  Magnet  be- 
tween the  nationalists  and  the  anti- 
Semites.  Four  persons  were  seriously 
injured.

Portland,  Me.,  Aug.  18.— Hon.  Amos 
I...  Allen,  Former  Si>eaker  Reed's  pri- 
vate Secretary,  is  authority  for  the 
statement  that  Mr.  Reed  will  resign  in 
the  course  of  a  few  days,  early  enough 
to  allow  the  special  election  to  be  called 
for  Novemi)er.

Tronisoo.  Island  of  Tromsiw.  Xorway. 
Aug.  IS.— WiiUor  Welltnan  and  the  sui- 
viviiis  uf  iho  polar  expoditiifn  led  by 
him  arrived  here  yesterday  afternoon 
on  the  steamer  Capella.  having  success- 
fully completed  their  explorations  at 
Franz  .losef  Land.  Mr.  Wellinan  has 
discovered  new  lands  and  many  islainls. 

The  expedition  brings  a  grim  story  of 
Areiic  trageily.  In  the  autumn  i>( 
1M»S  an  outpost  c;»lled  Fort  M.KlnK'y 
^vas  established  in  latiiude  SI.  It  was 
a  house  built  oi  rocks  and  roofed  over 
^^ith  walrus  hitles.  Two  Xorwegiai.s, 
J'aid  Bjorvig  and  H.rt  Hents.m.  the  la:- 
T.-r  of  whom  was  with  Nansen  on  the 
Kram,  remained  there.  Thu  main  i>iiriy 
wintereil  in  a  canvas  covered  hut  called 
11a!  lusworih  house,  at  Cape  Teleikois. 
«in  the  .south  side  of  Hall's  islands,  lati- 
tude SO. 

About  the  middle  of  February.  b.>- 
fijre  the  rise  ot  the  sun  to  its  winlei 
height.  Mr.  Wellman.  with  three  Xor- 
\vegians  and  forty-nine  »logs.  started 
n»»rth.  Il  was  the  earliest  sledge  jour- 
ney on  record  in  that  high  alliliule.  i):i 
re;uhing  Fort  McKinley.  Mr.  Wellinan 
found  Bentson  dead,  but  Ujorvig.  ac- 
cording to  promise,  had  kept  the  body 
in  the  house,  sleeping  beside  it  through 
two  months  of  Antic  darkness.  Noi- 
\\  iihstanding  his  terrible  experience. 
the  survivor   was  safe  and   cheerful. 

I'ushing  northward  through  rough  he 
and  severe  storms,  with  a  continuous 
temperature  for  ten  days  between  •!■' 
;ind  "iH  ilegiees  below  zero,  the  party 
found  new  lands  north  of  Frednniis 
island,  where  Nansen  landed  in  ISH.'i. 

Hy  the  inidille  of  .March  all  hands 
were  mnlident  of  reaching  latitude  f'T 
or  SS.  if  not  the  i>oIe  itself.  Then  began 
a  succession  of  disasters.  Mr.  Wellman. 
■while  leading  the  party,  fell  Into  a 
snow-coVered  i  reVa.-^se.  seriously  in- 
juring one  of  his  legs  ami  compelling  a 
retreat.  Two  days  later  the  party  was 
aroused  at  midnight  by  an  icenuake 
under  them,  due  lo  pr.-ssure.  In  a  fe>v 
moments  many  dogs  were  rriished  and 
the  sledges  destroyed.  The  members 
of  the  expedition  narrowly  escaped  with 
their  lives,  though  they  manage<l  to 
save  their  precious  sleeptn.g  bags,  some 
dogs  and  i>rovisions. 

Mil  Mr.  Wellman's  condition  Uecom- 
ing  alarming,  as  inllammation  set  in. 
the  brave  Norwegians  dragged  him  on 
a  sle<lge  Uy  forced  marches  li'iO  miles  to 
headciuarters.  arriving  there  the  last  of 
March.  Mr.  Wellman  is  still  unable  to 
walk  and  will  probably  be  permanently 
crippled. 

After  reaching  headciuarters  other 
members  of  the  expedition  explored  re- 
gions hitherto  unknown  and  important 
scientific  work  ^vas  done  by  Lieut. 
Kvelyn  B.  Baldwin,  of  the  I'nited  States 
weather  bureau:  Dr.  Edward  Hofma, 
of  C~5rand  Haven.  Mich.,  and  A.  Harlan, 
of  the  I'nited  States  coast  survey. 

The  expedition  killed  forty-seven 
bears  and  many  walruses. 

The  Capella.  arrived  at  Cape  Teleget- 
hoff  in  s«=arch  of  the  e^fiedition  on  July 
•_'  last.  On  Aug.  1  she  met  the  SteP.:i 
Polar.  l>^aring  the  expedition,  headerl 
by  Prince  Luig,  duke  of  Abruzzi.  which 
had  sailed  from  Achangel  to  reccmnoiter 
nortJi  of  Franz  Josef  Land,  and  to  meet, 
if  possible,  the  Wellman  expedition. 

^Tr.  Wellman  and  "his  comiianions 
found  ni'  trace  in  Franz  Josef  I..anil  of 
the  missing  aeronaut,  professor  Andree.

Dlter 
Tail.  Becker.  Bed  L;ik' .  folk,  c'liippi-wa. 
•  "lay.  Wilkin,  Stevens.  Swill  Kaiuiiyolu, 
Meeker,  tcarns,  Kmiglas.  Benton,  Mille 
Lacs  and  Pino,  besidis  St.  Louis  ounty, 
outside  of  Dulutli. 

The  saw  and  planing  mills  outnumber 
the  other  lieavy  manufacturing  establish- 
ments.

^I.  Bird,  of  c'.uayama.  said  theiv  were 
1000  hogsheads  of  su.gar  in  Ciuay;i!na 
alone,  and  it  was  th  u-mghly  wet.  If  it 
is  not  disptised  of  at  once  it  wili  he 
Worthless.  He  asks  the  Ameiioans  to 
help  his  countrymen  by  finding  nvtr- 
kets  for  this  product,  the  stored  sugars, 
toliacco.  etc.,  and  wants  the  government 
to  give  immediate  free  trade  as  a  means 
to  this  end. 

Both  said  the  natives  are  grat-^^ful  for 
the  aid  rendered  to  them  by  the  Ameri- 
cans, but  insist  that  free  trade  Avould 
be  the  only  permanent  relief.  They  al?<o 
ask  f«>r  the  establishment  of  agricultural 
banks  to  loan  money  at  moderate  teims 
of  interest  to  the  needy  farmers.  Money 
now  commands  from  10  to  18  per  cent. 


FOR  JUDGE  BROWN'S  PLAGE. 

Candidates  Numerous  In  the  Six- 
teenth Judicial  District. 

St.  Pau'..  Aug.  ;>.  — Juuge  i;iown,  of 
the  Sixteenth  Judicial  district.  has 
tendcied  his  resignation  to  Ouvernor 
Lind,  to  lake  efftct  the  last  day  of 
August,  The  governor  is  now  be- 
sieged by  delegations  favoring  various 
candidates  for  the  place.  A  delega- 
tion from  Morris  appeared  in  the  intei'- 
est  of  S.  A.  Flaherty,  of  that  city.  An- 
other delegation  from  Big  Stone  county 
ajipearetl  in  the  interest  of  E.  F.  Craw- 
ford, of  Ortcmville.  Among  the  num- 
ber were  Kay  Farrington,  county  at- 
torney: Michael  Noonan  and  E.  J.  Mil- 
lei'.  Representative  Fosnes  was  there, 
and  so  wa.s  C.  W.  Stanlc>n,  of  the  Appie- 
ton  Press.  The  latter  was  not  there  in 
the  interest  of  either  of  the  candidates, 
however. 

It  appears  th:U  the  impression  had 
gone  out  in  the  district  that  Crawford 
V  as  slated  for  the  jdace,  an<l  would 
g»  t  it.  The  Ortonville  and  Graceville 
papers  ha<l  intimated  as  much,  and 
Crawford  had  been  congratulated  by 
manv  friends. 

The  delegation  did  not  look  happy  as 
it  pased  out  of  the  governor's  office, 
however,  and  now  it  is  reported  thai 
Frank  J.  Steidle,  of  Wheaton,  <<>unty 
attorney  of  Traverse  county,  is  the  se- 
lection. Steidle  was  touted  for  the 
place  a  couple  of  months  a.go,  and  his 
friends  seenied  to  think  he  had  the 
place  cinched.  Then  the  tide  ai)par- 
ently  turned  against  him.  Now  it  ap- 
pears that  Steidle's  star  is  again  in 
the  ascendant,  and  that  on  and  after 
Sept.  1  he  will  be  entitled  to  prefix 
••judge"  to  his  name.  This  is  subject, 
of  eourse.  to  the  fortune  of  politic-s.  as 
It  is  not  understood  that  any  detinite 
promise  has  been  made.  Steidle  is  a 
Populist,  and  one  of  the  young  attor- 
neys of  the  district,  p-laherty.  of  Mor- 
ris, another  leading  candidate,  is  a 
Democrat. 

Crawford  had  always  been  a  Repub- 
lican up  to  1X98,  when  he  supported 
Lind  very  actively,  as  did  a  number  of 
his  friends  and  political  asosciates  in 
Big  Stone  county. 

Representative  Fosnes,  of  Chippewa 
county,  is  working  hard  for  Crawford, 
and  has  not  yet  !,iven  up  the  fight.  He 
has  visited  the  governor  a  number  of 
times  within  the  past  few  weeks,  and 
will  probably  stand  by  his  candidate 
imtil   the  appointment   is  announced. 

Judge  Brown  will  take  his  place  on 
the  supreme  bench  next  January.

"I  learn  that,  instead  of  replying  to  the 
proposal  of  Mr.  Chamberlain  to  refer  the 
franchise  controversy  to  a  joint  commis- 
sion of  intjuiry.  the  Transvaal  government 
will  intimate  its  willinyuess  lo  grant  a 
."i-ycar  simple  frani-hise,  retro.^pecttve  and 
unclogged  by  restrictions,  and  that  the 
represenlatiun  of  the  gold  fields  will  l)e 
extended  to  one-fourth  of  the  volksraad, 
thus  exceeciing  the  tifth  demanded  by  Su 
Ali'rcU  Milner  and  rendering  an  in«iuiry 
into  the  present  franchise  law  unneces- 
sary. 

'•Nothing  will  be  demanded  in  rtturn 
for  these  coneessions,  but  a  suggestion 
will  be  made  that  the  imperial  government 
siiould  grant  something  rec-iprocal.  Tiiis 
apparent  surrender  must,  however,  be  re- 
ceived with  caution.  I'nless  the  new  laws 
are  properly  secured  by  effectual  guar- 
antt'os.  they  may  only  be  intended  to 
grant  the  shadow  of  reforms  with  the  ob- 
ject of  gaining  time  and  placing  Croat 
Hritain  ai  a  ilisadvantage."

MAYOR  OF^  TOLEDO. 

Socialist  Sam  Jones'  Conception  of 
Ideal  Government. 

Sam  Joie?,  ita\<'\'  <<(  Toleilo,  became 
a  si>cialist  after  he  had  made  a  fortune. 
He  describes  the  manner  of  his  con- 
version as  follows,  says  Ainslee's  Maga- 
zine. 

"Since  lisTO  I  have  been  more  or  less 
of  an  oil  producer.  In  1883  1  invented 
some  important  improvements  in  ap- 
pliances Utv  producing  oil.  Finding 
manufacturers  unwilling  to  make  the 
article,  I  went  into  the  manufacturing 
business.  This  brought  me  in  con- 
tact with  the  condition  of  labor  in  a 
city  for  the  first  time  in  my  life.  As  a 
ruie,  workers  in  the  oil  field  enjoyed 
large  wages.  I  found  men  working  in 
Toledo  lor  the  fracticm  of  a  dollar  u 
day.  I  began  to  wonder  how  it  was  pos- 
sible for  men  to  live  on  such  a  small 
sun.  of  tnonty  in  a  way  becoming  citi- 
zens of  a  free  republic.  I  studied  social 
conditions,  and  the  Ineciuality  and  in- 
justice around  me  led  me  to  feel  that 
some  protest  should  be  made  against 
the  degratdation  of  my  fellow-men.  I 
at  once  declared  that  the  so-called  'go- 
in.g  wa,ges'  rule  should  not  govern  in 
the  Acme  Succor  Rod  company.  I  said, 
rather,  that  the  rule  that  every  man  is 
entitled  to  such  a  share  of  the  product 
of  his  toil  as  will  enable  him  to  li\e  de- 
cently and  in  such  a  way  that  he  and 
his  children  may  be  rttted  to  be  citiztms 
of  the  free  republic,  should  be  the  rule 
gov»'rning  the  wages  of  our  establish- 
ment. 

■"My  tcnOeption  of  a  scientic  form  of 
government,  or  rather  ideal  govern- 
ment, where  the  strongest  is  always 
ready  to  help  the  weakest.  The  lirst 
steps  towai(is  its  attainment  was  taken 
<  tnturies  ago.  Tliat  man  has  made 
git-Ht  progress  in  that  direc-tion,  is 
shown  liy  the  fact  that  we  have  p.issed 
from  savagery  to  slavery,  from  slavery 
to  comjietition,  and  we  are  now  goin.g 
frmn  competition  to  co-operation.  The 
ne.ict  step  will  be  from  co-operation  :o 
the  realization  of  brotherhood  in  gov- 
ernment. 

"in  reply  to  thi-  question:  "Why  don't 
you  sell  all  you  have  and  give  to  the 
poor?"  I  answer  becatise  I  am  not  a 
Christian  as  Jesus  was.  1  am  only  apo- 
logetically Christian.  I  can  sec  there 
would  be  no  dithtulty  in  practicing  the 
golden  rule  Of  living  ac-cc»rding  to  the 
sermon  on  the  mount,  if  I  were  read.v 
to  do  it  entirely.  The  c-omman.l  of 
.lesus  to  the  young  man  was  veiy  di- 
rect: "(Jo  sell  ami  give,'  but.  like  all 
worshipjiers  of  Mammon,  I  soothe  my 
conscience  with  honeyed  words  ami  try 
lo  believe  that  I  can  'do  so  tnuch  good' 
with  private  property,  that  I  know,  in 
leality,  is  the  fruit  of  other  people's  toil. 
Right  or  wrong,  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  best  way  that  I,  as  an  employer, 
<-an  serve  in  bringing  ^'bout  industrial 
freedom  and  in  developing  the  new 
right,  the  right  lo  work,  is  to  emidoy 
inoTi  under  the  very  best  conditions  that 
I  can  provide:  break  down  the  shallow 
and  foolish  social  distinctions  that  exist 
in  many  cases  l)etween  employer  and 
einiiloved:  jiay  a  little  better  wages, 
h:ive  shorter  hours,  and  thus  raise  the 
standard  a  little,  and  gradually  lead  to 
a  larger  recognition  of  social  obliga- 
tion.

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HOW  HE  WON 

Success  of  John  Van  Arman, 
ihe  Great  Chicago  Crim- 
inal Lawyer. 

For  Years  Loolced  Upon  as 

the  Leader  of  His 

Class. 
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The  most  dratnativ  page  in  the  event- 
ful life  of  John  Van  Annan,  one  of  the 
greatest  criminal  lawyers  Chioago  ever 
'productnl,  was  last  week  made  public 
by  an  olj  frieml  of  the  famous  attorney, 
himself  a  ilistinjruished  member  of  the 
Cook  county  bar. 

For  a  quarter  of  a  century  John  Van 
Arnian  was  lookeil  up  to  as  the  first 
criminal  lawyer  of  the  Northwest.  His 
fame  was  national.  Chicago  was  ih" 
■oene  of  most  of  his  triuti!i>hs.  for  in 
this  lity  he  livt-d  fur  thirty  years,  sa\s 
the  Chioago  Tribune. 

Hut  in  this  story,  now  pulili.shed.  ii  i.-^ 
belieVfil.  ffir  tilt-  fust  time,  iht-  si-t-ne  is 
in  a  rmiijli  mining  lov^ri  in  California. 

John  \'at;  Aiirian  is  working  in  ih<* 
nilnt>s  in  thi-  jruisi.*  i)f  a  common  laborei'. 
While  thus  loilinj?  with  the  unletiervd 
'inlniis  a  murder  is  lommitted  in  the 
settlt-mejit.  The  slayer.  afl»r  narrowly 
escaping  lyjichinsf.  is  al)out  to  be  forced 
to  a  tiial.  whicli  couid  result  in  but  a 
verdict  of  death. 

Then,  as  dramatically  as  Itostaud  in- 
troduce.^ his  hero.  John  Van  Arman 
steps  forth  from  the  court  room  irowd. 
"That  man  shall  not  ko  to  trial  to- 
morrow morning,"  he  exclaims.  Hy  his 
'  audacity  and  by  a  knowledge  of  tfu 
judges  criminal  past  he  carries  his 
point,  seiUtt'S  leasonable  time  for  llic 
defendant,  and  lakes  up  the  case  hi'.:i- 
self. 

Then,  still  in  the  guise  of  a  common 
miner,  clad  in  a  cheap  tlannel  shirt,  a 
red  bandana  handkerchief  about  his 
throat,  in  heavy  top  buot.s  bespatter 'd 
with  the  yellow  loam  of  the  hills.  John 
'Vun  Arman  pleads  the  man's  cause  bc- 
fori>  the  mining  jury.  The  Westerners, 
astounded  at  the  wonderful  defense  of 
this  •miner."  pack  the  court  nMim.  little 
realizing  they  are  listening  to  i>ne  uf  the 
first  lawyers  of  the  country.  The  trial 
Is  the  .sensation  of  the  mountainside. 
Van  -\i'man  turns  the  tide  of  feeling,  lu- 
clears  his  ilient.  and  is  triumidiantl;' 
borne  from  the  court  room.  The  great 
lawyer  leaves  the  cam^>  as  mysieiiously 
as  he  had  come,  and  returns  to  the 
practice  of  his  profession  in  Chicago, 
and  keeps  the  story  secret  for  years. 

There  are  but  a  handful  of  men  who 
ever  heard  the  tale  from  Van  Armans 
own  lips.  There  are  not  many  more 
who  know  the  story  at  all.  Amons; 
those  who  have  heard  of  this  California 
adventure,  some  of  them  from  the  great 
la%v>er  himself,  are:  Kx-Judge  Wing. 
Luther  Latlin  Mills,  Harry  Olson,  u-i- 
sistant  state's  attorney;  Attorney  J.  C. 
Farwell.  Attorney  Albert  K.  dates. 

John  Van  Arman  was  born  iji  New 
York  in  1^20  of  Dutch  and  French 
parents.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
New  York  city  and  commence<l  the  prac- 
tice of  law  in  Marshall.  Mich.,  but  cam^ 
to  Chicago  in  ISriS  and  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  local  bar  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  in  1S90. 

Van  Arman  first  gained  power  In  IS.'jI 
In  what  is  known  as  the  Michigan  Cen- 
tral railroad  conspiracy  case.  A  band 
of  f<jrty  men  were  wrecking  trains  and 
burning  depots.  Van  Arman.  to  secuie 
evideme.  disguised  himself  and  joined 
the  outlaws.  The  information  he  thus 
received  he  used  with  powerful  effect  in 
court  later  on.  He  conducted  the  prose- 
cution of  the  band.  The  Hon.  William 
H.  Seward  and  a  dozen  other  lawyers 
conducted  the  defense,  but  twelve  of  the 
outlaws  were  convicted  and  sentenced 
to  the  penitentiary.  In  1S62  the  lawyer 
Avent  to  the  front  as  colonel  of  the  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-seventh  Illinois 
infantry. 

Shortly  after  his  return  from  the  war 
great  sorrow  came  to  the  attorney  and 
drove  him  to  the  mining  camp.  He  had 
three  children,  two  daughters  and  a  son 
about  25  years  of  age.  named  John  Van 
-Arman.  Jr.  Van  Arman  loved  this  bo.v 
as  few  fathers  have  loved  sons.  But 
the  young  man  was  drowned  in  Lake 
Michigan. 

The  father  was  overwhelmed  with 
grief.  He  could  not  continue  his  prac- 
tice of  law  in  Chicago.  His  office,  his 
home  and  all  familiar  scenes  reminded 
him  of  his  great  sorrow.  He  c(juld  not 
force  himself  to  sit  down  and  read  a 
law  book  or  listen  to  a  client's  weary 
tal-^".  Van  -Arman  thought,  perhar.s, 
that  new  scenes  and  hard  manual  labor 
might  cause  him  to  shake  off  part  at 
least  of  his  .grief.  He  fixed  up  his  busi- 
ne.ss  affaiis.  said  farewell  to  his  family, 
and  completely  <lisappeared  from  view 
for  nearly  two  years. 

Here  is  what  the  bench  and  bar  of 
Chicago  says  of  this  absence: 

He  (Van  -Arman)  traveled  a  while  for 
the  benefit  of  his  health,  and  in  the 
course  of  a  year  and  a  half  or  two  years 
returned  to  his  practice  of  law  in  this 
city. 
This  is  a  true  history  of  this  period: 
John  Van  Arman  donned  the  garb  of 
a  miner  and  went  to  work  in  a  town  in 
California.  Just  the  place  the  lawy?r 
who  tells  this  story  has  forgotten.  He 
Secured  employment  in  one  of  the  mines. 
He  sought,  in  fierce  onslaught  with  his 
l)ick  upon  the  stu'oborn  (luartz,  to  foi- 
get.  He  mingled  with  the  miners  as  on; 
of  them  and  was  soon  looked  upon  as 
one  of  them.  As  the  noted  lawyer  tolled 
shoulder  to  shoulder  in  the  deep  shaft.f 
with  the  miners,  murder  was  done  in  the 
camp. 

In  a  saloon  quarrel  one  miner  shot 
another — nothing  unusual,  by  the  way, 
but  this  particular  shooting  proved  es- 
pecially exasperating.  The  victim  was 
p(»pular.  the  slayer  a  quarrelsome  fel- 
low in  his  cups  and  not  well  liked. 

The  murderer  took  to  flight,  an  angry 
mob  close  upon  his  heels.  He  succeed-'i] 
in  giving  himself  up  to  the  sheriff  antl 
was  put  behind  the  bars.  A  band  w.is 
organized  to  lynch  him.  so  high  did  in- 
dignation run.  but  the  attempt  was 
frustrated. 

The  authorities  promised  an  imme- 
fliate  trial  and  the  miners  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  they  might  as  well  have 
a  legal  as  an  illegal  hanging— there 
could  be  but  one  verdict  of  a  jury,  they 
reasoned.  No  miner  dared  to  raise  a 
voice  in  favor  of  the  prisoner,  had  any 
one  been  so  disposed.  A  special  grand 
jury  was  summ<med  and  indicted  the 
prisonei'.  Two  days  after  the  shooting 
the  man  was  brou.ght  before  the  judge 
for  trial.  That  day  the  miners  knor  ked 
off  work  and  jammed  the  court  i-oum 
and  crowded  the  commons  about.  It 
was  an  interested  and  bUxwlthirsty  mob. 
The  judge,  an  un.scrupulous  fellow, 
knew  how  the  people  felt — they  wanted 
a  f|ulc  k  trial  .and  a  hanging  verdict. 

"Are  you  ready   for  trial?"   he  asked 
the  accused. 
The  defendant  sh(X)k  his  head. 
"Have  you  a  lawyer?" 
"No." 

"Have  you  any  money  to  hire  one?" 
"No." 

"I'll  have  to  appoint  one.  then." 

He  looked  about  the  room,  addressing 

the    few    shysters   present.     One     lawyer 

.said   he  had   to  go  out  of  town,   another 

felt  ill,  yet  another  had  an  excuse.    No 


one  dared  to  take  up  the  task  of  defend- 
ing the  prisoner,  so  strange  was  the  feel- 
ing against   the  defendant. 

••!  can  I  get  you  a  lawyer,"  said  the 
judge,  wearily.  "That's  not  mv  fauu. 
ioull  have  to  look  out  fur  youraelt. 
lour  trial  will  commence  tomorrow 
mornmg  at  9  o'clock!" 

The  judge  turned  to  go.  But  all  this 
while  there  was  a  red-shirted  miner 
wliose  blood  was  boiling  with  indignation. 
I'orct!  a  man  to  trial  iwi>  davs  alter  the 
crime  was  commiite<i:  What  lawvers 
these  were,  not  one  daring  to  defend  this 
man.  who  must  enter  upon  a  fight  for 
his  life! 

There  was  a  movement  In  the  court 
room  crowd,  and  from  its  depth  stepped 
lurth  John  Arman. 

•■'I'hat  man  sliall  not  go  to  trial  tomor- 
row mornhig  at  t»  o'clock!"  he  exclaimed. 
Ill    anger    and    asionislimeiit    the    judge 
turned    back,      "Who    are    youV'    he    de- 
manded. 

"It  s  no  matter  who  I  am.  I  know, 
perhaps,  a  little  about  the  law.  That 
man  shall  not  go  to  trial  tomorrow  mora- 
liig    at   »  o'cIocK!" 

■Repeat  that,  and  I'll  throw  you  in 
jail!"  r'urioiisly  exclaimed  the  judge. 

\"aii  .Vrinan  sipiared  his  great  shoulders, 
threw  out  his  chest,  and  in  tones  rmglag 
wuh  deliance.  answered: 

■■''"hrow  nie  in  jail'.'  You  throw  me  in 
jail—.  'U  man.  if  1  may  call  you  such,  you, 
who  in  'le  city  of  Chicago,  lived  by  your 
wife's  in.  nv  for  six  years,  and  sold  your 
daughter  i>  •  gypsy  actor,  you— who"  are 
now  a  fugiti.e  from  justice — you  throw 
me  in  jftilV  You  wretch,  you  dare  not  lay 
one  linger  upoti  Jt>hn    Van   Arman!" 

The  judge  turned  as  pale  as  the  white- 
washed walls  behind  him.  He  turned  to 
rejily  and  ilie  words  choked  him.  ile  stag- 
gered   tiom    the  court    house. 

The  miners  crowtltM  about  Van  Arman 
in  ailmiratit'ii  and  wonder.  They  ad- 
niireii  a  man  who  was  fearless  eiiougli 
ti>  stand  up  for  the  under  dt>g  in  tne 
tight.  They  wondered  at  the  deep  effect 
ot   their  comrade's   words. 

Ne.xt  morning  the  court  rtxmi  was 
again  jiacketl.  The  miners  were  curious 
to  See  how  the  strange  passage  of  arms 
between  judge  and  miner  was  to  enii., 
Nine  o'clock  came  and  no  judge,  'i  he  old 
court  clock  struck  h»  and  the  judge  was 
still  absent. 

The  man  whom  Van  Arman  had  so  bold- 
ly faced  liad,  it  later  developed,  tied  the 
country  In  fear,  in  him  llie  greiit  law- 
yer h.u!  recognized  a  Chicagoan  of  some 
little  iiromineiice  in  the  ante-bellum  day.-<, 
but  wlio  was  rinancially  forceil  to  ilee 
from  the  city  to  escape  arrest.  Whether 
he  ever  coupled  the  name  of  John  Van 
Arman  as  given  him  l>y  the  miner  who 
e.iniu  out  oi  tile  crowd  With  that  of  the 
lawyer  will  ne\  er  be  known,  but  he  saw 
that  this  man  knew  too  much. 

John  Van  Arman,  when  the  crowd  had 
filetl  from  the  cour  room,  gossiping  over 
this  sti-ange  turn  in  thi*  case,  went  over 
to  the  rude  jiul  and  said  tersely  to  the 
prisoner: 

■•I'll  defend  you." 

The  prisoner  wa.^  only  too  glad  to  have 
any  one  o;i  his  side.'  Then  Van  Arman 
went  back  to  work  with  pick  and  shovel. 
After  several  weeks,  when  he  had  had 
plenty  uf  time  to  prepare  his  case  in  odd 
times,  the  trial  was  again  called.  -\  judge 
from  another  circuit  was  summoned  to 
preside  over  the  case.  Along  through  the 
mountains  ilie  words  had  gone  thai  a 
miner  was  to  act  as  law.ver — this  mysteri- 
ous man  who  had  defied  the  judge  and 
driven  him  from  the  eou.'itry. 

Miners  from  the  slojies  ami  diggings  far 
and  near  came  to  the  court  house.  Five 
minutes  after  the  trial  commenced  the 
spectators  saw  that  this  roughly  dressed 
miner  did  know  "a  little  about  the  law." 
-Although  Nan  Arman  liad  been  paid 
tens  of  thousands  as  a  fee.  he  never 
tried  a  i-ase  as  he  did  this  one.  -Al  the 
end  of  the  first  day  the  wonderful  de- 
fense that  was  being  made  was  llie  talk 
of  the  county. 

"And  this  man  is  only  a  conamon  felier 
like  llie  rest  of  us.  what  has  ter  shovel 
dirt    for  a  livin'."    was   the  comment. 

Tile  second  day  the  mineis  demanded  a 
hi^rtCer  room,  •■ourt,  so  great  was  the 
clamor  al  the  lioor.  was  ailjoiirnei  to  the 
■"oiier*  house,"  a  long,  low  pine  structure, 
ilere,  on  the  same  (loards,  where  barn- 
stormiiiir  ci^mpanies  had  trod.  Van  Ar- 
man. in  his  rough  garb,  strode,  before  the 
jury,  arguing,  iiuesiioiiing,  ridiculing,  ca- 
joling, pleading.  wIuU  the  auditors  held 
breathless  silence.  Such  a  trial,  of  course, 
had    never  been   lieard   in    tliose   parts. 

Then  it  came  to  the  defense's  hnal  i>lea. 
.•Vlread>-  Van  Arman  had  all  but  won 
judge,  jury  and  spectators.  and  had 
poimdeil  down  the  line  of  the  prosecution. 
Now.  to  make  his  victory  complete! 
Lung  years  afterwards  he  said  grimly: 
'"It  was  as  good  a  speech  as  I  ever 
made." 

When,  with  such  a  flight  of  oratory  as 
had  often  entranced  Chicago  court  rooms. 
Van  Arman  finished,   his  ca.=e  was  won. 

Those    twelve    miners    who    sat    in    the 
jury   ()ox,   who   had   a   few  weeks  ago   bci'ii 
hinulng  for  the  blood  of  the  man  on  trial, 
retired,   and   in   three  minutes  had  said: 
•'Not  guilty!" 

The  freed  man,  with  tears  of  gratitude, 
embraced  Van  Arman.  The  miners,  who 
had  sought  to  kill  him  but  a  month  ago. 
crowded  around  and  almost  rung  his  hand 
off.  while  they  i>oure<i  congratulations  in 
his  e.ir.  The  judge  forgot  his  dignity  far 
enough  to  climb  down  from  his  improvised 
liench  and  grasp  Van  Arman's  hand.  The 
miners  gathered  about  the  lawyer,  raiseil 
him  high  upon  their  shi>uUUTs,  and  cir- 
ried  him  in  triumph  from  the  court  room. 
Thus  ended  the  famous  trial. 
Van  Arman  did  n<it  gi>  hiick  to  pick  and 
shovel.  After  that  speech  his  iilentity 
could  be  kept  secret  no  longer,  and  as 
i|uietiy  as  he  had  come  he  slipped  out  of 
the   mining   camp. 

The  trial  which  gave  Van  -Arman  the 
greatest  publicity,  and  of  which  several 
different  versions  have  been  given,  is  the 
Michigan   poison  case. 

Shortly  before  he  came  to  Chicago.  Van 
Arman  was  engaged  to  defend  a  woman 
who  was  charged  with  murdering  her 
husband  by  giving  him  biscuits  with  ar- 
senic in  them.  The  trial  was  t)ef<ire  the 
days  of  high  perfection  in  chemical  an- 
alysis. l)Ut  the  proof  against  the  woman 
seemed  to  be  clear.  Van  Arman  made 
practically  n<j  defense— there  was  none  to 
make.  He  contented  himself  with  ridicul- 
ing the  state's  case.  When  it  came  to  the 
final  plea.  Van  Arman  ate  one  of  the  ar- 
senic biscuits  before  the  eyes  of  the  jury, 
maintaining  they  were  i>erfect!y  harm- 
k's.«.  As  the  lawyer,  when  the  jury  went 
out  some  time  later,  was  in  excellent 
health,  the  twelve  men  naturally  returned 
a  Verdict  of  "not  guilty." 

One  version  of  the  story  Is  that  Van 
Arman  had  the  poison  pumped  out  of  him 
in  an  ante-room  immediately  after  fin- 
ishing his  speech.  The  great  lawyer's 
most  intimate  friends  sa.v  tliis  is  not  true. 
The.v  say  he  went  into  regular  trainins 
for  the  nrdea!  and  by  the  cumulative  pro- 
cess got  him:5elf  into  such  a  condition  that 
he  could  stand  enough  arsenic  to  kill  ten 
ordinary  men.  At  an.v  rate,  the  good 
lawyers  of  Michigan  were  highl.v  incensed 
at  Van  Arman's  "trick."  as  they  called 
it.  and  the  indignation  and  unfavorable 
criticism  had  much  to  do  with  the  law- 
yer's  coming   to   Chicago. 

In  thl.^  city,  among  Van  Arman's  famou-: 
cases,  was  the  defense  of  Jamperls.  ac- 
cused of  murdering  his  mistress  and  jiack- 
ing  her  liody  in  a  barrel.  He  cleared  his 
client  on  the  second  tri.al.  For  four  years 
he  was  lawyer  for  the  Chicago.  Burlington 
&  Quincy  railroad,  having  a  great  voium- 
of  civil  pr.actice,  as  well  as  criminal,  l^x- 
Judge  Wing  studied  law  In  Van  Arman's 
office.  The  great  lawyer's  de-ath  in  1S9I) 
was  at  San  Diego.  Cal..  where  he  had 
gone  for  his  health.  His  wife.  Amanda 
Convis.  who  was  the  daughter  of  (Jen. 
Kzra  Convis.  speaker  of  the  Michigan 
house  of  representatives,  survived  him. 
Few  lawyers  who  have  practiced  at  the 
Chicago  bar  are  remembered  as  is  John 
Van  Arman,  both  on  account  of  his  bril- 
liancy and  the   bigness  of  his   heart. 

MOUKNINO  COSTUMES. 
It  is  not  really  mourning  to  wear  white, 
even  during  the  summer,  immediately 
after  the  death  of  some  relative,  says 
Harper's  Bazar.  There  should  be  worn 
instead  of  black  muslin,  black  lawn,  black 
mousseline  de  sole,  and  all  the  other  thin 
materials  in  thin  f)lack.  These  should  be 
made  without  any  white  trimmitig  what- 
ever, and,  if  i)ossible.  should  be  trimmeil 
only  with  the  sam.'  material.  After  six 
months  a  nuns'  veiling  trimmed  with 
row.T  of  dead  l)lack  riljijon  or  a  lustreless 
crepe  de  Cliine  may  be  used.  This,  how- 
ever, would  not  do  for  a  widow:  though 
after  sis  months  It  might  be  worn  by  a 
woman  wlio  had  lost  some  near  relative. 
These  crepe  de  Chine  gowns  trimmed  with 
ruchings  of  the  same,  and  with  some 
l)laek  mousseline  de  sole  around  the  waisi, 
make  very  beautiful  gowns— gowns,  too, 
that  ar;'  usually  most  becoming.  The  prin- 
cesse  style  is  very  good  in  this  material 
and  the  mourning  effect  may  be  height- 
ened by  trimmings  of  crape.  The  crape 
and  the  crene  de  Chine,  oddly  enough, 
arc  very  effective  together;  it  might  be 
supposed  that  the  two  materials  have  so 
much  in  common  that  they  would  not 
look  well  together,  but  such  is  not  the 
ca.se.  There  are  some  dead  black  mourning 
silks  that  are  very  good,  light  in  texture, 
and  of  so  dead  a  black  that  they  look 
well  with  the  crape  veil. 


WAR  BLUNDERS 

The  Situation  In  the  Philip- 
pines as  Seen  By  a 
Missionary. 

Inefficiency  of  Military  Lead- 
ers and  False  Reports 
About  Soldiers. 


To  the  (piery  wliether  I  played  chess, 
my  answer  was  that  my  life  has  been  a 
checkered  one.  writes  Arthur  May  Knapp 
from  A'okohama  to  the  Boston  Tran- 
script. Its  latest  and  most  interesting 
has  been  one  on  Manilla,  closely  following 
another  made  to  the  same  place  a  llllli 
earlier  in  the  s.-ason.  Possibly  not  many 
here  in  Japan,  and  still  fewer  in  intelli- 
gent Boston,  have  yet  formeil  a  c«mcep- 
tion  of  what  such  journeys  involve.  In 
fact,  a  corresi)ondent  in  the  latter  city 
writes  me  that  he  sends  me  no  Manilla 
it>-ms  because  Ja|)an  is  so  near  by  that 
1  must  get  them  long  before  lie  does.  Now 
the  distance  from  Yokohama  to  Manilla, 
by  the  usu.-il  route,  lacks  only  2eti  mili'.s 
ot  ihat  betwi-en  itoston  and  Idvtrpooi, 
while  the  time  of  passage  is  mort;  than 
double  that  of  the  Atlantic  trip.  The  hab- 
it of  looking  at  majis.  as  well  as  at  other 
iliinss.  drawn  on  a  small  scale,  is  condu- 
cive to  ignorance. 

For  the  same  reason,  it  Is  doubtfu! 
whether  one  American  in  a  hundred  thou- 
sand has  anything  like  an  adeouate  idea 
of  the  extent  of  the  doni.-iin  which  we  have 
;ic<iuired.  bought,  coiuiuered,  annexed, 
pre-emjited.  occupied  or  attached,  we 
don't  yet  know  wiiich.  President  McKlnley 
must  have  had  in  his  mind  something 
like  the  popular  conceiition  of  it  as  a 
little  grou.o  of  Pacific  islands,  whetj  lie 
talked  of  ■■!>.  tievolently  assimilatins:  "  its 
inhabitants.  An  empire  is  not  so  easily  as- 
similated, and  it  is  truly  an  imfierial  lio- 
niain  wiiich  we  have  annexeil.  bought,  at- 
tached, conipiefed.  etc.  Looking  upon  its 
broad  channels  which  separate  its  compo- 
nent islands  as  so  many  roads,  and  mag- 
nificent hiirhways  indeed  they  are.  and 
then  drawing  a  line  round  tiie  compact 
part  of  the  >rrour>.  you  include  an  arei 
nearly  as  Large  as  that  embraced  within 
a  straight  line  drawn  around  the  main 
Japanese  grouj).  Japan's  rigid  to  the 
name  of  empire  few  will  dispute,  and  if. 
further,  the  comparison  be  made  upon  the 
basis  of  the  area  of  aral>le  land,  our— if  It 
is  our— new  domain  Is  far  largt  r  than  that 
over  which  the  mikado's  rule  extends, 
f^'  rhaiis,  after  ail.  the  best  way  to  rcalizi 
its  vastness  is  to  imagine  it,  with  all  Its 
sufjerb  wat«-rwa.vs.  superimposed  vipon  oui 
AtlantU'  Seaboard  states.  It  would  ctiver 
nearly  the  entire  are;i  east  of  the  Appa- 
lachian  range,    from   Maine   to  Georgia. 

Nothing  could  b"  better  calculated  to 
inq.ress  the  lmp<  rialisticall.v  ignorant 
.American  with  tile  extent  of  his  new  — 
shall  We  now  e:ill  it  responflliility ?— than 
his  lii-st  sifxht  of  the  maje.stic  s'wtep  of 
the  vast  l>a.\.  niion  the  fartlicr  sliore  of 
whlili  lies  the  eaiiital.  Passing  the  nar- 
r<.w  entrance  at  (^'orregidor.  it  is  an  hcur 
before  the  towers  and  domes  of  the  lotv- 
lying  ei'.y  (..ui  be  even  dimly  disterncd. 
Willie  far  lieyond  vision  on  the  right  lie 
the  pathetic  remains  of  the  Spanish  tit  it 
at  Cavite.  To  the  west  and  north,  sole  re- 
lief to  the  flatness  u{  the  scene,  j-ise  tin' 
mouniains  which  form  the  superb  fram- 
ing lor  tlie  gorgeous  sunsets  as  seen  fion: 
the  famous  Luiieta. 

Broad  as  is  the  bay.  however,  it  is  a." 
notliiiig  to  the  access  of  imperial  vision 
which  <ome  to  every  Americ:in  wlicn  t.e 
sichts  the  coast  and  sails  for  hours  in  th'- 
fateful  track  of  Dewey's  fleet,  as  it  swept 
through  the  entrance,  changing  the  world's 
history  as  have  few  other  sinfcle  event;-  in 
all  its  course.  .And  the  vision  becomes  ;; 
distinct  and  well  nigh  ovtrpoweting  aensa- 
tion  as  one  lands  in  a  foreijjn  city  occupiei] 
by  American  troojis.  For  one.  i  doubt  !f 
years  of  residence  will  avail  to  dispel  tiie 
sense  of  utter  strangeness  wiiich  the  sight 
engendered.  It  was,  and  still  remains, 
after  many  weeks  of  sAjourn,  a  fact  to 
which  it  would  be  Impossible  for  the  mind 
to  become  accustomed.  Imperialist  as  1 
h.ive  of  necessity  become,  my  Yankee  in- 
stincts, so  long  fed  upon  the  diet  of  Amer- 
ican <irovincialism.  are  an  Insuperable  bar 
to  an  approving  recognition  of  this  dra- 
matic sign  of  America's  new  career,  in 
fact,  no  one  endowed  in  the  least  decree 
with  the  historh-  sense,  can  fall  to  be  im- 
pressed—and even  more  and  more  im- 
pressed with  the  tremendous  slgnlllc«ince 
of  the  thing.  Even  apart  from  its  inter- 
national lieariuKs.  the  mere  fact  of  the 
landing  of  ."iO.tXK)  Yankees  on  the  far  east- 
ern shores  is  an  event  big  with  Interest 
ind  results  to  tlie  Orient  and  to  the  world. 
Not  even  the  landing  of  the  l-'ilgrims  In 
New  England  seemed  so  frauj^ht  with  con- 
se(iu<'nce.  I'-or  tli;it  was  an  isolated  event, 
the  results  of  which  it  took  centuries  to 
develop,  whereas  now  the  woild  has  be- 
come a  nervous  system  in  which  no  event 
is  isolated,  least  of  all  one  so  manifestly 
fateful  as   this. 

Most  fortunate  it  is.  therefore,  that  the 
thousands  wiiich  the  new  sweep  of  the 
Aryan  wave  of  empire  has  landed  on  these 
shores  are  such  tyjiical  Americans,  so 
thoroughly  representative  of  the  land 
which  sends  them.  As  a  veteran  of  the  civ- 
il war  it  has  been  my  privilege  and  de- 
light to  fraternize  with  hundreds  of  them 
as  with  old  comrades,  and  I  can  therefore 
safely  bear  my  testimony  to  their  char- 
acter. That  testimony  is  that  with  the  in- 
evitable exceptions  to  the  rule,  no  finer 
body  of  men  ever  represented  the  rank 
anil  tile,  the  real  heart  of  America.  lOspe- 
cially  fortunate  has  our  nation  been  in 
the  high  order  of  intelliirence  marking 
this  vanguard  of  American  civilization  in 
the  far  lOast.  I  was  sitting  on  the  Luneta 
one  evening  near  a  group  of  Cf)lorado 
men.  To  all  appearance  they  were  typical 
cowboys,  and  so  T  thought  them  until  the 
band  began  to  render  a  classical  selection. 
The  men  at  once  turned  to  a  discussion  of 
the  music,  and  as  I  listened  to  their  talk 
I  could  readil.v  imagine  from  the  termol- 
ogy  used,  and  from  their  familiar  ac- 
quaintance with  the  characteristics  of  the 
great  composers,  that  these  rough-looking 
fellows  were  the  musical  critics  of  some 
Boston   or  New  York  newspaper. 

Nor  was  this  the  only  surprise  T  had 
upon  the  I^uneta.  it  was  a  keen  delight 
to  sit  and  talk  with  these  groups  of  men. 
who  in  the  cool  of  the  day  gathered  at 
this  beautiful  resort  on  the  shore  of  the 
bay  to  watch  the  ever-brilliant  going  down 
of  the  long-torturing  sun.  1  nevt  r  tired  of 
noting  their  keen  comments  on  the  Issues 
and  conduct  of  the  war.  their  criticism  of 
their  ofticcrs  and  leaders,  tlieir  i|uiek  ap- 
l>reelatlon  of  the  humors  of  tlie  campaign 
and  above  all  their  IntelliKcnt  grasp  of  the 
siprnihcance  of  their  work. 

Most  impressive  was  the  silent  evidence 
of  this  in  the  reverent  recognition  of  tht 
national  air  played  at  each  evening's  close. 
This  striking  outcome  of  the  Spanish  war, 
the  instant  rising  of  every  American  and 
his  standing  there  with  bared  and  bowed 
head  while  the  strains  of  the  "Star  Span- 
gled Banner  "  float  upon  the  air.  a  custom 
never  suggested  even  in  the  long  course  of 
our  civil  strife,  has  now  become  as  bv  si- 
lent and  spontaneous  consent  the  nation's 
recognition  of  Its  new  consciousn.^ss. 
Never  can  the  custom  be  made  more  Im- 
pressive than  it  is  there  today  upon  the 
I..uneta.  crowded  as  It  is  with  tall,  stal- 
wart fellows  of  the  unmistakable  West- 
ern type,  young,  eager-eyed,  self-reliant, 
masterful,  with  the  iiride  of  America's 
new  life  showing  itself  in  everv  line  oi 
their  faces.  The  sight  of  it  is  a  sensation 
worth  traveling  half  way  round  the  world 
to  experience. 

It  Is  safe  to  say  that  under  normal  con- 
ditions much  of  the  splendid  material 
which  our  nation  has  sent  to  the  Philip- 
pines in  Its  volunteer  regiments  would  be 
likely  to  remain  to  take  part  In  shaping 
the  industrial  and  educational  future  of 
the  islands.  Young  and  foot-lose  as  a  ma- 
jority of  them  are,  and  keen-eyed  as  thev 
also  are  to  the  possibilities  of  the  nevV 
domain,  a  large  contingent  of  these  men 
w- r.'  entertaining  the  thought  of  perma- 
nent residence  after  their  discharge,  and 
had  it  not  been  for  the  insurgent  out- 
break the  islands  would  have  rejoiced  in 
the  acfiulsition  of  as  fine  a  bodv  of  pio- 
neer settlers  as, ever  anv  colony  has 
known.  The  presence  and  impress  of  such 
pioneers,  and  their  influence  in  the  practi- 
cal solution  of  the  whole  Philippine  prob- 
lem, can  hartrly  be  fiverestlmated.  All  the 
more  to  he  deplored,  therefore.  Is  the  hos- 
tile attitude  of  the  natives,  and  the  lasting 
bitterness  which  has  been  evoked,  practi- 
cally closing  the  Islands  to  immediate  set- 
tlement by  aught  except  the  ruder  ele- 
ments of  which  the  pioneer  class  is  usual- 
ly   constituted.      For    one    of    the    worst 


features  of  the  present  situation  is  not  so 
much  the  alienation  of  the  natives  as  tlie 
change  in  the  spirit  and  temper  of  the 
Ameiican  soldiers  toward  them.  Out  ol 
the  wildly  exaggerated  reports  of  this 
change  have  grown  the  stories  of  atrocity 
which  in  America  have  too  well  served 
their  purpose,  but  the  foundation  for 
them  is  sufflcietitiy  well  based  to  give 
rise  to  serious  concern  for  the  future  of 
the  island  under  the  new  regime.  It  is  a 
change,  however,  the  responsibility  for 
which  should  be  placed  not  upon  the  men, 
but  upon  their  leailers.  The  blundering 
done,  frightful  as  it  has  iieen,  is  not  to 
bi'  charged  up  against  tlie  former.  They 
have  simply  adopted  themselves  to  the 
changed  environment.  Wh(en  Manilla 
was  taken  the  good  order,  sobriety,  self- 
r»straiiit  and  courtesy  id'  the  American 
soldiery  were  everywhere  noted.  Since 
then  i>artl>  because  of  the  initial  mis- 
take of  the  administration  in  not  sliow- 
iiiK  the  slltilitest  appreciation  of  the 
splendid  work  the  insuraeni  had  done, 
and  paying  them  for  liiat  work,  and  part- 
ly because  the  later  In  turn  could  not 
understand  or  appreciate  the  difference 
between  tlie  American  and  the  Spaniard, 
tlie  Filipino  has  come  to  stand  in  an  en- 
tirely different  light,  tlie  \ery  worst  side 
of  his  character  being  brought  Into  prom- 
inence. Naturally  enough,  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  Aitieriian  toward  liim  has  also 
materially  c'haiiged.  Wi-reas  during  my 
visit  In  the  autumn  conversations  witii 
the  soldiers  revealed  the  friendliest  feel- 
ing toward  the  natives,  my  later  stay 
sliowed  not  only  an  entirely  different  es- 
timate, but  also  an  almost  uitiversal  spirit 
of    bitter    vindictiveness   toward    them. 

The  reasonn  for  this  are  easy  to  find.  In 
e\-er-increasiii);  nuasure.  up  to  the  lime 
of  the  outbreak,  the  taunts  of  the  insur- 
gents, mistaking  forliearam^e  for  coward- 
ice, were  gall  and  wormwood  to  the  Amer- 
leaii  soldiers,  who  in  obedience  to  orders 
meekly  bori'  with  every  juovocation,  his 
demeanor  ever  adding  to  the  misconcep- 
tion, until  when  the  outbreak  happen.-d 
tlie  rush  to  arms  was  one  of  feverish  joy 
in  the  tliouglit  tliat  tht'  d.iy  of  reckoning 
for  all  the  endured  sneers  and  gibes  had 
come. 

AKain,  for  months  before  the  new  war 
bef^aii.  the  volunteers,  feeliufj  that  that 
for  which  they  had  enlisted  was  ended, 
were  liUed  With  thoughts  of  tlie  home 
noing.  orders  for  their  return  liaviiig  been 
aelually     issued. 

It  U  "therefore  not  to  be  wondered  al 
that  in  the  revulsion  of  feeliUK,  caused  by 
Filipino  folly,  they  should  look  upon  thai 
folly  a.s  the  reason  for  their  bitter  disaj)- 
fiointment.  and  wreak  tlielr  vengeaiict 
ujion  the  authors  of  it.  Anil  when  after- 
wards, added  to  all  this.  th.  ir  eyes  beheld 
the  liooies  of  their  slaughtered"  comrades 
savagely  mutilated  In  every  tonceivabl. 
and  many  an  ineoncei\  .ibie  way,  it  is 
not  at  all  sui-prlslnjf  that  their  oiilv 
iliougiit  for  the  time  being  was  the  long"- 
ing  to  hunt  the  wild  Ijeasis  to  tlieir  lairs 
or  slay  them  in  their  tracks,  l-'rom  thit 
iminil.se  it  is  but  a  step  to  the  sjiirit  of 
iiuliseriminate  slaughter,  and  in  many  a 
soliller,  doubtIe:^s,  war's  worst  jiassions 
have  been  aroused  and  had  free  course 
as  opportunity  has  offered.  All  this  may- 
be said,  of  course  not  to  condone,  but 
to  explain  whatever  facts  derogatorv  to 
llie  ciiaracter  of  the  American  soldier  in 
the  i'hilipoiiies  mav  be  sift.-d  from  the 
sensational  reports  with  whit  h  the  news- 
papers in  the  slates  are  teeming. 

So.  likewise,  in  all  fairness,  much  may 
he  said,  not  in  i-ondonatioti,  l.iu  in  expla- 
nation of  the  treachery  aiul  ciueliy  shown 
by  the  natives  themselves.  Miah  i"mphasis 
sMould  be  i>ul  UDon  the  (lU'Stioii  as  lo 
what  oujjht  to  be  expect. (I  of  men  who. 
in  addition  to  the  savage  and  treacherou.- 
.Malay  blood  coursing;  in  tliflr  veins  have 
had  besides  a  training  of  ;;(a»  years  in 
.S;.anish   cruelty  and   treachery. 

As  to  the  stories  of  looting  by  our  sol- 
diery, there  Is  also  a  word  to  lie  said  in 
way  of  extenuation,  it  ha.sMrecjuentlv 
happened  that  In  the  brief  Interval  be- 
tween the  flight  of  the  Filipi:ios  from  a 
town  and  the  entrance  of  our  troops,  as 
likewise^  after  its  evacuation  by  our  for- 
ees.  the  Cfiinese  inliabitaiits.  w"iio  rej^ard 
tlieinselves  as  tielitrals,  holll  possession 
a:id  with  the  Instinct  of  their  race  make 
the  most  of  their  holdings.  When  the  city 
o!  Santa  fruz  was  captured,  the  entering 
army  found  posieit  upon  llie  door  of  every 
il'-cent  house  in  llie  place  a  paper  clalm- 
ii;g  Chinese  owiiersiiip.  li  is  therefore 
easy  to  imagine  the  status  uf  household 
goods,  on  the  return  of  the  l-'illpinos  to 
laeir  homes,  as  well  as  also  where  the 
blame  would  naturally  be  laid.  What 
wonder,  then,  if  many"  a  soldier,  knowi:ig 
this,  should  conclude  to  have  the  game  as 
well  as  the  name".'  In  fact,  the  fault  seems 
to  he,  not  In  the  character  and  disposition 
of  the  American  soldier,  but  In  the  unto- 
ward elements  of  the  situation  eminentlv 
calculated  as  they  are  to  bring  out  th"e 
worst  features  of  "war's  horrid  front." 

-As  to  where  the  blame  for  the  situation 
should  be  placed,  it  has  now  become  far 
loo  complicated  lo  render  a  fair  judgment 
I  ossible.  At  the  same  time  a  sufticient  In- 
terval has  elapsed  since  the  outbreak  to 
enable  us  to  enter  upon  the  ungracious 
task  of  showing  how  it  could  have  been 
prevented. 

It  is  a  matter  worthy  of  notice  that  so 
long  as  Admiral  Dewev  held  the  reins  of 
flower  all  went  well.  The  trouble  began 
Horn  the  moment  tlie  land  forces  and 
their  leader  took  charge.  On  general  prin- 
ciples, and  without  prejudice  to  either 
branch  of  the  service,  this  might  easUv 
have  been  predicted.  From  the  very  ne- 
cessity of  their  training,  naval  officers  are 
best  ntted  for  dealing  with  foreign  peo- 
ples. That  training  gives  them  breadth 
of  thought,  knowledge  of  the  world,  ex- 
perience in  diplomacy,  instruction  in  the 
principles  of  International  la\v»  judgment 
and  tact  in  their  intercourse  with  mi'n; 
all  of  which,  together  with  their  tln(>  cour- 
tesy, their  freedom  from  political  intrigue, 
and  the  stern  discipline  to  which  thev  are 
subjected,  makes  them,  as  a  class!  the 
ideal  men  to  cope  with  just  such  a  i>r(,b- 
iem  as  that  which  was  presented  in  the 
liiillpplnes. 

Were  one  to  seek  far  and  wide  for  a 
concrete  illustration  of  this,  none  more 
exact  or  striking  could  be  found  than  in 
the  marked  contrast  between  Admiral 
Dewey  and  Ge:i.  Otis.  That  the  former  Is 
a  diplofnat  of  the  l>est  type,  is  amply  cvi- 
lienced  by  the  terms  of  his  refusal  to  be- 
c<ime  a  candidate  for  the  jiresidency.  That 
shows  a  mind  of  large  grasp,  endowed 
with  an  instinciive  perceidion  of  the  fit- 
ress  of  things.  That  he  knows  how  to 
deal  with  a  foreign  peojile  is  jilaln  from 
Ihe  fact  that  in  spite  of  ail  the  haste  and 
litterncss  engendered  by  the  new  situa- 
tion tiiere  has  been  no  abatement  in  the 
reverence  and  respect  wiili  which  the  na- 
tives have  from  the  first  regarded  him. 
He  may  in  fact  be  said  to  be  not  only  the 
one  man  who  has  surviveil  the  Spanish 
war,  l)ut  also  in  the  popular  estimation 
the  sole  survival  from  the  jiresent  w^retch- 
<•<!  strife. 

In  mai-ketl  contrast  to  tliis  broad-mind- 
ed, far-seeing  diplomat,  wliose  New  Eng- 
land characteristics  have  been  accentu- 
ated by  his  naval  training,  stands  the  sol- 
dier whom  an  evil  fate  and  the  rules  of 
army  precedence  have  maile  the  autocrat 
of  the  Philippines. 

Honest,  weil-meanln.g  and  incrediblv  dil- 
igent as  he  is.  and  admirable  soldier  as 
l;e  has  proved  himself  to  be.  It  is  as  a  typ- 
ical example  of  the  defects  of  soldierly 
(uallties  as  well  as  an  illustration  of  how- 
far  siicli  defects  can  be  carried  that  the 
fates  must  be  lilamed,  and  America  com- 
miserated for  his  occu)ianc.v  of  what  is 
not  onl.v  the  most  Important  post  in  our 
ik-overnment  at  the  jjresent  juncture,  but 
also  one  for  which  his  training  has  con- 
s))icuously  unhtted  him.  His  mind  is  es- 
sentiall.v  of  the  microscoiilc.  not  of  the 
far-seeinK  order.  The  routine  of  s<»ldiely 
duty  bounds  his  vision,  and  devotion  to 
detail  has  become  the  very  l>reath  of  his 
life.  Thus  It  happens  that  while  honesty, 
lidelit.\-  and  streuKth  of  character  are  all 
included  in  his  make-uj).  there  is  a  con- 
spicuous lack  of  the  essential  cjuaiitles  of 
the  diplomat  and  the  man  of  large  execu- 
tive ability.  His  soldii>rly  devotion  to  de- 
tail has  been  his  undoing.  It  has  led  him 
lo  distrust  his  subordinates,  whereas  the 
test  of  executive  ability  in  large  enter- 
prise is  Die  faculty  for  choosing  the 
right  men  for  the  work,  setting  them  to 
work,  trusting  them  for  their  work,  for 
their  judgment  in  Its  conduct,  and  then 
laying  upon  them  the  responsibility  for 
its  being  well  done.  Instead  of  doing  this. 
Cten.  Otis  seems  iiossessed  with  an  ab- 
sorlilng  desire  to  keep  under  his  own  eye 
every  detail  of  the  vast  and  complicated 
task  assigned  him.  Naturally  this  wish 
to  hold  all  the  lines  in  his  own  hands  has 
resulted  In  an  unmanageal>le  bunching  of 
the  reins,  much  kicking  among  the  horses 
with  every  possibility  of  disaster. 

In  the  same  way,  as  friction,  constant 
and  Wearing,  has  marked  all  counsel  and 
action  within  our  lines,  so  alienation  on 
the  part  of  the  natives  has  been  the  In- 
evitable result  of  Gen.  otls's  constantly 
reiterated  and  soldierly  demand  for  un- 
conditional surrender.  That  demand  was 
all  well  enough  for  Gen.  Grant  at  Fort 
Donelson,  but  to  make  it  now  under  the 
condition  which  prevail  in  the  Philippines 
shows  either  a  want  of  knowledge  of  the 
Filipino  character,  the  prime  factor  In  the 
situation,  or  else  an  utter  Incapacity  for 
adjustment  to  the  situation,  the  only 
scientific  method  of  survival.  He  who, 
whether  through  Ignorance  or  Incapacity, 
does  not  adopt  that  method  is,  to  sav  the 
least,   no  diplomat,  and  if  ever  the  prea-

Thus  ciueerly  constituted  the  expected 
has  happened.  First,  the  admiral  and 
then  the  president  of  the  commission  were 
alienated,  largely  because  the  merelv 
si>ldlerly  qualities  of  the  governor  gen- 
eral asserted  their  Influence,  armed  as 
they  were  with  autocratic  power,  and 
the  comml.sslon,  which  seemed  at  hrst 
iileally  constituted  and  from  which  so 
much  was  hoped,  is  now  jiractlcally  a 
thing  of   the   past. 

From  the  day  of  the  fall  of  Manilla,  the 
story  of  the  American  occupatiim  has  been 
one  of  blundering,  friction  and  misman- 
agement. Had  it  not  been  for  the  intel- 
ligence and  ability  of  the  whole  bodv  of 
officers  and  soldiers,  greater  dlsa.sters 
than  those  which  have  already  happened 
would  have  been  the  result.  It  is  safe  to 
say  that  the  situation  in  the  Philippines, 
like  that  at  Santiago,  has  been  saved  bv 
the  individual  bravery,  judgment  and  pow"- 
er  of  adaptation  of  the  Yankee  soldier 
rather  than  by  any  special  fitness  to 
command  on   the   i>art  of  his  leader.

A  bright-faced  girl  works  with  ham- 
mer arid  anvil  at  a  forge  in  a  shop  next 
to  the  railroad  tracks  here,  says  a  letter 
from  iloi-ton.  Her  name  is  Lydia  (?ould 
Weld.  Tie  shop  is  part  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  ot  Technology,  and 
she  is  sti;dylng  to  be  a  naval  architect. 

Miss  Weld  is  21  years  old  and  daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Franklin  Weld,  of  Fal- 
mouth. \7hile  attending  the  Institute 
of  Tchnoogy  she  lives  with  her  rela- 
tive, George  F.  Seavers,  in  Morton 
street,  Jamaica  Plain.  She  is  an  at- 
tractive jirl  of  niediuin  height,  with 
brown  hair,  blue  eyes  and  a  merr.v 
laugh,  which  does  not  go  at  all  with 
the  popuur  conception  of  the  erudite 
woman.  She  has  not  had  a  college 
education  in  the  classics,  but  i.s  well  up 
in  matheiiatics.  I'.efore  coming  to  the 
Institute  )f  Technology  she  was  a  pupil 
at  a  fashonable  school  in  Hryn  Mawr. 

Miss  Weld  made  her  choice  of  the 
profession  of  marine  aichilecture  a  few- 
years  ag<  when  a  yachting  party,  of 
which  she  was  one,  put  in  at  Hristol.

In  looking 
over  the  shops  of  the  Hereshoffs  while 
the  work  was  lieing  done,  the  desire  to 
be  maste-  of  that  craft  took  possession 
of  her  .anil  grew  to  a  serious  jiurpose,  in 
which  sh«  was  humored  by  her  family.

But  nobud.v  ttiought  to  cite  another  of 
Mark  Twain's  maxims,  "Truth  Is  the 
most  valuable  thing  we  have:  let  us  econ- 
omize it."  This  is  here  quoted  from  mem- 
■  )ry,  and  is  suliject  to  slight  error,  but  it 
is  correct  in  substance,  it  is  suificient  to 
neutralize  Mark  Twain  as  an  auth<irlty. 

The  noticeable  thing  about  this  discus- 
sion to  all  true  philosophers  is  the  scarci- 
ty of  the  light  which  It  throws  on  any 
subject  at  all.

RE\\  AXXA  SHAW. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  of  the 
delegates  to  the  International  council  of 
Women  is  the  Kev.  Anna  Howard  Shaw, 
rays  the  London  News.  There  was  an 
aggressive  ring  about  the  name,  and  I 
went  to  meet  with  this  much-discussed 
lioneer  of  ordained  women  ministers, 
ixpecting  to  find  an  angular,  spectacled 
and  severe  exhorter.  The  greater,  then, 
my  jileasure  when  a  few  minutes  Liter 
i  found  myself  chatting  gayly  ton 
smiling,  bright-eyed,  soft-haired  lady, 
who.-e  iiitterest  enemy  could  nvit  de.scriiie 
her  as  angular  or  severe.  The  Kev. 
Anna  Shaw  does  not  wearclerical  g.arb. 
and  her  gown  is  not  black;  while  no 
susi'icion  of  the  white  tie  lingers  about 
her  neek. 

The  story  of  how  she  came  to  b^  fo,>- 
inally  ordained  to  the  ministry  is  inter- 
esting. "I  W.1S  what  we  call  a  local 
preacher  in  the  Methodist  Kpi.scopal 
(  hureh,"  she  told  me.  "and  I  atte'-.led 
the  theological  course  in  Bostm  unive: - 
sity.  I  completed  my  course,  and  then 
aiildied  in  the  ordinary  way  f.ir  ordina- 
tion. The  forty-one  men  who  passed 
through  with  me  were  accepted.  I  was 
rejected,  for  you  see  1  had  committed 
the  unpardonable  sin.  As  a  chiM  I 
(  ften  wondered  what  the  unjiard  malile 
sin  was:  when  I  grew  older  I  learr-d 
that  it  was  an  unpardonable  sin  to  be 
born  a  woman.  Ilnwever.  I  was  con- 
soled by  the  thought  that  I  h.ad  i)a;-scd 
out  top  of  (ny  class  of  forty-two.  When 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  chunh  refused 
to  ordain  me.  I  turned  to  another  com- 
munion, the  Methodist  Protestau'. 
There  was  a  great  controversy  over  the 
matter,  and  finally  the  conferetice.  by  a 
sniaK  majority,  decided  in  my  favor.  I 
then  piiiceeded  to  ordinary  p.istnr.ii 
u-irk.  and  remained  in  it  for  sever.il 
xears.  But  I  found  that  my  work  v.i.'< 
bird,  red  by  va'ii;M.-  pn'judices  .>f  ,i  few 
people,  and  at  the  same  time  '  fimnd 
that  I  would  have  a  mjch  wider  Held 
oy  not  confining  myself  f.  i>,.^  cingre- 
gation.  I)ut  by  traveling.  So  now  I  am 
engaged  in  preachin.g  and  lecturing,  and 
ill  tiiir.  way  I  meet  more  people  in  ene 
year  than  I  could  in  ton,  settle!  .n  an 
ordinary  .lastjivte. 

"My  ordination  acted  as  a  precedent, 
and  since  then  about  fifteen  or  sixtem 
women  have  been  ordained  in  my  own 
chur.;'h,  and  there  are  today  about  ?M 
women  ministers  in  the  United  State.^:."

TJIMi:   M-'IMtK  LOSSHS. 

The  losses  by  fire  in  the  I'nited  States 
tluringr  1898  are  set  forth  in  the  official 
organ  of  the  fire  underwriters,  issued 
once  a  year.  There  are  thirteen  dis- 
tinct classes  of  property  considered  in 
maklns  up  the  table  of  fire  Icsses.  In 
every  class  except  the  church  class 
there  was  an  increased  number  of  fires 
In  1S9S  over  that  of  1S97.  In  1897  there 
were  7o5  church  fires;  in  189S  only  591. 
The  average  loss  for  each  fire  during 
the  year  has  been  reduced  from  $6022  in 
1SS8  to  $1S6S  in  1898:  and  the  insurance 
loss  from  $3993  to  $1056.  both  very  re- 
markable reductions.  A  curious  but 
natural  increase  is  noted  in  the  number 
of  fires  caused  by  electric  wires  and 
lights.  In  1888  there  were  only  66  such 
fires;  in  1898  there  were  958.  The  aver- 
age loss  has  decreased,  however,  from 
more  than  $10,000  in  1888  to  less  than 
$»kK)0  per  fire  in  1898. 

Defective  tlu#s  lead  as  the  direct  cause 
of  fires.  Of  all  causes  of  fire,  defective 
flues  come  first  as  direct  causes.  They 
were  responsible  for  11.23  per  cent  of 
all  the  fires  of  last  year.  Xext  comes 
incendiarism,  responsible  for  7.33  per 
cent.  Of  661  incendiary  fires  in  New 
York  city  210  were  of  dwellings,  231  of 
barns,  and  of  the.se  presumaldy  a  large 
number  were  started  by  the  insured. 
Kxposure  to  fire  accounts  for  25.68  per 
cent  of  all  the  fires  of  1898.  This,  how- 
ever, is  an  indirect  risk.  Firecrackers 
and  fireworks  caused  only  .81  per  cent 
of  the  fires  last  year,  while  lightning 
caused  .3.70  per  cent.  Exposures  caused 
more  than  their  share  of  the  total  loss, 
while  the  losses  caused  by  the  .81  per 
cent  of  the  fires  caused  by  firecrackers 
amounted  to  only  .18  of  the  total. 

Studying  the  direct  causes  of  fires  in 
the  Fnited  States  in  1898.  it  Is  found 
that  there  were  fourteen  dust  explo- 
sions, 622  fires  caused  by  electric*  wires 
and  lights,  500  caused  by  firecrackers, 
1507  forest  and  prairie  fires,  295  caused 
by  friction  in  inachinery.  6891  incendiary 
fires  caused  by  lightning,  210  cau.sed  by 
mischievous  children  and  94  caused  by 
natural  gas.  C»il  stoves  were  respon- 
sible for  397  fires,  open  fireplaces  for 
410,  sparks  set  5296  tires,  spontaneous 
combustion  cau.sed  1179;  there  were  five 
fires  caused  by  the  sun's  rays  passing 
through  window  glass,  and  one  fire 
caused  by  the  sun's  rays  passing 
through  a  glass  bottle:  tramps  set  755 
fires,  not  incendiary,  and  12.204  fires  had 
no  assignable  causes. 

The  compilers  of  these  tables  make 
some  unexpected  statements,  founded 
upon  an  experience  of  twenty-four 
years.  For  instance,  the  chief  cause  of 
fires  in  asylums  is  defective  flues;  in 
bakeries,  overheated  and  defective 
ovens;  incendiarism  accounts  for  most 
of  the  fires  in  barns,  etc.;  cigar  stubs 
cause  most  of  the  fires  in  billiard  rooms, 
while  defective  flues  cause  most  of  the 
boarding  house  fires;  matches  start  the 
fires  in  book  stores,  spontaneous  com- 
bustion those  in  button  factories;  retail 
clothing  stores  suffer  chiefly  from  in- 
cendiary fires,  while  clubs  are  the  fire

The  Boston  Transcript  finds  there  are 
gratifying  evidences  that  the  events  of 
the  year  have  had  a  sobering  effect 
upon  Quay  of  Pennsylvania.  He  is  a 
boss  still,  but  in  some  respects  a  more 
prudent  and  cautious  boss  than  he  has 
been  on  some  itrevlotis  occasions.  He 
lias  come  to  entertain  a  little  wholesome 
respect  for  the  indep«'ndent  element  of 
his  state.  Like  Hc^.ss  Piatt,  of  NVw 
Yolk,  he  is  approving  men  whom  he 
thinks  will  be  the  least  objectionable  to 
those  with  whom  he  has  bi>en  at  odds, 
no  matter  what  his  personal  relations 
have  previously  been.  This  is  apparent 
in  Quay's  selection  of  a  candidate  for 
the  next  Judge  of  the  supreme  court  of 
Pennsylvania.  As  a  nomination  for  that 
position  is  ecpiivalent  to  an  election,  the 
iludce  of  a  < orriipt  man  would  acM  to 
the  misfortune  and  disgrace  which  the 
state-  has  alri^ady  suffered  at  the  hands 
of  the  machitii'  politicians. 

Hut  the  machine  has  put  the  seal  of  its 
ajiproval  upon  J.  Hay  Brown,  who  is 
very  favorably  spoken  of  and  enjoys 
the  t onliilenee  of  the  bar  and  the  public. 
It  is  a  humiliating  state  of  affairs  that 
a  man  every  way  worthy  the  ofTk  <; 
should  have  to  await  the  consent  of 
such  unscrupulous  political  authority 
before  he  can  be  elevated  to  it,  but  the 
silver  lining  ti>  the  cloud  is  that  th.» 
dictator  does  not  dare  to  do  his  worst. 
He  appears  to  realize  to  some  extent 
that  the  tension  of  public  sufference  in 
his  case  has  nearly  reached  the  parting 
point,  and  that  it  is  no  more  than  ordin- 
ary political  wisdom  to  humor,  for  the 
time  being  at  least,  an  awakened  public 
sentiment. 

This,  .says  the  Transcript,  may  be  set 
down  to  the  credit  of  the  Independent 
political  element  in  the  state,  which  is 
not  discouraged  by  repeated  reverses, 
but  returns  with  undisma.ved  gallantry 
to  push  political  reforms  again  to  the 
front.  If  I'ennsylvania  has  some  of  the 
worst  jKditics  and  politicians  in  the 
country,  she  has  also  some  of  the 
bravest  champions  of  good  government, 
who.  If  thej-  cannot  win  victories  very 
often  in  the  open  field,  can  at  least  make 
the  victories  of  the  dominant  force  less 
humiliating  and  disgraceful  and  less 
dangerous  to  the  interests  of  the  state. 
This  influence  is  working  upon  both 
parties,  and  except  for  its  weakne.ss  the 
Democratic  party  needs  a  restraining 
force  quite  as  much  as  does  Quay'.« 
particular  organization.  Berks  county 
is  the  Democratic  stronghold  in  Penn- 
sylvania. A  county  court  judge  is  to 
be  eleeti^d  next  fall,  and  the  present  in- 
cumbent, who  has  held  the  office  for 
ten  years,  has  made  an  admirable  rec- 
ord. But  it  was  so  good  that  it  offended 
some  of  the  Democratic  bosses,  and 
they  had  been  making  a  stiff  fight  to 
defeat  his  renomination.  At  the  prim- 
aries held  last  Saturday,  however,  in 
spite  of  every  expedient  that  the  ma- 
chine was  able  to  employ,  he  won  by  an 
overwhelming  majority,  and  good  citi- 
zens everywhere  are  pleased  with  the 
result.  These  are  little  glimmers  of 
hopefulness  in  a  situation  yet  suffi- 
ciently dark,  and  they  are  enough  to 
stimulate  to  fresh  efforts  those  tireless 
missionaries  of  pure  politics  in  the  Key- 
stone state. 


VOIVi:    OF-  TilK  .IIASSI'JS. 

Farm  and  Home,  a  well-known  pub- 
lication, has  I)een  trying  to  ascertain 
the  position  of  the  farmers  on  the  im- 
pending issues.  The  result  of  it.s  ef- 
forts is  interesting,  even  if  every  jM-r.-on 
will  not  consider  it  a  reliuMe  index  to 
the  state  of  popula*-  feeling.  On  the 
question  should  the  "iipinos  be  held  in 
subjection  to  the  I'nited  States,  or 
should  they  be  allowed  to  form  an  in- 
dependent government,  the  answers 
were:  Independent,  12.520  votes;  sui)- 
jection,  8416.  The  second  question  was 
should  Cuba  be  free  and  independent 
or  should  it  l)e  annexed  to  the  I'nited 
Stales.  The  result  was:  Independent, 
13.199;  annexed.  7362.  There  was  a  big 
majority  in  favor  of  annexing  Porto 
Rico.  Various  other  questions  v.cre 
asked,  and  to  the  query  whether,  in  gen- 
eral, the  I'nited  States  should  adhere 
to  or  part  from  its  former  policy  of  non- 
interference with  nations  beyond  either 
ocean,  the  reply  was  einphatieally  in 
favor  of  non-interference. 

Fam  and  Home  states  that  no  eff.irt 
was  made  to  influence  the  vote  either 
way.  Most  of  the  postal  card  ballots 
were  mailed  during  May  and  June,  only 
a  few  coming  during  July.  This  ex- 
pression of  public  opinion  was  there- 
fore obtained  before  the  issues  became 
parti.san  in  any  way,  and  when  the 
situation  in  the  Philippines  was  gener- 
ally considered  less  serious  than  it. is 
now  admitted  to  be.  This  is  the  first 
and  only  effort  yet  made  to  obtain  the 
unbiased  opinion  of  the  people  on  the 
new  factors  growing  out  of  the  Span- 
ish war.  As  farmers  are  slow  to 
write,  but  quick  to  talk,  the  result  may 
be  safely  accepted  as  reflecting  agricul- 
tural opinion. 

"The  high  princip'es  of  right  and  just- 
ice that  have  ever  animated  the  Amer- 
ican farmer,"  says  Farm  and  Home,  are 
emphasized  in  the  above  results.  He 
wants  the  Filipinos  to  have  their  inde- 
pendence under  the  protectorate  of  the 
I'nited  States.  He  wants  his  country  to 
fulfill  its  solemn  pledge  to  bestow  in- 
dependence upon  Cuba,  but  believes 
that  Porto  Rico  is  exempt  from  that 
pledge  and  ."ihould  therefore  be  an- 
nexed. Beyond  that  the  farmers  by  an 
overwhelming  majority  think  this  coun- 
try should  adhere  to  its  time-honored 
policy  of  non-interference.  A  colonial 
system  finds  little  favor.  The  farmers 
are  one  against  fostering  tropical  com- 
petition (under  coolie  labor)  with  do- 
mestic agriculture.  When  they  real- 
ize that  the  free  admission  to  the 
United  States  of  sugar,  tobacco,  fruits, 
vegetables,  etc.,  will  foster  just  such 
competition  and  disastrously  affect 
these  otherwise  promising  agricultural 
specialties  in  the  United  States,  our 
farmers  will  be  dead  set  against  tropic- 
al free  trade.  They  have  borne  the 
brunt    of    'protection'    for   a     century. 


Now  that  a  tariff  against  tropical  i)ro- 
ducts  can  directly  protect  them,  they 
will  not  consent  to  tropical  free  trade. 
The  American  farmers  want  equality— 
either  give  them  the  same  protection 
that  other  industries  have  had,  or  let 
there  be  free  trade  for  all.  These  new 
issues  cut  athwart  old  party  lines  in  a 
most  curious  fashicm,  indicating  a  new 
alignment  in  politics  that  bids  fair  to 
make  the  coming  year  one  of  absorbing 
interest.  Woe  be  to  the  party,  under 
whatever  name,  that  goes  back  on  the 
American  farmer." 


KXHOHTS  Ot-'  TOUAt'i'O. 

A  rec-eiit  editorial  in  the  Milwaukee 
Sentinel,  quoting  a  Philadelphia  paper 
on  th.'  sulijeet  of  the  promotion  <d"  ex- 
ports of  American  tobacco  to  Cliina  and 
Japan  liy  the  American  Tobacco  com- 
p.uiy.  lias  prompted  a  Milwaukeean, 
\\ell  infoniieil  1)11  the  subject,  to  send 
to  the  Sentinel  additional  f.nts 
and  Some  coi'i'ec-titins  of  conclusions 
bastd  ui>i  n  the  i'hiladelphi;i  st.ile- 
ments. 

It  is  stated  that  J:ip:tn  is  buying  large 
iiuantities  of  Keiituiky  ;ind  seed  leaf 
tobacco  in  this  country,  and  has  done  so 
for  several  years.  The  government  of 
Japan  has  sent  to  this  iviuntry  u  commis- 
sion of  three  business  and  tobac.o  men 
and  a  government  official  to  look  over 
the  tcfbacco  trade  of  the  United  Slates 
and  to  establiiJh  a  bureau  for  the  pur- 
chase of  American  tobacco  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  Japan.  This  bureau  will 
have  its  sc^it  in  the  city  of  New  Y()rk. 
China  is  also  liuying  tol)acco  in  thi.i 
Country  to  a  considerable  extent.  The 
^Vmerican  Tobacco  company  has  had  no 
mure  to  do  with  promoting  this  new 
branch  of  export  than  any  other  to- 
bacco firm. 

The  .\merican  Tobacco  company,  this 
Milwaukee  man  believes,  is  probably 
trying  to  start  a  tobacco  or  cigarette 
business  in  foreign  countries,  but  he 
does  not  think  this  will  tend  to  further 
the  tobacco  growing  interest  of  this 
Country  or  the  exixut  of  tobacco.  It  be- 
ing his  opinion  that  if  the  time  ever 
ei)mes  when  the  trust  owns  all  the  to- 
bacco factories  of  this  country,  it  will 
control  the  price  for  the  raw  material 
as  well  as  the  price  of  every  package  of 
tobacc^o  that  is  sold  to  the  consumer, 
the  consequence  luiiig  that  the  iirice  of 
leaf  will  go  down  and  the  price  of  a 
package  of  tobacco  will  be  advanced. 
The  grower  of  le;!f  tob.Tcco  may  thus 
find  cause  to  be  thankful  to  those  fac- 
tories which  have  declined  to  .sell  tiieir 
plants  to  the  t:ii.-it. 


MX   H.EXTH  iiV. 

The  nomination  by  the  anti-Ooebel 
Democrats  of  John  Young  Brown  for 
governor  will  naturally  encourage  the 
Republicans  to  believe  that  their  ticket 
will  be  selected  on  account  of  the  dis- 
sensions among  the  Democrats.  For  in- 
stance, the  Louisville  Republi.-an  or- 
.gan  says; 

"The  exact  fa.Hs  Indicate  a  vote  for 
ex-Governor  Brown  which  will  make 
Mr.  Goebel's  election  impossible.  Only 
the  subsidized  organ  of  the  Louisville  & 
Nashville  railway  has  been  rash  enough 
to  predict  Governor  Brown's  election. 
But  every  intelligent  oli.server  of  the 
situation  knows  that  if  the  fJrown-John- 
ston  organization  shall  be  maintained 
until  election  day  the  Brown  ticket  will 
poll  Democratic  votes  enough  to  rout 
the  Goebel  conspiracy  and  to  insure 
Republican  administration  of  the  state 
government  for  another  term.  The 
anti-Goebel  county  conventions  furnish 
a  sulistantial  basis  for  this  prediction." 

This  is  frank,  if  over  sanguine,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Louisville  Courier-Jour- 
nal, which  points  to  the  fact  that  the 
Louisville  &  Nashville  convention,  as  it 
is  called,  was  not  intended  to  elect 
Brown,  but  to  help  the  Republicans, 
who  are  powerless  of  themselves  to  elect 
Taylor. 

in  this  analysis  of  the  situation  the 
Republican  organ  bases  no  hopes  for 
R'^jublican  success  next  fall  upon  the 
strength  or  merits  of  the  Ilepuiilicans. 
It  knows  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as 
a  Repuldican  party  in  Kentucky.  It 
knows  that  the  wrangling  spoilsmen

An  enormous  quantity  of  old  iron  in 
the  shajie  of  anchors,  chains,  etc.,  is  an- 
nually n  .-cued  from  the  sea.

It  is  un- 
deniable, however,  that  the  psycholo- 
gists have  collected  an  Immense  amount 
of  valuable  data,  which,  of  course,  is 
the  first  step  toward  arriving  at  a  so- 
lution. Many  of  the  things  ihey  have 
noted  are  remarkable,  and  I  find  seve- 
ral enumerated  In  the  last  issue  of 
a  French  medical  monthly.  It  is  said,  for 
instance,  that  one  can  dream  of  any 
give:i  ohiect  by  thinking  about  it  in- 
tently for  four  or  five  hours  before  re- 
tiring and  then  dismissing  it  from  the 
mind.

Things  dwelt  upon  .iust  be- 
fore going  to  sleep  are  rarely  droimed 
about.  Another  curious  statement  was 
that  the  familiar  dream  of  fallin.g  can 
generally  be  induced  by  tying  a  hand- 
kerchief firmly  around  the  forearm  and 
leaving  it  on  when  one  goes  to  bed.  It 
•was  also  noted  that  bright  colors  are  rare 
ly  seen  in  dreams.

How  many  hours  out  of  each  day  -hould 
be  allowed  for  sieeo?  Some  jiliime  them- 
selves on  doing  with  few;  otiiers  .ire 
ashamed  to  own  how  many  they  take 
beyond  what  is  ordinarily  supp.jsed  to 
be  sutlicient.  The  truth  is,  that  the  ((ues- 
tion  cannot  be  definitely  answered,  so 
mucti  depending  upon  cofistituiion,  occu- 
pation  ami    habit. 

Those  wli.i  take  little  sleep  probably  get 
all  they  need,  while  the  long  liers  "abed 
may  have  need  of  all  they  take.  The  aver- 
age amount  re.iuired  for  health  differs 
with  age.  "I'oung  children  are  usuallv  and 
rightly  allowe.l  to  sleep  as  much  as  they 
will— more  perhaps  for  the  relief  of  the 
nurse  than  the  good  of  the  child;  but 
even  at  the  age  of  la  or  11  a  child,  accord- 
ing to  a  medical  authority,  should  have 
ten  or  eleven  hours'  sleep  per  dav. 

I'nder  the  age  of  2()  nine  hours"  is  the 
proper  allowance,  while  eight  is  enougii, 
but  not  more  than  enough,  for  adults 
till  the  prime  of  life  i.«  i)ast.  The  ten.l- 
ency  is  to  sleeji  too  little  raiher  than  too 
much.  Insufflt  lent  sleep  is  one  of  the 
cr.\ing  evils  i:>f  the  day.— New  York  Tel- 
i-gram.

SOUTH  DAKOTA  SECTION. 

Report  of  Crop  Outlook  at  Close  of 
Week  Ending  Monday. 

The  crop  rejioit  I'.ir  the  South  Dakota 
section  for  the  week  ending  last  Monday 
says: 

The  temperature  averaged  about  the 
normal  f.)r  the  week,  j)robably  a  little 
above,  with  some  warm  days,  but 
nights  mostly  cool.  There  was  less 
than  ihe  normal   amount  of  sunshine. 

Fair  to  good,  and  in  some  localities 
copious,  local  rains  were  fairly  well 
•  listrlbuted,  and  in  several  counties  crops 
were  .lamaged  by  hall. 

Wheat  and  oat  h.arvest  is  nearing  com- 
pletion in  the  Southeast  and  most  cen- 
tral counties,  and  well  advanced  In  most 
northern  counties.  Where  the  late  wheat 
was  not  fully  ripe,  recc-at  rains  have  im- 
proved the  quality.  Some  threshing  from 
shock  has  already  been  done  in  that  sec- 
li.iii. 

<'orn.  late  flax,  late  potatoes,  late  millet 
and  pastures  have  been  benefited  by  the 
rains.  In  the  middle-eastern  counties  corn 
promises,  at  the  present  time,  onl.v  a 
poor  to  fair  crop,  iireceding  hot  weather 
having  evldentl.v  damage.!  the  blossom  in 
many  fields,  and  the  drought  having  pie- 
vented  growth  and  development  of  ear; 
elsewhere  a  fair  to  good  crop  is  antici- 
pated, especially  in  some  southeastern 
counties,  where  the  jirospect.  on  the 
whole,  is  ciuite  ))romising.  It  is  estimat<»d, 
on  the  whole,  that  the  bulk  of  early  corn 
will  be  safe  from  injury  by  frost  by  die 
Ist  to  6th  of  September",  ancl  the  bulk  of 
the  late  by  the  loth  t.)  15lh.  The  rec:nt 
rains  may  considerably  Improve  the  pro«- 
f)ect  for  a  crop  where  the  blossom  wa-; 
not  damaged.  Where  the  crop  was  not 
materially  damaged  by  heat  and  drou.;?ht. 
it  is  mostly  In  the  milk  and  dough  or 
roasting-ear  stage,  and  In  some  fields  Is 
denting. 

The  condition  and  prospect  for  flax 
is  about  the  same  as  last  week,  exc-ept 
that  local  rains  have  been  beneficial  to 
the  laie  sown.  Some  fields  havi'  been  har- 
vested in  scattered  central  and  southern 
localities,  and  fair  to  good  yield  and 
eiuality  is  indicated.  As  stated  in  ihe 
last  bulletin  the  crop  seems  to  be  in  the 
best  condition  in  the  southeast  and  some 
scattered   n')rtlieast   counties.

As  already  stated  in  the  newspapers, 
there  is  a  project  ti>  use  the  steps  of 
the  capitcjl  for  the  cererwony  of  present- 
ing to  Dewey  the  beautiful  sword  which 
congress  voted  to  him.  It  is  doubtless 
the  handsomest  weapon  of  the  kind  ever 
made  in  this  country,  having  a  lolt  of 
gold  ancl  bearing  the  admiral's  mono- 
gram in  diamcjnds.  To  bestow  it  upon 
him  in  an  ordinary  fashion  is  consii- 
ered  inadeijuate.  ancl  sci  permission  is 
being  sought  by  those  interested  in  the 
matter  to  use  as  a  sort  of  background 
the  business  hevid.iuarters  of  the  nation. 
Pr.d)ably  Dewey  himself  would  much 
prefer  to  receive  the  sword  by  express, 
prepaid,  biH  there  are  punallie-j  at- 
tached to  the-  c-ondition  of  being  a  herei. 
.ami  be  musi  already  have  made  up  his 
mind  to  enilure  patiently  the  agonies 
of  p.jpular  appreciaticm  expressenl  hy 
cei'emonial.  A  special  committee  has 
beeo  aijpointed  to  produce  the  permis- 
sion of  the  vice  president.  Mr.  Hobart. 
that  the  capital  may  be  thus  utilized. 

It  is  worth  mentioning  here  that  the 
treasury  department  has  been  gretttiy 
surprised  at  the  suit  brought  by  Dewey 
for  the  bounty  due  <m  accejuni  of  the  de- 
struction of  the  Spanish  fleet  al  Ma- 
nila. 

Never  before  has  a  claim  o€  the  kind 
been  presented  to  this  government  in 
such  a  way,  save  in  case*  where  de- 
mands have  been  disallowed.  Several 
months  ago  the  government  sent  a 
commission  to  the  Phillippines  for  th" 
purpose  of  "sizing  up  the  damage"  at 
Manilla,  with  a  view  of  finding  out  ex- 
actly what  was  due  lo  the  ofticers  an.l 
men  ot  the  .\meric-an  fleet.  Nobo.l;.- 
knows  as  yet  what  were  the  contents 
.)f  its  report,  handed  in  to  the  depart- 
ment of  justice  on  its  return  to  Wash- 
ington, but  U  may  be  that  Dewey  had 
an  inkling  of  its  nature'  and  decided  to 
advancL'  matters  by  i)Utting  in  his 
claim  before  decision  was  lenderod.  It 
should  be  undeislood  of  aourse.  that 
the  suit  is  not  personal  with  him  ex- 
actly, but  is  entere^l  for  the  entire 
Hciuadron. 

Under  the  existing  law  Dewey's  fleet 
must  receive  at  least  $100  for  every  man 
on  board  e»f  the  Spanish  vessels  in  the 
liglit  at  Manila.  This  is  on  the  basi.'* 
of  an  assumption  to  the*  effect  that  the 
enemy's  forces  were>  inferior  to  our  own. 
If  their  forces  were  superior,  the 
American  squadron  is  entitled  to  $200 
I>er  man.  and  it  is  claimed  by  Dewey 
that  such  was  the  case,  consideration 
being  had  of  the  fact  that  the  ene.niy 
was  suj)p.irted  by  batt.M-ies  and  forts  on 
shore.  Here  is  exactly  were  the  dis- 
pute comes  in.  Dewey  claims  $200  per 
man,  where.as  the  government  has  been 
disposed  hitherto  to  hold  that  only  $100 
per  man  was  -duo.  Of  course,  the  treas- 
ury does  not  care;  it  only  awaits  the 
decision  of  the  department  of  justice 
on  the  matter.  As  sexm  as  that  decision 
is  rendered  the  money  will  be  paid,  but 
now  that  the  business  has  gone  to  the 
court  of  claims,  it  may  be  held  up  by 
that  extremely  deliberative  body  for 
j'eai's  to  cemie,  and  there  is  no  telling 
when  the  cash  will  be  turned  over  to 
whom  it  is  due.  The  admiral  demands 
?326,141.  and  in  addition  the  amount  due 
from  three  cruisers  sunk  in  the  engage- 
ment, but  subsequently  raised,  and 
which  he  apiuaises  at  $42r).000. 

Dewey  will  get  one-twentieth  of  the 
entire  sum  paid  as  V)ounty  for  the  de- 
struction of  the  Spanish  fleet.  When 
the  matter  is  finally  .adjudicated  a  cer- 
tificate for  the  amc)unt  will  be  issuer? 
by  the  treasury  official  who  audits  the 
navy  department  bills.  This  certifi- 
cate will  go  to  the  treasurer  c)f  the 
United  States,  who  will  immediatedy 
send  his  check  for  the  sum  to  the  ad- 
miral. In  the  same  way  all  the  officers 
of  the  American  squadron  will  get 
their  shares,  each  captain  of  a  shin  re- 
ceiving one-tenth  of  the  whole  amount 
due  to  his  vessel.  All  others,  inclu.i- 
ing  seamen,  petty  officers,  etc..  will 
be  paid  by  adding  the  requisite  number 
of  dollars  to  whatever  may  be  due  them, 
so  that  they  may  draw  the  money  as 
they  do  their  pay.  Their  shares  ar*- 
proportionate  to  their  wages.  There  is 
an  old  saying  in  the  British  navy  that 
prize  money  is  poured  through  a  ladder, 
what  falls  through  goes  to  the  office»-s 
and  what  slicks  to  the  rounds  belongs^ 
to    the   men.

The  attractions  in  this  combination 
include  a  number  of  striking  novelties. 
There  will  be  a  Roman  stading  race  in 
which  the  riders  will  ride  two  horses 
each.  A  chariot  race  will  also  be  an 
exciting  feature.  Two  women  will  ride 
a  horse  race,  and  they  are  riders  of  the 
most  daring  kind.  Master  Floyd  Tol- 
bert is  the  youngest  and  smallest  jockey 
in  the  world,  and  he  rides  a  half-mile 
dash  against  a  lady  rider.  He  is  only 
7  years  old.  Another  great  feature  will 
be  Tony  Mullane,  who  will  race  with 
two  other  horses,  one  ridden  by  a  lady 
and  the  other  by  an  experienced  jockey. 
Tony  will  go  it  alone  against  the  other 
two.  Snapper  Garrison,  a  world-re- 
nowned greyhound,  will  race  against  a 
running  horse.  Miss  Allie  Mosby  will 
give  an  exhibition  of  the  cross-saddle 
riding  which  is  becoming  so  very  popu- 
lar now.  In  this  exhibition  she  rides 
her  famous  and  beautiful  horse,  Shy 
Fox,  astride,  the  costume  being  so  ar- 
ranged that  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain 
the  position  of  the  rider.

LITTLE  BIT  OF  ARCADY. 


Tangier  Island  Does  Not  Know  the 
World  Moves. 

The  old  saying,  ■•I.,ivc  at  home  and 
board   at   the  same   place,"   is  certainly 

practiced  hy  the  \  eculiar  people  of  this 
island — a  body  of  land  three  miles  long 
and  one  mile  wid( ,  sa.vs  a  letter  from 
Tangier  island,  V\.  If  there  is  a  spot 
on  earth  where  nm  is  made  to  feel  that 
he  is  entirely  out  of  the  world  Tangier 
island  surely  must  be  that  place.  There 
is  a  population  here  of  about  1600  people, 
old  and  young,  male  and  female,  and 
many  of  these  people  have  never  been 
off  the  island  and  know  as  little  about 
the  civilized  world  as  a  child. 

Men  and  woine;i  now  on  the  phady 
side  of  life  have  spent  their  entire  ex- 
istence on  this  small  piece  of  land,  and 
to  some  of  them  this  island  embraces 
the  whole  world.  Yet  they  appear 
happy  and  ccntenled  in  their  primitive 
manner  of  living,  md  have  no  desire  to 
know  what  is  gcing  on  in  the  great 
throbbing,  busy  w<  rid  which  lies  beyond 
their  water-l)ound  surroudings. 

On  this  island  Ihe  British  invaders 
made  headquarters;  for  several  days  in 
1814,  and  not  far  distant  is  Deal's  island, 
where  good  old  Person  Joshua  Thomas 
w-as  informed  by  i  he  British  general, 
Ross,  that  it  was  lis  intention  "to  eat 
supper  that  night  in  Baltimore  or  in 
hell."  The  man  of  God  prayed  that 
Gen.  Ro.ss  might  not  reach  Baltimore, 
and,  as  the  general  was  killed  at  North 
Point,  before  reaciing  Baltimore,  they 
were  quick  to  bdieve  that  Parson 
Thomas'  prayers  had  been  answered. 

The  inhabitants  af  Tangier  island  are 
intensely  rellgiois  and,  at  the  same 
lime,  the  most  superstitious  people  in 
the  world.  As  illustrative  of  their  re- 
ligious convictions  it  need  noly  be 
stated  that  a  few  years  ago  they  were 
worshipping:  in  a  small,  ramshackl? 
cabin,  but  a  preacher  from  the  Virginia 
conference  was  as  5igned  to  the  island, 
and  he  has  succeeded  in  working  up  one 
of  the  best  charge's  in  the  confertnce 
district. 

Where  the  smal  cabin  stood  is  now 
a  handsome  $12,00ii  Ijuilding,  and  the 
preacher  receives  more  than  $1000  a  year 
to  look  after  the  s  liritual  affairs  of  the 
inhabitants. 

The  church  is  tlie  biggest  thing:  on 
the  island,  and  moie  interest  is  taken  in 
it  than  in  anything  else.  Whatever  the 
parson  says  is  law  ind  gospel,  even  with 
the  roughest  oysteiman  and  crabbers, 
who  will  occasion; illy  smuggle  whisky 
on  the  island.  The  strictest  prohibition 
laws  are  enforced,  not  by  officers,  but 
bj'  the  churchmer .  During  a  recent 
protracted  meeting  and  they  are  of  fre- 
quent occurrence,  some  roughs  carried 
a  canoe  of  whisky  and  beer  to  the 
island  for  the  purpose  of  selling  it,  but 
a  crowd  of  church  people — men  and 
women — captured  the  i)oat,  threw  the 
whisky  into  the  b£  y,  and  administered 
sound  thrashings  t:>  the  rum  traders. 

The  women  nearly  all  go  barefooted. 
W"hen  they  attend  church  they  carry 
their  shoes  and  stockings  in  their  hands 
until  the  church  is  reached,  when  they 
sit  down  and  put  them  on,  removing 
them  as  soon  as  s(  rvice  is  over.  Their 
dresses  are  of  the  plainest  calicoes  or 
ginghams,  and  are  cut  without  rtounces 
and  frills.  TJiere  i  ?.  however,  an  abun- 
dance of  gay  ribbons  in  the  make-up  of 
the  Sunday  costume. 

Equally  as  plain  and  old-fashioned  do 
the  men  dress.  They  are  satisfied  with 
copperas  or  jean  pmtajoons,  w^hich  are 
always  cut  on  the  "high  water"  prin- 
ciple, the  legs  never  reiiching  below  the 


ankle.  If  the  men  wear  shoes  on  any 
occasion  there  is  nearly  always  an 
absence  of  socks,  and  the  shoes  are  the 
regulation  brogans.  Their  coats  or 
jackets  are  a  cross  between  a  l).oy's 
blouse  and  the  old-fashioned  "round- 
about" ccat. 

Seasons  come  and  seasons  go,  but  the 
regulation  clothes  for  both  sexes  of  Tan- 
gier island  never  change. 

The  homes  on  the  island  are  of  the 
rudest  kind— mostly  log  cabins — but  th>> 
interior  is  always  scrupulously  clean. 
The  furniture  is  often  not  worthy  of  the 
name.  Many  of  the  liedsteads  are  cf 
the  crudest  kind,  made  by  the  head  of 
the  family  with  a  saw  and  an  ax. 
ITsually  the  home  is  too  small  for  a  bed- 
stead if  the  family  is  large,  and  they 
sleep  on  mattiesses  and  quilts  spread  oa 
the  floor. 

An  entire  family,  often  ten  or  more 
persons,  eat  and  sleep  In  one  room.  The 
cocking  is  done  in  the  fireplace,  the 
utensils  consisting  of  a  frying  pan,  a 
kettle,  an  oven,  and  possibly  a  fe-.v 
pots.  Cooking  stoves,  sewing  machine.', 
and  such  modern  conveniences  are  un- 
known to  many  of  the  inhabitants.  A 
large  number  of  the  people,  both  old  and 
young,  cannot  read.  but  the  new 
preacher  has  succeeded  in  advancing 
education  to  a  large  extent. 

Courting  and  love  making  on  Tangier 
island  is  nearly  always  done  under 
great  difficulties.  The  dwellings  seldom 
have  more  than  one  room,  and  it  some- 
times becomes  necessary  for  the  youn.u: 
couple  to  do  their  love  m.aking  in  the 
presence  of  the  old  folks  and  the  chil- 
dren. 

Girls.  16  years  old,  will  measure  six 
feet  and  weigh  200  pounds.  They  ar<j 
strong  arid  healthy,  well  mannered, 
and.  above  all,  are  taught  from  earliest 
ohildhood  to  regord  virtue  as  above 
everything  in  the  world.  The  men  are, 
as  a  rule,  peaceable  and  quiet. 

The  people  live  by  crabbing  and 
dredging  for  oysters,  and  interfere  with 
no  one  so  long  as  they  are  let  alone. 
They  are  superstitious.  They  have  signs 
for  everything,  and  almost  worship  the 
moon,  by  which  they  foretell  storms  and 
all  kinds  of  disasters.  They  have  a 
mortal  dread  of  an  owl,  and  the  hooting 
of  one  by  day  or  night  is  an  omen  of 
ill-luck.  If  it  is  heard  at  night  and 
answered  by  the  howl  of  a  dog,  it  i.-? 
a  sign  that  one  cf  the  fam.ily  will  die 
soon. 

As  soon  as  the  hoot  of  an  owl  is  heard 
a  chair  or  stool  is  overturned,  and  if 
the  hooting  ceases  at  once  it  is  a  sign 
that  the  danger  has  been  warded  off  for 
a  time,  but  if  the  hooting  continue, 
there  is  weeping  and  wailing  in  the 
home  of  the  islander.  The  howling  of  x 
dog  at  night  is  an  omen  of  ill-luck  also, 
but  it  is  not  a  sign  of  some  impending 
danger  unices  it  is  answered  by  the 
hoot  of  an^wl.
